In the following pages are clearly and distinctly laid before 
the rising medical generation the various means of entering 
the Profession. The Author has taken great pains to make 
his subject clear^ and at the same time of literary value. 
Not only does the book treat of the Medical Schools of Great 
Britain and Ireland^ but also of those of the Continent^ and^ 
in fact^ of aU civilised parts of the universe.

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CHAPTER I. 



THE FBACTITIOimB'a LEGAL AND ACADEMICAL STATUS. 

The Practice of Medicine cmd Swrgery preswmahly open to anyone; 
lindted by specified incapacities and liahilitiea—The Prescribed 
Q^alifi4iaiion for Registration — The " Nineteen Qualifying Bodies " 
'^Diplomas and Degrees — Physician^ Snrgeon, Apothecary ; Prece^ 
dence — The General Meddcal CotmcU — The Medical Practitioner ; 
the Surgical Practitioner ; the Double Qualifi>cation^The Apothecary 
— Foreign QimLifications ; not acceptable for Begistration ; a/oaU' 
ahle on recognition by a Qualifying Body — Midmfery ; no Quali^ 
fication required for simple pra>ctice ; Medical and Surgical Com- 
plications. 

To enable the reader the better to appreciate the subject of this work, 
it may be desirable at the ontset to explain the status of the prac- 
titioner, both in its legal and academical relations. * In this country 
the practice, whether of medicine or surgery, is presxmiably open to 
every inhabitant, irrespective of sex, qualification, or education. This 
common privilege is, however, limited by specified incapacities and 
liabilities. No one, unless ' eiltered on the Begist^ of the General 
Medical Council, can legally recover ft)r advice or attendance except 
under sp^ial contract; and anyone who, being unregistered, *com- 
^unds and seUs medicines of his omm prescription, is liable to a penalty 
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of £20. The Register is penally protected; and anyone falsely pre- 
tending to the qualifications implied in registration, or misrepresenting 
himself to be registered, and practising thereupon, may be fined in the 
like amount. Nor is an imregistered practitioner competent to enter 
professionally upon state, municipal, or parochial service ; and a certifi- 
cate of death signed by him may be rejected by the Registrar as invalid. 
The required qualification for registration is a degree or diploma 
from one or more of the "Nineteen QtAoiUfying Bodies " of the United 
Ejngdom, viz. :—

A foreign or colonial degree or diploma may be registered9 but it 
must have been obtained before the 1st October, 1858. 

A diploma from a university is styled "a License," and its pos- 
sessor *' a Licentiate." A diploma from a college may signify either 
its fellowship, membership, or license, and the diplomate is called 
accordingly a Fellow, Member, or Licentiate. A degree can only be 
granted by a university, and the ordinary degrees in medical science 
are Doctor and Bachelor of Medicine, Master and Bachelor of Surgery. 
But degrees are sometimes granted in certain special departments— 
€.g,f Master and Bachelor of Obstetric Science. 

A Physician is a Graduate or Licentiate in Medicine of a university, 
or a FeUow, Member, or Licentiate of a ooUege or facoliy of physicians.

A SfMrgeon is a Graduate or Lioentiate in Surgery of a nnivorBity, 
or a Fellow, Member, or Lioentiate of a oollege or faoolty of sni^^ns. 

An Apothecary is a Licentiate or Fellow of a corporation of 
apothecaries. 

A Physician, Surgeon, or Apothecary, is bound by the bye-laws of 
his corporation, and if for any infringement his degree or diploma be 
cancelled, his name will be remored from the Medical Register, unless 
he possess another and xmcanceUed qualification. 

With regard to Preeedencey Physicians, Surgeons, and Apothecaries 
rank in the order named as holders of equivalent degrees or Heenses : 
That is, the Doctor of Medicine above the Master of Surgery, the 
Fellow of a -Oollege of Physicians above the Fellow of a Oollege of 
Surgeons, and the Licentiate of a Oollege of Physicians above the 
Licentiate of a Oollege of Surgeons, &e. But a Physician may rank 
beneath a Surgeon as not being the holder of an equivalent degpnee or 
diploma. The license of a college of physicians, for example, is 
beneath the fellowship of a college of surgecms of the same branch 
of the kingdom. 

The Chneral Medical Coumeil is partly composed of members elected 
by the Qualifying Bodies and partly of Orown-appointed represen- 
tatives. It is only consultative, and is without power to control the 
Qualifying Bodies. It registers practitioners as medical or surgical, 
or both. A purely medical practitioner, however, is not entitled to 
recover for surgical advice; and the surgical practitioner stands in 
the same relation to medical practice ; while the apothecary, thoi^^h 
he may recover for any medicines supplied, can claim for medical 
services only. Thus there are two qualifications, medical and surgi<^, 
and when a man possesses both he is said to be doubly qualified. 
Notwithstanding, the single degree or diploma of a university or 
college may by chart^ed privilege be a qualification to practice 
medicine and surgery together, in which case the recipient is both 
a physician and surgeon. An apothecary, it may be added, has all the 
legal privileges of a physician. 

Foreign Degrees amd Diplomae.'^A graduate or licentiate in 
medicine or surgery of any foreign or colonial university or college 
may lawfully use his title of physician, surgeon, or apothecary, or 
may announce himself a doctor or bachelor of medicine or a master 
of surgery, or what not; but it must not be for the purpose of 
practising as if he were a registered practitioner. In effect, he must 
not present these titles as regular qualifications. Hence one qualified 
at Sydney, Paris, Halifax, Berlin, Rome, or elsewhere abroad, if he 
possess no registerable qualification, can practice in this country only

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as an unqualified practitioner. He can recover fees only on special 
contract, must not specially compound drugs, or seU other than patent 
medicines, or such as are in general use and not specially prescribed. 
Moreover, if he use his medical or surgical titles or degrees without 
affording the public the opportunity of knowing that he is not a regis- 
tered practitioner, he is held to be falsely pretending to registration, 
and is liable to the penalty already mentioned. For example, a doctor 
of medicine of New York, practising in the United Kingdom, may 
exhibit a doorplate announcing himself " M.D. (N.Y.)" But he must 
not omit the added letters, or some word indicating the particular 
university, corporation, or country, whence he derived his certificate. 
Such addition, in effect, goes to protect from the allegation of falsely 
pretending to be on the Register ; and it woidd be no valid argument 
for a prosecutor that he did not know what the added letters meant. 
If they were not such as to indicate any one of the Nineteen Quali- 
fying Bodies of the United Kingdom, it woidd be enough. 

Although a foreign or colonial title is not acceptable for registration 
by the Medical Council, yet any of the Qualifying Bodies may 
recognise it and admit to an a<2 eundem qualification, which thereupon 
becomes registerable. In that case, the title previously prohibited, 
except with specification, may be employed unspecified. 

Midwifery. — ^No qualification is required in this country for the 
practice of simple midwifery, and, unless on special contract, my 
attendance fees are recoverable. Certain bodies, it is true, grant 
midwifery degrees and diplomas, but these are not legally necessary; 
and, presumably, any one, however ignorant, may practice the obstetric 
art. The pursuit, however, is not unattended with difficulties. In the 
event of any complication requiring the aid of instruments or manual 
operation, the case becomes surgical, as in the event of internal 
medicines being requisite, either at or subsequent to delivery, it 
similarly becomes medical ; and shoidd death ensue either to mother 
or child the practitioner may be called on to show that he was 
qualified by competent knowledge. Either case, in short, is recognised 
as pertaining to a speciality of medical science— namely, obstetrio 
surgery and medicine.

Fbeliminaby Examination.—- The first step of tlie intending 
student who has determined on qualifying for the Medical Profession, 
is to pass what is known as the Preliminary Examination. This is a 
test of moderate proficiency in the arts pertaining to a liberal educa- 
tion ; and those who have been designed for the pursuit of a scientific 
calling may be presumed to be already prepared for it. The supposi- 
tion, nevertheless, is not uniformly borne out by the event ; and, of the 
various avenues opened up towards the portals of medical study, by 
no means all the candidates are capable of adopting the most desirable. 
The student, however, who is sufficiently prepared should certainly 
take the London Matriculation, even though he may not intend to go 
on to the University Doctorate ; for, should he subsequently wish for 
it, the obstacle of general education will have been removed from his 
path« On the attainment of so excellent an introduction to professional 
etadies some pains may well be bestowed ; but the possible difficulty 
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maj be materiallj relieved by making cboice of an experienced and 
competent tutor and implicitly following his directions. 

Begistbation. — ^Having ^sposed of tbe Preliminary Examination 
by one or other of the various methods to the particulars of which this 
chapter will be mainly devoted, the student will proceed to enter his 
name on the Register of Medical Students kept by the General Medical 
Council. This formality is indispensable. By a decision of the 
Medical Council agreed to by all the Nineteen Qualifying Bodies, no one 
is admissible to the final examination for a qualification in Medicine 
or Surgery unless his name has been entered on the Register for a 
period of not less than four years. Some of the Qualifying Bodies, 
nevertheless, allow three months' deduction, and admit students to 
their final examinations after forty-five months' study. 

Begulations, 

Evezy medioal studeni shall be registered in the mazmer presoribed by the 
General Medioal Council. No medical student shall be registered nntil he has 
passed a prelimioary examination as required by the General Medioal Oonndl. 
The oommenoement.of the oonrse of professional stady recognised by any of the 
Qoalifying Bodies shall not be reckoned as datix^ earlier than fifteen days before 
the date of registration. The registration of medical stadents shall be placed 
under the charge of the branch registrars. 

Every person desirous of being registered as a medioal student shall apply 
to the Branch Begistrar of the division of bhe United Kingdom in which he is 
residing * * * and shall produce or forward to the Branch Begistrar a 
certificate of his haying passed a preliminary examination as required hy the 
Q«neral Medioal Oounci], and a statement of his place of medioal study. 

The Branch Begistrar shall write the appHoant's name and other particulars 
in tibe Students' Begister, and shall give him a certificate of such registration. 

The several Branch Ckrandls shall have power to admit special exceptions to 
the foregoing. regulations as to reg^tration for reasons which shall appear to 
them satisfactory. 

Pbeliminaby Examinations in Abts Recognised by the

Board on special application. Failing this, they will be subjected to a 
special examination by the Censors' Board. Candidates for the license 
must have satisfied the conditions of registration of the General 
Medical Council. 
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BoYAii College of Phtsioians of Ebinbttboh anb Boyal 
College of Subgeons of Edinbubgh. — Candidates mast have 
satisfied tlie conditions of registration of the G^eral Medical ConnciL 
These bodies hold a joint examination in: — English Language and 
Composition; Arithmetic, Algebra to simple equations; G^metry, 
SncKd, i., ii. ; Latin, Cicero de Natura Deorom— 'Yirgil, ^neid, ii. ; 
and one optional subject — Greek, French, German, Natural Philo- 
aophj (mechanics, hydrostatics, and pneumatics). Li Latin, Greek, 
French, and German, parsing of words, will be required ; also transla- 
tion of short sentences from English. Li Latin, translation of a 
passage from an unprescribed author will also be required. Further 
particulars maybe obtained on application to the Officer, Boyal College 
of Physicians, Edinburgh. The fee is 10s.; if unsuccessful, a can- 
didate must pay a fee of 5s. for each subsequent examination. Can- 
didates who commenced their professional education before the 17th 
September, 1866, may pass the Preliminary Examination at any time 
before the First Professional Examination. Such candidates may be 
admitted to a special preliminary examination on payment of a fee 
of £1. 

Facttltt of Physicians and Subgeons of Glasgow. — The fel- 
lowship is only conferred on doctors of medicine, licentiates of the 
Faculty, or qualified surgeons. Candidates for the license are required 
to pass an examination or to have otherwise satisfied the conditions 
of registration of the General Medical Council. The examination is 
h^d at the Faculty Hall, Glasgow, in April and July, and September 
and October. It is written, and embraces : English — ^Dictation, Gram- 
mar, Composition ; Latin — ^De Bello Gallico, lib. ii. — ^Yirgil's ^neid 
lib. Yi.— with an easy passage for translation from a work not previously 
announced, and questions in graminar, also historical and geographical 
questions on the subject-matter of these books, and an exercise in ren- 
dering English into Latin ; Arithmetic ; Algebra., to simple equations ; 
Geometry — Euclid, books i. and ii., with easy exercises — ^answers to 
questions on the third book optional ; Natural Philosophy— elementary 
mechanics of solids and fluids (candidates are recommended to read 
Todhunter's " Natural Philosophy for Beginners," part I., ** The Pro- 
perties of Solid and Fluid Bodies"). One of the following optional 
subjects: Greek — Xenophon's Anabasis, book iii., with grammatical 
questions and translation exercises from English into Gi^eek ; French 
— Moli^e's Le Misanthrope, with questions in grammar and translation 
exercises from English into French; German — Schiller's Wilhelm TeU, 
with questions in grammar, and translation exercises from EngLLsk 
into German. 
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CandidateB who show a oompeient knowledge in some of the neoessary rab- 
jeots, bnt not in all, will be re-examined at their nei^t appearanoe only in those 
snbjeots in which they have not previonely paased. 

In the case of candidates who enter for any number of subjects less than 
the whole, a somewhat higher standard of proficiency will be expected in each 
subject than in the case of those who enter for the entire examination. 

Candidates mnst pay a fee of 10s. to the Secretary four days before the 
examination, and at the same time forward a form of application duly 
filled. Forms may be obtained from the Secretary, who will also, on 
receipt of 6d. in stamps, order a past set of Preliminary Examination 
questions to be sent. The candidate must pass in all the subjects 
before he can be registered by the Medical Council. Natural philo- 
sophy was formerly optional, but is now compulsory, either at the 
Preliminary, or before, or at the First Professional examination. 

King and Queen's CoijIiEge of Physicians in Ireland. — Can- 
didates for diplomas must have passed a recognised Arts examination. 
The College does not hold one. 

College of Pbeoeptobs.— JE^ctmino^n^ m Arts recognised by the 
Chneral Medical Council ; held in March and S^teniber in each year.-^ 
The examinations are for certificates of the first and second class, and 
are limited to the following subjects : First Class — Obligatory : 
English til^rammar, with Analysis and Composition, and outlines of 
the Bistory of English Language and Literature; English History; 
G^graphy (including Physical and Mathematical) ; Arithmetic ; 
Algebra to quadratic equations ; Euclid, books i. — ^iv., or the portions 
of geometry treated therein; Latin — any two of the following works, 
one prose, the other poetical — Csesar, books i. and ii. or iv. and v. ; 
Sallust, Catiline ; Yirgil, .^Ineid, one of the first three books ; Cicero^ 
De Senectute ; and Horace, Odes, books i. or iii. One of the following 
languages — ^French, German, Spanish, Italian, or Greek; one com- 
pulsory, others may be taken if desired. The Greek examination is in 
Xenophon, Anab., book i, or St. Luke's Gospel; or Homer,- lliad^ 
book i Latin and Greek composition (simple) is required ; and the 
papers will contain grammatical and other questions on the passages 
selected, as well as short and easy unseen passages for translation.— 
Optional : Elementaty Mechanics of solids and fluids (comprising the 
elements of statics, dynamics, and hydrostatics) ; Natural History 
(botany, zoology, physiology, and geology); Experimental Physics 
(acoustics, light, heat, and electricity) ; Chemistry. — Second Class — 
Obligatory : English Grammar, with Analysis and Composition ; 
English History 9- Geography ; Arithmetic ; Algebra (including simple 
equations and fractions) ; Euclid, book i (or the portions of geometzy 
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treated therein) ; Latin — CsBsar, book i. or ii., or one of the first two 
books of Yirgil's j^Ehieid, translation of simple EngHsh into Latin, 
grammatical and other questions arising ont of the passages set ; one 
modem language — ^French, German, Spanish, Italian. More may be 
taken if desired. — Optional : Elementary Mechanics of solids and 
fluids (comprising the elements of statics, dynamics, and hydro- 
statics) ; Natural History (botany, zoology, physiology, and geology) ; 
Experimental Physics (acoustics, light, heat, and electricity); Che- 
mistry. Spelling and handwriting are considered. — ^Fee 25s. — Candidates 
must give thirty days' written notice to the Secretary ; the fee must be 
paid fourteen days previous to the date of examination. The Second 
Class certificate is recognised by the General Medical Council, provided 
the candidate pass in the first or second division, and in the subjects 
mentioned above as obligatory. 

SocxBTY OF Apothecabies OF LONDON. — Examinations in Arts 
take place at the Apothecaries' Hall, Blackfriars, in January, April, 
and September. Any candidate for the license who has satisfied the 
conditions of registration of the Medical Council will be exempted 
from this examination. The subjects are : English; Latin, translation 
and grammar, and easy translation into Latin; Arithmetic; Euclid, 
books i. and ii., and Algebra to simple equations ; either Greek, French, 
German, or Natural Philosophy, at the option of the candidate. For 
natural philosophy the book recommended is Snowball's '* Cambridge 
Course of Natural Philosophy." 

Apothecabies' Hall of Dublin. — Candidates for the License who 
have otherwise satisfied the conditions of registration of the General 
Medical Council are exempt. This examination is held in January, April, 
July, and October. — Ccmipulsory : English Grammar, Composition, and 
History; Arithmetic; Algebra to simple equations; Euclid, books i 
and ii., or the subjects thereof ; Latin, Livy, Hb. i. and ii., or Yirgil's 
JEineid, i. and ii., and Latin Prose Composition. — Optional : Two of 
the following: (1) Greek — ^Xenophon's Anabasis, lib. i., or Homer's 
niad, book i.; (2) French — ^Voltaire's Charles XII., or Lamartine's 
Yoyage en Orient; (3) German— SchiQer's Wilhebn Tell; (4) Elemen- 
tary Mechanics of solids and fluids, comprising the elements of 
dynamics and hydrostatics ; (5) Logic ; (6) Natural History, embracing 
the classification, elementary structure, and general physiology of 
vegetables and animals. For English, the books recommended are 
Adams's " Elements of ihe English Language " and Trench " On the 
Study of Words." The books for translation from the Latin are 
announced in the preceding year; and so also for the French and 
Gexman langnages. The fee is one guinea. 
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BoYAL College of Subgeons in Ireland. — ^A candidate for tlie 
Fellowsliip must be a Bachelor of Arts, and if not a graduate lie 
must have passed examinations equivalent in extent and range to 
those for an ordinary degree. A candidate for the License mnst show 
** that he has passed a preliminary examination conducted by a board 
recognised by the General Medical Council, into the curriculum of 
which the Greek language enters as a compulsory subject." The fee 
for the Preliminary Examination is one guinea. This examination is 
held in Januarv, April, July, and October, on the third Wednesday in 
each month. " Candidates are required to enter their names and to 
pay their fees to the Registrar at least six days previous to the day of 
examination." The following are the subjects : English Grammar 
and Composition; Arithmetic; Algebra to simple equations; Geometry, 
Eudid, books i. and iL ; Greek, grammar, and translation from Gospel 
of St. John or Xenophon's Anabasis, book i., or the Dialogue of 
Ludan entitled " Menippus, or the Necromancy ;" Latin, grammar, 
and translation from Yirgil's MnQvdi, i. and ii., or the Jugurthine War 
of Sallust, or Livy, lib. iiL Those who intend presenting themselves 
for the profeaaianal examinations of the College are obliged to enter 
their names on the College books as registered pupils. The fee for 
registration is five guineas, but this includes the right to attend the 
Preliminary Examination without further fee. Whereas if a candidate 
first attend the Preliminary, for which he has to pay five guineas, he is 
a guinea out of pocket. 

Univbbsity of London. — Candidates for any degree in this Uni- 
versity (except graduates in arts in the University of either Sydney 
or Melboume) must have passed the Matriculation examination. 
No exemption from this rule is allowed on account of degrees 
obtained or examinations passed at any other than the above-named 
universities. 

This and all other examinations of the University, together with the 
prizes, exhibitions, scholarships, and medals depending upon them, are 
open to women upon exactly the same conditions as to men. 

The Matriculation Exa/rrmiations are held twice in each year, on 
the second Monday in January and the third Monday in June. Caa« 
didates must produce evidence (either a certificate of birth or aa 
afiEidavit made before a magistrate) that they have completed their 
sixteenth year. This evidence must be forwarded to the Registrar 
of the University at least fourteen days before the commencement of 
the examinations. 

The examination papers of past examinations are not published separately, 
but the papers of the previona aoademioal year are printed in the Universi^ 
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Calendar of the ourrent year, wluoh is issned annually at the bei^inning of April, 
and is to be obtained of the pnbliaberB, MoMn. Taylor and Franoif , of Bed 
lion-oonrt, Fleet-etreet, E.O. (prioe 48.)* 

Eveiy candidate rnuBt inscribe bis name on tlie books of the University, 
and at the same time pay a fee of £2. Full information as to the time 
for doing this will be given when the candidate has forwarded the 
evidence as to his age. The examination is written, but the Examiners 
reserve the right of putting viva voce questions to any candidate. 
Subjects : Two of the following languages — (a) Greek, (&) French, 
{c) G^erman, and (cQ either Sanskrit or Arabic. Latin (compulsory), 
one Latin subject to be selected by the Senate one year and a half 
previously from the works of the undermentioned authors — ^Yirgil, 
one book of the Gkorgics, and one book of the ^ueid; Horace, 
two books of the Odea; Sallust, the Conspiracy of CatHine, or the 
War with Jugurtha; GsBsar, two books of the Gallic War; Livy, one 
book ; Cicero De Senectnte or De Amicitid., with one of the following 
Orations — Fro Lege Manili&, one of the four Catilinarian Orations, 
Pro Archil, Pro M. Marcello ; Ovid, one book of the Metamorphoses 
and one book of the Epistles or Heroides. 

The paper in Latin aball contain paasages to be translated into English, with 
qnestionB in history and geography arising ont of the snbjeots of the book 
selected. Short and easy passages shall also be set for translation from other 
books not so selected. A separate paper shall be set containing qnestions in 
Latin grammar, with simple and easy sentences of English to be translated into 
Latin. 

Greek — One Greek subject to be selected by the Senate one year and a 
half previously, from the works of Homer (one book), Xenophon (one 
book): 

The paper in Greek shall contain passages to be translated into English, with 
questions in grammar, and with qnestions in history and geography arising ont 
of the snbjeots of the book selected. Short and easy passages shall also be set 
for translation from other books not so selected. 

French — ^Translation into English and the accidence of grammar; 
German, translation into English and (except when German is taken 
as an alternative for Greek) questions in the accidence of grammar 
alone ; Sanskrit, Arabic, translation into English, and grammar — 

Candidates who desire to be examined in Sanskrit or Arabic mnst give at 
least two calendar months' notice to the Begistrar, and mnst mention the other 
optional language which they select. 

English Language (dictation and grammar) ; History of England, to 
end of seventeenth century ; Modem Geography; Arithmetic, including 
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vulgar and decimal fraotions, and extraction of the square root; 
Algebra, including proportion^ arithmetical and geometrical progres- 
sion and simple equations ; Geometry, first four books of EucHd or the 
subjects thereof; Natural Philosophy — ^Mechanics — Composition and 
resolution of statical forces, simple machines (mechanical powers), ratio 
of the power to the weight in each, centre of gravity, general laws of 
motion, with the chief experiments by which they may be illustrated, 
law of the motion of falling bodies; Hydrostatics — ^Hydraulics, and 
Pneumatics, pressure of liquids and gases, its equal diffusion and varia- 
tion with the depth, specific gravity and modes of determining it, the 
barometer, the syphon, the common pump and forcing pump, and the air 
pump ; Optics — ^Laws of reflexion and refraction, formation of images 
by mirrors and simple lenses; Heat — Its sources, expansion — Ther* 
mometers — ^relations between different scales in common use, difference 
between temperature and quantity of heat, specific and latent heat, 
calorimeters, liquefaction, ebullition, evaporation, conduction, conveo- 
tion, radiation; Chemistry — Chemistry of the non^metaUic elements, 
including their compounds as enumerated below, their chief physical 
and chemical characters, their preparation, and their characteristic 
tests — Oxygen, hydrogen, carbon, nitrogen, chlorine, bromine, iodine, 
fluorine, sulphur, phosphorus, siHcon— combining proportions by weight 
and by volume, general nature of acids, bases, and salts, symbols and 
nomenclature — ^the atmosphere, its constitution, effects of animal and 
vegetable life upon its composition — combustion — structure and pro- 
perties of flame, nature and composition of ordinary fuel — ^water, 
chemical peculiarities of natural waters, such as rain water, river water, 
spring water, sea water — carbonic acid, carbonic oxide, oxides and 
acids of nitrogen, ammonia, olefiant gas, marsh gas, sulphurous and 
sulphuric acids, sulphuretted hydrogen, hydrochloric acid, phosphoric 
acid, and phosphuretted hydrogen, silica. 

Such is the Matriculation examioation of London University, and 
unless the student intend graduating at some one of the great Conti- 
nental bodies, as Paris, Berlin, Berne, Geneva, &c., and merely securing 
such a diploma in Britain or Ireland as will entitle him to be regis- 
tered, I say emphatically, this is the best examination to pass. It wiU 
exempt him from the examinations of many other bodies should he 
desire the degrees or licenses of the latter ; but, as has been intimated, 
he cannot obtain a degree from London University unless he has 
passed its matriculation or possesses a degree in Arts from one of the 
Universities — Sydney or Melbourne. The student shoidd remember 
that residence is not required. 

The Examiners publish a list of the candidates who have been sue* 
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cessfol arranged in three divisions, the first containing onlj the names 
of those who have been awarded Honours ; the remaining two, called 
the First and Second Divisions, containing the successful candidates' 
names in alphabetical order. A certificate is given to every successful 
candidate who shall apply for it : 

If, in the opinion of the Ezaminera, any candidate in the Honours Division 
of not more than twenty years of age at the oommenoement of the examination 
shall posseas sufficient merit, the first among snoh candidates shall receive aa 
exhibition of thirty pounds per annum for the next two years, the second 
among snoh candidates shall receive an exhibition of twenty pounds per 
annum for the next two years, and the third shall receive an exhibitioii 
of fifteen pounds per annum for the next two years; such exhibitiottB 
to be payable in quarterly instalments, provided that on receiving each 
instalment the exhibitor shall dedare his intention of presenting himself 
either at the two examinations for BA. or at the two examinations for 
B.L., or at the First LL.B. Examination, or at the Preliminary Scientific and 
First M.6. examinations within three academical years from the time of his 
passing the Matriculation examination. The fourth successful candidate shall 
receive a prize of ten pounds value in books, philosophical instruments, or 
money ; and the fifth and sixth shall each receive a prize of two pounds' value 
in books, philosophical instruments, or money. . . . Any candidate who may 
obtain a place in the Honours' division at the Matriculation examination in 
January shall be admissible to the First B.A., or to the First B. Sc. examina- 
tion, in the following July. 

British Scholarships, &c, — A. "For Male Candidates : (1) A scholar- 
ship of the value of fifty pounds per annum, and tenable for three 
years, is annually awarded to the candidate from the Hoyal Medical 
College, Epsom, who at the June Matriculation examination stands 
highest among the candidates approved by the headmaster of that 
institution, and who passes either in the Honours' list or in the 
First Division, on condition of his prosecuting his studies during the 
tenure of his scholarship with a view to graduation in one of the 
Faculties of the University of London. (Particulars may be obtained 
on application to the Secretary of the Royal Medical College, 37, Soho- 
square, W.) (2) A similar amount is annually offered to candidates 
intending to pursue at Owen's CoUege, Manchester, their studies for 
graduation in one of the Faculties of the University of London, a 
single scholarship of fifty pounds per annum for three years being 
awarded to the highest of those candidates at the June Matriculation 
examination who shall have been previously approved by the principal 
of Owen's College, provided that he pass in the Honours' Division-; or 
in case no candidate should so pass, two scholarships, each [of twenty- 
five pounds per annum, being awarded to the two candidates as afore- 
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said, who shall stand highest in the First Division. (Particulars may 
be obtained on application to the Principal of Owen's Oollege, Man- 
chester. 

B. For Female Candidates: (1) Two exhibitions, one of thiHy 
pounds, the other of twenty pounds per annum, tenable for two years, 
will be awarded at the June Matriculation examination to the two 
female candidates of not more than twenty years of age at the com- 
mencement of the examination who pass highest in the Honours' 
Division, to assist them in pursuing their studies at some collegiate 
institution approved by the Gilchrist Trustees. (2) Two exhibitions, 
one of forty pounds, the other of thirty pounds per annum, tenable 
for two years, will be awarded to the two female candidates who 
pass highest at the First B A. examination (provided that they obtain 
in the one case at least two-thirds, and in the other at least three- 
fifths, of the total number of marks), to assist them in pursuing 
their studies at some collegiate institution approved by the Gilchrist 
Trustees. 

A Gold Medal of the value of twenty pounds (or a book prize of the 
same value) wiU be awarded to the female candidate who passes highest 
at the Second B.A. examination, provided she obtain not less than 
two-thirds of the total number of marks. (Further particulars may be 
obtained on application to the Secretary to the Gilchrist Educational 
Trust, 4, Broad Sanctuary, Westminster, S.W.) 

West Scholarship. — A scholarship of the value of thirty pounds, 
and tenable for one year, is awarded by University College to that 
candidate who at the June Matriculation Examination in London 
obtains the highest marks in English. (Further particulars may be 
obtained of the Secretary of University College, Gower-street, W.O.) 

Tuffnell Schola/rships,'— Two of the value of one hundred pounds 
each, tenable for two years, are awarded by University College 
for distinction in Analytical and Practical Chemistry, and in General 
Chemistry alternately. The candidate must be an undergraduate of 
the University of London of not more than three years' standing* 
(Further particulars may be obtained of the secretary of University 
College.) 

Beid Studentship for Women. — A studentship at Bedford College^ 
tenable for two years, of the value of twenty-five pounds, is offered 
annually to the woman passing highest in the June Matriculation- 
Honours Division — and who may be desirous of proceeding to the 
B.A. or B.Sc. degree. (Further information may be obtained of 
Mrs. Reid's Trustees, Bedford College, 8, York -place, Portman* 
square, W.) 
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Indi<m j9c^2ars/iip«.— There are two, each of £100 Tuliie per aonnin, 
tenable for four years. They are awarded annually to natiTe can- 
didates who head the list at Oalcutta, Bombay, and Madras, in the 
Janiiary Matriculation. Such candidates must pass in the Hononrs 
or First Division and be not oyer the age of twenty«two years. Thej 
must prosecute their studies, either at the Uniyersity of Edinburgh 
or at Uniyersity College, London, with the object of graduating at 
the Uniyersity of London. For further particulars apply to the 
secretary to the Gilchrist Educational Trust, 4, Broad Sanctuary, 
Westminster, S.W. 

Colonial Scholarships. — The candidate who heads the list at the 
Matriculation examination which takes place in June in the Dominion 
of Oanada, provided he is placed either in the Honours or First 
Division, and is not more than twenty-two years of age, will be 
awarded a scholarship of the value of one hundred pounds per annum, 
tenable for three years. Candidates must subsequently prosecute their 
studies at Edinburgh University or University College, London, with 
the object of graduating at the University of London. In the West 
India Islands there is a similar scholarship open to candidates on 
exactly the same conditions. There is a similar scholarBhip awarded 
under the same conditions, but bienniaUy, at Hobart Town, Tasmania. 
A scholarship similar in every respect to the last-mentioned is awarded 
to candidates in New Zealand. The Bachelor of Arts of the Uniyersity 
of Sydney who may be nominated by the authorities of his University 
will receive a scholarship of one hundred pounds value per annum and 
tenable for three years. The award occurs biennially. Candidates 
must study at Edinburgh University or University College, London, 
with the object of graduatrug at the University of London. 

Every candidate for a Oolonial Sohokurahip most either be a native of the 
Colony in whioh he preeente himself, or have resided therein for the five years 
immediately preoeding.

OxFOBB UinvEBSiTT.— This is a body corporate, under the title of 
'' The Chancellor, Masters, and Scholars of the University of Oxford.'* 
It is open, without respect of birth, age, or creed, to all persons who 
satisfy the appointed of&cers that they are likely to derive educational 
advantage from its membership, and subject only to necessary limita- 
tions of academical standing. Any person who has been admitted as 
a member is eligible to compete for all its prizes and distinctions, save 
only that degrees in Divinity are confined to members of the Church of 

c 
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England. The OoUeges are corporate institations, within the XJniyer- 
fidty, but distinct from it, which were founded and endowed for the 
purpose of assisting students during their residence at the Uniyersity. 
The Halls differ from the Oolleges, chiefly in being neither incorporated 
nor endowed. They have preserved their original character as insti- 
tutions in which students liye together under the charge of a PrincipaL 
By a Statute of 1868, students are permitted to enter at the Uniyersity 
without becoming members of a college or hall. Such students are 
termed ''Unattached." A student of average ability can obtain the 
B.A. degree in a period of thirty-two consecutiye months, and at 
a cost of about £300; this, too, as a resident member of a College 
or Hall. 

Admiesion, — ^An entrance eThmination must be passed, conducted 
by the individual colleges. The examination is usually of such a 
character as to satisfy the authorities that the candidate is Hkely to 
pass the University degree examinations. It may be stated broadly 
that the examination is similar to Besponsions as to range of subjects 
and standard. All the Colleges and Halls, excepting Corpus and 
Magdalen Colleges, accept the certificate of the Oxford and Cambridge 
Schools Examination Board in place of the ordinary Matriculation 
Examination, provided the certificate be of such a kind as to exempt 
the holder from Besponsions. 

£e8u20nc6.— Applications for rooms should be made to the head of 
the college or hall at which the student proposes to enter before he 
presents himself for examination. All candidates for medical degrees 
must graduate as Bachelors of Arts. 

Special BegulaMons of ihe several Colleges a/nd HdUs, 

At Vnivernty the ordinaiy Ezaminatioii ia usually held in the term previous 
to that of reaidenoe. The Enbjeots are as follow : — (1) Two Greek plays ; or 
one Greek play, and an equivalent amount of Homer, ThuQydides, or Demos- 
thenes. (2) The (Jeorgics of Virffil, or any four books of the ^neid, or an 
equivalent amount from Horace, Livy, Oioero, or Taoitus. (8) Translation 
from English into Latin Prose. (4) Grammar and Parsing. (5) The Gospels 
and Old Testament History. (6) Unseen Passages from the €hreek and Latin 
authors usually read in the highest forms of sohools. (7) Enolid, books i., ii., 
and Algebra as far as simple equations inclusive. (8) The whole of Arithmetio, 
as given in the school text-books of Oolenso, Barnard Smith, or Todhunter. 
Candidates are iuTited to name any other subject to which they may have given 
special attention, such as the Higher Mathematics, History, Physical Science, or 
Modem Languages. 

At BaHliol the Examination is osuaUy held at the beginning of eaoh term on. 
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the Tlmraday of fhe week in whibh the College meets, with a Tiew to zeeidenoe 
in the eurajng term. OancUdatee are ezpeetod to be present at nine o'oloek 
ajn. The sabjeots are as follow: — (1) DiTinity, including the Qospels in 
Greek. (2) In Greek, Homer and Thnogrdides ; in Latin, Virgil, Oioero or 
JAtj — at the discretion of the Examiners. (8) Translation from English into 
Latin Prose. (4) Questions in Greek and Latin (Grammar. (5) English Com- 
position. (6) Eaclid, books i, ii. ; or the first part of Algebra. (7) Arithmetic, 
as far as decimals inelnsiye. Candidates may also be examined, if they pleate, 
in other subjects, such as History, Composition in Modem Langusges, and the 
more adyanced parts of Mathematics. FkofioienQy in these will be aocepted as 
compensation for some degree of failure in dassioal attainments, proyided there 
be reason to suppose that the candidate will be able to pass the University 
TC^ffmin«.fimi, The Examination is not competitlYe, but candidates are expected 
to attain such a standard as will enable them to read for Honours. The Certi- 
ficate of the Oxford and Cambridge Schools' Examiners is aocepted in lieu of 
this Examination, prorided the candidate has obtained such a Certificate as will 
enable him to pass Besponsiotis, and has passed with distinction in one of the 
following subjects: — ^Latin, Greek, Mathematics, French, German, English, 
History, Natural Philosophy, Heat, and Chemistry. 

At Merton the Examination is held three times in the year, vis., on the last 
Wednesday in November, February, and May, at ten o'clock a.m. The subjects 
are as follow: (1) Latin Prose Composition. (2) Translation from Latin. (8) 
Arithmetic. (4) Euclid, books i, ii. ; or Elementazy Algebra. (5) Viva voce 
examination in portions of one Greek and one Latin author : the following are 
recommended — ^Euripides, Hecuba and Alcestis ; Yirgil, iESneid i. — v. The can- 
didate may also offer for special examination any portion of any of the subjects 
recognised by the University Examinations. 

At Eaeier the Examination is held at least once in each term. The subjects 
«re as follow : — (1) Two Greek Plays by the same author : the Medea and 
Hecuba of Euripides, or the (Edipus Bex and Antigone of Sophodes, preferred. 
<2) Horace, three books of the Odes, and the Ars Poetioa. Special leave must 
be obtained, if the candidates wish to substitute any other books. (3) 
Arithmetic. (4) Euclid, books i., ii.; or Algebra to simple equations inclusive. 
<5) Latin Prose Composition. (6) The Outline of Scripture History. Weight 
win be given to any additional books or special subjects in which candidates 
may desire to be examined. The Examination is not competitive, but candidates 
are not allowed to matriculate who do not satisfy the Examiners that, with due 
diligence, they will be able to pass the University Examinations. 

At Oriel the Examiaation is held at least once in each term, and usually in 
the term previous to that of residemoe. l%e subjects are the same as those 
which are required by the University at Besponsions, with the addition of 
translation papers from Greek and Latin authors which have not been 
prepared. 

At Queen's the "Rramination (for residence in the following term) is ordinarily 
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hold : (1) on the day after Ash Wednesday, (2) on the Thnrsday after AioennoD 
Day, (3) on the seoond Thnredaj in November. Supplementary examinations 
are held, when required, on the llmniday before the beginning of eaoh term* 
The Bubjeefai az^ aa follow : — (1) Qreek and Latin Grammar. (2) Translations 
from English into Latin Prose (3) Qreek Books— The Heonba and AleestiB of 
Euripides. Latin Books — ^Virgil's ^neid, i. — v. Or some equiyalent Latin and 
Greek books. The easiest to offer are four books of CSiBsar and four books of 
Xenophon. (4) Arithmefcio; and Euolid, books i.— ii., or Algebra, as fiur aa 
simple equations indusiYe. 

At New CoUege the Examination is ordinarily held twioe a year, in May and 
November : residenoe usually oommenoes in the following term, but those who 
wish to offer themselTes for Besponsions immediately may do so. The Examina- 
tion is directed to ascertain that oandidates for admission haye a reasonabla 
prospeot: (1) of passing all the neoessary examinations of the Universily; 

(2) of reading with profit to themselYes for honours in some one schooL The 
examination consists partly of neesMory, partly of optional subjects. The 
neeeasary subjects are: (1) Dirinity, indnding the Gospels in Greek (except 
for those who can daim exemption, according to the Statutes of the UnlTe^ 
sity, from Diyinity examinations : (2) Easy passages for translation from the 
classical authors usually read in schools : at the discretion of the Examiners. 

(3) Translatiom from English into Latin Ftose. (4) Greek and Latin Gnunmar. 
(5) Euclid, books i., ii. ; or, for those who prefer it. Algebra as far as simple 
equations indusiYe. (6) Arithmetic. The optional subjects are : — (1) Greek 
and Latin Languages. (2) History. (3) Mathematics. (4) Natural Science. 
(5) English Composition. Candidates offering M<tthomalic8 are requested to 
state how much th^y haYC read in that subject. Candidates offering N<siwral 
Science are requested to select one or more of the following subjects : Physics, 
Chemistry, Physiology. Ptofiden^y in any one of the optional subjects will be 
accepted as compensation for defeotiYc knowledge of the necessary subjects, 
provided there be reason to believe that the candidate will be able to pass 
Bespondons within the first two terms of his reddence. The certificate of the 
Oxford and Cambridge Sdiools' Examiners is accepted in lieu of the examination 
for Matriculation, provided that the candidate has obtained such a certificate as 
gives exemption from Bespondons, and has passed with distinction in some one 
subject. 

At Lineohh the Examination is hdd three times a year, on the first 
Saturday in eaoh term. The subjects are the same as are required at Be-^ 
sponsions. 

At Magdalen the Examination is usually hdd at the end of eadi term and 
also at the beginning of IGchadmas Term. The subjects are the same as are 
required at Besponsions ; the portions of dassical authors which are recom^ 
mended are the Hecuba and Alcestis of Euripides, and three books of the Odea 
of Horace with the Ars Poetica. 

At Braaenoee the Examination is held at the end of Midiadmas and Hilary 
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Terms, and in WUteim week. The mbjeoiB ere :— '(1) Bk MeiUiew'e Goepel» 
with Budiments of BeligiooB Knowledge. (2) The Heoiiba of Enapides, end 
eiiJier Horn. H. i, or the Aloestia of Bnripides. (3) Virgil, Qeorgios, i, li* (4) 
Latin Writing. (5) Ghieek and Latin Grammar. (6) Azithmetio. (7) BOtm' 
EnoUd, book i., or the First Fart of Algebra. 

At Corpus the ordinary Matrioolation Bumiaation is held twiee a Tear, ij.* 
before Easter and Miehaelmas Terms. The sabjeots are as follow: — (1)

Candidates maj also be ezamined, if tiiey desire it (notice being 
giyen to the President not less than fourteen days before the day of exami- 
nation) in other sabjeots, snoh as History, English Composition, Natnzal 
Science, and Higher Mathematios; and proiioienQy in sooh sabjeots will be 
accepted as compensation for some inferiorily in Classics, provided there be 
reason to sappose that the candidate will be able to pass the neoessaiy

At Christ Chwroh the Examination is held twice in the year :-^(l) On the 
Thursday and Friday after the 10th of October, with a yieir to residence in the 
January following. [If the 10th of October be Thursday, the Eraminatiini 
will begin on that day ; but if the 10th of October be Friday, the Examination 
will begin on the 16th of October.] (2) On the Wednesday and Thursday la 
the third week before the Commemoration, with a view to residence in the 
October following. Candidates must call on the Dean at 1.80 p.m. on the linrf} 
of tlie two days» bringing testimonials of character for the previeoa two years, 
from their Masters or Tutors. The sabjeots of EramiTiatiop are : — (1) Any ftve. 
oooflecatlYe books of the Siad or of the Odyss^ [rooommondsd], or two plays ef 
JBsobylas or of Sophodes or of Euzipides, or an equiyalent quantUy from some 
other Greek author. (2) Virgil, .SSneid i. — y., or Horace, Odes i.~^iii., and 
Are Poetlca, or an equivalent quantity from some other Latin author. (3) 
Latin Prose Composition. (4) Latin and Greek Grammar. (5) Arithmetio. 
(6) Euclid, books i., ii. Iroeommonded'], or Algebra to simple equations inchudTS. 

At Triniiy, candidates for residence ui October are usually examined in th^ 
Hay preceding, and candidates for residence in January in the Noyembev- 
preceding. The subjects are : — (1) Translation from English into Latin prose.. 
<2) Translation of a passage of unprepared Greek into English. (3) Two plays 
«f Sophocles, prepared. (4) Fire books of the iBneid, prepared. (5) Arithmetic. 
<6) Euclid, books i, ii., or the first part of Algebra. For (3) and (4) equi- 
valents may, by permision, be offered. 

At Bt. John's the Examination is held at the beginning of every term, and 
before the Long Vacation. The subjects are :— (1) Latin Prose Compositton. 
(2) Greek and lAtin Grammar. (3) Arithmetio. (4) Euclid, books L, ii., or 
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Algebra, as far m is required for BeaponBionLB. (5) Euripides, Heouba, and. 
AloestiB. (6) Virgil, Mamd, i. — y,, or equiyalentis. 

At Jemu the Examination indades the Writing of Latin FMse, QneetionB ixk 
Greek and Latin Qrammar, Arithmetic, Elementary Algebra, or Enolid, books 
i., ii. Candidates are also nsnally exsmined in the Heouba and Medea of 
Euripides, and in three books of the Odes of Horaoe. 

At Wadluim the Examination oomprises : — (1) One Qreek and one Latin Author 
ohosen by the candidate, such as — ^Two plays of Sophodes or Euripides, or Hy^ 
books of Homer, or four books of Xenophon's Anabasis. The Georgios of 
Virgil, or five books of the ^neid, or three books of the Odes of Horace, with 
one book of either the Satires or the Epistles, or two books of JAyj, or portiona 
of other dassioal authors of fike quantity. (2) Translation from English into 
Latin Prose. (3) Greeek and Latin Grammar. (4) Arithmetic. (5) Eudid,. 
books i., ii., or Algebra as far as simple equations. 

At Pemibroke the Examination is usually hdd on the day before the com* 
mencement of the term in which the candidate proposes to reside. The subjects 
are the same as are required at Besponsions. 

At WorceaUr the Examination is held at the beginning and end of CYory tenn» 
The subjects are : — (1) The Hecuba and AlcestiB of Euripides, with especial 
reference to the Parsing and Grammar generally. (2) Cicero, De Amidtia and 
De Seneotute. (3) Translation from English into Latin Prose. (4) Cdenso's 
Arithmetic to the end of square root. (5) Euclid, books i, ii., or Colenso'a- 
Algebra to the end of simple equations. A further examination in English,. 
French, or German is optional. 

At KehU the Examination is hdd in October for residence in October or 
January. The subjects are : — (1) Euripides, Hecuba, and Medea, or Sophodes, 
Ajax and Eleotra. (2) Virgil, the Georgics, or Horace, Odes i. — iii., with the 
Ars Poetica. (3) Eudid, or Algebra. (4) Arithmetic. (5) Greek and Latin 
Grammar. Candidates to whom rooms have been promised recdve them in the 
order in which their names are entered upon condition of coming up to the- 
College standard in the Matriculation Examination ; but, in exceptional cases, 
persons who have applied too late to receive a promise of rooms are allowed to- 
ofPer themsdves on the chance of being sdeoted by the Warden to fill such 
extra vacancies as may fall in. The College exempts from its own Examination t 
(1) those who have obtained, within six months before the time of coming into 
residence, the Certificate of the Oxford and Cambridge Schools' Examiners, 
provided that the Certificate shows that they have satisfied the Examiners in 
Latin, Greek, and Mathematics, and that they have obtained distinction in at 
least one subject out of the whole list of those which are appointed for the 
Examination ; (2) those who have been placed in the first dividon in the general 
list of the Examiners in the Oxford or Cambridge Local Examinations. 

At Hertford the Examination is held immediately before the meeting of the 
College at the commencement of eadi term. Candidates are examined (unless 
they have obtained the Certificate of the Oxford and Cambridge Schools* 
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EzftmJnatioii Board for proltoiMiQy in Qreek and Latin) in iho following books 
and sabjeciiB, tIi. : (1) EoripideB, Heonba and Medea ; (2) Virgil, Georgios ; 
(3) Latin Prose Oompoaition ; (4) Latin and Greek Qrammar ; (5) Aritbmetio ; 
(6) Euclid, books i., it Other Greek and Latin books may be snbstitated for 
those aboYO mentioned, provided that the quantity in eaoh oase be not leaa than 
is required for Besponsions. 

At the HalU candidates are usually required to satisfy the Frinoipal that they 
are likely to pass their Unirersity examinations wiUun a reasonable period of 
tune, but there are no fixed subjects of examination. 

Fees. — ^Tbe sums payable to a college or ball on admisBion uBtially 
coiudst of : (1) an admisgion-f ee, (2) caution-money. Both these sums 
▼ary in amoimt at different colleges ; the latter is a deposit which is 
held by the college or hall as a guarantee against possible loss, and is 
not required when, as at New College, Keble Oollege, St. ICary Haii, 
and St. Edmund Hall, the batteb are, or may be, paid either vaeldy, 
or terminally in advance : it is always returned when the name is 
removed from the college books, and sometimes at an eariier period. 

UnaUaehed Students, — ^Persons who desire to be admitted to the 
University without becoming members of a college or hall must apply 
to the Delegates of Unattached Students, who are bound to satisfy 
themselves that the candidates are of good character, that (unless they 
are of mature age) they have the consent of their parents or guardians 
to their living in lodgings, and that they are likely to derive educational 
advantage from becoming matriculated members of the University, 
The Censors hold an examination of such candidates at the beginning 
of every term. The subjects of the ordinary examination are: — (1) 
Three books of Homer, or one Greek Play. (Candidates are advised 
to offer either the Hecuba or the Alcestis of Euripides; or Homer, 
Odyssey, vi.— viii., as these are the most useful books.) (2) Three Books 
of Yirgil's .^hieid, or Three Books of the Odes of Horace. (3) Trans- 
lation from English into Latin. (4) The Elements of Greek and Latin 
Grammar. (5) Arithmetic, including Fractions, Decimals, and Pro- 
portion. (6) Euclid, books i., ii., or Algebra, the first four rules, 
fractions, and simple equations. In case any person desires to 
become a student without passing the above examination, he must 
apply to the Censors, stating the reasons why he wishes to enter the 
University, the course of studies he proposes to follow, and the subject 
or subjects in which he offers himself for examination. If his state- 
ment satisfies the Delegacy, he will be excused the above ordinary 
examination. Persons who have obtained the Certificate of the Oxford 
and Cambridge Schools' Examiners are not required to pass any 
further examination. Each candidate must forward to the Censors, 
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at the Old Olarendon Building, Broad-street, Oxford, at least 
one week before the day appointed for the examination: (1) A 
testimonial of good conduct and character; (2) A certificate of his 
parents' or guardians' consent to his living in lodgings, or of his 
being of age. 

OxPOBD AND Oahbbidgb Sghools' EXAMINATIONS. — Examina- 
tions are held from time to time under an authority entitled the Oxford 
and Cambridge Schools' Examination Board, the members of which 
are appointed in equal numbers by the Uniyersities of Oxford and 
Oambridge respectively. The examinations are held at Oxford, at 
Cambridge, at several pubHc schools, and at certain other centres. 
The dates are fixed from time to time by the Board, and are usually so 
arranged as to give one examination before Midsummer and another 
before Christmas. Any boy who is under education at a school at 
which the examination is held, or who, being under education at 
another school, applies through his master to the Board, is eligible 
as a candidate; in either case two months' notice has to be given 
and a fee of £2 paid. The subjects of the examination are divided 
into four groups: — Oroup I. consists of: (1) Latin, (2) Greek, 
(3) French, (4) Grerman. Group II. consists of: (1) Elementary, 
(2) Additional Mathematics. Group III. consists of: (1) Scripture 
EJnowledge, (2) English, (3) History. Group lY. consists of : 
(1) Natural Philosophy, Mechanical Division, (2) Natural Philo- 
sophy, Chemical Division, (3) Botany, (4) Physical G^graphy and 
Elementary Geology. The examination in Latin includes as obli- 
gatory subjects : (a) Prose Composition, (h) Translation into English 
&om books not specially prepared, (c) Grammar, (d) a portion of 
at least one classical author to be specially prepared, and to be 
selected, with certain admissible exceptions, from a list issued from 
time to time by the Board. A paper in verse composition is also set, 
but deficiency in it, or the omission of it, may be compensated by the 
merit of the candidate's other work in this part of the examination. 
The examination in Greek includes as obligatory subjects : (a) Transla- 
tion into English from books not specially prepared, (b) Grammar, 
(c) a portion of at least one classical author to be specially prepared, 
and to be selected, with certain admissible exceptions, from a list issued 
from time to time by the Board. In addition to these subjects, a paper 
is set in prose and verse composition, but deficiency in either kind of 
composition or the omission of both may be compensated by the merit 
of the candidate's other work in this part of the examination, pro- 
vided, however, that every candidate must show his ability to translate 
easy English sentences into Greek. The examination in Elementary 
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HatbematicB includes as obligatory subjects : (1) Arithmetic, (2) those 
parte of Elementary Geometry wHch are treated of in EncHd i., ii, (3) 
Elementary Algebra to the extent required in Besponsions. (For the 
details of the other subjects the reader is referred to the BegtUaikma 
of the Oxford and Cambridge Schools* ExamMudion Board, published 
at the Clarendon Press.) Every candidate who satisfies the Examiners 
in at least four subjects, taken from not less than three different 
groups (with the exception that candidates who satisfy the Examiners 
in one subject taken from Group II. or Ghroup lY. may oifer three 
subjects taken from Group I.) receiyes a certificate from the Board. 
This certificate exempts an undergraduate from the necessity of passing 
Biesponsions, provided that it staAea thai the holder of it has passed in 
JjaUn, Greek, and Elementary MathemaUcs as specified above. It is 
also accepted by all colleges, except Corpus and Magdalen Colleges, 
by all halls, and by the Delegates of Unattached Students, as a sub- 
stitute for the ordinary Matriculation examination ; but in almost all 
cases the certificate must be of such a kind as to carry witb it an 
exemption from Besponsions as stated above ; and in several colleges, 
viz., Balliol, New, and Keble Colleges, it must also show that the 
candidate has passed with distinction in at least one subject. (In 
addition to the above examinations, the same Board holds general 
examinations of schools; but as these do not specially affect candidates 
for Matriculation or Besponsions, it is not necssary to give a detailed 
account of them here: they will be found, together with further par- 
ticulars as to the examinations for certificates, in the printed BeguUt' 
tions of the Board.) 

OxFOBB Local Examinations. — ^Annual examinations are held in 
the chief large towns in Ene^land, under the authority of a board entitled 
the Delegacy of Local Examinations, for the purpose mainly of testing 
the proficiency of persons who are not intended to enter the University. 
At the same time, some inducements to enter the University are offered 
in certain cases to candidates (provided that they are not females) 
who highly distinguish themselves. Candidates, who may be of either 
sex, are divided into two classes, those who have not exceeded 
their fifteenth year on the preceding 1st of July, and those who 
have not exceeded their eighteenth year on the preceding 30th of 
April. The former are styled Junior, the latter Senior, Candidates. 
1. Exammation of Jv/nior Candddates : This consists of three parts :*— 
I. Examination in preliminary subjects, i^e. (1) Beading aloud from an 
English author, (2) Writing from dictation, (3) Interpretation and 
analysis of an English poem which has been prepared beforehand, (4) 
A short English composition, (5) Arithmetic, as far as single rule of 
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tliree. This part of the examination is obligatoiy on aJl candidates. 
n. Examination in the Rudiments of Faith and Religion, i.e., ia 
certain selected books of the Bible, and in parts of the Book of 
Gommon Prayer. This is obligatory on all candidates unless their 
parents or guardians object to it on conscientious grounds. III. 
Examination in optional subjects : each candidate must pass in not less 
than two, but cannot offer more than five subjects ; and if he has 
declined the examination in the Rudiments of Faith and Religion, he 
must pass in three^ and may offer six. The subjects are : — 1. English. 
2. Latin. 3. Qreek. 4 French. 5. German. 6. Mathematics. 7. 
Mechanics and Mechanism. 8. Chemistry. Candidates may also offer 
themselyes for examination in Music and Drawing. The successful 
receive certificates stating the subjects in which they have passed, and 
their names are published in three divisions according to their merits. 
2. Exa/imnaiion of Senior Candidates : This also consists of three 
parts : — I. Examination in preliminary subjects, i,e,, (1) A grammatical 
paper on some portion of an English author, (2) A short English com- 
position, (3) Arithmetic. This is obligatory on all candidates. II. 
Examination in the Rudiments of Faith and Religion, i.e., in certain 
portions of the Bible and of the Book of Common Prayer. This is 
obligatory on aU persons unless their parents or guardians object to it 
on conscientious grounds. III. Examination in optional subjects : 
each candidate must pass in one of the sections marked B, C, D, and if 
he has declined the examination in the Rudiments of Faith and 
Religion he must pass in two of the sections marked A, B, C, D. The 
subjects are : — ^A. English. B. Languages, i,e,, either Latin or Greek, 
or French or Grerman. C. Mathematics, i.e.. Pure Mathematics to 
Algebraical Geometry inclusive. Mechanics, and Hydrostatics. D. 
Physics, i.e., one of the four following groups of subjects: (1) 
Electricity, Magnetism, Light and Heat ; (2) Chemistry; (3) Yegetable 
and Animal Physiology ; (4) Geology and Mineralogy. Candidates may 
also offer : E. Drawing, and F. Music. The names of the successful 
candidates are published in two separate lists : (1) a list arranged in 
two divisions for each of the sections A, B, C, D, E, F ; (2) a general 
list, arranged in three divisions. Successful candidates also receive a 
certificate, signed by the Yice- Chancellor, and conferring on them the 
title of Associate in Arts. For the details, i.e., the times, places, and 
special books, which vary from year to year, application should be made 
to the local secretaries in the large towns, or to the Secretary to the 
Delegacy, Merton College. For further information see ''Guide to 
Degrees in Arts" (L. Upcott Gill), or ''The Students' Handbook" 
(Clarendon Press). 
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TJniyessity of Gambbidgb. — {See Appendix.) There is no entranoe- 
examination in this Uhiyersity. 

Dttbun Uniyebsitt.— The mode of admission is by passing aot 
examination. The Senior Lecturer is authorised to allow a graduate in 
Arts of any chartered nniyersity in the United Kingdom to have hi» 
name placed on the OoUege books without passing the Matriculation 
examination. At the principal Entrance Examinations, candidates wilt 
be examined in Latin and English Composition ; Arithmetic ; Algebra 
(the first four rules and fractions) ; Euclid, books i. and ii. ; English 
History; Modem G^graphy; and any two Greek and two Latin 
authors, of their own selection, from the following Entrance Course ^— » 
Greek — (1) Homer, Hiad, books i, iL, vi.; (2) New Testament — ^the- 
Grospels of St. Luke and St. John, and the Acts of the Aposties ; (3y 
Suripides, Hecuba, or Alkestis ; (4) Sophocles, Antigone ; (5) Plato,. 
Apologia Socratis; (6) Lucian, Walker's Selections; (7) Xenophon^ 
Anabasis, books i., ii., iii. Latin — (1) Yirgil, ^neid, books i., ii, vi^ 
vii; (2) Horace, Odes; (3) Satires and Episties; (4) SaUust; (5) 
liiyy, any two of the following — ^books i., ii., iii., xxii. ; (6) Csdsar, De- 
Bello GaUico, books i., iL, iii. ; (7) Cicero, De Amicitia and Be Senec* 
' tute. The Principal Entrance Examinations are two in number, and 
are held in the months of Jxme (Midsummer Entrance) and October.. 
At these examinations honors or places are given in the order of 
merit. 

XJkivbbsity of Ebinbuboh.— Every candidate for a medical degree^ 
must pass the Preliminary examination of the Uniyersity or an 
accepted equiyalent. The following e!zaminations will be accepted. 
pro tanto : — 1. The examinations mentioned as qualifying for registra- 
tion on the books of the General Medical Council; 2. The entrance 
examination of the Continental universities. The fee for the Pre- 
liminary examination is ten shillings, but students who have already- 
entered to courses of lectures are exempted from pajong this.. 
SuhjecU — ^EngHsh — ^Dictation, composition, grammar, history, and 
geography. Latin — (October, 1882 ; March, 1883) — ^Livy, book v. ; an 
easy passage from a Latin prose author, and a simple passage of Eng« 
lish (translated from a Latin author) to be re-translated into Latin,, 
the more difficult Latin words being given. Arithmetic. Euclid, 
books i., ii., iii., or Wilson's Elementary Geometry, books i., ii., iii. 
^^Igebra to simple equations. Elements of Dynamics — elementary 
kinematics, statics, kinetics, and hydrostatics (text-book, Blackie's 
Elements of Dynamics). In conformity with Section II. of the 
Statutes, which enacts that no candidate shaU be admitted to a pro* 
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f essional examination who has not passed a satisfiGM^toTy examination 
on at least two optional subjects (in addition to the subjects mentioned 
above), examinations will take place on the following subjects : — Greek 
(October, 1882, and March, 1883)— Xenophon, Anabasis, book iv.; 
French— (October, 1882, and March, 1883)— Yoltaire, Sihde de 
Louis XIV., chaps. xviiL — ^xxiii. ; German (October, 1882, and March, 
1883) — ^Lessing, Minna von Bamhelm; Higher Mathematics — Geo- 
metry—Euclid, books L — ^iv., book vi., and the propositions of xL 
usually given in the modem editions; or Wilson's Elementary 
Geometry, books i, ii., iii., v., and Wilson's Solid Geometry and Oonic 
Sections, book iv., section i. ; Algebra — ^Elementary trignometry and 
conic sections (text-book for Oonic Sections, Wilson's Solid Geometry 
and Oonic Sections, book v.) ; Natural Philosophy— Balfour Stewart's 
Elementary Physics ; Logic — Elementary Lessons in Logic (Jevons), 
or selections from Berkeley, second edition, pp. 143-249 (Professor 
Eraser) ; •Moral Philosophy (October, 1882 ; March, 1883)— Butler's 
Ethical Theory, Sermons i, ii., iii., and Professor Oalderwood's Hand- 
book, pp. 1-43, 77-97, 123-162. 

Uniybbsity of DuBHAM.^^Iandidates for a degree must be gra- 
duates in Arts of a British or Irish university, or of one of the 
following universities: Oalcutta, Madras, Bombay, M'GiU Oollege 
(Montreal), and Queen's Oollege (Kingston) ; or must produce a certi- 
ficate of having passed the matriculation or entrance examination 
of the Universities of London, Edinburgh, Glasgow, St. Andrew's, 
Abereen, and Queen's University (Ireland) ; or a certificate of having 
passed the Oensors' examination for the Membership of the Royal 
Oollege of Physicians of London. 

Oandidates for a LiceiMe must pass the Preliminary examinatioa 
of the University, or have otherwise satisfied the conditions of regis- 
tration of the General Medical Oouncil. The subjects are: The 
History contained in the Acts of the Apostles ; English Grammar and 
Oomposition; Arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal fractions; 
Algebra to simple equations; Euclid, books i. and ii.; Latin Grammar, 
with translation from books. And one of the following: (1) Greek 
Grammar with Xenophon's Memorabilia^ books i. and iL ; (2) French 
Grammar with Voltaire's Oharles XII. ; (3) German Grammar, with 
Goethe's " Dichtang und Wahrheit," book i. ; {4s) Elementary questions 
in Mechanics — ^Hydrostatics and Pneumatics. 

Applioation for admiBsioxi mnst be made at least one month before the 
examination. Each oandidate on applying mnst state his name in fnll and the 
medical school where he proposes to study. He must also forward the 
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ezaminatiim fee, £1, and a oertifioate of chazaoter, and mutt apeoi^ th» 
optional Bubjeofca in whioli he wishes to be examined. The oertifioate ehonld bo 
drawn np with due attention to the following roles : The person signing it 
should state his own plaoe of residence as well as his rank, profession, or 
oocnpation. He should speoify the period dnring which he has known the 
candidate, and in what relationship, as that of dergyman, teacher, employer^ 
Ac. He should give some positiTe testimony as to the candidate's moral and 
religious conduct, and as to his general steadiness and fitness for commencing 
his professional studies. 

Post-ofKoe orders or other remittances should be made payable to the- 
Treasurer. 

Candidates who at the commencement of their professional education passed 
the Alts examination for registration, only may imms in the extra subjecta 
required either before or after presenting themselYes for the first examination 
for the degree, but must do so before presenting themselyes for the second 
examination. 

Dorham is not a residential nniversity for medical students in the 
ordinary sense of the word, but one year must be spent in attendance 
at tlie Collie of Medicine, Newca8tle-npon-l>^e. Students do not 
reside in the College. 

The Degree of Doctor of Medicine for Medical PrctcHHoners of 
Fifteen Years' Standing wUhoui Beeidence, — The Warden and 
Senate of the Uniyersity of Durham, with the view of affording to 
practitioners of fifteen years' standing an opportunity of obtain- 
ing tlie degree of Doctor of Medicine, have instituted a special 
examination under the following r^ulations : Candidates to be 
registered practitioners, to have been in practice as qualified prac- 
titioners for fifteen years, and to be not under forty years of age. If 
the candidate has not passed an examination in Arts he will be re- 
quired to pass an examination in Classics and Mathematics. Bubjecte : 
An English Essay (short), subject to be specified at the time of 
examination ; Arithmetic ; Euclid, books i. and ii. ; Latin, translation 
from Yirgil's iElneid, books i. and ii., together with grammatical ques. 
tions. Also one of the following subjects: Greek, translation from 
Xenophon's Memorabilia, books i. and ii., with grammatical questions ; 
French, translation from Yoltaire's Charles XII., with grammatical 
questions ; German, translation from Goethe's Dichtung und Wahreit, 
book i., with, grammatical questions; Elementary Mechanics — Fneu* 
matics and Hydrostatics ; some treatise on moral, political, or meta- 
physical philosophy. If the candidate has passed a preliminary 
examination previous to the professional examination, " in virtue of 
which lie has been placed on the Register," he will be required to 
translate into English passages from any of the works mentioned 
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l>elow: OsBsar, De Bello Gallico; Yirgil, .^Sneid, i., iL, iii.; CelsnB, 
i., ii., iii. The candidate may choose for himself any one of the three 
above-named authors on whose works to be examined. He will have 
:an opportunity of showing proficiency in Greek, moral philosphy, or 
some modem language, but no extra marks are given for those 
subjects. 

St. Andrew's. — ^In English the qualifications of the candidates will 
be tested by the style and general character of their written transla- 
tions and answers, and by their knowledge of the derivations of words 
•employed in the different departments of medicine. In Latin, candi- 
dates will be examined in Cicero, De Officiis, lib. i., and in the ^neid, 
lib. iL In addition to the elementary rules of Arithmetic, including 
vulgar and decimal fractions, the examination will embrace the first 
two books of Euclid, and Algebra as far as simple equations and pro- 
portion. Li the Elements of Mechanics, the examination will include 
the consideration of the composition and resolution of forces, and the 
following mechanical powers — ^the lever, the wheel, and the axle, the 
pulley and the inclined plane, and the centre of gravity. Without 
specially recommending any text book on this subject, the Examiners 
refer candidates for the necessary information to Snowball's ''Gam- 
bridge Elementary Gourse of Natural Philosophy," or to Knott's 
'''First Book of Natural Philosophy." The preceding subjects of 
•examination are all compulsory, but it will be sufficient if the candidate 
profess at least two of the following subjects, in which he will be 
required to pass a satisfactory examination : — ^In Greek, candidates wiU 
be examined in the first two books of Xenophon's Anabasis, or, if they 
prefer it, in any one book of Herodotus or two books of Homer which 
they may like to select. In French, they will be examined in Voltaire's 
" Charles XII." In German, in Schiller's " Thirty Tears' War," or in 
any one of his dramas they like to select. In the Higher Mathematics, 
the examination will be limited to the following subjects : — ^The first 
four and the sixth books of Euclid; Algebra, Plane Trigonometry, and 
the elementaiy propositions on the Straight Line, Circle and Conic 
Sections, treated analytically. (The requisite information on these 
subjects may be found in any of the ordinary text books. The 
Examiners, however, specially recommend Potts's " Elements of 
Euclid," Wood's or Todhunter's " Algebra," Snowball's, Todhunter's, 
or Beasle/s " Trigonometry," and Todhunter's " Plane Co-ordinate 
Geometry," with the omission of chapters iv., vii., xiv., xv., xvi. In 
Ni^tural Philosophy, candidates will be expected to have a fair know- 
ledge of elementary mechanics, hydrostatics, and optics. A thorough 
knowledge of the manuals on these subjects by Galbraith and Houghton

^will enable candidates to pass this portion of the examination^ bnt it is 
recommended that every 'candidate should extend his reading in at 
least one of the above subjects. In Natural History, candidates will be 
examined in Nicholson's " Advanced Text-book of Zoology." In Logic, 
they may select either Whateley's ''Logic" or his ''Easy Lessons on. 
Reasoning." In Moral Philosophy, either Paley's " Moral Philosophy 
or Mackintosh's " Dissertation on the Progress of Ethical Philosophy. 
Complete examinations of the same extent at other British Universities 
will exempt from these preliminary and extra-professional examina- 
tions. The preliminary branches of extra-professional education in the 
•case of candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and Master 
in Surgery are : English, Latin, Arithmetic, Elements of Mathematics 
ti,nd Elements of Mechanics, and the proficiency of students in these 
branches is ascertained by examination prior to the commencement of 
their medical study. No candidate is admitted to a professional 
examination for either of the last-mentioned degrees who has not 
passed a satisfactoiy examination in at least two of the following 
sabjects, in addition to the subjects mentioned above : Greek, French, 
Grerman, Higher Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, Natural History, 
Logic, Moral Philosophy ; and the examination on these subjects also 
wDl, as far as possible, take place before the candidate has entered on 
his medical curriculum. 

A d^ree in Arts, not being an honorary degree, of any of the 
universities of Scotland or of England or Ireland, and also a degree 
in Arts of any colonial or foreign university, which may for this 
purpose have been, specially recognised by the University Court, 
exempts candidates from all preliminary eTa.miTia,tion. The curriculum 
for the M.B. degree is of four years' duration. Two years must be 
•sx>ent at one of the following universities and colleges : St. Andrew's, 
Glasgow, Aberdeen, Cambridge, Oxford, Trinity College Dublin, 
'Queen's College Belfast, Queen's College Cork, Queen's College 
Galway. For the degree of MD. the candidate must have held the 
l)achelorship two years and be twenty-four years of age before exami- 
nation. 

Kufa AKD Qxjeek's College of Phtsicians (Iabland). — 
Oandidates for the License must have satisfied the conditions of regis- 
tration of the Medical Council. The College does not hold an exami- 
nation in Arts. Candidates for the Fellowship must be members 
of the College. Candidates for the Membership must be licentiates. 
They will be required to translate into English a passage from some 
Latin author, or to shtw that they possess a knowledge of Greek, 
French, or German. 
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OiiiLSOOW.-— The examination in general ednoation may be passed 
either in this TJniyersity or at any imiyersity or board of which, the 
examinations are recognised by the General Medical Gonncil as 
entitling to registration. But while a certificate of having passed any 
recognised preUminaiy examination entitles to registration in the 
books of the General Medical Gonndl, the XJniyersity only accepts 
these examinations pro tamto, and exacts examination in every case on 
snoh subjects required by the regulations of the University as are not 
embraced in the certificates presented from other examining boards, or 
which, thongh indnded therein, are not of similar extent to the same 
subjects as prescribed by the University. In snch cases this exMnina- 
tion required by the University must be passed by the candidateEr 
before admission to their first professional examination. In addition 
to the above-named preliminary examination, candidates for the 
Bachelorship of Medicine are reqnired to undergo previous to their first 
professional examination an examination in two of the following 
subjects, to be selected by the candidate — ^viz. : Greek, French, G^erman, 
Higher Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, Natural History (geology^ 
or zoology), Logic, Moral Philosophy. Mrst Pari; — BngHsh-^ 
Dictation, Composition, Grammar (text book, " Morell's English 
Grammar)." Latin — Yirgil's ^neid, lib. ii. ; Sallust, Be Bello- 
Jugurthino, chap. L — ^1. ; translation of passages from works not 
prescribed and of English passages into Latin, the principal Latin 
words being supplied; Grammar and Construction. Arithmetic to- 
vulgar and decimal fractions inclusive. Euclid — ^First three books. 
Algebra to simple equations inclusive. Mechanics — Questions for 
which *' Bottomley's Dynamics" (Collins' series) may serve as text 
book. 

For the pnrpoie of registration any of the Embjeots under H. (Seoond Part> 
may be Bubatitiited for Mechanics, in which ease Meohanica most be passed 
before the First Professional examination. 

Second Fart. — ^The candidate must pass in two, at least, of the 
following subjects, to be selected by himself before he can be admitted

respectively. 

Third Par^.— -The candidate for the degree of M.D. must, if 
he be not a graduate in Arts, pass an examination in three of the 
subjects enumerated under Part II., of which one must be Greek, 
another Logic, or Moral Philosophy. The third may be chosen by the 
candidate. The curriculum for the M.B. and M.8. degrees is of four 
years' duration. One year must be passed at the Uniyersity of Glasgow^ 
one other year may be passed at any recognised unirersity. The 
remaiiuBg period of study may be Bpent at a medical Bchool the 
Hospital attached to which contains at least eighty beds, and in 
attendance on the lectures of such teachers as the Uniyersity Court 
noiay from time to time recognise. For the degree of M,D, two years' 
extra study is required, and candidates must be twenty-four years of 
age. The examination in general education takes place in October and 
March or ApriL The fee is 10s. to non-matriculated students, but the 
fee will be returned on matriculating within the year. Matriculation 
is the registration of the student's name in the books of the Uni- 
versity.

lowing subjects, viz., French, German, Higher Mathematics, Natural 
Philosophy, and Natural History. Candidates are required to give a 
week's notice of their intention to be examined to the Secretary of the 
Faculty of Medicine. Those intending to be examined in Part IE. must 
state which two of the subjects they desire to be examined in. This exa- 
mination is only for those candidates who intend pursuing their medical 
studies at the University. A fee of 10s. is payable when the student's 
name is registered as having matriculated at the University. The 
curricnlum for the M,B. and CJH, degrees is of four years' duration. 
One year must be spent at the University of Aberdeen. Another year 
may be spent at any recognised university. The remaining period of 
study may be passed at a recognised medical school, and in attendance 
on the lectures of such teachers as the University Court may from 
time to time approve. For the degree of JUT J>. a candidate must be 
twenty-four years of age, and have obtained his M.B. degree two years 
previously.

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INTBODUCTION TO PROFESSIONAL STUDIES. 

"What QualificaMon ahaH I prepare for V* — ThsTrescrihed QualifieatioiM: 
The Doctorate; the London Degree; Oxford cmd Camhridge; the^ 
Scotch cmd Irish Universities ; Chneral Practice ; Svrgery ; Foreign 
Degrees; the great Continental Universities — Sospitdl Medical Schools 
^-The Students Total EoDpenses — The Cvrricubwrnr^Students* Requi-- 
sites — Boohs Becommended — Method of Study. 

The question to be determined before entering on a course of pro- 
fessional study is, " What qualification shall I prepare for P " The^ 
answer must depend on various circumstances — ^previous education, 
age, capacity for learning, character for persererance, amount of money 
at command, and so forth. With a view to guiding the aspirant in his 
choice, I purpose presenting the regulations of the chief foreign and 
all the home medical corporations with regard to examinations and 
fees, as well as the details of the medical curriculum. Before pro- 
ceeding to this — the main purpose of the work — it may be well to offer 
some prefaratory words of explanation and advice, and I will begin^ 
by discussing the merits of various qualifications available. 

The Pbescbibed Qualificatioks. — ^First, with regard to Medicine- 
proper. The Doctorate is a sine qua non for the student who would 
rise to professional eminence, or would desire a high-class practice^ 
For the General Practitioner a Double Licence will be sufficient ; but 
it is essential that the Physician should be a Doctor of Medicine. The 
simplest way of getting the Doctorate is to reside at Edinburgh,. 
Glasgow, Aberdeen, St. Andrew's, Newcastle (for Durham), or Dublin^ 
for one's whole curriculum, and to take the various examinations in 
their ordinary course. This, besides being the simplest, is also the- 
easiest method ; for the tutorial instruction is so arranged as exactly to- 
meet the requirements of the Examiners ; the fairly working student 
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hemg under constant anperyision, need only "go up" wlieu Iub 
teachers consider he has a good chance of passing, and in the majority 
of cases he is snccessfal. The London degree is held by many to be of 
higher standing than that granted by any other TJniTersity of the 
United Kingdom; but this assertion, so often made, requires some 
•qualification. It is true that at present both the extent and standard 
of scientific knowledge required for the Doctorate of the London 
University alike exceed those of its sister bodies ; but the two older 
•corporations of Oxford and Cambridge require a greater amount of 
•clinical knowledge. On the whole, perhaps, the most difficult of 
attainment is the Oxford Doctorate. But there is this advantage in 
the London body, that it does not require residence ; and the student, 
therefore, may take out his curriculum at an ordinary medical school, 
and employ his leisure hours in acting as an assistant. There is yet 
another advantage. The matriculation passed, the student may devote 
himself to purely scientific work, which he would be unable to do at 
Oxford or Cambridge. If we compare London with Durham, the 
Scotch, or Irish Universities, we cannot hesitate as to their relative 
merits ; the University of London, like its dty, stands first. 

The money at the command of the student will, of course, influence 
his determination, and by referring to the following pages he will be 
•enabled to judge for what qualification he can afford to enter. Sup- 
posing he has received a fairly good education, and is possessed of 
49ufficient means to pay the required fees, &c., I would say, " Go in for 
London." If poor, he may possibly win a scholarship ; and if he do not 
isucceed in this, he will yet be at an expense only slightly in excess of 
that for an ordinaiy license. But I will suppose another kind of 
43tudent— one who desires to be simply a general practitioner, and to 
enter the profession with the least possible trouble consistent with 
acquiring a good qualification. To such a one I say: Obtain the 
License of the Boyal College of Physicians of London; or, if you 
intend to enter either of the Services, take the Membership of the 
English College of Surgeons as well. There is yet another typical 
student, the one, that is, who wishes to enter the field of Surgery. 
The highest qualifications granted for proficiency in this branch of the 
healing art are : the Fellowship of the College of Surgeons of England 
and the degree of Master in Surgery of London University. 

I have been considering those who desire to obtain home quali- 
fications only; but, as will be seen hereafter, many of the great 
Continental Universities present facilities for study far in excess of 
those afforded by the majority of our own bodies. Not only so, but 
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the bistorical prestige wbicli attaehes to ttaeh names as Paris, Beriin, 
Yienna, Sco., may well draw foreign candidates for degrees ; even those 
who may be oompelled to pursue their studies in their own cotmtry. 
The question whether one should graduate at home or abroad, howerer, 
18 considerably influenced by the fact that tilie general Hospitals of this 
country do not recognise foreign graduates. If a student desire a 
hospital staff appointment he had better obtain a home degree ; but as 
the advantages of such appointments are mainly hypothetioal, and as, 
if he possess ability, he will hare abundant opportunities of making- 
his name known, other than those afforded by contact with those 
entering the profession, he may count this but a small factor in the 
question. The matter is rather one of individual preference. There is, 
however, one point to which I would draw attention. Ko foreign 
d^gtee is registerable in the tJnited S[ingdom. If, therefore, the student 
intend graduating abroad, he must either obtain an ordinary home 
qualification, or, having procured his degree, seek election to the 
Fellowship of the Olasgow Faculty; if successful, he will thefl be 
entitled to register. 

Hospital Msbioal SOfioot.s. — ^At the large hospitals there kfe, of 
course, more cases treated than at the smaller, and so it might be 
thought that the students of the former would possess a clinical 
IkdVantage. But at such hospitals as Guy's and Bartholomew's, the 
tW6 largest in London, the number of students is so great, and the 
crowding so constant, that it is doubtful whether any advantage is 
obtained by the pupils over those of lesser institutions. It is better 
to study one case thoh>ughly tiian to see a hundred superficially. 
Information with regard to scholarships will be given hereafter, alid 
doubtless the necessitous student will be influ^iced by the monetary 
pfizes obtainable by perseverance, and, it may be added, cmmming. 

Toi*M. BXPENSBB.— The items will be fully given in their respective 
pIiB.ces. Supposing the student to pass his curriculum at a London 
hospital, and to obtain the M.B. of London, his total expenses for 
books, instroments, parts for dissection, hospital and examination 
fees, from the time of matriculation to the period of obtaining his 
degree, should not exceed £160. This sum is fully sufficient to dafry 
him through, and it is possible to reduce it. 

The GTT&&lctrLtnk[.<^A student having passed his mal^culation t>r 
other Arte examination, had better devote himself for twelve months

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London, whicli latter inclndes osteology; he Bhotdd also sttidy ele- 
mentary physiology during the same period. If he is not a candidate 
for the London doctorate, he will hare more time to devote to anatomy 
and physiology. This course of study may be taken at an institution 
where instruction is given, or the student may become the pupil of a 
practitioner holding a public appointment. But this latter course, 
when the student is reading for the Preliminary Scientific, is gene- 
rally a farce ; for the practitioner is unable to afford the pupil any 
great help in the way of preparation, and the very subjects the former 
is qualified to teach, the latter has not the time to learn. I shall 
hereafter have occasion to speak of institutions where instruction is 
given in physics, elementary anatomy and physiology, &c., and it is at 
one of these the student, after matricxdation, had best enter for, say, 
twelve months. 

It is a mistake for the candidate for the London degree to enter a. 
hospital medical school immediately after matriculation, for he will 
not have sufficient time to devote to the study of the more directly 
Medical subjects taught daily, and so he will both miss the opportuni- 
ties for instruction, which more leisure would have opened, and fail 
to take prizes he might easily have won; and at the same time, hj 
attendance, disqualify himself for future competition. 

A student may enter a hospital medical school if he can make strict 
arrangements with the Dean for instruction in the subjects of the 
Preliminaiy Scientific or First Professional examinations, together 
with osteology and elementary physiology; but this is not so easily 
done, for osteology is generally referred to the anatomical lectureSy 
and physiology to the physiological, so that the student, by attending 
these, disqualifies himself for future competition, while at the present 
he is not sufficiently free to devote himself to the study of these sub- 
jects in such a manner as to do himself justice. 

The Preliminary Scientific examination or the First Professional 
of the College of Physicians having been passed, the student should 
now devote himself chiefly to anatomy, physiology, materia medioa, 
pharmacy, &c., and in his leisure hours should read medicine and 
surgery. This is the time at which he should enter a medical school, 
for he will now be able to throw himself into the work without 
restraint. At the end of his second winter he may pass the exami- 
nation in Anatomy and Physiology of the College of Physicians, or 
that for the Membership of the CoUege of Surgeons. This will serve 
as a test of his chances of passing the University examination, for if 
he faily it will hardly be advissible to think of entering for the First 
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DLB. for some time. Haymg passed the Primary, and stLbseqaeiLtiiy 
the First M.B., he will prepare himself for the Final L.B.O.P.9 or 
M.B.G.S., the former by preference. Now is the time, if the student 
desire a continental degree, to enter into correspondence with the 
uniyersitj at which he wishes to graduate. 

The License or Membership having been taken, the continental 
Doctorate or home Bachelorship obtained, the student will turn his 
attention to the Final home Doctorate, if he desire to obtain it. 

This typical curriculum will, of course, vaiy with circumstances. 
Thus, the student who has passed only a preliminary examination in 
Arts, and who intends taldng an English diploma and a continental 
degree, should enter at a hospital medical school so soon as he has 
passed the First Professional of the College of Physicians of London. 
He will then take the Primary Examination of the College of Sur- 
geons or Physicians, the former by preference, as it is recognised 
as a common standard by all the Licensing Bodies, and is in no way 
more difficult than that of the College of Physicians. 

Next comes the Final, and he may choose the L.B.CP., M.B.C.S., 
or other licensing qualifications; the two mentioned are as good as 
any. The former is more distinctly medical, the latter surgical. The 
student may obtain the two diplomas by passing the Final M.B.C.S. 
first, omitting medicine; and then proceeding to the Final L.B.CJP., 
omitting surgery. On presenting a surgical certificate to the College 
of Physicians, he will, if he pass in medicine, receive the Licence 
without further examination in surgery ; and on showing his Licence 
at the College of Surgeons, he will receive the diploma of Member, 
for which he has already passed in surgery, without further exami- 
nation. 

The student intending to take the FeUowship of the English College 
of Surgeons will take the Primaiy Membership in the ordinary course, 
work in the dissecting room during his third winter, and then proceed 
to the Primary Fellowship at the termination of the latter. He will 
take the Final Membership in the ordinary course, and two years 
later may present himself for the Final Fellowship. 

The student who enters at one of the residential universities does 
not need telling the best course to pursue. By following the direc- 
tions of his teachers he will be guided safely.

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A set of Idstological slides (normal) will be of seirioe ; their cost is 
about 17s. per dozen ; three dozen slides will be found snjficient for 
Ixome stndy« The student should learn to mount objects himself; he 
will thus at a trifling cost be enabled to form a histological collection, 
both normal and morbid, which would otherwise cost him many 
pounds. It is not requisite to procure a skeleton, but every student 
should possess a set of bones, which may be obtained of Mr. Eimpton, 
High Holbom, at a fixed price. 

A box of organic materia medica specimens may be obtained of 
Messrs. SouthaU, of Birmingham, for 30s. This the student will find 
of great service ; it is essential that he make himself acquainted with 
the characteristics of drugs in their native state, and this the collection 
referred to will enable him to do. With regard to inorganic drugs, any 
good chemist will furnish a collection of the chief preparations, in 
drachm bottles, for about 12s.

The student 
is recommended to purchase " Michael Foster," and to master it.

Fareira's "Materia Medica," "Crarrod's." TAerapew^ics—" Ringer." 
£fw^ery—"Erichsen" (advanced), "Bryant" (advanced), "W. FairUe

By the term " advanced," used above, I mean that the work to which 
it refers is of a comparatively complete character, and of a nature to 
carry the student through any of the examinations held on the subject 
of which it treats* Elementary works are, in my opinion, so far as 
medical study is concerned, only useful if they are read with a view to 
obtaining a general knowledge of the subject before proceeding to 
details* Thus, a student who knows anatomy and physiology tolerably 
well, and is beginning to read medicine of which he has no knowledge, 
may with advantage go through " Charteris " say twice, and so gain an 
idea of the diseases to which mankind are subject. He should then 
proceed to the study of particulars, which "Roberts " or " Bristow " 
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will afford bim; bat to read elementary works alone, as many do, 
becanse tbey are easier to master, is a fatal mistake, whether or not the 
student intends proceeding to one of tbe higher examinations, for he 
gains only a half knowledge of his profession, yet is apt to oonsider 
bis information complete; and the consequences, if he succeed in 
obtaining a qualification, are disastrous, both to his patients and 
himself. 

Method of Study. — ^Method and application are the steps which lead 
from ignorance to knowledge. A capable man without method may read 
daily for hours, and yet not advance so quickly as one of inferior 
abilities who works according to rule. Suppose a student to have 
^tered upon his first winter at a hospital medical school and to be pre« 
paring for an examination in anatomy and physiology. The first sub« 
ject he must master is osteology, and he should work in this wise. 
With the anatomical work open before him, and the bone by its side, 
he should read the description of the bone itself-— its articulation with 
other bones, paying no attention to muscles or other soft structured 
referred to ; he should identify each part named, and he should con- 
tinne so to read until he can dose the book and call every part of the 
bone by its anatomical name. Then he should open the book once 
more, and read with especial reference to the soft parts in relation to 
the bone. With a piece of chalk he should mark out the attachments 
of each muscle, and learn by heart the structures which pass through 
any foramina which may be situated in the bone, &c. The description^ 
of the bone— of the lines which curve outwards, curve inwards, Ac.— is 
of very slight importance ; indeed, it may be forgotten with impunity, 
for the practical knowledge a student who works at osteology in the 
manner I am directing him will gain will always enable him, if 
required, to give a more perfect description on paper of the form and 
characteristics of any bone than he could do by committing to memory 
its especial features as described in the text books. What is required 
is that the name of the bone be known, and the name of every part of 
it which has received a technical appellation ; that the names of the 
muscles attached to it be remembered, and tiieir exact situation, bsh.^ 
that the names of aU the other soft parts passing through or lying in 
relation to it be remCTCibered, and also the articulation of tiie bone 
with other bones. So with histology and materia medica ; the student 
should work practically, reading the description and identifying eveiy- 
thing described. 

A set period, commencing at a given time, should be occupied each 
day in reading a subject. As a rule, it may be stated that one-aaid^

a-liaJf hours for osteology, and one hour for physiology and histology 
will be found sufficient. In proceeding to more advanced stndy, the 
student should follow out the same plan, and so make himself practi- 
caJly acquainted with every detail of his profession. 

I may say a word with advantage concerning the study of materia 
medica to which I have already referred. This is generally considered 
to he the least interesting branch of medical science ; it is, however, 
only uninteresting in so far as its details are considered by themselves,, 
and without reference to the human economy. 

An ultimate physiological explanation of the action of a drug on the 
animal efystem is often in the present state of our knowledge entirely 
absent ; and hence ^erapeutics, which is the logical sequence and twin 
sister of materia medica, does not relieve its "dryasdust" flavour* 
With regard to making the subject interesting, I can only counsel tfa» 
BtudeAt to strive to find a physiological reason for the action of the 
Arags he ili drndying. He wiU certainly be very often baffled at the 
outset, and have to acknowledge his ignotance, but the effort will serve 
to nxterest him in the subject, and to train his mind in that haMt of 
obsetvation and inquiry which is essential to scientific success. The 
to&owing are the chief points with which the student must be ac- 
qutuoited concerning every drug : (1) To recognise it ; (2) Order (if 
OYga:nic) and where found; (S) How prepared (if inorganic); (4) Pre- 
p&d^tlOnB made from it ; (5) To recognise them ; (6) Dose of the drag 
and its preparations ; (7) 'Action of the drug and its preparations.

Any candidate who lias passed an examination in the subjects of 
the first or second examination at a tmiyersitj or other qnalifying^ 
institution in the United Kingdom, in India, or a British colony, will 
be exempt from re-examination in the subjects in which he has so 
passed. Any candidate who shall have passed an examination in 
surgery at any body of surgeons or at a university in the United 
Elingdom will be exempt from re-examination in Surgery, including 
surgical anatomy and pathology, morbid anatomy and the principles 
and practice of surgery. "Any candidate who shall have obtained a

Membership, — ^There are two examinations. The first is on Anatomy 
and [Physiology, and takes place at the termination of the second 
winter session of study ; the second examination is on Surgical Anatomy 
and the Principles and Practice of Surgery and Medicine, and taikes 
place at the termination of the curriculum. Candidates who already 
possess a medical qualification wiU not be examined in medicine. 
Candidates intending to proceed to such a qualification wUl not be 
examined in medicine, but their diplomas will not be issued to them 
until they have received the former.

Gatididateff rnnst be twentj-one years of age. They mnst have 
passed a preliminary examination in reading, writing, and aritibmetiio, 
«ondnoted by some responsible authority. They must have attended 
for six months, at least, a course of systematic lectures on Midwifery, 
and during another or the same p^od of six months Bedside Instruc- 
tioki ill a lying-in hospital or maternity recognised by the College. 
Each candidate is examined in Midwifery (minus operations) and 
Kurse^^ending. The examinations are conducted orally and by written 
questions. Fee — £1 Is. 

It is not intended by the College to set up a second grade of practi- 
tioners in midwifery, but merely to provide for and encourage the 
better education of female midwives and nurses. Every candidate, 
previously to receiving the License, must sign the following dedara* 
tion: 

I do hereby solemnly and linoerely promise that I will not mak» anj^ 

improper use of the diploma of this College ; and I hereby oonaent to surrender 
my diploma should I hereafter violate any of the conditions speeiited in this 
declaration, or, in the opinion of the College, be gnilty of improper oondnot or 
praotioe. And I hereby promise that I will not attempt to perform any of the 
operations in midwifery, onless it is impossible to obtain the attendance of a 
lOgistered medical practitioner. And I farther nndertake that I will alvTays 
«ndeavoar to obtain the attendance of a registered medical practitioner when- 
eyer the symptoms, whether daring laboor or afterwards, are snch as to lead 
me to believe that the life of the patient or of her child is aotoally in danger. 

BoYAL College of Subgeons in Ibeland. 

Candidates for the License undergo two examinations. The total 
fees amount to twenty-one guineas. The first examination is on 
Anatomy, Histology, Physiology, Materia Medica, and Chemistry.

The Diploma in Midwifery is issued after examination to Fellows 
and Licentiates of the College only. The/ee is £1 6s. 

OXFOBD UnIVBBSITT. 

For the degree of Bachelor of Medicine there are two examina- 
tions. The ^8^ is on Human Anatomy and Physiology, Comparative 
Anatomy and Physiology, Experimental Physics, Botany and Chemistry. 
The second examination is on Theory and Practice of Medicine, in- 
cluding diseases of women and children. Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics, Pathology, the Principles of Surgery and Midwifery, Medical 
Jurisprudence, General Hygiene, some portions of two medical classics, 
either Hippocrates, GkJen, Aretseus, or Celsus vrvast be chosen as one of 
the authors ; and Morgagni, Sydenham, or Boerhaave may be taken for 
the other. 

Three years must elapse between the time of passing the second 
examination for Bachelor of Medicine and the taking the degree of 
Doctor in Medicine, For the latter it is required that the Bachelor 
shall, in the presence of the Begins Professor of Medicine, publicly 
read in the schools a dissertation written by himself, on a subject 
previously approved by the Professor, and deliver a copy after the 
recital to the Professor. 

Certificates of Proficiency in Preventive Medicine and Public SeaUh^ 

These are granted to those Bachelors of Medicine who pass the fol- 
lowing examination : 

I. Hygiene, — ^Meteorology and Meteorological Instruments ; Exami- 
nation of Air, Water, Soils, and Food ; Unhealthy Trades ; Causes of » 
Origin, and spread of Contagious Diseases and Epidemics — Gfeneral

paratiye National Health* 

II. Sanitary Law, — A general knowledge of the recent Acts bearing 
upon the Public Health, and of the duties of the varions ofELoers, as 
laid down by the Local Goyemment Board. 

III. Sanitary Engineering and Apparaiue.'^'WaJbeir Supply, Sewers 
and Drains, Yentilation, Construction of Dwellings, Construction of 
Hospitals, Conservancy of Tillages and Towns, Construction of Flans, 
Sections, and Contour Lines.

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Thjtiologjp PliamiAcy and Fhannaoeutical Ohemistry; tlie ikM, 
Principles of Surgery aoid Midwifery; the fovnik. Pathology, Practdo* 
of Medioine, Glinical Medioine, and Medical Jurispnideiice. Tkese 
examiiiatioiifii having beem passed, an Act must be kept as folloms :•>- 

The Prof eeaor of Fhysio asBigns the day and hour for keeping The Aot, of 
whioh pobUo notioe has to be giToi eight days before. The oiuididate reads a 
thesis ooivposed by himself on some snbjeofc approved by the Professor ; tho 
Professor brings forward arguments or objections for the oaa^ydaie to answer^ 
and examines him vwa voce as well on questions oonneoted with his thesis as on 
other subjects in the faculty of a more general nature. 

MasUr m Burffery, — ^The subjeots of examination are: (1) Surgical 
Anatomy; (2) Pathology, and the Principles and Practice of Surgery; 
(3) Glinical Surgery. Candidates for this degree must hare passed all 
the examinations for the Bachelorship of Medicine. Schedules defining- 
the :range of subjects in the first examination, and of the comparatiye 
anatomy in the second examination, may be obtained, on application^ 
at the Anaiiomical Museum. All other particulars will be found in 
the Oambridge Oalendar. 

Examination in State Medicine. 

An examination in so much of State Medicine as is comprised in 
the functions of of&cers of health will be held yearly in Cambridge^ 
beginning on the first Tuesday in October, and ending on the f oUowing^ 
Friday afternoon. Candidates must be registered medical men, and 
have attained the age of twenty-three years before presenting them* 
selves for the first part, and twenty-four years before presenting them* 
selves for the second part of this examination. 

lihe first jpart of the examination comprises : Physics and Chemistry; 
the Principles of Chemistry and Methods of Analysis, with especial 
reference to analyses of air and water; Application of the Microscope; 
the Laws of Heat and the Principles of Pneumatics, Hydrostatics, and 
Hydraulics, with especial reference to ventilation, w&ter supply, drain* 
age, construction of dwellings, disposal of sewage and re^se, and 
sanitaiiy engineering in general; Statistical Methods. 

The second paH comprises : Laws of the Realm relating to Public 
Health; Origin, Propagation, Pathology, and Prevention of Epidemio 
and Infectious Diseases; Effects of Overorowding ; Yitiated Ajr; 
Impure Water and Bad or Insufficient Food ; Unhealthy Occupations, 
and the Diseases to which they give rise ; Water Supply and Drainage, 
in retoence to Health; Nuisances Injurious to Health; DistribuUon 
of I^seases within the United Kingdom, and effects of soil, season, and 
diBiate. 
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The examiiiation in both parts is oral and piactioal, as well as 
^written. Candidates may present themselvep for either part sepa- 
rately, or for both together, at their option; but the result of the 
examination in the case of any candidate will not be published until 
lie has passed to the satisfaction of the Examiners in both parts. 
Svery candidate will be required to pay a fee of £4 4s. before admission 
to each part. A candidate who has passed both parts to the satisfaction 
of the Examiners wiU receive a certificate of his competent knowledge 
of what is required for the duties of a Medical Of&cer of Health. 

The following suggestions have been drawn up by the Syndicate for 
superintending the examination in State Medicine, as some guide to 
candidates preparing. 

Part 1. — ^The Principles of Chemistry are sufficiently set forth in 
any of the ordinary manuals. Candidates will be expected to under- 
stand the application of the general laws to such cases as occur in the 
practice of an officer of health, but will not be expected to show an 
acquaintance with those details of chemistry which have no direct 
bearing on sanitary questions. No importance will be attached to 
the use of any particular chemical notation. It is not expected that 
officers of health will, in general, be able to act as public analysts, 
but that they will know the methods of analysis, and be able to 
interpret correctly the results of professional analysis. The kinds of 
applications of the several sciences of which candidates are expected 
to show a competent knowledge will be best understood by a perusal 
of Parkes' *' Manual of Hygiene." In the actual analysis of water 
and air, candidates wiU not be expected to make complete quantitative 
analyses, but to know how to apply ordinary chemical methods for the 
detection and discrimination of mineral and organic substances in the 
samples. 

FaH 2. — Candidates will be expected to show an acquaintance with 
the sanitary laws in f (tree in England, but if any candidate has infor- 
mation respecting alternative laws in force in the metropolis, or in 
Scotland, or in Ireland, opportunity wiU be given him, alternatively, 
of showing his acquaintance with such laws. The rest of Part 2, 
besides the subjects expressly mentioned, is to be understood as includ- 
ing those of Yaccination, Disinfectants, the Management of Outbreaks 
of Infectious Diseases, with the Construction of Hospitals temporary 
or permanent; Endemic Diseases; Birth rates and Death rates; the 
Qualities and Suitableness of various Waters used for domestic pur- 
poses ; the Inspection of Factories, Mines, Workshops, and Common 
Lodging Houses.

Second Examination. — Candidates must be nineteen years of age, 
and have spent two years at some recognised medical school, with 
attendance on the usual lectures, &c. The fee is £5. The subjects are : 
Anatomy and Physiology, Histology, Organic Chemistry, Materia 
Medica, and Pharmaceutical Chemistry. 

Third Exandnation. — ^Two years must have elapsed since passing the 
Second Examination, which time must have been spent at a recognised 
hospital or hospitals. The subjects of examination are: Medicine, 
Surgery, Obstetric Medicine, Forensic Medicine, G^eral Pathology, 
General Therapeutics and Hygiene. 

The degree of Bachelor of Swrgery is only conferred on Bachelors 
of Medicine.

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XJnivebsitt of Dublin. 

For the degree of M.B, there ore two examinations. The first is 
on Botany, Materia Medica, Physics, Chemistry, Descriptive Anatomy, 
Practical Histology and Physiology. It is not necessary that the 
student should pass in all these subjects at the same examination ; he 
is allowed to present himself for examination in as many, or as few 
of them, as he pleases. The second examination is on Physiological 
Anatomy, Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, Medical Juris- 
prudence, Institutes of Medicine (Pathology and Hygiene). 

Doctor in Medicine, — ^A Doctor in Medicine must be a Bachelor in 
Medicine of three years' standing, or have been for three years qualified 
to take the degree of Bachelor in Medicine. He must also read a 
thesis publicly before the Begins Professor of Physic, or must undergo 
an examination before the Begins Professor of Physic according to 
regulations to be approved by the Provost and Senior Fellows. 

Bachelor in Surgery. — Candidates must have passed the M.B. 
examinations. AJpractical examination in Surgexy must be undergone. 

Master in Surgery. — Candidates must have held, or have been 
qualified to take, the Bachelorship in Surgery for three years, and 
*' must read a thesis publicly before the Begins Professor according 
to regulations to be approved by the Provost and Senior Fellows." 

Master in Obstetric Science, — Candidates must have passed the M.B. 
and B.Ch. examinations, and undergo another examination limited to 
Obstetrics and the subjects in connection with it. 

Licenses vn Medicine, Surgery, amd Obstetric Science. — Candidates 
must comply with the regcdations for degrees in the same sciences. 
The examinations are identical.

Uniyebsity of Edinbubgh. 

There are four professional examinations. Th^ first is on Chemistry, 
Botany, and Natural History ; the second is on Anatomy, Physiology, 
Materia Medica, and Pathology; the third is on Surgery, Practice of 
Medicine, Midwifery, and Medical Jurisprudence; the fourth is on 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, in the wards of an hospital. The 
examinations on anatomy, chemistry, physiology, botany, natural 
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lii0tPT7r materia medica, and pathology, are conduoted, as far as pos- 
sible, by demonstratioiis of objects placed before tbe candidates. The 
first exaxninatfton may take place at the end of the second year: 
" Froyided always that students who commence their medical studies 
in the summer season, and who profess themselves ready to submit to 
an examination on the first diyision of these subjects, at the beginning 
of th^ second winter session, may be admitted to examination at that 
time, on condition that they produce certificates of attendance on at 
Laast two classes during each of two summer sessions and one winter 
session ; and on the further condition that they shall not be admitted 
to a degree in Medicine, unless their course of study, subsequent to 
the completion of the summer session in which they commence their 
medical studies, shall not be less than the minimuin course of four 
years." 

Those students who have passed the first examination may present 
themselyes for the second at the end of the third year. The third and 
fourth examinations take place on the completion of the anrnis 
medicua. 

H any candidate at these ezaminationB be found unqualified, he cannot be again 
admitted to examination unless he has studied during another year two of the 
"presoribed subjeots," either in the University or in some other aohool of 
medioine. 

Fees for degrees: First examination, £5 5b.: second, £5 5s.; third 
and fourth, £5 5s.; total fees for M.B. .degree, £15 15e. Additional 
fee for M. degree, £5 5s. ; for M.D. degree, £5 58. ; Government stamp 
duty (for M.D. only), £10 10s. In the event of the candidate not 
passing any one of the Professional examinations, the fee is not 
returned; but he may appear at one subsequent examination without 
paying an extra fee, and at any future examination on paying one-half 
the fee.

The Ideense in Medicine involves two examinations; the first on 
Anatomy, Physiology, Botany, and Ohemistry ; the second on Medi* 
cine. Surgery, Forensic Medicine, Midwifery, Pathology, Public Healthy 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, and Diseases of Women and 
Ofaildren. 

The Ideense in 8wrgery is granted on the same condition as the 
license in Medicine, but the final examination is directed more 
ei^eeially to Surgery. 

The examination for the Baehehrship ef Medicine is identical with 
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that for the Lioense in Medicine. Candidates for the deg^ree of M.D. 
xntiat be twenty-four years of age, and have held the Bachelorship for 
two years. A thesis has to be written, and the candidate most be 
prepared to answer questions on the subject of which it treats. 

For the degree of Mtuter in Swrgery candidates must hold the M.B 
degree, and pass a practical examination in Surgery. 

Fees. — ^For each examination, £5; for a License in Medicine, £3; 
for a License in Surgery, £3 ; for a Degree of Master in Surgery, £6; 
for a degree of Bachelor in Medicine, £6 ; for a degree of Doctor in 
Medicine, £6. 

The degree of Doctor of Medicine for medical practitioners of fifteen

Certificate of Proficiency in Sanitary Sdencc^-^Examinatione in State 

Medicine. 

The Warden and Senate of the Uniyersity of Durham, in recognition 
of the importance that medical officers of health, or those seeking 
appointments as such, should possess a proof of their special acquire- 
ments, have instituted Examinations in State Medicine by which the 
successful candidates will be entitled to receiye a Certificate of Pro- 
ficiency in Sanitary Science.

BegulatioiM, — ^For the Certificate of Proficiency in Sanitary Science 
for Medical Officers of Health of five years' standing, obtainable only 
by those members of the profession who have obtained a registered 
qualification before January 1st, 1878: — Candidates must be registered 
medical practitioners, and have acted as officers of health for five 
years. No candidate is eligible who is less than thirty years of age. 
The examination is identical with the one just particularised. Can- 
didates must write an essay on some sanitary subject, and will be 
examined upon the essay, " and upon other sanitary questions." — ^The 
Fee is ten guineas. 

St. Anbbew's. 

Every candidate for the degrees of Bcuihelor of Medicine and Master 
in Surgery must be examined both in writing and viva voce : First, on 
Chemistry, Botany, Elementary Anatomy and Materia Medica; 
secondly, on advanced Anatomy, Zoology, with Comparative Anatomy, 
Physiology, and Surgery; and thirdly, on the Practice of Medicine, 
Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery, Midwifery, GFeneral Pathology, 
and Medical Jurisprudence.

The degree of M.D. may be conferred by the IJniTerBity of St. Andrew's on 
ftny registered medical practitioner above the age of forty years whose pro- 
fessional position and ezperienoe are snch as, in the estimation of the Universi^, 
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io entitle hmt to that degcee, uid who ihaJI, on esamixubtion, ntiifjr the ttefioal 
ezaminerB of the saffioienoy of hie prof eMional knowledge ; provided alweye thftt 
degiees ehaU not be oonferred under this eeotion on a greater number than ten 
in any one year. 

Any person presenting himself as a candidate for the degree of Bootor of 
Hedioine under the first seotion, without having previously obtained the degree 
of Bachelor of Medicine, shall, on so presenting himself, pay a fee of fif^ 
guineas, inclusive of the stamp dniy. 

The ezaminationB ore held yearly, towards tlie end of ApriL The 
gradtuntion fee is fifty gnineas. Candidates whose certificates ' are 
approved of by the Medical Faculty are enrolled for examination in 
Older of application, provided they have complied with the under- 
mentioned regulations as to certificates and deposit. Candidates for 
graduation must lodge with the Professor of Medicine the following 
certificates and deposit, along with their application for admission to 
examination : (1) Certificate of age from parish registrar, or by affi* 
daTit before a magistrate ; (2) At least three certificates from medical 
men of such acknowledged reputation in the profession or of such 
standing in the medical schools as shall satisfy the Senatus of the 
professional position and experience of the candidate ; (3) A certain 
portion (viz., £10 10s.) of the graduation fee wiU be forfeited should 
the candidate fail to appear at the time appointed for examination, or 
should he fail to graduate ; (4) The examination is conducted both in 
writing and viva voce, and includes the following subjects : (1) Materia 
Medica and General Therapeutics; (2) Medical Jurisprudence; 
(3) Practice of Medicine and Pathology ; (4) Surgery ; (5) Midwifery, 
and Diseases of Women and Children. 

Bwrsaries in the Faculty of Medicine, 
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Abebdeen XJnivebsity. 

For the degrees of Bachelor in Medieine and Mcuier in Swrgery 
tiherd are three professional examinations, conducted both orallj 
and in writing. The first includes Chemistry, Botany, Elementary 
Anatomy, and Materia Medica. The second includes Adyaaoed Anatomy, 
Zoology, with Oomparative Anatomy, Physiology, and Surgery. The 
third includes Practice of Medicine and General Pathology, Olinioal 
Medicine, CUnical Surgery, Midwifery, and Medical Jurisprudence. 
The curriculum is of four years' duration. 

The two degrees mentioned may be obtained at the same time, but 
the second is only conferred on those who have made good their title 
to the first. 

The degree of M,D, is obtainable by Badielors of Medicine of two 
years' standing. The candidate writes a thesis ; there is no additional 
examination. 

Fees. — £6 5s. for each of the three profelisional examinatiotts, and 
an additional £5 5s. for the degree of M.D. 

Glasgow Univbbsity. 

The curriculum for the M,B, and M.Ch, degrees is of four years' 
•duration. There are three examinations; the first on Chemistry, 
Elementary Anatomy and Botany ; the second on Advanced Anatomy, 
Phjrsiology, Zoology, with Comparative Anatomy; the third on Materia 
Medica, Practical Pharmacy, General Pathology, Surgery, Practice of 
Medicine, Midwif eiy. Forensic Medicine, Clinical Surgery, and Clinical 
Medicine. 

The degree of M,D, is conferred on Bachelors of Medicine*of two 
years' standing. Candidates must be 24 years of age, and must write 
a thesis.

BoYAL Univbebity OP Ibeland. 

The subjects of the first examination in Medicine are : Zoology, 
Bot&ny, and a modem language. Candidates who have passed in a 
modem language at the ordinary first University examination are 
exempt from presenting this subject. 

The second examination in Medicine embraces : Anatomy, Phjrsio- 
logy, Materia Medica, and Chemistry. 

The fmal M.B. examination embraces: Anatomy and Physio- 
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logy, Surgery, Midwifery, and Diseases of Women and Gliildren, 
Theory and Practice of Medicine, and Medical Jnrispnideince. 

The M.D. examination embraces Clinical Medicine and Snrgery. 

The examination for the M.Ch. degree embraces the Theory and 
Practice of Snrgery, including Operatiye and Clinical Snrgery. 

The examination for the Diploma in Obstetrics embraces the 
Theory and Practice of Midwifery and the Use of Obstetrical Instni- 
ments and Appliances. 

The examination for the Diploma in Scmitary Science embraces: 
Climate, Chemistry, Geology, Physics, Yital Statistics, Hygiene, and 
Sanitary Law. 

Society of Apothbcabies of London. 

There are two examinations for the License. 

First Emamina;tion, — This may be passed after the second winter 
session. It comprises : Physicians' Prescriptions and Pharmacy, Ana- 
tomy and Physiology (including an examination on the living subject) ; 
G^eral and Practical Chemistry, Materia Medica and Botany, Histo- 
logy. 

The second examination^ which is taken at the termination of the 
curriculum, comprises : Principles and Practice of Medicine (including 
an examination of one or more patients) ; Pathology and Therapeutics ; 
Midwifery, including the Diseases of Women and Children ; Forensic 
Medicine and Toxicology ; Microscopical Pathology. 

Fees, — ^For the first examination, £3 3s. ; for the second, £3 3s. 

Certificate of QuaJi/ication to a/st as Assistant in Compotmding 

and Dispensing Medicines. 

The examination is as follows : In Translating Physicians' Prescript 
tions, in the British Pharmacopoeia, in Phannacy, Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Medical Botany. — Fee—Two guineas. 

Modified Fxa/minations* 

Graduates in Medicine of British universities may be admitted to a 
clinical and general examination in Medicine, Pathology, and Mid- 
wifery. Licentiates of the Colleges of Physicians of London or Edin- 
burgh, and Licentiates of the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Glasgow, or of the Apothecaries' HaU of Ireland, will be admitted to a 
viva voce and clinical examination in Medicine, Pathology, Midwifery, 
Forensic Medicine and Toxicology. Students who have passed the first 
examination for the License of the King and Queen's College of Phy- 
sicians of Ireland, for the Joint License of the Boyal Colleges of 
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PhjaicianB and Snrgeoxus of Edinburgh, or for the Single License of 
the College of Physicians of Edinburgh, for the License of the Eacult j 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, for the degree of M.B. or 
Master in Surgery at the Uniyersities of Oxford, Cambridge, London, 
or Durham ; or the second x>art of the professional examination for the

obtain the License of the Hall by undergoing an examination; the 
former two in Surgery and Pharmacy, and the latter in Medicine and 
Pharmacy. Licentiates of the London Society of Apothecaries will 
haye to undergo an examination in Surgery for the License. — Fee for 
the License, 10s.

The requirements of the Qualifying Bodies as to the student's cur- 
riculum yarj considerably. They will, therefore, need explanation in 
detail ; and it will be convenient perhaps to state, first, the minimum 
for a Double Qualification (medicine and surgery), and then to add 
those which are in excess of it. 

The Minimxth Oubbicxtlxtm fob the Double Qualification. 

1. Every candidate is required to have spent forty^ve months in 
medical study since his registration at the General Medical OounciL 

2. Of this period, three winter sessions of six months each, and two 
summer sessions of three months each (i.6., with vacations, two and 
a-half years), must have been passed at a recognised medical school 

3. The remaining eighteen months may have been spent in study at 
any medical institution, or as the pupil of a registered practitioner, or 
in any other manner which may have afforded the student an oppor- 
tunity of acquiring a knowledge of medicine and surgery, or of the 
subjects in connection therewith. 

4 Candidates must have attended, at a recognised Hospital or Hos- 
pitals, the practice of medicine and surgery during three winter and 
two summer sessions ; this practice may be taken coincidentally with 
the instruction in the medical schooL 
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5. No hospital is recognised which contains less than eighty beds. 

6. Candidates must have attended at a recognised hospital, during 
nine months, clinical lectures on medicine, and also during nine months, 
clinical lectures on surgery, and most have been engaged during a 
period of three months in the clinical study of diseases peculiar to 
women. 

7. The duties of a medical clinical derk and of a surgical dresser 
must have been discharged at a recognised Hospital during periods of 
ihree months each. 

8. The instruction in a hospital medical school comprises : —

Oertifioates of attendanoe on the 
aeretal eonrBee of leotnres mnat indnde evidence that the student has 
attended eKaadnation in each oonxse ; the perf omianoe, where practi- 
cable, of the operations of surgery on the dead body; the use of 
soigioal apparatus; the ezandnation of diseased structures, as illus- 
trated in the contents of a museum of morbid anatomy, and otherwise. 
Candidates must show that at an early period of their attendance at 
the hospital they were ''indiriduaUy engaged, at least twice in each 
week, in the observation and examination of patientsi" . . . . " under 
the direction of a recognised teacher, during not less than three 
months ;" also that, subsequently to the first winter session of atten- 
dance on hospital surgical practice, they have attended clinical lectures 
on surgery during two winter aud two summer sessions.

months, and of a surgical dresser during other sim months. No metro- 
politan hospital will be recognised containing less than 150, and no 
colonial or provincial hospital containing less than 100 beds. 

Royal College of Sukgeons ov England. 

The Membership, — Candidates for the Fiaal must prove their attend- 
ance on a course of practical surgery during sim m^onths. The course 
must comprise the personal exercise of the pupil in — The application of 
anatomical facts to surgery, on the living person or on the dead body ; 
the methods of proceeding and the manipulations necessary in order 
to detect the effects of diseases and accidents on the living person or 
on the dead body. Candidates must have filled the office of dresser 
for sim months, and nnist have attended the post-morfcem room 
during the whole period of their attendance on hospital surgical 
practice. No metropolitan hospital will be recognised containing 
less than 150, and no colonial or provincial hospital containing less 
than 100 beds. 

Those candidates who shall have pnrsued the whole of their studies in Soot- 
land or Ireland will be admittod to examination upon l^e pvodnotion of the 
several oertifloates required respeotively by the Collei^ of Smgeons of Edin- 
burgh, the Faonlty of Physioians and Snrgeons of Glasgow, and the GoUegB of 
Snrgeons in Ireland, from candidates for their diploma, together with a oertifl- 
cate of instmotion and profidenpy in the practice of -vaocination, and satisfac- 
tory evidence of having been occupied snbseqnently to the date of passing the 
Preliminary examination, at least four years, or daring a period extending over 
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four winter uid fonr mmmor MSBioiia, Ja the aoqnuemoni of piofeMioiial know- 
ledge; and in the case of oandidates who shall haye pursued the whole of their 
stadies at recognised Foreign or Colonial TJniTersities, upon the production of 
the seyeral certificates required for their degrree hj the authorities of such 
universities, together with a certificate of instruction and proficiency in the 
practice of vaccination, and satisfactory evidence of having been occupied 
subsequently to the date of passing the Preliminary Examination, at least four 
years, or during a period extending over four winter and four summer sessions, 
in the acquirement of professional knowledge. Members or Lioentiatea of any 
legally constituted College of Surgeons in the United Kingdom, and graduates 
in Surgery of any University recognised for this purpose by this College, will be 
admitted to examxnaticm on producing their Diploma, Lioenoe, or Degree^ 
together with proof of being twenty-one years of age, a oertificate of instruotioii 
and profioienoy in the practice of Vaccination, and satisfactory evidence of 
having been occupied, subsequently to the date of passing the Preliminary 
exammation,. at least four years, or during a period extending over four winter 
and four summer sessions, in the acquirement of professional knowledge. 
Graduates in Medicine of any legally constituted Collie or University reoog- 
nised for this purpose by this College will be admitted to examination on adduc- 
ing, together with their Diploma or Degree, proof of being twenty-one years 
of age, a oertificate of instruction and proficiency in the practice of Vaccination, 
and satisfactory evidence of having been occupied, subsequentiy to the date of 
passing the Preliminary examination, at least four years, or during a period 
extending over four winter and four summer sessions, in the acquirement of 
professional knowledge. 

The Fellowship, — Candidates for the Primary examination must 
have performed dissections during three winter sessions.

CanclidateB have tlie option of attending either, first : Two conrses 
of Anatomy of edz months each, and two conrses of Practical Anatomy 
of six months each ; or, one course of Anatomy of six months', and 
one of Practical Anatomy of eighteen months' duration. Candidates 
have also the option of attending either, first : Two courses of lectures 
on the Principles and Practice of Surgery, and one course of Clinical 
Surgery; or one of Theoretical and two of Clinical Surgery. 

The Double License of the Royal Colleges of Physidcms and Swrgeon^ 
of Edinbu/rgh, — ^Anatomy, Surgery, and Medicine are placed under 
the same regulations as the Anatomy and Surgery of the College of 
Surgeons of Edinburgh. 

King and Queen's College ov Physicians, Ibeland. 

A candidate for the Membership must be a Licentiate of three years* 
standing ; or, a graduate in Arts of a British or Irish Uniyersity, and 
a Licentiate of one year's standing; or, a registered practitioner of 
seven years' and a Licentiate of one year's standing. Candidates must 
hold the office of clinical derk for a period of at least six months, or 
produce other evidence of having had practical experience, and must 
have attended a course of instruction in opthalmology. 

Candidates for the Fellowship must be Members of one year'a 
standing. *' No Fellow of any College of Surgeons shall be admissable 
to the Fellowship of the College." 

Candidates for the License must have attended during nine months 
the practice of a hospital containing wards for infectious fevers, having- 
also personally recorded from daily observation five cases ; and during- 
six months must have attended a lying-in hospital, or in some other 
manner must show that he has had an opportimity of making himself 
acquainted with the details of practical midwif eiy. 

BoYAL College ov Sttbgeons, Lkeland. 

For the License, — ^Three courses of lectures on Anatomy and Physio- 
logy* three on Practical Anatomy^ (with dissections), two courses on 
Chemistry, and three on the Theory and Practice of Surgery. 

For the Fellowship, — Cue course of lectures on Comparative 
Anatomy, and one on Natural Philosophy. The curriculum is of sias 
years' duration. 

For the Diploma in Midwifery, — ^The practice of a lying-in hospital; 
or the practice of a dispensary for lying-in women and for children 
during six months; the management of thirty labours. 
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Facttltt 07 Physicians and Sxtboions of Glasgow. 

One oonrse of lectures on Anatomy and eighteen months' Fraotioal 
Anatomy may be taken in lien of two courses of Theoretical and two 
of Practical Anatomy. 

One course of Theoretical and two of Clinical, or two courses of 
Theoretical and one of Clinical Surgery may be taken. 

Univbbsitt of Oxfobb. 

The degree of Bachdor in Medicine may be obtained by passing the 
Arts EzaminationB (B.A.)) and by subsequently studying Medicine in 
any good school; but no examination passed at any other medical 
institution than the Medical Department of Oxford TJniyersity will be 
recognised as qualifying the student in any way for his degree of M.B. 
The Doctorate may be obtained three years after the Bachelorship, that 
is, seyen years from the date of the last Arts examination, and ten 
years from the commencement of the Uniyersity course. For further 
particulars see the XJniyerBity Calendar, also "Guide to Degrees in 
Arts, Ac." (L. Upcott Gill, 170, Strand, London). 

Cambbidgb Uniybbsitt. 

The candidate for a medical degree must reside nine terms at the 
Uniyersity. There are three terms in each year. Whether this curri- 
culum be deyoted wholly, or only in part, to Arts studies, depends on 
the student. There is an examination to be passed, termed the 
'* Freyious " examination. This may be taken at any period of the 
three years' course, and until it has been passed the medical curricu- 
lum does not begin. The latter is of fiye years' duration (for the 
MJ3.), and of this period two years must haye been passed at the 
Uniyersity. 

A further period of three years must elapse before taking the M.D. 
or M.C. degree. By passing in honours for the B.A degree it is pos- 
sible to obtain the M.B. degree after a medical curriculum slightly in 
excess of four years. 

The "Freyious" examination is in: Greek, Latin, Paley's Eyidences, 
Euclid, Arithmetic, and Elementary Algebra. 

For particulars concerning Scholarships, &c., sec " Guide to Degrees 
in Arts, <S^." (Gill, 170, Strand) ; and the " Cambridge Calendar" (Bell 
and Sons, York-street, Coyent Gaorden). 

Fees. — Examination for B.A degree, £3 15s. " Caution" money : A 
certain sum, yarying from £10 to £50, is deposited by the student 
with the authorities of any college to which he is admitted ; this is 
returned when the student's name is taken off the books. There are 
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certain adndssioiL fees, diiSering at different colleges. The matricn- 
lation fees rajcj from 15s. (sizar) to £15 10s. (nobleman). The terminal 
payments for tuition are : Noblemen, £13 6b. 8d. ; Fellow Oommoners, 
£10 ; Pensioner, £6 ; Sizar, £2 ; Bachelor Fellow Commoner, £^ 10s. ; 
Bachelor of Arte, £1 lOs. Such payments are made only during resi- 
dence. 

Fees for degrees : For B.A. at time of general admission, £7 ; ditto 
at any other time, £10 10s. ; M.B., £8; ditto, if a B.A., £2 ; ]\i.D., £10; 
M.C., with no previous degree, £18 ; when candidate is B. A. or M.B.,

or M.D., £1 ; CoUege Fee for B.A., from £3 Is to £5 Is ; ditto for 
M.B., from £4 to £16 9s. ; ditto for M.O., from £4 4s. to £11 9s. ; ditto 
for M.D., from £6 to £17. 

Univbbsitt of Dublin. 

A candidate for the Bachelorship in Medici/ne must be a graduate in 
Arts of Dublin, and may receiye his medical degree at the same com- 
mencement as those at which he receives his degree of B.A. 

The medical curriculum is of four years' duration. Only one course 
of lectures need be attended on the various subjects taught. 

Only the following schools are recognised for attendance upon dis- 
sections: University of Dublin, Boyal College of Surgeons, Ireland, 
Carmichael School, Catholic University, Ledwich School of Medicine 
and Surgery. Six months' dissections only are required. The candi- 
date must attend three clinical courses of nine months each, at Sir 
Patrick Dun's, or other metropolitan hospital recognised by the 
University. The following hospitals are also recognised: Meath 
Hospital, House of Industry Hospital, Dr. Stevens' Hospital, Jervis- 
street Infirmary, City of Dublin Hospital, Mercers' Hospital, St. Yin- 
cent's Hospital,. Adelaide Hospital, Mater Misericordisd Hospital, 
St. Mark's Ophthalmic Hospital, The National Eye and Ear Infirmary. 
Those students who have attended a recognised county infirmary for 
two years previous to their metropolitan studies are allowed to count 
this time as one year passed at a metropolitan hospital. The candidate 
must have attended fever cases, and have received six months' in- 
struction in Practical Midwif eiy, including clinical lectures. Certifi- 
cates in Practical Midwifery are received from the Rotunda Hospital, 
the Coombe Hospital, and Sir Patrick Dun's Hospital Maternity. 

A candidate for the Doctorate vn Medicine must be a Bachelor in 
Medicine of three years' standing. A candidate for the Bachelorship in 
StMrgery must hold the MJB. degree, and must have attended in 
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addition to the ordinary curriculum the following oonrses of stadyt 
Theoretical and Operative 8nrg&ry, one course; DiaeieotionB,. two 
courses ; Ophthalmic Surgery, one course. 

A candidate for the degree of Master in Swrgery must be either a 
Bachelor in Surgery of three years' standing, or have been qualMed to 
take this degree for three years. 

A candidate for the degree of Master in Ohstetrio Science must have 
passed the M.B. and B.Oh. examinations, and must in addition have 
attended a summer course in Obstetric Medicine and Surgery, and two 
months' practice in the Cow-pock Institution. 

Schola/rshvps, &o. 

Two of £20, tenable for two years, are ofEered annually, one being 
for Anatomy, Physiology; and the other for Physics, Chemistry^ 
Botany, and Materia Medica. 

One Travelling Prize, of £100 value, given in alternate years to 
Medicine and Surgery. Candidates must have graduated in Medicine 
within two years of competing for the prize. 

Tbikitt Collbgi. 

The members of the College rank in the following order : Fellows, 
Noblemen, sons of Noblemen, Baronets, Doctors in the three Faculties, 
Bachelors in Divinity, Masters in the Faculties (secular), Bachelors in 
the Faculties (secular), FeUow Commoners, Scholars. 

Terms are kept either by residence, i.e., attendance on lectures, or 
simply by attending the terminal examinations. In the Faculty of 
Medicine students must attend the lectures. All candidates for medi- 
cal degrees must tsLke the Bachelorship in Arts. 

A Bachelor in Medicin>e must have spent four years in the study of 
medicine. Before the grace of the house can be obtained the candidate 
must pass a* public examination in the Hall, before the Medical 
Professors. 

A Doctor vn Medicine must be M.B. of three years' standing. He 
must also read two theses publicly before the Begins Professor of 
Physic, or must undergo an examination before the Begins Professor 
according to regulations to be approved of by the Provost and Senior 
Fellows. 

A Bachelor vn Surgery must be a Bachelor of Arts, and have spent 
four years in the study of surgery and anatomy. Before the grace of 
the house can be obtained, the candidate must pass a public exami<» 
nation in the Hall, before the Professors of the SchooL 

A Master vn Swgery must be a B. Ch. of three years' standing. He 
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must also read two theses publicly before the Begins Professor of 
Surgery, or must undergo an examination before the Begins Pro- 
fessor, according to reg^ulations to be approved of by the Provost 
and Senior Fellows. 

A Mctster in Obstetric Science must have graduated in medicine and 
in surgery, and have spent two years at least in the study of obstetric 
science. Before the grace of the house can be obtained, the candidate 
must pass a public examination before the Professors of the School of 
Physic. 

Qracea for Degrees. — The attention of candidates for degrees is 
speciaUy called to the following order of the Provost and Senior 
Fellows, dated 30th of June, 1873 : 

No graoe for a degree will be pzesented to the Senate nnleas the oandidate 
■hall have oommnnioated mth the Prootor, at latest, the day before the Com- 
menoements. This rale ie to oome into operation at the next Commenoe- 
menta. 

Admission ad ewndem QradtMn, — Graduates of the Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge are entitled to be admitted to the same degrees 
which they hold in their own Universities, on conditions which may be 
learned by application to the Senior Proctor.

Fees to be paid by Graduates of Oxford and Cambridge. — On June SOth, 
1873, the following rule was made by the Board : 

Graduates of Oxford and Cambridge coming to take the ad enndem BA. 
degree shall pay the ordinary replacement fee (^9 Ss.), and the ordioary fee 
for the B. A. Degree (^1), in all, ^10 38. 

Testimoniwns.'^A. fee of thirty shillings is payable on taking out the 
testimonium of any of the above degrees, with the exception of that of 
Bachelor of Arts, and of the Degrees in Medicine, Surgery, and 
Obstetric Science, the charge for the testimoniums of which is 
included in the above schedule of fees for the degree. N.B. — ^As 
some inconvenience may be occasioned to graduates by xmavoid- 
able delay in the issue of testimoniums, all students requiring the 
testimoniums of their degrees during the Summer Vacation are 
requested to make application for them before the 30th of June. Ab 
a general role, testimoniums of degrees will not be issued during the 
Yacation. 
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College Charges. 

BrUrcmee. — ^Before the name of anj stadent can be placed upon the* 
College books, the amount of entrance fees specified below mnst be- 
paid to the Junior Bursar. If this payment be not made within 
twelve days after the date of the Entrance Examination, the note of 
admission is cancelled. 

Salf-yearly Paym&nJts, — The half-yearly payments for college fees- 
and incidental expenses of the preceding half year are dne on the 
22nd of March and 22nd of September in each year. The Jtmior 
Bursar attends in sufficient time to enable all students to pay their 
half-yearly accounts before the first Saturday in May and the first 
Saturday in November, on which days the fines for tardy payment 
commence, at the rate of three shillings weekly. The names of those 
persons whose accounts are not paid before the first Saturday in June, 
and the first Saturday in December respectively, are taken off the 
College books, and not restored until all fines and fees have been paid. 
Sizars, whose incidental expenses are not paid before the first Saturday 
in June, and the first Saturday in December respectively, are forthwith 
struck off the books, and their sizarships vacated. No student will be 
allowed to be a candidate for Moderatorship, or at the Special B.A. 
D^ree Examination in Trinity Term, unless his fees for the current 
half year shall have been paid, and the Junior Bursar's receipt be 
transmitted to the Senior Lecturer, before the first day of examination.

Residence, and Duties ofBesident Students. 

Residence, as a part of academic discipline, is not enforced in the 
University of Dublin, nor is it necessary in itself for keeping terms. 
Yet for professional students residence either in the city or in the 
coll^;e is indirectly necessary. 

Booms. — Chambers in the College are granted by the Frovost ou. 
application from the Tutor of the student who proposes to reside. On 
obtaining rooms, a sum of money is deposited with the Registrar of 
Chambers, which is intended as security against any injury that they 
may sustain, and is returned on vacating the rooms, if all claims of 
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the college be first satisfied. A list of the chambers vacant within the 
College is hung up at the Ohi^ Steward's lodge, near the gate. 
Students can select from this list the set of chambers which they may 
prefer, and communicate the particulars to their respeotiye Tutors. If 
the rooms applied for be granted, the deposit must be paid to the 
Registrar of Chambers within a fortnight, or else the right to the 
rooms lapses. The deposit is returned when the rooms are vacated, and 
the keys given up to the Chief Steward. The deposit for rooms varies 
from £8 to £30 ; and the annual rent varies from £2 to £16. Many 
of these chambers are intended to accommodate two students, in which 
case each student in occupation pays only half rent and half deposit. 
If, however, a student, from any cause, should be the sole occupant of 
such rooms, he is always liable for the entire rent during whatever time 
the sole occupation continues. No student is allowed to reside in 
chambers registered in the name of another, without a written per- 
mission from the Provost, stating the period during which such tem- 
porary occupation may continue. The chambers of any student who 
allows another person to occupy them, either whoUy or in part, without 
such permission, are immediately vacated. 

AdmvUaion of Stvdeids from the Universities of Oxford, and Cambridge^ 

Students in Arts, of the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, de- 
siring to become members of the University of Dublin, wHl be allowed 
credit for their previous academic attendance, according to the follow- 
ing rules : 

1. Students in Arts who have kept three terms at Oxford, and have 
passed the examination called Besponsions, will be entitled to be placed 
in the Senior Freshman Class. The same standing will be allowed to 
Cambridge students who have kept two terms, and have passed the 
Preliminaiy examination. 

2. Students in Arts who have kept six terms at Oxford, and have 
passed the First Public examination, will be entitled to be placed in 
the Junior Sophister Class. The same standing wHl be allowed to 
Cambridge students who have kept four terms, and passed the General 
Examination. 

3. Oxford students who have kept nine terms, and have passed the 
First Public examination, will be entitled to be placed in the Senior 
Sophister Class. The same standing will be allowed to Cambridge 
students who have kept six terms, and passed the General Exami^ 
nation. 

4. Students in Arts who have kept twelve terms at Oxford, and 
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passed the Funst Public ezaminatioiL, will be admitted to the exami- 
nation for the Degree of A.B. The same priyilege will be allowed to 
stodeiite who have kept nine terms at Oambridge, and have passed the 
G^eneral Sxamination for the degree. 

5. Students from Oxford or Gambridge desiring to be plaoed on the 
books of l^dnitj College, Dublin, must produce, in addition to their 
certificate of standing, a certificate of good conduct, signed by the 
head of their College or Hall, or by the appointed oflELoer in the case of 
extra collegiate students. 

Army Midunvea, 

The Secretary of State for War has given his consent to examina- 
tions being held for the appointment of Midwiyes, to form a distinct 
class, and to be qualified to attend both in the female wards of military 
hospitals and the camp and barracks. The class is under the patron- 
age of the Queen, and is in connection with Sir Patrick Dun's 
Maternity. Candidates are required to attend lectures in the Hospital 
by the King's Professor. The hospital students do not attend these 
lectures. On the completion of six months' instruction an exami- 
nation takes place, and the successful candidates receive a diploma 
from the Goyemors of the Hospital. Practical instruction is given 
under the superintendence of the Professor of Midwifery, during the 
period of attendance on lectures. 

Uniyebsity op Edikbubgh. 

The following degrees are granted by this Uzuversity .* Doctor in 
Medicine, Bachelor in Medicine, and Master in Surgery. 

The degree of Master in Surgery is only conferred on those who 
obtain that of Bachelor in Medicine. 

The onniculnm for the Bachelorship is of four years' duration. The 
student must attend 100 lectures on each of the following subjects, 
except when otherwise specified: Anatomy; Chemistry; Materia 
Medica; Physiology; Medicine; Surgery; Midwifery and Diseases of 
Women and Children ; General Pathology, or a three months' course on 
Morbid Anatomy, together with a supplemental course of Practice of 
Medicine or Clinical Medicine; Practical Anatomy — a course of the 
same duration as those of not less than 100 lectures above described ; 
Practical Chemistry — one course of three months ; Practical Midwifery 
— ^three months' course, or six cases imder a practitioner; Clinical 
Medicine and Clinical Surgery — courses of the same duration as those 
of 100 lectures, above prescribed, or two courses of three months, 
lectures being given at last twice a week. During courses, including 
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not less than fifty lectures — ^Medical Jnrispradenoe ; Botany; Natural 
History, indading Zoology. 

Students must attend "during a course of not less than fifty lectures, 
instruction in the class of Practical Materia Medica in the Uziiyersity 
of Edinburgh, or a similar class conducted in a IJniyersity or recog- 
nised school of medicine, or a similar class conducted by a teacher 
recognised by the Unirersity Court ; " or, he must have been engaged 
""for at least three months, by apprenticeship or otherwise, in com- 
pounding and dispensing drugs at the laboratory of an hospital, dis- 
pensary, member of a surgical college or faculty, licentiate of the 
London or Dublin Society of Apothecaries, or a member of the Phar- 
maceutical Society of Great Britain. One year of study must be 
passed at the University of Edinburgh. Another year must be passed 
either at Edinburgh or some other University. The remaining period 
may be passed at a hospital medical school, or one year may be passed 
at such a school and another year in attendance on the lectures of 
registered teachers. Any four of the subjects above mentioned may 
be attended in the last-named manner. " Students of medicine in the 
London schools, and in the school of the College of Surgeons in Dublin, 
oan obtain there two anni medici out of the four required for the 
Edinburgh degrees in medicine. Courses of lectures in these schools 
are regarded as equivalent to lectures on the corresponding subjects in 
this University, except Materia Medica and Midwifeiy, which, having 
only three months' courses in them, are not equivalent. One annus 
medicus may be constituted by attendance on Practical Anatomy and 
Hospital Practice during the winter session. Another cmnu8 medicus by 
attending either— (a) full winter courses on any two of the following sub- 
jects: Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, Pathology, Surgery, Medicine, 
Clinical Surgery, Clinical Medicine ; or (&), on one such course and a three 
months' course on any two of the following subjects : Botany, Practical 
Chemistry, Natural History, Medical Jurisprudence. If the student 
selects the arrangement prescribed in (a), certificates of attendance on 
either a third winter course, or a third three months' course, will also 
be required by this University. The other subjects, and the additional 
courses not given in London or Dublin, required for the degrees of the 
University, will have to be attended at this University. In provincial 
schools, where there are no lecturers recognised l?y the University Court, 
a candidate can have only one annus medicus, and this is constituted 
by attendance on a qualified hospital along with a course of practical 
anatomy; but in a provincial school, where there are two or more 
lecturers recognised by this University, a second annus m^edicus may 
be made by attendance on at least two six months', or one six months* 
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and two three months' recognised courses." Students who attend the 
lectures of extra-academical lecturers in Edinburgh must, at the 
'beginning of each year's attendance, enrol their names in a book 
appointed by the IJniyersity for that purpose, and must pay the 
ordinary matriculation fee. 

Candidates for the Doctorate must have obtained the Bachelorship 
~two years preyiously, and must write a thesis.

The 8yme Surffioal Fellowship, of about the same value as the above, 
is tenable for two years, and is "open to competition among Bachelors 
of Medicine of not more than three years' standing who shall present 
the best thesis on a surgical subject, giving evidence of original 
research or practical talent." 

The Lechie-Mactier Fellowship consists of the interest of £2000. It 
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is tenable for three years. Candidates must be Bacbelors of Medioine 
of not more than three years' standing, Snbjects : Medicine, Surgery, 
Midwifeiy, Gynsdoology, Medical Jurisprudence, and Public Health.

The Vcma Dwnlop Scholarships,^^!!., each of the value of about £100,. 
and tenable for three years. "Not more than one of these scholar- 
ships at a time shall be held by the same person." One is awarded for 
proficiency in the subjects of tbe Preliminary examination in Marcb 
and October. One is awarded for Botany, Zoology, Chemistry, and 
Anatomy, among students wbo have just completed their first year.

The scholar will be 
the student who shall have attended the lectures on these subjecta 
and shall have obtained tbe highest collective number of marks in tbe 
class examinations ; provided be has gained not less than 60 per cent, 
of the marks in each of the two subjects. Three are awarded at tbe 
end of the third winter session "to the student who, after having 
attended within the University the subjects of examination, shall 
obtain the highest number of marks in an examination specially con- 
ducted for the purpose on Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, and 
Pathology. The student who shall obtain the Yans Dunlop scholarship 
in Preliminary Education, and the one who shall obtain the scholar- 
ship in Botany, Zoology, Chemistry, and Anatomy, will be required to 
study at the University so long as they shall continue to hold the said 
scholarships. The student who shall obtain the scholarship in Pbysi- 
ology and Surgery must continue his studies at the University during- 
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at least two years of his tenure of the scholarship, and the remainmg 
year must he passed in study, either in this UzuTersity or in some 
other school of medicine to he approved hy the Medical Faculty." The 
holder of a scholarship in Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica^ and 
Pathology "must continae, for at least the first year of his tenure of 
the scholarship in question, his studies at the IJniyersity, and during 
the remaining period must prosecute research in some hranch of study 
comprised in the medical curriculum." 

The Vans Dunlop Scholarship in Chemistry amd Chemical Pha/rmaey, 
and vn Natural History, vnelvding Botany and Geology, — ^These scholar* 
ships, of the value of ahout £100 each, are tenahle for three years. 
For regulations, see " Calendar." 

The Coldstream Memorial Medical Missionary 8ehola/rship, consisting 
of the interest of £400, is open to medical students at the IJniyersity 
who intend deyoting themselves to the calling of a medical missionary. 
The scholarship is tenahle for four years. 

The Bti4:hanan Scholarship consists of the interest of £1000, and is 
awarded yearly, on the day of medical graduation, for proficiency in 
Midwifery and Gynscology. 

The AbercromMe Bwrswry of £20, tenahle for four years; open to 
students educated in Heriot's Hospital. For further information, apply 
to the Treasurer of Heriot's Hospital. 

Two Sibhald Bursaries, yalue £90 each. 

Eight Thomson Bursaries of £25 yalue each, tenahle for four years. 
" One to he competed for each March and Octoher, at the Preliminary 
examinations required from candidates for graduation in medicine. 
Candidates shall he those ahout to commence their medical curriculum 
who shall attend the said Preliminary examinations, and who shall pass 
in a sufficient numher of suhjects taenahle them to appear for a Pro- 
fessional examination.

Whilst there is no anthorised order of study, the usual course ia 
given below. The FreUminarj Examination in General Education is 
to be taken in the month of March or of October, before entering the 
medical classes. Students are recommended to commence their medical 
studies in the summer session. 

It is to be observed that onlj one course of instruction on each subject 
is given, that being the least possible required by the regnlations, and 
does not include extra courses on several subjects which it is customary 
for students to attend. Those who can spare the time are recom- 
mended to extend the course of study over five years.

QraduaMon in Medicine and Bwtgery, 

Three medical degrees are conferred by the University of Edinburgh, 
viz.. Bachelor of Medicine (M.B.), Master in Surgery (CM), and Doctor 
of Medicine (M.D.) The degree of Master in Surgery is not conferred 
•on any person who does not also at the same time obtain the degree of 
iBachelor of Medicine. These d^rees are a passport to the General 
Ooimcil of the University, and to the Medical Register. They qualify 
for practice throughout her Majesty's dominions, and for admission to 
the Military, Naval, and other public medical services in the United 
Xingdom. 

BtaJMes reloHve to Professional EdacaJtion and Exa/mination, 

No one is admitted to the degree of Bachelor of Medicine or Master 
dn Swrgery who has not been engaged in medical and surgical study 
:f or four years — ^the medical session of each year, or a/rmus medieuSf 
being constituted by at least two courses of not less than one himdred 
lectures each, or by one such course, and two courses of not less than 
fifty lectures each ; with the exception of the Clinical courses, in which 
lectures are to be given at least twice a week during the prescribed 
periods. 

Every candidate for the degrees of M.B. and CM. must give sufGlcient 
evidence by certificates:* (1) That he has studied during courses

months' lectures being given at least twice a week; Medical Juris* 
prudence, Botany, Natural History (including Zoology), during courses 
including not less than fifty lectures. (2) That he has attended for at 
least two years the medical and surgical practice of a general hospital 
which accommodates not fewer than eighty patients, and possesses a^ 
distinct staff of physicians and surgeons. (3) That he has attended 
during a course of not less than fifty hours' instruction the class of 
Practical Materia Medica in the University of Edinburgh, or a similar 
class conducted in a university or recognised school of medicine, or a 
similar class conducted by a teacher recognised by the University 
Court ; or, that he has been engaged for at least three months, by 
apprenticeship or otherwise, in compounding and dispensing drugs at 
the laboratory of an hospital, dispensary, member of a Surgical College 
or I^ulty, Licentiate of the London or Dublin Society of Apothe* 
caries, or a member of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britaiiu 
.(4) That he has attended for at least six months, by apprenticeship 
or otherwise, the out-practice of an hospital, or the practice of a dis- 
pensary, physician, surgeon, or member of the London or Dublin 
Society of Apothecaries. J 
The studies of candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of MediciiLe

(2) Another of such four years of medical and surgical study must 
be either in the Uniyersity of Edinburgh, or in some other. uni-> 
Tersity entitled to give the degree of Doctor of Medicine. (3) Attend- 
anoe during at least six winter months on the medical or surgical 
practice of a general hospital which accommodates at least eighty 
patients, and, during the same period, on a course of Practical 
Anatomy, may be reckoned as one of such four years, and to that 
eztmxt shall be held equivalent to one year's attendance on courses 
of lectures as above prescribed. (4) One year's attendance on the 
lectures of teachers of medicine in the hospital schools ol London, 
or in the school of the College of Surgeons in Dublin, or of such 
teachers of medicine in Edinburgh, or elsewhere, as shall from time 
to time be recognised by the University Court, may be reckoned as 
one of such four years, and to that extent shall be held as attend- 
ance on courses of lecture as above prescribed. (5) Candidates may» 
to the extent of four of the departments of medical study mentioned 
in the previous parag^ph, attend in such year or years of their 
medical and surgical studies as may be most convenient to them, the 
lectures of the teachers of medicine before specified. [Students of 
medicine in the London schools and in the School of the Coll^;e of 
Surgeons in Dublin can obtain there two anni medici out of the four 
required for the Edinburgh degrees in Medicine. Courses of lectures 
in these schools are regarded as equivalent to lectures on the corre- 
sponding subjects in this Uzurersity, except Materia Medica and 
Midwifery, which having only three months' courses in them are not 
equivalent. One cmmus medicfVM may be constituted by attendance on 
Practical Anatomy and Hospital Practice during the winter session. 
Another cmniM vMdicut by attending either (a) full winter courses on 
any two of the following subjects : Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, 
Pathology, Surgery, Medicine, CHnical Surgery, Clinical Medicine; 
or (6) on one such course and a three months' course on any two of the 
foUowiQg subjects — ^Botany, Practical Chemistry, Natural History, 
Medical Jurisprudence. If the student selects the arrangement pre- 
scribed in (a), certificates of attendance on either a third winter course, 
or a third three months' course, will aJso be accepted by this University. 
The other subjects, and the additional courses, not given in London 
or Dublin, reqtiired for the degrees of the Uziiversity, will have to be 
attended at this University. In provincial schools, where there are 
no lecturers recognised by the University Court, a candidate can have 
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only one aumua medicus, and this is constituted by attendance on a 
qualified hospital along with a course of Practical Anatomy; but in a 
provincial school where there are two or more lecturers recognised by 
this TJniyersity, a second arni/us medievs may be made by attendance 
on at least two six months', or one six months' and two three months', 
recognised courses.] (6) All candidates not students of the nzuTersity, 
availing themselves of the permission to attend the lectures of extra- 
academical teachers in Edinburgh, must, at the commencement of each 
year of such attendance, enrol their names in a book to be kept by the 
IJniyersity for that purpose, paying a fee of the same amount as the 
matriculation fee paid by students of the University, and having in 
respect of such payment a right to the use of the Library of the 
University. (7) The fee for attendance on the lectures of an extra- 
academical teacher in Edinburgh, with a view to graduation, must be 
of the same amount as that exigible by medical professors in the 
University. [The fee must be paid at the commencement of the course.] 

(8) No teacher is recognised who is at the same tune a teacher of more 
than one of the prescribed branches of study, except in those cases 
where professors in the University are at liberty to teach two branches. 

(9) It is not necessary for any teacher, attendance on whose lectures 
was recognised before 1861 for the purposes of graduation in the Univer- 
sity, to obtain a new recognition from the University Oourt ; and 
attendance on the lectures of every such teacher wiU continue to be 
recognised as heretofore. (10) It is in the power of the University 
Oourt, if they shall see cause, at any time to withdraw or suspend the 
recognition of any teacher or teachers. 

Every candidate must deliveV, before the 31st day of March of the 
year in which he proposes to graduate, to the Dean of the Eaculty 
of Medicine— (1) A declaration in his own handwriting that he 
has completed his twenty-first year [or that he will have done 
so on or before the day of graduation], and that he will not be, on. 
the day of graduation, under articles of apprenticeship to any 
surgeon or other master. (2) A statement of his studies, as well in. 
Literature and Philosophy as in Medicine, accompanied with proper 
certificates. 

Each candidate is examined, both in writing and vwa voce^^Firat, 
on Ohenustry, Botany, and Natural History; secondly, on Anatomy, 
Institutes of Medicine, Materia Medica (including Practical Pharmacy), 
and Pathology; thirdly, on Surgery, Practice of Medicine, Midwifery, 
and Medical Jurisprudence ; fowrthly, Clinically on Medicine and on 
Surgery in an hospital The examinations on Anatomy, Ohemistry, 
Institutes of Medicine, Botany, Natural History, Materia Medica, a:^d 
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Pathology, are conducted, as far as possible, by demonstrations of 
objects placed before the candidates. 

Students who profess themselves ready to submit to an examination 
on the first division of these subjects at the end of their second year 
may be admitted to examination at that time. Provided always that 
43tudents who commence their medical studies in the summer session, 
and who profess themselves ready to submit to an examination on the 
first division of these subjects at the beginning of their second winter 
session, may be admitted to examination at that time on condition that 
they produce certificates of attendance on at least two classes during 
each of two summer sessions and one winter session; and on the 
further condition that they shall not be admitted to a degree in 
Medicine imless their, course of study, subsequent to the completion of 
the summer session in which they commence their medical studies, shall 
not be less than the minimum course of four years already prescribed. 

Students who have passed their examination on the first division of 
these subjects may be admitted to examination on the second division 
at the end of their third year. 

The examination on the third and fourth divisions cannot take place 
until the candidate has completed bis fourth cmrms medicus. 

Candidates may, if they choose, be admitted to examination on the 
first two of these divisions at the end of their third year, or to the 
four examinations at the end of their fourth year. [Thus candidates 
for the First Professional examination must have given attendance on 
qualifying classes for at least two armi medid, or for two summer 
sessions and one winter session ; for the Second Professional examina- 
tion three complete onni mediei; and for the Final Professional 
examination four complete anni mediei,'] If any candidate at these 
examinations be found unqualified he cannot be again admitted to 
examination unless he has studied, during another year, two of the 
prescribed subjects, either in the IJziiversity, or in some other school of 
medicine. 

After the candidate has satisfied the Medical Examiners, the Dean 
will lay the proceedings before the Senatus Academicus, by whose 
authority the candidate will be admitted on the first day of August, or, 
if that day be Sunday^then on the following day, to the degree of 
Bachelor of Medicine, or to the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and of 
Master in Surgeiy. 

- The Senatus Academicus, on the day here appointed, wiU assemble 
at ten o'clock a.m., for the purpose of conferring degrees; and no 
candidate, unless a sufficient reason be assigned, shall absent himself, 
on pain of being refused his degree for that year. . 
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Oandidates for graduation are required to produce evidence of their 
Laving conformed to the regpilations which were in force at the time 
they commenced their medical studies. 

The degree of Doctor of Meddcme may be conferred on any candidate 
who has obtained the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, and is of the 
age of twenty-four years, and produced a certificate of having been 
engaged, subsequently to his having received the degree of Bachelor of 
Medicine, for at least two years in attendance on an hospital, or in the 
Military or Naval Medical Services, or in medical and surgical practice : 
Provided always that the deg^ree of Doctor of Medicine shall not be 
conferred on any person, unless he be a graduate in Arts of one of the 
Universities of England, Scotland, or Ireland, or of such other 
Universities as are specified, or unless he shall, before or at the time of 
his obtaining the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, or thereafter, have 
passed a satisfactory examination on three of the subjects mentioned in 
Section II. of the Statutes relative to Preliminary examination. Two 
of these must be Greek, and either Logic or Moral Pl^ilosophy, and the 
third is to be one of the following subjects at the option of the 
candidate — ^namely French, German, Higher Mathematics, and Natural 
Philosophy. And provided also that the candidate for the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine shall submit to the Medical Faculty a thesis, 
certified by him to have been composed by himself, and which shall be 
approved by the Faculty, on any branch of knowledge comprised in the 
professional examinations for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, 
which he may have made a subject of study after having received that 
degree. The candidate must lodge his thesis with the Dean on or 
before 30th April of the year in which he proposes to graduate. No 
thesis will be approved by the Medical Faculty which does not contain 
either the results of original observations in Practical Medicine,. 
Surgery, Midwifery, or in some of the sciences embraced in the curri* 
culum for the Bachelor's degree; or else a full digest and critical 
exposition of the opinions and researches of others on the subject 
selected by the candidate, accompanied by precise references to the 
publications quoted, so that due verification may be facilitated.* 
Candidates, settled for a period of years in foreign ^parts, who have 
complied with all the regpilations for the decree of fLJ), (under the 
new Statutes), but who cannot appear personally to receive the degree, 
may, on satisfying the Senatus to that effect, by production of suffi- 
cient official testimonials, have the degree conferred on them in absence. 

The Medical Examiners for all candidates for graduation in Medi*>

The provisions of these Statutes came into operation on the 4th of 
f ebmary, 1861. 

Persons who began their medical studies before the 4th of Eebmary, 
1861, are entitled to graduate under the system in force before or after 
that date, according as they may comply with the regulations in force 
in the University before or after that date. 

BegidaMons as to VaccmaUon. — In conformity with the desire 
expressed by the Local Gk)vemment Board, it has been resolved that a 
candidate for a degree in Medicine must produce, at his final examina- 
tion, a certificate from a recognised vaccine department in an hospital, 
dispensary, or other public institution, to the effect that he has him- 
self performed the operation successfully under the teacher's inspection ; 
that he is faTuilinr with the different stages of the vaccine vesicle, aad 
with the method of preserving lymph, and is thoroughly informed in 
every necessary part of the subject. 

Becognised Yaccine Departments in Edinburgh are— in the Boyal 
•Public Dispensary, 21, West Bichmond-street ; in the New Town Dis* 
pensary, 17, Thistle-street. 

Glasgow. 

Candidates for the Doctorate must be 24 years of age, and have held 
the Bachelorship for two years. 

This is so for a residential university as to enforce one yearns 
personal attendance; one other such year must be passed at some 
recognised university. 

Candidates for the QaaMficaMon in Public Health must have attended 
a course of lectures in which special instruction was given on Public 
Health, and nmst have attended a course of Analytical Chemistry 
specially bearing on the subjects of examination, the teachers in both 
these departments being recognised by the University Court. Candi- 
dates who have not passed an a/rmus medicua in the University of 
Olasgow must, before presenting themselves for examination, have 
attended as matriculated students in this University at least two 
courses of instruction, scientific or professional, bearing on the subjects 
of the examination. 

Abbbdbbn. 

The length of the curriculum is the same as at Glasgow, and the 
regulations as to attendance are the same. 
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Six winter montlis' attendance on the practice of a g^eral hospital 
accommodating eighty patients, with six months' Practical Anatomy, 
will be reckoned as one year's study. One year's attendance on the 
lectures of teachers of medicine in the hospital schools of London, or 
in the School of the Boyal College of Surgeons, Ireland, will be 
reckoned as one year, and to that extent it will be held as attendance 
on courses of lectures as hereinbefore described. 

If the Uniyersity Court, with the consent of the Chancellor, shall 
at any time by regulation to that effect recognise for the purpose of 
fipraduation in this Uniyersity the lectures of any priyate teacher or 
teachers of medicine, then, and in that case, attendance of such lectures 
will be reckoned in place of the year's attendance, or as part thereof, 
as the case may be. 

Candidates may, to the extent of four of the departments of medical 
study aboye required, attend in such year or years of their medical and 
surgical studies as may be most conyenient to them, the lectures and 
teachers of medicine specified (in the two preceding paragraphs). 

In the eyent of the lectures of any priyate teachers of medicine being 
recognised, all candidates ayailing themselyes of the permission to 
attend the lectures of such teachers, and not being at the time matri- 
culated students of the Uniyersity, must, at the commencement of the 
year of such attendance, enrol their names in a book, which will be 
kept by the Uniyer&ity for the purpose — ^paying a fee of one-half the 
amount of matriculation fee paid by students of the Uniyersity; but 
they shall not be thereby entitled to any of the priyileges of a 
matriculated student of the Uniyersity. 

The fee for attendance on the lectures of any priyate teacher with a 
yiew to graduation shall not be of less amount than that exigible by 
medical professors of the Uniyersity for the same course of instruction. 
No attendance on lectures will be reckoned if the teacher giye instruc- 
tion in more than one of the prescribed branches of study, except in 
those cases where professors of the Uniyersity are at liberty to teach 
more than one branch. 

It will not be necessary for any priyate teacher, attendance on whose 
lectures is now recognised for the purpose of gradution in the Uniyersiiy, 
to obtain a new recognition from the Uniyersity Court. It is in the 
power of the Uniyersity Court, if it shall see cause, at any time to 
withdraw or suspend the recognition of any priyate t^u)her or 
teachers. 

The degree of Doctor of Medicme may be conferred on any priyate 
candidate who has obtained the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, and is 
of the age of twenty-four years, and has been engaged subsequently to 
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liis having reoeiyed tbe degree of M.B. for two years in attendance on 
an hospital, or in the Military or Naval Medioal Service, or in medical 
or surgical practice. Provided always that the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine shall not be conferred on any person, unless he be a graduate 
in Arts, or unless he shall, before or at the time of his obtaining 
the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, or thereafter have passed a 
satisfactory examination in Greek, and in Logic or Moral Philosophy,, 
and in one at least of the following subjects, namely: French, 
German, Higher Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, and Natural 
History. Provided also that he shall lodge with the Dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine, or some other professor appointed by the 
Senatus, a thesis composed by himself, and to be approved by the 
Faculty of Medicine, on any branch of knowledge comprised in 
the professional examinations for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, 
which he may have made a subject of study after having received 
that deg^ree. 

AUeraUon of BegulcUiqna for the Professional ExamdnaMons for 
Degrees in Medicine. — Sections X. and XI. of the Ordinance, as enacted 
by the Universities Commissioners, and approved by her Majesty in 
Council on 26th June, 1861, now stand as follows : 

X. Every oandidftte for the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and Master in 
Bwrgery shall be examined, both in writing and viva voce — ^finit, on Botany, 
Natural HiBtory, Chemistry, and Anatomy ; Becondly^ on Regional Anatomy, 
Institates of Medioine, Materia Medica, and Surgery; and, thirdly, on Praotioe 
of Medicine, Olinical Medioine, Clinical Surgery, Midwifery, General Pathology, 
and Medical Jurisprudence ; the examinations on Anatomy, Chemistxy, Insti- 
tutes of Medioine, Botany, Zoology, and Materia Medica, to be conducted, aa 
far aa possible, by demonstrations of objects exhibited to the candidates ; and 
those on Medicine and Surgery in part by clinical demonstrations. 

XE. Students who profess themselves ready to submit to an examination on 
the first division of these subjects at the end of the second year of their course 
may be admitted to examination at that time : Provided always that students 
may be admitted to examination in Botany and Natural Hi6tory at the 
examination term preceding the second winter session. 

Candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and Master in 
Surgery who have completed the required attendance may, therefore, 
now be admitted to the Professional Examinations in four divi- 
sions: (a) At the July term preceding their second winter session, 
to examination in Botany and iN'atural History; (&) at the end 
of the second year of their course to examination in Chemistry 
and Anatomy; (c) at the end of the third year of their course, 
to examination in Regional Anatomy, Institutes of MedicinCi Materia

Medica, and Surgery; (d) at the end of the fourth year of their 
^onrse, to the Final examination in Practice of Medicine, Clinical

MatriculaHon Exammatian of the College of Phyeicians amd Swr-^ 
geone of the Province of Quebec, — ^The subjects of examination are*.

Optional — Candidates can select 
any one of the following: Greek, Natural Philosophy and Moral 
Philosophy. Examination fee, 10 dols. Should the candidate be 
unsuccessful, one-half the fee will be returned.

Matricnlaiion Exammalion of the College of Phyeidane and Swrgeons 
of the Province of Onta/rio. — The following are the latest regulations of 
the Ontario Medical Board respecting this examination : On and after 
July 1st, 1881, eyery one desirous of being registered as a matriculated 
medical student in the Register of this College, except as hereinafter 
proyided, must present to the Registrar the official certificate of haying 
passed the High School Intermediate examination, with Latin included, 
whereupon he shall be entitled to be so registered upon the payment of 
20 dols., and giying proof of his identity. The said examination to 
embrace the following subjects : Compulsory — ^Arithmetic, Algebra and 
Euclid; English Grammar, composition and dictation; History, Geo- 
graphy, and English Literature; Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, and 
Book-keeping; Latin. And one of the following: Optional — Greek, 
French, German. Graduates in Arts, or students haying matriculated 
in Arts in any uniyersity in her Majesty's Dominions, are not required 
to pass this examination, but may register their names with the 
Registrar of the College, upon giying satisfactory eyidence of their 
qualifications, and upon paying (after July 1st, 1881) the fee of 
20 dols. It is held on the first Tuesday and Wednesday of April, at 
Toronto. 

En/regiatraUon. 

The following are the Uniyersity Regpilations: All students desih)U8 
of attending the medical lectures shaU, at the commencement of each 
session, enrol their names and reeddences in the Register of the Medical 
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fVusnltj, and procure from tlie Begistrar a ticket of enregistration, 
for wluch eacli student sliall pay a fee of 4 dols. ; excepting in tlie 
Clinical daBses, in whicli enreg^istration for students of other schools 
shall not be compulsory. The said Register shall be closed on the last 
day of October in each year, and no tickets obtained from any of the 
Professors shall be received without previous enregistration. Enregis- 
tration in the summer session is compulsory upon all students, whether 
attendixig one or more of the classes. 

Cou/rsea of Leetwrea. 

1. AruUom/y, — The importance of Anatomy, both descriptive and in 
its relation to Medicine and Surgery, is duly considered by the Pro- 
fessor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the illustration of the 
lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax models, plaster 
casts of dissections, plates, &c., the full size of life. 

2. Fractical Anatomy, — Special attention is devoted to this important 
branch, the teaching being similar to that of the best European 
schools. The dissecting room is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., the 
Demonstrators' hours are from 10 to 12 a.m., and 8 to 10 p.m. Special 
demonstrations on the Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, &c., are fre- 
quently given. Evety student must be examined at least three times 
on each part dissected, and, if the examinations are satisfactory, a 
certificate is g^ven. Prizes are awarded at the end of the session for 
the best examination on the fresh subject. Material provided under 
cost. 

3. Chemistry, — ^Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated; a large portion 
of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to 
Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or connected with 
Chemistry also engage the attention of the class. For experimental 
illustration, abundant apparatus is possessed by the Professor, among 
which may be enumerated a powerful air pump, oxy-hydrogen micro- 
scope, polariscope, extensive series of models of crystals, electrical 
and galvanic apparatus, steam engine, &c. 

4. Practical Chemistry, — Thorough instruction is given in the different 
departments of Practical Chemistry in the Laboratory of the Faculty 
under the personal supervision of the Professor. The course includes 
blow-pipe manipulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxi- 
cological investigations, &c. This class may be taken in the summer 
session. 

5. InetUutea o/ Jtfetiictne.-— Embraced in this course are the following 
classes: — (a) Physiology, comprising: (1) A full course of didactic 
lectures upon the structure and functions of the various organs of the 
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body in healtli. The lectures are illnstrated by fresh preparations, 
diagrams, plates, and models, and when practicable, by experiments. 
(2) Practical demonstrations held every Saturday from 2 to 4 p.m. In. 
this class a complete series of histological preparations is exhibited 
and explained. Specimens illustrative of physiological anatomy and 
practical physiology are also shown, and the students invited to 
propound and discuss any questions which may not have appeared dear 
to them. (3) Practical Histology — ^normal and pathological. A course 
of twenty-five lessons — ^microscopes, re-agents, and material provided. 
This course is generaUy held during the summer session, but will also 
be conducted during the winter if a class of ten students be formed. 
It comprises thorough instruction in the use of the microscope and 
the preparation of the tissues, each student preparing for himself 
during the course a cabinet of 100 or more specimens, (h) Pathology, 
comprising : (1) A limited number of lectures on General Pathology, 
which are included in the systematic course on the Institutes. (2) 
Pathological Demonstrations — ^weekly — Saturday, 11 a.m. This course 
is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the same way as that 
of Prof. Yirchow, at the Berlin Pathological Institute. Specimens of 
all kinds are collected throughout the week, kept until Saturday, and 
then brought before the class, when practical comments are made upon 
them. An idea of the amount of material at command may be 
gathered from the fact that over 150 fresh pathological specimens, 
illustrative of almost all the common forms of disease, were laid before 
the class during the past session. (3) Instruction in Post-mortems. 
The autopsy room of the General Hospital is in charge of the Professor, 
and the post-mortems are performed by the students in rotation, under 
his supervision. System and thoroughness in inspection are insisted 
upon, the method followed being that of Yirchow. As far as possible, 
attention is drawn to the medical anatomy of the thoracic and abdo- 
minal organs. In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of 
Medical Jurisprudence, two coroners' inquests will be conducted during 
the session before the class, and the medico-legal aspects of post- 
mortems dwelt upon. 

6. Maieria Medica. — In this course the ordinary medicines officinal in 
the British Pharmacopoeia are taken up in classes according to their 
chief actions, and described under the various heads peculiar to Phar- 
macology. The therapeutics of each are fully detailed, under the 
effects that follow from different doses. Those from toxic or over-doses 
are added, together with the mode of treatment, &c. The course is 
illustrated from a cabinet of the various drugs and their preparations, 
and the plates of Wagner, Boque, Stevenson, and Churchill are also 
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^h£mn. AnaJytical experiments witb. the ordinazy re^agents are 
axlubited. 

7. Theory amd Practice of Medicme^^Wbjle the lectures an this 
inibj^ are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and Therapeotics, the 
departmfent of Qeneral Pathology in this University being indnded in. 
the Institutes of Medicine, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and 
explaining the general laws of disease. With the exception of certain 
^ectioQs seldom or never observed in this country, all the important 
diseases of the body,, not described from the chairs of Surgery and 
Obstetrics, are discussed, and their pathological anatomy illustrated 
l^ the large collection of morbid preparations in the University 
j)£useum» and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of 
jBforbid Anatomy. The College possesses an extensive series of anato- 
mical plates illustrative of the histological and anatomical appearances 
pf disease, and the wards of the General Hospital afford the lecturer 
i^nple opportunities to refer to Hving examples of very many of the 
maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment. 

8. CUnieal Medieme. — ^Attendance is given in the medical wards of 
the Montreal General Hospital on three days of every week. Accurate 
reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed cliuioal clerks, and 
^re systematically read before the class. Instruction is given by the 
bedside, and special inducements are offered to every pupil to take part 
in the physical examination of patients. The mode of conducting 
investigations, the use of the microscope, the value of the thermometer, 
the ophthalmoscope, &c., in medical diagnosis, are all explained and 
illustrated. Senior students are called ^pon in rotation to exajnine 
new qases before the. class, and to be examined thereon as to their 
general knowledge. In addition, one weekly clinical lecture is delivered, 
b^arii^g upon s<»ne case or cases of importance which may happen to be 
under observation at the time. Special attention is directed to Medical 
Anatomy^ and candidates for the degree will be examined thereon. 

.9« iSfiir^ei^.*— Divided into Principles and Practice, including Surgical 
Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited on the subject. The various 
BTirgical instruments and apparatus are exhibited, and their uses and 
applications explained and practically illustrated. 

10. Clinical Bwcgery, — ^This course is eminently practical) consisting 
of bedside instruction and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of sur- 
gical, cases actually present in the wards of the General HospitaL The 
^laas is taken charge of by the teacher on alternate days, when the 
^pprts of the clinical clerks are read and criticised, and fresh cases 
examined by the senior students. The surgical dressings are, as much 
as possible, reserved for these occasions, so as to give all preset an 
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opportuzdtY of partidpating in tlie appUoation of splints to fractures^ 
die;8ingofwoimds,nLo^^^ Major operations axe per- 

formed in the spaoions theatre attached to the hospital, which is so 
admirably constructed that the most distant can generally obtain a 
fair view of the operation. This is also used as a lecture room by thd 
clinical professors. All of the recently invented appliances for the 
treatment of surgical disease have been introduced into the hospital, 
prominent among which is a complete outfit of Lister's Antiseptic 
Apparatus, so that this excellent method of treating wounds is now 
almost universally adopted. 

11. MidAJoifery, — ^Including Diseases of Women and Children, illus- 
trated by a series of drawings on a large scale, by humid preparations, 
by models in wax, by the use of the artificial pelvis, and by cases in the 
wards of the Lying-in-Hospital. 

• 12. Medical Jwrisprudence.-^T^:^ course includes Insanity, to which 
a good deal of attention is devoted, the subject being treated of in its 
medical as well as medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted 
to the subject of blood stains, the clinical, microscopic, and spectrosco- 
pical tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. The 
various spectra of blood in its different conditions are shown by the 
fiorby-Browning micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing the 
re-actions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected materiaL 
ftecent researches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are 
alluded to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in a 
course of this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of 
poisons, general evidence of poisoning and classification of poisons 
are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are described 
with reference to symptoms, post-mortem appearances, and chemical 
tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the 
tests are shown to the class. 

13. Hygiene and Public Health. — ^A three months' course of lectures 
will be delivered on this subject, the attendance upon which is now 
compulsory. 

14. Ophthalmology cmd Otology, -^WUl include a course of lectures on 
Diseases of the Eye and Ear, both didactic and clinical. In the 
former the general principles of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt 
with ; in the latter, cases illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary 
diseases of these organs will be exhibited and explained to the class, 
and afterwards placed under the special care of gentlemen who may 
ahow themselves competent to take charge of them. A course of 
Operations on the Cadaver will be open to such students as may wish 
to avail themselves of the same. 
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15. Bottmy cmd Zoology, ^-'The Connie in Botany is iUnstrated by speoi- 
mens, diagrams, models, and the microscope. Students have acoes» 
-without any additional fee to the lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of 
Arts, and to the Natural History Museum of the Uniyersity and the- 
Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 

16. Hehninthology, — ^A course of six lectures on the Parasitic Diseases 
of Man and the Domestic AniTnaTB. The life history and development 
of the Entozoa, together with the diseases caused by them, are fully 
considered. The lectures are illustrated by a series of beautiful 
diagrams and by fresh and prepared specimens. 

Qudlijicationa for the Degree, 

The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting th& 
qualification of candidates for the Degree in Medicine : 

Ist. No one shall be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine and Matter 
of Swrgery who shall not either : let, have attended leotnres for a period of at 
least fonr six months' sessions in this TTniyersity, or some other nniveraity, 
college, or school of medicine, approved of by this ITniversity ; or, 2ndly, have* 
studied mediome during at least fonr years, and during that time have attended 
leotnres for a period of at least three six months' sessions, either in. this 
University, or some other university, college, or school of medicine approved of 
by this University. 

2nd. Candidates for the Final examination shall famish testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of medical education, viz. : Anatomy, 
Ohemistry, Materia Medioa and Pharmacy, Institntes of Medicine, Principles 
and Practice of Surgery, Midwifery and Diseases of Women and Children, 
Theory and Practice of Medicine, Practical Anatomy, Clinical Medicine, and 
dinioal Surgery, of which two courses will be required of six months' duration ; 
Medical Jurisprudence, of which one oonrse of six months' or two courses of 
three months' will be required ; Practical Chemistry, Botany or Zoology, and 
Hygiene, of which one course will be required of three months' duration ; 
and a course of not less than twenty-five demonstrations upon Microscopic 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Pathology. Provided, however, that testimonials 
equivalent to, though not precisely the same as, those above stated may be 
presented and accepted. 

9rd. The candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during 
eighteen months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of. some 
other hospital approved of by this University, and have compounded medicines 
for six months. 

4th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six 
months the practice of the University or other ]ying-in*hoBpital approved of by 
this University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

5th. Ko one shall be permitted to become a candidate for examination who

ExdminoHons. 

In each, class a weekly examination is lield to test tlie progress of the 
studient, and, in addition, two or three written examinations are given 
tkroogliout the session. The examinations at the dose of each session 
are arranged as follows :

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite amount of 
work must be accomplished in each year. An equitable division is made 
between the Primary and Final branches. 

It was not thought advisable that students should pass finally on 
important subjects of the Primary branches at the end of the Gjtet 
year, hence the second year examination embraces- the whole raoige 
of the Primary subjects; and the same holds good for the Final 
branches in the third and fourth year, with the exception of Medical 
Jurisprudoioe and Hygiene, which may be finaUy passed at the end 
of the third year. 

The Sessional Examinations at the close of the first amd third 
years are compulsory upon all students, and they will be rated 
according to merit. 

With regard to the Primary examination at the end of the second 
year, it remains optional with the student whether he passes in all' th6 
branches or l^ves two for the third year. In aay case, Chemilrtry amd 
one other must be taken at the close of the second y^ar.

Musetmi. — ^Most of the usual pathological specimens are collected 
here, obtained from hospital and private practice. They are largely 
used in illustrating the lectures on Medicine and Surgery. There are 
also wax and papier-mach6 models. Graduates of the University are 
invited to contribute specimens. 

Library, — This comprises between six and seven thousand volumes, 
including all the standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading periodicals. Students may obtain 
books on making a deposit of 4 dols., which is refunded on returning 
the volumes. 

McQill Medical Society, — ^This society, composed of registered stu- 
dents of the Faculty, meets once a week during the summer session, 
and fortnightly during the winter, for the reading of papers and the 
disctission of medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician 
chosen by the members. A reading room has been established in con- 
nection with the society, in which the leading English and American 
medical journals are on file. 

Cost of Living, &c, — ^This will, of course, vary with the tastes and 
habits of the student, but the necessary expenses need not exceed 
those in smaller towns. Good board may be obtained from 14 dols. to 
20 dols. per month. A list of boarding-houses is prepared annually by 
the Secretary of the University, and may be procured from the Janitor 
at the Medical College. 

"KovpitaXs, 

Montreal General Hospital. — ^The Montreal Greneral Hospital affords 
ample means for the instruction of students in Clinical Medicine and 
Surgery. The daily number of beds occupied by patients averages 
from 140 to 150, and during epidemic visitations has reached a much 
higher number. The governors have also erected a hospital for 
children, contiguous to the Beid Wing of the present building. The 
students have thus an opportunity of becoming familiar with nearly all 
the diseases of suffering humanity, and with the peculiarities imparted 
to them by infancy, adolescence, maturity, and declining age. The 
large number of out-door patients that are treated in the hospital, 
averaging from sixty to seventy daily, supply illustrations of most of 
the diseases of infants and children, of very many of. the eye and skin, 
and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they do not 
require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not otherwise come 

I 
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ander tlie obBenration of tlie student. The large niuuber of patients 
affected with diseases of the eye and ear now attending the ont-door 
department, will afford students ample opportunity to become familiar 
with all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to mskke them- 
selyes proficient in the use of the ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge of 
this important branch of Medicine and Surgery. Operations are 
performed on the eye, after the out-door patients have been seen, and 
students are invited to attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in the 
hospital. The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and 
surgical cases. Clinical clerks to both medical and surgical wards are 
appointed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, the 
reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of one of 
these ofi&ces is found to be of the greatest possible advantage to 
students, as affording a true practical training for his future profes- 
sional life. They will be awarded on application at the end of each 
session to final students of that year, in order of their standing in the 
primary examination. Dressers are also appointed to the surgical 
wards and to the out-door department. For these appointments appli- 
cation is to be made to the Professor of Clinical Surgeiy, and to the 
out-door attending Physicians. The operating room (used also for a 
lecture room) is so constructed as to enable the students to obtain a 
good view of the operations. 

Montreal Di^ensary, 8t. AntoinC'Street. — About 10,000 patients 
yearly are treated at this institution. The cases are of great variety, 
comprising a large number of pulmonary affections and children's 
diseases. Minor operations are of daily occurrence, and excellent 
practice is afforded in the application of splints and bandages. The 
attending physicians furnish students with all possible facilities. The 
hours of attendance are from 12 till 2 daily. 

TJniA)ersity I/ying-In Hospital,— Thia is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures are furnished with cases in rotation ; they are 
advised to attend this institution as much as possible during the 
summer, when, since there are as many patients and not so many pupils 
as in winter, a larger proportion of cases falls to the share of each. 
The assistant to the Professor of Midwifery attends each case, and 
gives instruction to the students in the methods of examination and 
the diagnosis of presentations. 

University Dispensary, — This dispensary was established two years 
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ago for special clinical instruction in diseases of women; this year 
special clinics liave been established at the same place for diseases of 
children, and for diseases of the skin. Diseasea of Women : The diffi- 
culty of affording to senior students practical instruction in gynsBcology 
is felt in most schools, as women will not present themselves for 
examination before a large class of men. The plan followed for the 
past two years with marked success has been the limitation of the 
number of students to two or three, in rotation, who assist at the 
examinations, and receive instruction in the diagnosis and treatment 
of uterine diseases and the use of gynsscological instruments. The 
attendance is on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdajrs, from 1 till 4 p.m. 
DisecLses of ChUd/ren: The clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and 
Saturdays, at 11 a.m., when the patients are seen and instruction given 
on the cases. Diseases of the 8Mn : The surgeon in charge will attend 
eivery Monday and Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby 
a limited number of students can be present on each occasion. The 
department will be under the direct supervision of the Professor of 
Clinical Surgery. 

Univbbsitt of Tobonto. 

Degree of M.B. — Candidates must pass the Matriculation examina- 
tion, unless they possess a home or colonial degree, or have already 
matriculated at the University in the Faculty of Arts or of Law. The 
minimum limit of age for matriculation is sixteen years. The fee 
for the examination is 5 dols. The subjects are: Three out of the 
four langpiages — ^Latin, Greek, French, German; Latin is compulsory. 
In Greek and Latin passages are set from selected authors for transla- 
tion into English, and papers in English for translation into Latin, 
In French and German passages are set for translation into English, 
and questions on grammar are also given. The remaining subjects are: 
Mathematics, Arithmetic, Algebra to the end of quadratics, and Euclid, 
i., iL, iii.; English Grammar, Composition and Dictation, English 
History, Geography of America and Europe. 

Fee. — For each professional examination, 2 dols. Each under- 
graduate, at the end of each of the four years of his course, is required 
to present himself at the a.uTma.1 examination of that particular year.

for eighteen months in the wards of a public hospital having not less 
than 100 beds; attendance for six months on the out-practice of a 
hospital dispensary or registered practitioner; attendance on twelve 
autopsies. ' 

Degree Fees, — ^M.6., 6 dols. ; M.D., 8 dols. A graduate of any United 
Kingdom university may be admitted ad eundem gradwm on payment 
of 10 dols. 

Scholar ships, -^The following are annually offered for competition r 
At Matriculation, one of 100 dols. and one of 50 dols. ; at First Profes- 
sional, one of 120 dols. and one of 80 dols.; at Second Professional, one 
of 120 dols. and one of 80 dols. ; at Third Professional, one of 120 dols. 
and one of 80 dols. Medals and prizes are also offered for competition* 

Univbbsitt of Bishop's College, Montbeal (Faculty of 

Medicine). 

Hospital Practice, 

Montreal is particularly rich in the facilities which it affords for 
hospital practice; the large number of factories and the enormous 
shipping furnishing a constant and varied supply of surgical cases. 

The Montreal General Ho^ital (150 beds) is situated within a few 
minutes' walk of the college, and is visited daily by four physicians 
besides an ophthahnic surgeon. It affords equal advantages to students 
of all medical colleges for obtaining a practical knowledge of every 
department of Medicine and Surgery. A new wing lately added to the 
institution, used as a Children's Hospital, will greatly assist students 
in the study of diseases of children. A special department for the 
treatment of diseases of the eye and the ear, under the care of a 
surgeon specially appointed for these diseases, will give students 
facilities for their study. The large number of out-patients enables 
the physicians in attendance to impart instruction by selecting cases 
presenting variety of symptoms and points of comparison and con- 
trast. Practice can be obtained in auscultation, the use of the laryn- 
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^scope, the ophthalmoscope, and other means of phjrsical diagnosis. 
Abundant opportunities are furnished for the study of diseases of 
women. Clinical instruction is given daily, and all operations per- 
formed in the presence of the students. 

The Montreal DispenacMry, with a staff of eight physicians and an 
oculist, has an average daily attendance of about forty-five patients. 
Being in close proximity to the manufacturing district of the city, it 
has a large number of minor accidents brought to it for attention, thus 
^ving excellent opportunity for the practice of minor surgery — such as 
dressing wounds, bandaging, strapping, application of splints, &c. 
The student wiU have every facility afforded him for acquiring prac- 
tical knowledge, by auscultation and percussion, of diseases of the 
-chest, which form a large proportion of the cases seen here. A very 
large number of cases of diseases of the eye and ear are treated at 
this institution, and students wiU be practically taught the use of the 
ophthalmoscope. Clinical instruction will be given by several of the 
Attending physicians on the more important cases which may present 
themselves. 

In PracUcal Pharmacy the student has great advantages ; the dis- 
pensing is done entirely by students in attendance, under the super- 
vision of the attending physicians. Many useful and practical hints 
in the compounding of drugs,^ as well as their doses, are thereby 
•acquired. 

The Women's Hospital (30 beds) is under the control of the Faculty 
of Medicine of this University, and offers greater facilities to the 
students of this College who may wish to attend cases of accouchement 
than can be offered by any other medical school in Canada. This 
hospital is divided into two distinct departments : a lying-in depart- 
ment directly under the superintendence of the Professor of Midwifery, 
and a gynsecological department for the treatment of diseases peculiar 
to women. This latter is attended daily by two members of the staff. 
There is also a daily clinic, at noon, of diseases peculiar to women, 
which furnishes advantages to students desirous of successfully 
studying uterine and other diseases peculiar to females. 

The Hotel Dieu and 8t. Patrich's Hospital (175 beds) are within easy 
Access from the CoUege. They are visited daily at noon, and allow 
equal privileges to all students. A large amount of surgery is to be 
seen at this hospital. 

Preliminary Examinations. — ^According to the Medical Act of 1879, 
in order to register a diploma in medicine in the Province of Quebec, 
for the purpose of obtaining a license, it is necessary that all students 
commencing the study of medicine after that date, before doing so. 
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sliotild pass a preliminary examination before the examiners appointed 
by the Board, or produce a certificate of having passed an equivalent 
preliminary examination before a college or licensing board recognised 
by the "Provincial Medical Board." It is also absolutely necessary 
that the student attend college during three full six months* sessions, 
and of these he is obliged to attend one session during the first year 
succeeding his obtaining the certificate of qualification to study; 
further, before obtaining his diploma he must have been engaged in the 
study of medicine during a period of not less than four years, that is 
to say, every student who begins the study of medicine after 1879 must 
spend six months at some recognised medical college during his first 
year — one year of the following three years may be spent in studying 
with a medical practitioner, the other two (i.e., three years in all) he 
must study at college. 

Students intending to practice in Ontario are required by the Medical 
Council of that province to pass their preliminary examination there 
before commencing the study of medicine. Students who have passed 
the necessary preliminary examination recognised by the Ontario 
Medical Council will not be required to pass a further preliminary 
examination in this University. 

Attention is particularly directed to the importance of passing the 
Matriculation examination in the spring, as four full years of pro- 
fessional study is required from the date of matriculation before a 
provincial license is granted either in Ontario or Quebec. 

Suggestions to Students. — Although out of the four years* study only 
three sessions are required to be spent at college, it is advisable that 
the entire period of four years be devoted to attendance on lectures 
during session, in which case the student is recommended to attend as 
follows (paying special attention to Practical Anatomy during the first 
two years) : Fi/rst Year — ^Botany, AAatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, 
Practical Anatomy, Hospital Practice. Second Fear —-Anatomy, 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, 
Surgery, Midwifery, Dissection, Hospital Practice, and Clinical Sur- 
gery. Third Year — ^Anatomy, Physiology, Hygiene, Medicine, Practical 
Histology, Dissection, Hospital Practice, and Clinical Medicine. Fowrth 
Year — ^Medicine, Surgery, Pathology, Midwifery, Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Hospital Practice, and Clinical 
Lectures. 

Three Years* Cot^rae.— Should a student contemplate spending but 
three sessions at college, he is recommended to take the classes in the 
following order : First Session — Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, Botany and Zoology, Midwifery, 
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Snrgeiy, Dissections, Hospital Practice. Second Session — ^Anatomy, 
Physiology, Chemistry, Medicine, Hygiene, Practical Chemistry, Dis- 
sections, Hospital Practice, Clinical Lectures. Thvrd Session — ^Medi- 
cine, Surgery, Pathology, Midwifery and Diseases of Women, Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Hospital Practice, 
and Clinical Lectures. 

Students who can attend the pre-sessiondl cowrse are strongly advised 
to do so. They will then have imparted to them much extremely 
useful information on subjects that cannot be taken up during the 
more important winter session. 7?his course is entirely optional. 

An cmnus medicus, or medical session, is constituted by at least two 
full courses of 120 lectures each, or by one such course, and two courses 
of 60 lectures each, with previous registration. 

Students are required to register their names at the commence- 
ment of each session. The registration book of the College will be 
closed on the first day of December in each year. 

Students of this IJniyersity who do not reside in the city, on applica- 
tion to the Registrar, will be furnished with certificates, which, through 
the kindness of the railway authorities, will entitle them to return 
tickets from Montreal at greatly reduced rates. 

Subjects of the Prdi/mdna/ry ExammaMon. — ^The subjects of examina- 
tion are : Compulsory — ^English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, Algebra, 
Euclid, History, Greography, Belles Lettres ; Optional — Candidates can 
select any one of the following — Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy. 
Preliminary examinations held at Montreal in the month of May, and 
at Quebec in September. Fee for this examination, 10 dols. Should 
the candidate be unsuccessful, one half the fee will be returned, 
Students who do not desire the license of either the Quebec or Ontario 
CoUege of Physicians and Surgeons will be examined by this University 
on the above subjects. Fee, 4 dols. 

Professional Examinations, — ^Each candidate is examined both in 
writing and viva voce. The Primary subjects are Botany,* Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry, Anatomy (Descriptive and Practical), Physiology 
and Hygiene. The subjects of the Final examination are — ^Practice of 
Medicine, Surgery, Pathology, Midwifery and Diseases of Women and 
Children, Materia Medica and Therapeutics, and Medical Jurisprudence. 
(This latter may be passed at the end of the third session.) Students 
are at liberty to present themselves for examination on botany at the 
end of their first session. Students who have attended two complete 
courses of chemistry, and have passed their examination on botany, 

* A giadtiate in Arts is not xeaiiized to paas the enminatioii in Botaxiy. 
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may be admitted to examination on chemistry and practical 
chemistry at the end of their second year. Students who have passed 
their examination on chemistry may be admitted to the examinations 
on anatomy, physiology, and hygiene at the end of their third year. 

Prizes. — ^The Wood Gold Medal for the highest number of marks at 
the Final examination. The Robert Nelson Gold Medal, value 60 dols., 
for surgery. The David Scholarship consists of one fuU course of the 
final branches delivered at the CoUege, and is awarded to the student 
who obtains the highest number of marks in the Primary examina- 
tions. Prizes in Boohs a/nd Certificates of Sonowr are also awarded. 

Fees, — Special arrangements may be made. Apply to the Registrar. 

STATUTES OF THE UNIVEBSITT OF BISHOP* B COLLEGE, RELATIVE TO THS 

OBADUATION IN UEDICINE AND SUBOEBT. 

I. The medical degrees of this Uniyersify are — Master of Surgery (CM.) and 
Doctor in Medicine (M.D.). The degree of Master of Surgery is not conferred 
on any person who does not also at the same time obtain the degree of Doctor 
in Medicine. 

n. The preliminary examinations shall be npon the following branches of 
extra medical education, viz., English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, Algebra, 
Geometry, History, Belle-Letters, and one of the following optional subjects — 
Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy, which examination each student will have 
to undergo prior to the commencement of his medical studies. 

III. No one can be admitted for examination for the degrees of Master of 
Surgery and Doctor in Medicine who has not been engaged in medical and 
surgical study for four years ; but a certificate of having studied one full year 
with a duly licensed practitioner will reduce the period of study at the 
University to three sessions. 

lY. At the commencement of every session each student must enrol his name 
and residence in the register of the Medical Faculty, and obtain from the 
Bogistrar a ticket of Matriculation. 

Y. The Matriculation Books of the Begistrar shall be dosed on the 1st day 
of December in each year. 

YI. No student can obtain his ticket from any of the professors without 
having previously obtained his Matriculation ticket. 

YII. Every candidate for graduation in Medicine and Surgery must give 
sufficient evidence, by certificates — 

1. That he has attended two six months' courses of lectures on each of the 
following departments of Medical science: General or Descriptive Anatomy^ 
Principles and Practice of Surgery, Theory and Practice of Medicine, Midwifery 
and the Diseases of Women and Children, Chemistry, Materia Medica aad 
General Therapeutics, and the Institutes of Medicine, or Physiology and General 
Pathology. 

2. That he has attended one six months' course or two three months' oounea 
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oi Medioal Jnzispnidenoe, one six monthB' oonrse of Pathology, one three 
months' conrse each of Botany, of Hygiene, and also of Praotioal Chemistry and 
JAieroscopy, and also a oonrse of not less than twenty-fire demonstrations npon 
JCioroBOopio Anatomy, Physiology, and Pathology. 

3. That he has attended not less than two six months' oonrses of Olinioal 
Jdedioine and Clinical Surgery. 

4. That he has attended two six months' oonrses of Practical Anatomy. 

5. That he has attended for at least eighteen months, or three periods of six 
months each, the medical and surgical practice of a hospital in which are 
•oontained not less than fifty beds under the charge of not less than two 
physicians or surgeons, and that he has been engaged for at least six months 
in compounding medicines at a hospital, a dispensary, or with a duly licensed 
practitioner. 

6. That he has attended at least six oases of midwifery, either in a lying-in 
hospital, or in a private practice under the superrision of a regular medical 
practitioner. 

Ym. Out of the four years of medical and surgical study required by Clause 
m. one full course on each branch mentioned in Sections 1 and 2, Clause VII., 
must be attended in this University. 

IX. Courses of less leng^ than the above (Clause VII.) will only be received 
for the time over which they have extended. 

X. Every candidate for the Degree must, on or before the 1st day of March, 
deliver to the Dean of the Medical Faculty — 

1. A declaration, in his own handwriting, that he has completed his twenty- 
first year of age (or that he will have done so before the day of graduation). 

2. A statement of his studies, accompanied with proper certificates. 

XI. Every candidate shall be examined both in writing and viva voce. The 
-examinations are divided into Primary and Final. 

a. The Primary, comprehending Anatomy, Physiology, Hygiene, Materia 
Medica, Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, and Botany or Zoology. 

h. The Final — Practice of Medicine, Clinical Medicine, Surgery, Clinical 
£lnrgery. Midwifery and the Diseases of Women and Children, Medical Juris- 
prudence, and Pathology. 

XII. Candidates may, if they choose, be admitted to examination on the 
Primary branches at the end of the third year of their study. The Final 
examination shall not take place until the candidate has completed his fourth 
jear of study. 

Bssfidationa. 

1st. The session of each year will commence on the 1st of October, pro- 
vided that day does not faU on Sunday, and, with the exception of a vacation 
«t Christmas, will continue to the end of March. 

2nd. Each professor shall deliver one hundred and twenty lectures, except 
those of Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgrery, Pathology, Hygiene, and Practical 
•ChemiBtry, of which only two lectures a week will be required ; Botany, of 
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which three leottuei a week will be required; Medioal Jariapradenoe, if 
extending through six monthBi three leotnres a week. 

3rd. Each leotnre shall be of one honr'a duration. 

4th. Written or oral ezaminationa shall be held by eaoh profeuor onoe a 
week upon the eabjeots treated of in hie preceding leotoree, and every eooh 
examination shall be considered a leotnre. 

5th. Eaoh professor shall, at xnteryals, oall a roll of the names of the stadents 
attending his dass. 

6th. Tickets which have not a certificate of regular attendance shall be 
rejected when presented as testimonials, previous to examination, unless the 
omission be satisfactorily accounted for. 

Fees. 

1. The fee for the classes of Pathology, Hygiene, Botany, and Practical 
Anatomy shall be 6 dols. ; Practical Histology, 16 dols. ; and that of all other 
classes 12 dole., except Medical Jurisprudence, which is 10 dols. each. The 
annual fee for matriculation will be 2 dols. 

2. Any student having paid the fees, and attended two courses of lectures in 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for the same. 

8. The fee for the degree of Master in Surgery and Doctor of Medicine shall 
be 20 dols., to be paid by successful candidates, together with the registration 
fee of 1 dol. 

4. All fees must be paid in advance.

A sound knowledge of the grammar of each of the above languages 
win be required. Failure in Latin or in arithmetic, or in the mother 
tongue, may involve rejection of the candidate. French-speaking can- 
didates may omit Shakespeare, but will be expected to translate into 
French passages from the first half of " The Yicar of Wakefield," and 
answer questions of grammar and parsing. They will be required to 
have a critical knowledge of the "Polyeucte" and the "Misanthrope." 
Similarly, JSnglish-speaking candidates may omit Comeille and Moli^re, 
but will be expected to translate into English passages from the first 
half of " Tel^maque," and answer questions of grammar and parsing. 
Thef will be required to have a critical knowledge of the play of 
** Hamlet." The plays or pieces selected from the English and French 
authors will be changed yearly, except " Telemachus " and " The Vicar 
of Wakefield." Bad writing will be visited with a deduction of 6 per 
cent, from the marks gained. Any candidate detected in copjring or in 
conniving at another copjring from him, or in using books or notes, will 
be immediately dismissed from the room. 
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Halifax Medical College. 

Tlds body is in affiliation witli Halifax University. It is empowered 
to grant medical degrees. Candidates are compelled to undergo a four 
years' curricnlum. One session at least must be passed at the College. 

Tlie subjects of instruction comprise : Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, 
Ohemistry, Physiology, Anatomy, Materia Medica, Forensic Medicine, 
Botany, and Practical Pharmacy. Every student, before commencing 
Ms curriculum, must pass a matriculation examination in the following 
subjects: English, Latin, Arithmetic, Algebra to simple equations 
inclusive, Euclid books i. and ii., and one of the following : English 
History and Geography, French, German, Greek, Natural Philosophy, 
History of Nova Scotia, History of Canada. 

The Latin and Greek works are named at the commencement of the 
year. The professional examinations are two in number. The first is 
on Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, Chemistry, and Botany 
or Zoology. The second is on Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, and 
Forensic Medicine. 

Candidates for the degree of Master in Pharmcbcy must have attended 
lectures on Chemistry, Materia Medica, Pharmacy, Botany, and Micro- 
scopy. The two last-named subjects may consist of one three months' 
•course, the remaining subjects of two three months' courses. The 
•candidate must also have had one year's practice in Dispensing Medi- 
cines. Li place of these qualifications four years' experience in a 
druggist's shop will be accepted. 

Excrniiiiaiions. — 1. A Preliminary examination in EngHsh, Latin, 
und Arithmetic. 2. A written and oral examination in Chemistry, 
Materia Medica, Botany, and Pharmacy. 3. An examination in 
Practical Pharmacy and in Microscopy. 

Fee.-^IO dols. 

Univebsity of Halifax. 

Candidates, before presenting themselves for the First Professional 
examination for the degree of M.B., must be 20 years of age, have 
passed the Matriculation examination three years previously, and have 
subsequently pursued the following course of study : Three sessions to 
have been spent in some recognised medical school; two winter 
courses of lectures to have been attended on Anatomy, Physiology, 
Materia Medica, Chemistry, and Practical Anatomy ; also one course 
on Theoretical and Clinical Medicine, one on Theoretical and Clinical 
Surgery, one on Obstetrics and Diseases of Women and Children, one 
•of three months each on Botany and Practical Chemistry. The practice 
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of a general hospital to liave been attended for six montlis. Oandidates- 
f or this examination will be examined in the following branches only : 
Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, Chemistry, theoretical and 
practical. Fee, 10 dols. The candidate mnst give thirty days' notice 
of his intention to present himself for examination. The examinations- 
take place on the first Tuesday in May. 

Before presenting himself for the Second M,B, examination the can- 
didate must be 20 years of age, and twelve months mnst have elapsed 
since his passing the First Professional examination. He mnst have 
attended one winter course of lectures on — ^Practice of Medicine, Sur- 
gery and Obstetrics, Medical Jurisprudence, Clinical Medicine, Clinical 
Surgery. He must have attended for one year the practice of a general 
hospital, and have attended a lying-in hospital for six months or con- 
ducted ten labours. He must produce a certificate of six months*^ 
practical instruction from a medical man and of proficiency in vaccina- 
tion. The Second examination embraces : Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics 
and Diseases of Women, Medical Jurisprudence, Surgical Anatomy, 
Pathological Anatomy, and Chemistry. Fee, 10 dols. 

Degree of M.D., CM. — The following certificates will be required r 
1. Having taken the degree of M.B. 2. Having subsequently had 
charge of a hospital or medical institute for a period of one year, or, 
havmg charge for a period of six months, and one year in practice ; or 
having been three years in practice and having written an approved 
thesis on some medical subject. The candidate will be examined in 
Medicine, Surgery, and Obstetrics, Commentary on a case. Examina- 
tion and report on a case in Medicine, and a case in Surgery in the 
hospital wards. Fee, 10 dols. The examination takes place on the first 
Tuesday in May. 

College of Phtsiciaks and Sxtbgeons of Ontabio, Canada. 

The Matriculation examination is identical in range and extent of 
subjects with that of the University of Trinity College. Students 
who have passed a Matriculation examination in any university in her 
Majesty's dominions may, without further examination, register their 
names at the College on paying a/ee of 10 dols. 

Cwrricvlwm, — This is of four years' duration, dating from the date 
of registration. Graduates in Arts of any recognised university or 
college will only be required to spend three years in professional study. 

Every student who has not attended any reoogrnised medical school prior to 
June, 1880, shall be required to attend medical lectures for at least fonr sessions 
of six months each. 

Each six months' oonrse shall consist of not less than 100 leotares. 
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The nndermentioiied course of study must be attended in some 
institution recognised by the Council of the College : Two courses of 
six months esich upon Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Physiology (in- 
cluding Histology), Theoretical Chemistry, Materia Medica and Thera* 
peutics, Principles and Practice of Medicine, Principles and Practice 
of Surgery, Midwifery and Diseases of Women and Children, Clinical 
Medicine and Clinical Surgery. One course of six months or two 
courses of three months each upon Medical Jurisprudence, and one 
course of three months upon Practical Chemistry and Botany. One 
course of not less than twenty-five demonstrations upon Microscopic 
Anatomy, Physiological and Pathological, and one course of twenty- 
five lectures on Sanitary Science. Six months of Practical Pharmacy 
under a registered medical practitioner. Twenty-four months of 
practice at a general hospital. Six cases of Midwifery. 

All peraons from recognised colleges outside the provinoes of Ontario and 
Qnebec who desire to qualify themselves for registration in this province must 
pass the Matrionlation examination established by the Oonnoil, and attend 
thereafter one fuU winter coarse of lectures during two winter sessions of 
six months each in some one of the Ontario Medical Schools, and such other 
course or courses as may* be necessary to complete the currioalum required by 
the Ooundl, and shall pass before the Board of Examiners appointed by the 
Council all the examinations hereinafter prescribed. 

Residents of Ontario who pursue their studies outside the province 
of Ontario must, before being admitted to the examinations of this 
College, have passed a curriculum identical with that fulfilled by resi- 
dents within the province. 

Exa/minations. — The Professional examinations are divided into a 
Primary and Final examination. The Primary examination must be 
xmdergone at the end of the second, and the Final at the end of the 
fourth winter session. The following branches are embraced in the 
Primary examination, viz. : (a) Descriptive Anatomy; (h) Physiology 
and Microscopical Anatomy; (c) Theoretical Chemistry, Practical 
Chemistry; (d) Botany; (e) Sanitary Science, Toxicology. The fol- 
lowing branches are embraced in the Final examination, viz.: (a) 
Medical and Surgical Anatomy ; (b) Medical Jurisprudence ; (c) Opera- 
tive Midwifery; (d) Operative Surgery; (e) Midwifery other than 
Operative ; (/) Surgery other than Operative ; {g) Theory and Practice 
of Medicine, Medical Pathology ; (h) Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

Fees, — ^Matriculation, 10 dols. ; Primary examination, 20 dols. ; Final 
examination, 30 dols.

Tbinitt Medical School, Ontabio. 

Established 1850. Incorporated by Act of Parliament. In affilia- 
tion with the University of Trinity College, the University of Toronto, 
the University of Halifax, the University of Manitoba, and recognised 
by the several Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons in Great 
Britain. 

The winter session begins on the 1st October, and lasts six months. 
Students are strongly recommended to attend the opening lecture. 
The accommodation in the medical school is ample, there being a large 
dissecting room, a reading room, museum, clinical laboratory, and 
lecture rooms. The application of modem medical and surgical 
appliances is practically illustrated by the professors, so as to afford 
students an opportunity of acquiring a genuine knowledge of their 
method of usage. The museum contains a large number of the very 
finest models from Paris. Students of Trinity Medical School have- 
under its special Act of Incorporation, and its affiliation with the several 
universities — every privilege enjoyed by any medical institution in the 
dominion. 

Examiinaiions. — These are four in number, and take place at the 
close of each session. They are known as the First Year's, the Primary, 
the Third Tear's, and the Final. The subjects of the First Yearns 
examination are : 1. Anatomy and Physiology of the Bones, Muscles, 
Ligaments, and Yiscera of the Abdomen and Thorax ; 2. Elements of 
Inorganic Chemistry ; 3. Elements of Natural Philosophy, Electricity, 
Heat and Light. The Frima/ry examination embraces : Descriptive 
Anatomy; Physiology and Microscopical Anatomy; Chemistry, Theo- 
retical and Practical ; Botany ; Sanitary Science ; Medical Jurispru- 
dence and Toxicology. The Primary examination takes place at the 
close of the second winter session. If a candidate has passed in its 
subjects in any recognised Canadian university, college, or school of 
medicine, he will be exempted from re-examination in these branches 
of medical science. The Third Yewr*8 examination embraces; Descrip- 
tive Anatomy; Medical Pathology, including Histology; Surgical 
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Anatomy, including Histology ; Therapeutics ; Principles of Medicine r 
Principles of Surgery. This examination is not compulsory ; it is for 
the scholarship of the third year. The Final examination embraces : 
Theory and Practice of Medicine and Medical Pathology ; Principles 
and Practice of Surgery; Midwifery and Diseases of Women and 
Children ; Materia Medica and Therapeutics ; Surgical Anatomy. The 
Final examination takes place at the close of the last winter session. 
Should the candidate desire it, he may undergo his entire examination- 
in all the branches at the end of the last session. 

Scholarships. — First year, one of 50 dols. and one of 30 dols. value; 
second year, one of 50 dols. value ; third year, one of 50 dols. value. 
Medals and Certificaies of Honov/r are awarded after competitive- 
examination. 

Diplomats. — Candidates who pass the Final examination receive the 
diploma of " Fellow by examination " of Trinity Medical School. This 
is a registrable medical qualification. 

It is the intention of the Faculty to continae to have the ezaminationB for this 
diploma, which is the Facnlty's certificate of qnalification, as well as those for 
all the other honours of the school, such as to be a guarantee to the public of 
high professional attainments on the part of those who hold them. 

Hospitals. — ^The Toronto Greneral Hospital and the Bumside Lying- 
in Hospital are open to the practice of students. 

Fees, — ^Lecture fees : Anatony, Surgery, Practice of Medicine, Obste- 
trics, Materia Medica, Physiology, and General Chemistry, 12 dols» 
each; Practical Anatomy, Practical Chemistry and Microscopy, 
including Normal and Pathological Histology, 8 dols. each ; Medical 
Jurisprudence and Toxicology, 7 dols. ; Clinical Medicine and Clinical 
Surgery, 6 dols. each ; Botany and Sanitary Science, 5 dols. ; Registra- 
tion fee, 5 dols. Optional branches — Zoology and Surgical Appliances, 
5 dols. each ; for the First examination, 4 dols. ; Second examination^ 
4 dols. ; Final examination, including Diploma, 6 dols. ; Final, where 
the Primary has been passed in some institution recognised by the 
school, 10 dols.; for the Primary and Final when the First examination 
has been passed at the school, 6 dols. Further particulars may be 
obtained of the Dean of the Faculty, Toronto. 

Laval Univbbsity, Quebec. 

There are three terms in each year for all the Faculties. The first 
term commences on the first Wednesday in October, and ends at 
Christmas. The second commences at the Epiphany, and finishes on 
Wednesday in Holy Week. The third commences the second Tuesday 
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after Easter, and finishes at the end of Jime or the oommencement oi 
July. The Faculty of Medicine has twelve terms. There are private 
courses in Medicine and Surgery. The pupils of the Faculty of 
Medicine are reputed pupils of the Faculty of Arts for the lessons in 
Chemistry and Botany. 

The courses are so regulated that the same pupil does not attend at 
more than four lessons per day in his proper faculty, and that he can 
follow the public instruction in the Faculty of Arts of which the 
scientific and philosophical courses are obligatory on all medical 
students. The lessons last one hour each. During their continuance 
the students take notes, and the lecturer may examine the students on 
the subject of the lecture, so as to assure Mmself of their attention. 
In all the private courses, after each period of five or six lessons, the 
professor devotes one, at least in part, to some exercise in order to test 
the progress of his pupils, and to stimulate among them a laudable 
emulation. Also, after each lesson, the pupils are examined on the 
subjects they have been taught during the time. 

The cu/nriculwn prescribed by the Faculty of Medicine is as follows : 
One course of Anatomy, descriptive and topographical ; one course of 
Practical Anatomy ; one course of Histology ; one course of Physio- 
logy ; one course of C^eral Pathology ; one course of Materia Medica 
and General Therapeutics; one course of Hygiene; one course of 
Forensic Medicine ; one course of Toxicology ; one course of External 
Pathology and of Theoretical Operative Surgery ; one course of Prac- 
tical Operative Surgery; one course of Internal Pathology and of 
Special Therapeutics ; one course of Diseases of the Eyes and Ears ; 
one course of External Clinical Medicine, i.e.. Clinical Surgery, taken 
under two different professors ; one course of Clinical Medicine, taken 
under two different professors ; one course of Tocology; one course of 
Midwifery (practical) ; one clinical course of Diseases of the Eyes'and 
Ears; one clinical course of Diseases of Children; one clinical course 
of Senile Diseases. 

The course of DeaoripUve cmd Topographical Anaiomy is given every 
year in 120 lessons, during the first term and a part of the second, to 
the pupils of the first and second years. The course of Pradicai 
Anatomy is given every year in ninety lessons of two hours each, to 
pupils of the first and second years. The course of Histology includes 
Normal and Diseased Structures. This course is given every year in 
sixty lessons to pupils of the first and second years. The course of 
Physiology is given every year in eighty lessons to pupils of the first 
and second years. The course of General Palhology is given every year 
in eighty lessons to pupils of the second year. The course of Materia 
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Medica and Thera^^eyMcs is given to pupils of the second, third, and 
fourth years in a total of 120 lessons. The course comprises ten 
lessons of Pharmaceutical manipulations. The courses of Hygiene, 
Forensic Medicvne, and Toxicology are given in a total of 120 lessons 
for each subject. The courses of internal and external Pathology are 
given during the first and second terms to pupils of the third and 
fourth years. Each subject has a total of 240 lessons devoted to it. 
A course given in any one year differs from that of the preceding 
year. 

Pupils of the third and fourth years undergo fifteen lessons each 
year in Theoretical Operate 8wrgery, The course of Practical Operor- 
Hve 8v/rgery consists of forty lessons in all ; it is given to pupils of the 
third and fourth years. This course includes personal operations 
on the subject, under the direction of the Professor of Operative 
Surgery. The course of Diseases of the Eyes and of the Ears is given 
in a total of sixty lessons. The courses of Clmical Swrgery a/nd Medi^ 
cine each occupy at least ninety lessons. The course of Tocology 
(Diseases of Women and Children) is given in a total of 240 lessons. 
In Pra4sticdi Midmfery pupils have six cases assigned theilL. There 
are sixty lessons in Diseases of the Eyes and Ears. 

Pupils of the second, third, and fourth, follow the physical sciences 
which are obligatory for the graduation in Arts ; those Of the first year 
take up Chemistry and Botam/y. 

The MegistraUon examination of Laval University is recognised by 
the G^eral Medical Council of Great Britain and Ireland. Its cum- 
eulum is accepted by the Boyal College of Physicians of London, 
the Boyal College of Surgeons of England, and most of the other non- 
residential examining bodies of the United Kingdom. 

There are three degrees in Medicine — ^Doctorate, Bachelorship, and 
License. The Bachelorship can be taken after nine terms. 

Fees for Degrees. — ^Bachelorship of Medicine, 5 piastres; License in 
Medicine, 8 piastres ; Doctorate in Medicine, 5 piastres. 

Discipline. — ^Laval is a residential university. Students must either 
reside near the institution, in the houses of relatives or friends, the 
latter to be approved by the University authorities, or in the University 
itself. 

Prizes, &c. — The Morri/n prize is the interest of 2000 dols. This is 
annually divided into four parts and competed for by students of 
different years. The 8ewell prize is a certain sum of money given 
annually by one of the professors to the writer of the best thesis on a 
given subject. 

Persons desiring any further information may communicate with

Qttebec. — ^The r^nlations affecting medical practice in this province 
resemble those of Ontario. The medical qualifying bodies are — College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Quebec, University of Bishop's College, 
Laval University, McGill University. 

Ontabio. — ^There is a medical examining board (College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario), the examination of which all persons are 
oompelled to pass, except those holding Home qualifications. The 
following are the medical bodies : College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Ontario, University of Victoria College, Queen's College University, 
University of Toronto, Trinity College University, Trinity Medical 
SchooL 

New Bbxtnswick. — ^There is no restriction, but official recognition 
is granted to Home, United States, and the Government medical 
examinations. There is no medical college. 

Nova Scotia.-— Medical practice is restricted to diplomates and 
graduates of Home, Canadian, and the chief United States bodies. 

In Nbwfottndland, Bbitibh Columbia, and Manitoba, medical 
practice is unrestricted.

Madbas Medical College. 

The academical year extends from October 1st to June 90th. It is 
divided into a winter and summer session, the former of six, the latter 
of three months' duration. The College is divided into three depart- 
ments ; the first edacates for University degrees, the second and third 
for the certificates granted by the College in the grades of Assistant 
Apothecary and Hospital Assistant respectively. 

First, or Senior Depa/rtment. — ^This is in two divisions, and qnalifies 
students for the following degrees of Madras University: Bachelorship 
in Medicine, Masterate in Surgery, License in Medicine and Surgery. 
Candidates wishing to enter for the Bachelorship and Masterate must 
first pass the First Arts examination of Madras or any other university. 
Such candidates must undergo a five years' course of study, and must 
pay the undermentioned fees : First year of study, Rs. 150 ; second, 
Rs. 150 ; third, Rs. 100 ; fourth, Rs. 100 ; fifth, Rs. 100 ; or the sum of 
Rs. 500 on joining the College. There is also a registration fee of 
Rs. 5 for each collegiate year. 

Cwrriculwm for the above Class. — Fi/rst Year — ^Dispensary and Surgical 
Wards — ^Winter — ^Anatomy, Chemistry, Botany; Summer — ^Practical 
Chemistry, Practical Pharmacy. Second Year — Surgical Wards— 
Winter — ^Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, Surgery, Clinical 
Surgery, Dissection ; Summer — Clinical Surgery, Practical Pharmacy.

Candidates wishing to enter for the License in Medicine and Bwrgery 
must have passed the Matriculation examination of the Madras or any 
other imiversity, and must be above the age of sixteen. The course of 
training is of four years' duration, the first of which may be taken at 
any hospital or dispensary before being admitted into the College. 

The Fees are as follow : For first year of study, whether taken at 
college or not, Bs. 130; second year at college, Hs. ISO; third year at 
college, Bs. 100; fourth year at college, Bs. 100; total, Bs. 460; or 
B0. 400 in one sum on joining the College. Begistration for the 
License, Bs. 5 per annum. The above fees include all instructions 
required by the curriculum.

Fourth YeoT'^General 
Hospital, Eye Infirmary, and Lying-in Hospital — ^Winter"— Medidne 
and Clinical Medicine, Surgery and Clinical Surgery, Midwifery, 
Ophthalmology, Dissection and Demonstrations, Hygiene; Summer-^

The Lofne Scholarship, — Candidates must be Protestants of moral 
character, and of decided religious principles* The award is in the 
hands of the committee. The monthly allowance commences with 
Bs. 30, rising to Bs. 40 on passing the Preliminary Scientific examina- 
tion, and to Bs. 50 on passing the First examination for the degrees of 
M.B. and C Jii. Lane Scholars pay no fees for instruction.

'Five Free Scholarships are attached to the College. One is awarded 
annually, and tenable for five years by any candidate qualifying for 
the M.B. and CM. degree, and for four years by any candidate qnali- 
f jring for the L.M. and S. degree. These free scholarships are open to 
Europeans, East Indians, and natives. Candidates must present 
evidence of good character, and be in such a position that they cannot 
afford to pay the ordinary fees. They must also have passed the 
examination required <rf other students. No certificates will be granted 
to such scholars other than those required by the Madras University 
for its medical degrees, and should a free scholar wish to complete his 
medical education in Europe he must pay the undermentioned fees : 
For each winter course, Bs. 30; for each summer course, Bs. 30; 
Greneral Hospital attendance— medical wards, six months, Bs. 30 ; sur- 
gical wards, six months, Bs. 30 ; obstetric wards, three months, Bs. 20; 
ophthalmic, three months, Bs. 20. All applications, accompanied by 
the required certificates, must be sent to the Principal of the Medical 
College, on or before July 15th in each year. 

BtUes of Discipline are sanctioned by the Qovemment, and all 
students entering into either division of the superior department must 
undertake to observe the rules of the College. Candidates in the upper 
section of the senior department are to appear for the Preliminary 
Scientific examination after the first year of study, after three years 
of study to go up for the First M.B. examination, and after two years 
more for the Final examination for the degree. 

The Preliminary Scientific examination is held on the second Monday 
in July, the First M.B. examination on the fourth Monday, and the 
Final M.B. examination on the third Monday in the same month. 

Candidates for the License must pass the First examination after 
three years' study, and the Second examination at the completion of 
the fourth year. The First examination for the License takes place on 
the first Monday in July, and the Second on the second Monday in the 
same month. 

Candidates who have commenced their studies for the License with, 
out having passed the First Arts examination may, on their passing 
the latter, be permitted to count the professional courses they have 
attended, and to proceed to the further examinations for the d^^rees 
of M.B. and CM. 

Students failing at the University examinations will be permitted to join the 
olasses in the snbjeots found deficient on payment of a fee as for oaaoat 
stndraits. 

Female students will for the present receive their education gratoitonaly, bat- 
will be required to pay the annual registration fee of five rupees. 
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Female Ccmdidaies must attend the foil cnrricalum for tlie degrees 
they wish to obtain, and mnst pass the examinations incumbent 
on male students. The admissions to the Senior department of 
the Collie are regulated with reference to the accommodation pro- 
vided. Names of candidates to be admitted will be notified in the 
" Fort St. George €ki.zette " at the end of July or first week in August, 
after which the fees as required should be paid into the Bank of 
Madras to the credit of the Gk>vemment, and the duplicate receipt 
obtained should be forwarded to the Principal, Medical College, not 
later than the 15th September following. No appointments are 
guaranteed by the Government to private students attending the 
College. 
Second DepoHment, — Begulationa for Admission to the Grade qf 

Softpital Apprentice^ Subordinaie Medical Depa/rtment, for Military 

Service, 

Candidates must be between the ages of 15 and 18; they must 
produce certificates of parentage and of age, with testimonials as to 
character, &c.; also a certificate of vaccination and physical fitness for 
the duties they will be called on to discharge. The certificate to be 
signed by a commissioned medical officer of the British or Indian 
establishment. Only Europeans and Eurasians are admitted to this 
branch of the public service, and the candidates must have passed the 
Matriculation required of other students. 

Competitive examinations will be instituted in those cases where the 
number of candidates for admission exceeds the number of vacancies ; 
these examinations will be conducted in the English language, which 
will also be their subject. In addition, all candidates must submit 
to a viva voce examination in one of the following vernaculars, at their 
option : Hindustani, Ta.mil, Telugu. When a candidate has been officially 
notified as successful he must make application for admission to the 
Department. Admitted candidates will be styled Hospital Apprentices, 
and they wiU be attached for one year to such hospitals as the Surgeon- 
G^eral may direct. The first year's stipend wiU be Us. 16, rations, 
or compensation to the amount of Bs. 10, and free quarters, or com- 
pensation to the amount of Bs. *?i per mensem will also be allowed. 
The compensation allowances will be increased 50 per cent, when the 
student is at the Presidency. 

While undergoing their pre-coUegiate course, hospital apprentices wiU 
be subjected to the following examiinaMons : At the close of six months 
— ^The sensible Properties, Names, Doses, and Uses of the more common 
Medicines. At the close of twelve months : Practical Pharmacy in its 
whole range, reading prescriptions, the essentials of Minor Surgery. 
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At tlie IH/Md examinatioii the students will be required to prove their 
ability to make out the usual hospital returns. 

The results of the above examinations will determine the order of 
merit, and in this order students will be admitted to the Medical 
College at the following raies of pay : Third class students, B*s. 20 per 
mensem; second class students, Bs. 25 per mensem; first class students, 
Bs. 30 per mensem ; rations and quarters (or in lieu of the latter a 
monetary allowance) are also provided. Service in the grade of 
hospital apprentice, whether passed or unpassed, does not reckon 
towards pension. 

Civil Medical Svhordinate Department, 

The conditions are the same as for hospital apprentices joining tlie 
Military Department. Candidates of all nationalities are eligible for 
admission, and must be matriculated students. If successful they will 
be styled Civil Hospital Apprentices, and will receive a salary of Bs. 15 
per mensem during their pro^coUegiate training. First two years, 
Bs. 50; three to seven years, Bs. 50, and charge for allowances, Bs. 25; 
eight to fourteen years, Bs. 75, and charge for allowances, Bs. 50; 
fifteen to twenty-one years, Bs. 100, and charge for allowances, Bs. 50 ; 
twenty-two to twenty-eight years, Bs. 125, and charge for allowanoeB, 
Bs. 50; twenty-nine to thirty-five years, Bs. 150, and charge for 
allowances, Bs. 50. 

Civil Apothecaries will be eligible for leave and pension under the 
rules applicable to the Uncovenanted Civil Service. Successful candi- 
dates will be required to sign articles binding them to serve the 
Gbvenunent for seven years from the period of receiving their certifi- 
cates of qualification from the Medical College.

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CoU^ei qualifying for the grade of Apothecary, on payment of the 
following: First, or pre-collegiate year, Bb. dO; second, or collegiate 
year, Bs. 60; third year, Bs. 60; fourth year, Bs. 60; total, Bs. 180 ; 
or in one sum on entering the College, Bs. 150. The above fees include 
clinical instruction. There is an annual registration fee of Bs. 5, and a 
fee of Bs. 25 payable before the Final examination for a qualifioation. 
Persons intending to pursue the courses of study intended for private 
students must be between the ages of 15 and 18, and must produce 
certificates of parentage, age, character, vaccination, physical fitness, 
and of possessing a knowledge (colloquial) of one of the vernaculars ; 
they must be matriculated students. The grade is thrown open to 
candidates of all nationalities. Such private students, while attending 
college and hospital, will be required to conform to the rules in force for 
private students of the senior department. Applications for admission 
must be made before Sept. 15th in each year. Certificates of attend- 
ance on courses of lectures will not be granted except on payment of 
the difference between fees specified above and those paid by candidates 
for the University License in Medicine and Surgery. 

Female Candidates, 

Women desiring to qualify in medicine must undergo the curriculum 
and examinations specified below. 

Preliminary emaminaiion: Englieh — a portion, not exceeding thirty 
lines in length, selected from a standard English author, will be given as 
an exercise in dictation. Ten errors in spelling (exclusive of technical 
and other unusual words, which will not be counted) will exclude the 
candidate from further competition.' (2) Bad marks will be assigned 
for defective handwriting. Grammar and Com^osiHon—The same as 
for the Matriculation examination. History^The principal events in 
Snglish and Indian History. Geography — General Geography, but 
especially that of India. ArUhmeHo^-^o decimal fractions and pro- 
portion, inclusive. 

The cfwrriculmn is of four years' duration ; one year's pre-collegiate 
training has to be undergone to enable the candidate to acquire a 
knowledge of Compounding, Pharmacy, and Osteology. Subsequently 
three years must be passed at college as follows : First Year — ^Winter 
—Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, Physiology ; Simmier — ^Prac- 
tical Chemistry and Practical Pharmacy. Second Yea/r — ^Winter- 
Anatomy, Medicine and Clinical Medicine, Surgery and Clinical Sur- 
^ei7. Physiology, Dissections ; Summer — ^Practical Pharmacy and Minor 
Surgery. Third Yea/r — ^Winter ^Medicine and Clinical Medicine, 
fiurgery and Clinical Surgery, Midwifery, Diseases of the Eye and 
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DissectioxiB ; Summer — ^Medical Jurisprudence, Hygiene, Diseases of 
Women and Cldldren, Operative and Minor Surgery. 

Jv/nior Departmeni.^Abdract of Bulea for Admiission of Candidates 
for the Grade of Native Medical FupU for Military Employment, 

Candidates must be between 15 and 19 years of age, and 
must produce certificates as to character, age, vaccination, and 
physical fitness, signed by a commissioned medical officer of the 
British or Indian Establishment. Preference will be given to the 
sons of native commissioned and of non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers. 

ParHcukMrs of the Examination, — 1. A portion from an Englislk 
author, not exceeding thirty lines in length, to be given as an exercise 
in dictation. Twenty mistakes (exclusive of technical and other un- 
usual words, which will not be counted) to exclude the candidate 
from further competition. Bad handwriting will have bad marks 
assigned to it. 2. English Grammar, elementary. 3. Translation into 
the candidate's vernacular of an English passage and conversely. 
4. Leading facts of the History of India. 5. Geography of India* 
6. Arithmetic to vulgar and decimal fractions, inclusive. 7. The can- 
didate wiU be examined on the reading and writing of his own 
vernacular. 

Candidates having passed the above wiU be notified in the official 
'* Gki^ette," and must then make application to the Secretary of Un- 
covenanted Civil Service Examinations in the prescribed form. Suc- 
cessful candidates are designated Native Medical Pupils, and they are 
attached for one year to such hospitals, civil and military, as the 
Surgeon-General may appoint. Free quarters will be given to pupils,, 
or, in lieu, Havildar's rate of hutting money, Bs. 4 per mensem. 

During their pre-collegiate course pupils will be subject to the 
following examinations : At the end of six months — ^The sensible Pro- 
perties, Names, Uses, and Doses of the more common Medicines in 
the Dispensary, and Elements of Osteology. At the end of twelve 
months — ^The whole subject of Practical Pharmacy, the reading of 
Prescriptions, and the esssntials of Minor Surgery. 

At this Final examination native medical pupils will further be 
required to give proof of their competence to make out correctly the 
usual hospital returns, in the preparation of which they should be 
instructed during the year of their pre-collegiate course. 

The results of these examinations will determine the order of merit, 
according to which lads will be drafted mto the Medical College on the 
following rates of college pay : Second class student, Bs. 9 ; first dasB. 
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stadent, Rs. 10, with free quarters or hutting money as specified in 
paragraph X. of the Medical Code. 

The examinations will be conducted by written questions. 

It has been mled by the Gbyemment of India that Benrice in the grade of 
NatiYe Medical Pnpil, whether passed or nnpassed, does not reckon towards 
pension. 

Civil Medical Subordinate Department. 

The conditions and qualifications are the same as those for pnpils for 
military service. Candidates of all nationalities are eligible. The 
standard of examination is the same as that for the military 
department. 

No oandidate will be entertained who does not obtain one-third of the 
mariwinm number of marks assigned for the grade. Application for admission 
mnst be made in the prescribed form to the Secretary of the Uncovenanted Civil 
Service Examinations, accompanied with a fee of Bs. 5. 

Successfnl candidates are styled Civil Medical Pupils, and are 
attached for one year to such military and civil hospitals as the Surgeon- 
General may direct. The remuneration is Bs. 7 per mensem for the 
whole period. The Medical College course of instruction extends over 
three years, and the college pay for this period is Bs. 9 per mensem. 
At the termination of the third year the candidates are examined, and 
if found efficient are promoted to the grade of Civil Hospital Assistant. 
The course of instruction given at the Medical College is of about 
three years' duration ; the college pay for the whole period is Bs. 20 
per mensem. At the termination of the third year, candidates, if, after 
examination, they be qualified, will receive promotion to the grade 
of Civil Apothecary, and receive the rate of pay mentioned below; 
<< Promotion from grade to grade being determined by periods of 
service, until the establishment becomes more fully developed, after 
which restrictions will be made regarding the number of each grade, 
and promotions given only on the occurrence of vacancies. In any 
case, promotion will depend on passing successfully periodical exami- 
nations." 

Civil Hospital Assistants receive the undermentioned rates of pay, 
contingent, however, on passing the periodical examinations: First 
two years, Bs. 20 per mensem ; two to seven years, Bs. 20, and charge 
for allowance, Bs. 10 ; eight to fourteen years, Bs. 30, and charge for 
allowance, Bs. 10; fifteen years and upwards, Bs. 40, and charge for 
allowance Bs. 10. 

Civil Hospital Assistants will be eligible for leave and pension under the rnlea 
i^pplioable to the Uncovenanted Civil Service. Sacoessfol candidates will be 
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bound 1:^ artidleB of agreement to serve Government for a period of seven yeuB 
from date of receiving oertifioates of qnalifioation from the Medical College. 

The (yu/rricml/um for both branches of the Jtinior department is as 
follows: Mr si Yea/t — ^Winter — ^Anatomy, Materia Medica, Examinations 
by Assistants, Hospital Attendance; Summer— Outlines of Physiology; 
Practical Pharmacy, Minor Surgery, and Hospital Attendance by the 
Assistants. Second Yea/f — Winter -^ Medicine, Clinical Medicine, 
Surgery, Clinical Surgery, Midwifery, Dissections, Examinations by 
Assistants, Attendance at the Greneral Hospital ; Summer — ^Hygiene, 
Minor Surgery, by the Assistants, Examinations by the Assistants, 
Attendance at the G-eneral Hospital. Third Yea/r — ^Winter — Medicine 
and Clinical Medicine, Surgery and Clinical Surgery, Midwifery, Dis- 
sections and Operatiye Surgery, Attendance at General Hospital, Eye 
Infirmary, and Lying-in Hospital. 

At the termination of this curriculum candidates will be examined 
by the Final Examining Committee ; if found efficient they will receiye 
a certificate. 

Private Students of the Junior Depa/rtment, — Students are permitted 
to join the classes of the Junior Department of the College upon the 
following conditions, provided that their admission does not interfere 
with the working of the several classes : 

a. That sndh students are, by their attainments, qualified to join the Junior 
Department, h. That they furnish satiafaotory testimomals of good oonduot. 
c. That their admission will in no way inoonvenienoe the working of the olaases to 
which they are admitted, d. That the students so admitted shall pay a fee in ad- 
vance of Bs. 3 for each course of lectures, the fees being carried to the credit of the 
Govermnent, and a fee of Bs. 15 to be examined by the Final Examining Board, 
to obtain a qnalifioation certificate, e. That such students shall submit generally 
to the discipline enforced in the Medical College. /. That if required to attend 
the practice of the general hospital the students shall pay a fee in advance of 
Bs. 10 per annum, the fees being placed at the credit of the bospitaL 

Casual Students, — Casual students may join the College whenever 
convenient to the other arrangements of the college, on payment of a 
fee of Bs. 30 for each winter, and Bs. 20 for each summer course of 
lectures. They are not required to pay a registration fee. Winter 
Classes — Chemistry, Botany, Physiology, Materia Medica. Summer 
Classes — Practical Chemistry, Practical Pharmacy, Comparatiye 
Anatomy, Organic Chemistry, Medical Jurisprudence, Hygiene. 

Candidates desirous of qualifying as Chemists cmd Druggists must 
undergo a course of instruction in Materia Medica, Chemistry, Practical 
Chemistry, and Practical Pharmacy. The fee for each course is Be. 10, 
and there is an additional fee of Bs. 25 to be paid before examinatioiL 
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Application to att^id the oonraes is to be made before the 15th of 
September in each year, to the Principal, Medical College, Madras. ' 

Text Boohe.^The following are prescribed by the College: Senior

Gbant Medical College, Bombay. 
The regulations set forth : 

From and after the Ist November, 1880, matrienlated stadents of the Bombay 
Umvenity, or of some nniversily reoognised bj it, who have passed the matri- 
onlatioii exammatioxi with a olassioal language, and who may wish to graduate 
in medicine, shall, with ezoeptions hereinafter stated, be admitted to the general 
oonrse of instniotion m Grant CoUeg^ on payment of the following fees : 1. 
Bntranoe fee, Bs. 25 ; 2. A fee at the rate of Bs. 120 per annnm, payable at 
the beginning of the sessions. 

The Principal of the College is empowered to remit these fees nnder the 
following limitations : 1. The candidate mnst be of proved capacity. 2. Mast 
furnish evidence of prior good conduct. 3. Must establish to the Principal's 
Batisfaotion the inability of himself or his friends to meet the charges ennme- 
rated. 4. But the proportion so re-admitted shall at no time exceed 5 per cent» 
of the whole number of entrances for that year. 

Stadents may attend a coarse of lectures on any one of the subjects enumerated 
undcfr c on payment of Rs. 30 ; any course under d on payment of Bs. 20 ; for 
six months' attendance in any of the wards mentioned under e the fee is Bs. 40» 
(c) Descriptive and Surgical Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Chemistry, Practical 
Chemistiy, Physiology, Materia Medioa and Practical Pharmacy, Pathology 
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(inolndiiig post-mortem ezaminationB), Medidne and Olinioal Medioine, Surgery 

and Clinical Surgery, and Oper^idve Surgery, Medical Jarispradenoe and Frao- 

tioal Toxicology, Midwifery and Diaeasea o£ Women and Children, (d) Obm- 

paratiYC Anatomy, Botany, Ophthalmic Surgery, Hygiene, (e) The Medioal 

ward, the Surgical ward, the Obstetric ward, the Ophthalmic ward, Out Patients. 

The winter aession at the OoUege commences in November, the summer session 

commences in June. Any medical student who has passed an examination in 

Arts in the United Kingdom, according to the regulations of the Medioal Council, 

and any student who has passed a similar examination at a colonial ooUege or 

nniTersity, provided such examination be co-extensive with the matriculation 

-examination of the Grant College, will be exempted from any further examination 

in Arts.

25 
monthly, tenable for one year, awarded for Olinical Medicine and 
Pathology; an Aviderson scholarship of the same value, awarded 
for Surgical Anatomy and Ghnical Surgery ; a Fariah scholarship of 
the same value, awarded for Principles and Practice of Medicine and 
Surgery; a Bdd scholarship of Bs.

Bombay: 8vr Jamisetjee Jejeebhoy's' Medical Prize of Bs. 250 will be 
awarded for practical Medicine and Surgery. 8vr Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy's 
€hld Medal for Practical Medical Jurisprudence. The McLennan 
Scholarship of Bs. 25 monthly, with a silver prize medal for Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Midwifery. 

Medals to Student Apprentices, — The McLerman Silver Medal wiU 
be awarded to a third year's student apprentice for proficiency in the 
subjects of study during the session. The Amott Silver Medal will be 
awarded to a second year's student apprentice for proficiency in the 
subjects of study during the session. The Bv/mes Silver Medal will 
be awarded to a first year student apprentice for proficiency in the 
subjects of study during the session. 



The practice of medicine is altogether unrestricted throughout India. 
There are four Indian universitieB — Madras, Bombay, Calcutta, Punjab. 
The regulations are essentially the same. 

AxTSTBALiA. — In each separate State there is a medical board, having 
power to grant candidates the right to practice. This is obtainable by 
holders of British, Irish, Colonial or Foreign degrees and diplomias. 
In the case of unqualified candidates the board is empowered to con- 
duct examinations with a view of ascertaining their fitness for the 
profession. The Universities are those of Adelaide, Melbourne, and 
Sydney. 

Adelaide. — This University has no medical school; it admits ad 
ewndem gradu/m (M.B. and M.D.). 

Melbourne, — ^The curriculum for the Bachelorship is of five years' 
duration. Candidates for the Doctorate must have held the Bachelor- 
ship two years. There are annual examinations in the subjects of 
study dealt with in the preceding year. The curriculum is arranged as 
follows : First Yea/r — Greek, Latin (or Natural Philosophy), Chemistry, 
Theoretical and Practical Second Yea/r — ^Botany, Materia Medica, 
Oomx>arative Anatomy and Zoology, Descriptive and Surgical Anatomy, 
Practical Anatomy. Third Year^ — ^Anatomy; Qeneral, Descriptive, 
Surgical, and Practical Physiology; Pathology; Surgery, Theoretical, 
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Olinical, and Operatiye (minor); and Prftctical Fhomiacy. Favaih 
F0ar-«-Mediome, Theoretioal and dinioal; Obstetric Medicine, Clinical 
Stirgery, General Anatomy, Pkjsiologj and Pathology, Practical 
Anatomy. Fifth Tear — ^Medicine and Surgery, Forensic Medicine. 
The examination at tlie end of the fifth year embrace»-*-Anatomy, 
General and Practical; Physiology, Pathology, Theory and Practice 
of Medicine, Obitetric Medicine, Surgery, Forensic Medicine, Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. For the Doo^oro^, candidates must produce 
evidence of having, subsequent to graduation as Bachelors, been occu- 
pied for two years in the acquirement of professional knowledge. The 

subjects of examination are— 1. Logic; 2. Medical Logic, or the 
System of Scientific Observation and Reasoning in connection with 
Medicine. 3. Neurology, including Mental Physiology. 4. Medicine. 
5. Clinical Obstetrics and Clinical Medicine. 

SySmey, — The regulations are similar to those of Melbourne. 

New Zealand. — ^Practically, what the law reg^ulating medical 
practice comes to is this : Any person may register as a practitioner 
in medicine or surgery who possesses a degree or diploma entitling him 
to practice in any civilised country, provided such degree or diploma 
has been granted after a medical curriculum pursued at a school of 
medicine or surgery of not less than three years' duration. No medical 
schools exist in New Zealand. There are two universities, that of 
New Zealand and that of Otago, and both grant degrees in medicine, 
which, however, do not entitle their holders to practice. A license to 
practice may be obtained of the *' Board of Medical Examiners " affcer 
an examination passed before them. There is a Medical Scholarship 
of £100 per annum, tenable for three years. The competition is open 
to graduates of the University of New Zealand, and to undergraduates 
of not less than two years' standing. 

D&nMstry and Dental Swrgery, — ^No one is allowed to practice who 
is unregistered in the colony as a dentist. To effect registration the 
candidate must produce *' such certificate, diploma, membership, degree, 
license, letters, testimonial, or other title, status, or document as may 
be recognised by the Board of Examiners as entitling the holder 
thereof to practice dentistry or dental surgery in such possession or 
country, and as furnishing sufficient guarantee of the possession of 
the requisite knowledge and skill for the efficient practice of dentistry 
or dental surgay." Fee for registration, including certificate, 256. 

Tasmakia. — ^The Medical Acts resemble the Australian. A lieenae 
may be obtained by unqualified persons on their passing an examination 
before the " Tasmanian Court of Medical Examiners." 

Cape of Good Hope;— There is a medical board here. All persona 
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wishing to practice are compelled to pass its examination unless they 
hold Home qualifications. The muversitj, which is distinct from the 
medical board, admits ad ev/ndem, gradwn, but does not hold medical 
examinations. 

The Channel Islands. — ^There are not any medical corporations. 
In order to practice legally, medical men mnst be registered prac- 
titioners of the United Kingdom, or possess a degree in medicine from 
some foreign or colonial xmiyersity. 

Jamaica. — There is an examining body in this island, the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Jamaica. With the exception of per- 
sons holding British, Irish, and Colonial qualifications, all practitioners 
are compelled to pass its examinations. 

Lesseb Antilles. — Bardadoes, Trinidad, and other British Posses^ 
sions, — ^The regulations resemble those in force in Jamaica. The 
examination, however, is conducted by means of printed papers sent 
out by the London College of Physicians. 

British Guiana. — ^There is no medical school here. A diploma 
from some recognised medical body must be produced for the inspec- 
tion of the Surgeon-General at Georgetown, British Honduras. 

Ceylon. — British and Colonial qualifications are recognised. There 
is a medical school, but no qualifying body in the island. 
' Mauritius. — ^A Home or Colonial qualification is required. 

Bahama Islands. — ^There is no school; the practice of medicine 
is unrestricted. 

Bebhuda. — Practice is unrestricted. 

SiEBBA Leone. — There is no medical school here. Medical practice 
is unrestricted. 



CHAPTER VIII. 



THE MEDICAL PROFESSION IN THE UNITED STATES, 

Meport of the United States Convmissioner of Education — BeUemie 
Hospital Medical College, New York — The American Medical CoU 
lege Association — Ha/rvard University — College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Baltimore — Cleielamd Medical College, Ohio — UniveV' 
sity of the City of New York — University of Pennsylvania — College 
of Physiciam^ and Surgeons {Medical Department of Columbia 
College, City of New York) — Baltim^ore College of Dental Surgery^ 
Medical Societies — Laws affecting the Practice of Medicine, 

The practice of Medicine in the United States is not so restricted as 
in the British Isles. A vast number of corporate bodies, chartered 
and unchartered, grant certificates to practice ; and besides the Allo- 
pathic, there are Homoeopathic, Eclectic, Hydropathic, and other insti- 
tutions devoted to the teaching of special systems. Most of the Allo- 
pathic examining bodies are members of the American Medical College 
Association, which corresponds to our own Medical Council. It would 
be impossible in this work to give the regulations of more than a 
fraction of these corporations, and, indeed, the space occupied would 
be more than the information is worth. I, however, give a list of all 
the bodies, the chief particulars of some of the more respectable, 
together with excerpts from the report "of the Minister of Education. 
Candidates desiring further details had better communicate, in each 
case, with the " Secretary of the Medical Faculty," inclosing stamps 
■available in America for postage. 

Befobt of the United States Commibsioneb of Education. 

From this document it appears that there are 364 universities and 
colleges in the Union. Of these, 68 are regular medical sohools, 
6 eclectic, 12 homoeopathic, 14 dental, and 14 pharmaceuticaL

I snbjoizL those passages which have a medical bearing : 

Aooording to the oenBns of 1870 there were, xime years ago, 62,383 physicians 
•and surgeons in the country. The number of graduates reported to this Office 
since 1873 is as f oUows : 1873, 2391; 1874, 234>3 ; 1875, 2391; 1876, 2629; 
1877, 2911 ; 1878, 3080 ; 1879, 3271 ; or a total in the seven years named of 
19,016. If to this number we add 2000 for each of the years 1870, 1871, and 
1872, a low estimate, we have 25,000 additions to the profession in ten years. 
This is much in excess of any proportionate increase in the population of the 
country and far beyond the loss by death in the profession. When we think of 
the numbers added without graduation, and even without preparation, the 
increase becomes appalling. With gfood reason Professor Alfred Mercer said 
recently, before the council of Syracuse University : 

"From the cheapness of American diplomas and from the few enforced 
legal restrictions on the practice of medicine with or without a diploma or any 
imown qualifications whatever, we have 1 doctor to every 600 inhabitants ; 
while a few miles from here, just over the Canadian border, they have 1 to 
1200 inhabitants ; while hi Great Britain there is but 1 to 1672 ; France 
has 1 to 1814 ; Germany, 1 to 3000 ; Belgium, 1 to 2048; Austria, 1 to 
.2500 ; Italy, 1 to 3500 ; Norway, 1 to 3480. Thus we have 2 doctors in 
the United States to 1 in Canada, nearly 3 to 1 in Great Britain, more than 
4 to 1 in France, and 5 to 1 in Germany. The just relative proportion of 
doctors to population has been variously estimated at from fifteen to 
twenty-five hundred. The present average of the civilised world would 
jprobably fall within these limits." 

Medical Schools with A&vaneed Standcurds, 

First CR>a88, — Schools that required attendance on a three years' gfraded course 
nf nine months in each year, with annual examinations on the studies of the 
year and with fair preliminary examination of all candidates for entrance 
who did not present a collegiate diploma or other evidence of full literary 
^ualifioations. 

The schools of this class in 1879 were : (1) The Medical Department of 
Harvard University, Boston, Mass., which required the graded course with 
annual examinations, of all its regular students from 1871, and the preliminary 
•examination in English and Latin from 1877 ; (2) Medical Department of Syra- 
cuse University, Syracuse, N.T., which urged the full-graded course and its 
-annual examinations from 1872, and required all from 1875 ; (3) Medical Depart- 
ment of Boston University, Boston, Mass., which offered all three from its 
organisation in 1873, and required all from 1877, offering also the next year a 
four years' course ; (4) Medical Department of Tale College, New Haven, which 
■offered the graded course from 1872, and required it, with a preliminary examina. 
tion of high order, from 1879, except in cases where distinguished abilities and 
high literary culture might enable students to master its essentials in two 
yean. 

l2 
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The Medioal Department of the UxdYeriity of Michigan, Ann Arbor^* whiok 
has announced preliminary ezaminationa at least from 1850, which in 187T 
extended its annnal session from six months to nine, and fnlly arranged a 
three years' graded course that had been recommended for two preceding 
years, comes into this class in 1880, haying made this course obligatory from 
that year. 

In connection with this matter honourable mention must be made of the 
Chicago Medical College, Chicago, 111., which, organised in 1859 with a view to 
a progressive course of medical instruction, instituted such a course from the 
begfinning, stood for it courageously through much early opposition, and with- 
out actually requiring a three years' gradation of studies, has so urg^d it as to 
secure the completion of it by a large part of its students. If not in this first 
class, yet it has been a pioneer in the movement which has formed the 
class. 

Second Class. — Schools with a required graded course of three years, but of leas 
annual duration than nine months, and in moat cases without preliminary 
examination of candidates for entrance on it. 

Arranged in the order of their States, these were in 1879 : (1) The Medical 
Department of the University of California and (2) the Medical College of the 
Pacific, both in San Francisco, which in that year simultaneously instituted 
three years' graded courses of five months in each year, but did not then examine 
candidates for matriculation ; (3) the Woman's Medical College of the New York 
Infirmary, New York City, which from at least 1870 presented a three years' 
graded coarse of six months in each year, urg^d this upon its students, made 
it obligatory from 1875, with a preliminary examination, and from 1877 has 
made its school year eight months ; (4) New York Homoeopathic Medical College, 
New York City, which from 1872 recommended to its students a graded course 
of three years, with five months in each year, and made this obligatory in 1878 f 
(5) the Medioal Department of the University of Pennyslvania, Philadelphia^ 
Pa., in which such a course to cover five months in each year was instituted 
in 1877, but without preliminary examination, which is, however, to come in a 
mild form in 1880 ; (6, 7, 8) the Medical Departments of Columbian University,f 
Howard University and the University of Georgetown, all in Washington, D. C, 
which all together in 1879 presented three years' graded courses of seven months 
in the case of the first and of five in the other two, those of the Columbian and 
Qeorgetown Universities having made this advance in 1878. 

Into this second class come in 1880 Detroit Medical CoUege, Detroit, Mich, y 
St. Louis Medieal College, St. Louis, Mo. ; Albany Medical CoUege, Albany, N. Y., 
and the Medical Department of the University of Wooster, Cleveland, Ohio, aJl 
four having announced graded courses of this standard as arranged for that 
year and to be thenceforth required. Bellevue Hospital Medical College, New 
York City> made a similar announcement, but subsequently receded from its 

* The HomoEopafhic School of the same onlyenitTt of more recent date, has the same standards.

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•drttsoed ponMon, and aimoimoed that after the Beaaion of 1881*82 it woold 
retrnn to its f ormar oonzae and zeqnirementa. 

The namea presented are belieyed to embraoe all medieal aohools in the 
TJnitod States entitled to a place in these two olasees in the years mentioned. 
If any have been omitted, it mnst be from the f ailnre of inatitationa to forward 
to the Bnrean the foil information annually sought. 

Tnatrtbction in Dentistry, 

Dental Practice in PewnBylvania and New ForJi;.— An Aofe regnlating the 
praotioe of dentistry was passed in Pennysylyania in 1876 making it nnlawfol 
for any persons thereafter to engage in dentistry, except regularly anthozised 
physicians and surgeons and graduates from reputable and duly authorised 
institutionB where dentistry is taught. 

A board of examiners is established. Its members (flii) are to be elected by 
the State Dental Society annually, two each year, for terms of three years. It 
is the duty of this board to meet at suitable times and plaoes to conduct the 
•examination of applicants and grant oertifioates of ability to practice dentistry 
to all applicants who undergo a satisfactory examination and receire at least 
four affirmatiye Yotes. The fee is SO dols. Violation of this law is punished 
by a fine not less than 50 dols. nor more than 200 dols. and loss of fees. 

The law in New York regulating the practice of dentistty is substantially as 
lollowB : A dental society may exist in each of the eight judicial districts of the 
Supreme Court of the State. This society elects eight delegates, two each year, 
whose term of office is four years. These delegates form the body of '* The 
Dental Society of the State of New York.*' Each incorporated dental college of 
HiB State, also, may send two delegates annually, who have equal powers with 
delegates from societies. Permanent active members of the society, not to 
exceed twenty, may be chosen from among eminent dentists. Persons not 
entitied to be regular members may be elected honorary members, but cannot 
vote or hold office. The several district sodeties appoint not less than three 
nor more than five censors, to continue in office for one year, whose duty it is 
earefuUy and impartially to inquire into the qualifications of all persons who 
shall present themselves within the districts where they reside for examination, 
and report their opinion in writing to the president of the society, who there- 
upon issues a certificate of qualification which is countersigned by the seoretary. 
The fee for tUs is lO.dols. 

The State Dental Society also elects a board of censors, which has eight 
members, one from each district society. Two members are elected each year, 
and they serve for four years. This board meets each year to examine all per- 
sons who have received a certificate of qualification and are otherwise legally 
entitled to examination. When a favourable opinion respeoting a candidate is 
reported in writing to the president of the society, it is his duty to issue to him 
a diploma conferring the degree of Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.), for which 
the fee is 20 dols. 
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Persons who have studied and practised dentistry with one or more.aooredited 
dentists for four jears are entitled to examination. If the applicant has pnrsnedr 
ooUegriate studies, the time, not exceeding one year, may be dednoted from the 
fonr years ; also one year may be dednoted if he has attended a complete conrae- 
of lectures at any incorporated dental or medical college in the United States. 

Regulation of the Practice of Dentistry, — ^A. draught for an act regulating the- 
practice of dentistry recently made by eminent dentists in the District of 
Columbia, among them Dr. J. Ourtiss Smithe, indicates the views of the profea- 
sion on this subject. It provides that it shall be unlawful for any person to 
practice dentistry unless he shall have received a diploma from a .duly autho- 
rised dental college or shall have practised five years within the district or shall 
have receiyed a certificate of qualifioation from a duly authorised . board of 
examiners. This board shall consist of five dentists of at least five years' prac- 
tical experience each. A, majority of the board shall be required to examine an 
applicant and to sign a ceitificate. The members shall receive no compensation 
for either time or services at snoh examinations. Each applicant shall pay a fee- 
of 5 dels., which shall be applied to the payment of the expenses of the board.. 
Any person unlawfully practising dentistry shall be punished by a fine of frouL 
50 dols. to 200 dols., or, in default of the payment of the fine, by imprisonment not 
less than thirty nor more than ninety days. Physicians and surgeons may extract- 
teeth and prescribe for diseases of the mouth. 

On the following pages will be found a statistical statement of the 
schools of medicine, of dentistry, and of pharmacy, in the United* 
States, as intimated above, showing, in respect of each, the number of 
students, the periods of study, the duration of the scholastic year, the- 
fees payable, and the charges made for tuition. The statement 
includes eclectic and homoeopathic schools of medicine. 
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Bblleyub Hospital Medical CoLLEaE, New Yobk. 

This bodj grants the degree of M,D, Candidates must have attended 
its own course of instruction or that of some bodj recognised by the 
Collie. 

The aggregate fees for tickets to all the lectures during the regular 
winter session and the preliminary term, including tickets for the* 
Clinical Lectures at the BelleYue, and the Charity Hospital, and the 
College Classes, amount to 140 dols. ; this does not include the spring^ 
Recitation term. In addition to the fees for the tickets to the lectures, 
is a matriculation fee of 5 dols. The graduation fee is 30 dols. The 
fee for the dissection ticket is 10 dols. ; this covers all the expenses of 
the dissecting room. There is no charge for subjects, nor are there- 
any incidental fees. Students who have attended two full regular 
courses of lectures in other accredited medical colleges receiye all the 
tickets to the lectures of this college, exclusiye of the matricxdation 
and the dissection tickets, for 70 dols. Students haying attended two 
full regular courses of lectures in this College, or, after attendance 
upon one full course in this College, haying previovsly attended one 
full course in some other accredited college, are admitted to all the 
lectures on payment of the matriculation fee. Graduates in good 
standing of other accredited medical colleges, after three years, are 
required to matriculate only.- The three years recognised are con- 
sidered as ending at the close of the winter session. In this provision,. 
the three years' date from the time of g^duation and practice before 
the graduation is not counted. Prior to the expiration of three years, 
the fee for a general ticket for graduates of other colleges is 70 dols. 

Payment of fees is required in all cases, and the tickets must be 
taken out and paid for at the beginning of the regular term. Remis- 
sion of fees, or deductions, and the taking of promissory notes from 
students, are interdicted by the bye-laws of the College. Section 5 of 
Article Y. of the ''Articles of Confederation" of the American Medical 
College Association provides that colleges, members of the Association, 
may reduce or remit the regular fees to students '* to a number not 
exceeding five per cent, of the nimiber of matriculants at the previous 
regular session of the college." This permission to reduce or remit 
the fees in certain cases may be accepted or not at the option of any 
college. The Bellevue Hospital Medical College still adheres to the 
principle of receiving all students on equal terms as regards fees, 
making no remission or reduction of the regular fees. The full course 
of lectures, the fee for which is 140 dols., includes tickets for the 
special subjects, viz.. Pathological Anatomy and Histology, and Dis- 
eases of the Nervous System, Ophthalmology and Otology, Dermato- 
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logy, Psjcliological Medicine and Medical Jnrispmdenoe, and Diseases 
of the Throat. The special subjects of Diseases of the Genito-Urinary 
System and of Orthopsedic Surgery are included in the department of 
Surgery. Students may take out, at their option, either the genwal 
ticket for a full course of lectures, or tickets for one or more of the 
same departments. 

Fees for the separate Departments, — ^Practice of Medicine, including 
Psychological Medicine and Medical Jurisprudence, and Diseases of 
the Throat, 20 dols. ; Surgery, including Ophthalmology, Otology, and 
Dermatology, 25 dols. ; Obstetrics and Diseases of Women and Chil- 
dren, 15 dols.; Materia Medica and Therapeutics, including Pathological 
Anatomy and Histology, and Diseases of the Nervous System, 20 dols.; 
Physiology and Physiological Anatomy, 20 dols. ; General, Descriptiye, 
and Surgical Anatomy, 20 dols. ; Chemistry and Toxicology, 20 dols. 
Total, 140 dols. 

The matriculation fee of 5 dols. admits to all the clinical lectures 
delivered in the college building, the Bellevue Hospital, and the Charity 
Hospital. The matriculation ticket must be taken before any of the 
tickets for the lectures are issued. The reduction of fees for lectures 
to one-half of the regular rates applies to graduates of other recog- 
nised colleges of less than three years' standing, and to students who 
have taken two courses of lectures at other recognised colleges, or one 
course at another recognised college, after having attended a course at 
the Bellevue Hospital Medical College, for each department as well as 
for the full course. The same provision applies to those entitled to a 
reduction of one-half of the regular fees who desire to attend the 
lectures in certain departments only, and not the full course. The 
following are such reduced fees in each department: Practice of 
Medicine, 10 dols. ; Surgery, 12 dols. 50 cents ; Obstetrics and Diseases 
of Women and Children, 7 dols. 50 cents ; Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics, 10 dols. ; Physiology, 10 dols. ; Anatomy, 10 dols. ; Chemistry, 
10 dols. Total, 70 dols. According to the provision with regard to the 
remission and reduction of fees, a student may be entitled to attend 
the lectures in certain departments without fees, and in certain other 
departments with a reduction of one-half the regular fees. The col- 
leges, the tickets and diplomas of which are recognised under the 
provisions for remission or reduction of fees, are the college members 
of the American Medical College Association, regular colleges not 
members of the Association, but recognised by the Association, and 
regular colleges in Canada and in foreign countries. The tickets or 
credentials for courses of lectures in foreign colleges are assimilated to 
the division of the curriculum of instruction into the seven depart- 
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ments already enumerated. The courses of certain colleges which 
have adopted a graded system of instruction are recognised as fol- 
lows: 

Chicago Medical College, — The first jear in this college is recognised 
as equivalent to one course of lectures upon Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics, Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry. The first and second 
years together are recognised as equivalent to one full course of 
lectures upon the seven departments. 

Medical Depoflrtmemt of JSa/rvard University, — ^The first year in this 
college is recognised as equivalent to one course of lectures upon 
Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry. The first and second years 
tc^ether are recognised as equivalent to two courses of lectures upon 
Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry, and one course upon Practice of 
Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, and Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

Medical Beparimient of the University of Pennsylvania. — ^The first 
year in this college is recognised as equivalent to one course of lectures- 
upon Materia Medica, Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry. The first 
and second years together are recognised as equivalent to two courses 
of lectures upon Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry, and one course 
of lectures upon Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, and Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics. 

Medical Department of Syracuse University, — ^The first year in this 
college is recognised as equivalent to one course of lectures upon 
Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry. The first and second yeara 
together are recognised as equivalent to two courses of lectures upon 
Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry, and one course of lectures upon 
Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, and Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics. 

The diplomas and tickets of Eclectic, Homoeopathic, or Botanio 
colleges, or of colleges devoted to any peculiar system of medicine, are 
not recognised. 

MedM^al Department of Howard University, — This college was ex- 
cluded from recognition by the American Medical College Association 
in 1878. In common with other college members of the Association^ 
the' Bellevue Hospital Medical College does not recognise the diplomas 
or tickets of this college. 

Regulations as regards Bequvrements for OradvMion, 

The requirements for graduation are: Three years' pupilage, after 
eighteen years of age, with a regular physician in good standing, 
inclusive of the time of attendance upon Medical lectures ; attendance 
upon two full courses of lectures, the last being in this College ; 
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•certificates of at least one course of Practical Anatomj or Dissections, 
either at the Bellevne Hospital Medical College, or some accredited 
••college empowered to confer the degree of M.D. ; proper testimonials 
of character; an acceptable thesis composed by and in the hand- 
writing of the candidate ; and a satisfactory examination in each of 
i)he seven departments of instruction, viz., — ^Practice of Medicine, 
'Surgery, Obstetrics, Materia Medica, Physiology, Anatomy, and 
Chemistry. The examinations upon Practice of Medicine and Surgery 
include Diseases of the Nervous System, Pathological Anatomy, 
Ophthalmology, and Diseases of the Skin. Two full courses of lectures 
are absolutely required, and no period of practice is taken as an 
equivalent for one course. The candidate must be twenty-one years 
oi age. In accordance with Section 2, Article III. of the " Articles of 
Confederation " of the American Medical College Association, " no 
candidate shall be eligible for final examination for graduation, unless 
his term of three years shall have been completed, or shall expire at a 
date not later than three months after the close of the final examina- 
tions." In accordance with Section 3 of the same article, no two 
•consecutive courses of instruction shall be held as satisfying the 
requirement of two full courses of lectures before graduation ** unless 
the time between the beginning of the first course and the end of the 
second is greater than fifteen months." According to this provision, 
courses of lectures taken in a particular year at certain colleges which 
hold their sessions in the spring, summer, or fall, will not permit a 
udent to graduate at the close of the next year's session. The courses 
for 1883 of the following named colleges are accordingly excluded : 
Medical Department of Dartmouth College, Kentucky School of 
Medicine, Long Island College Hospital, Medical School of Maine, 
Medical College of the Pacific, Island Hall (Medical Department of 
the University of California), Medical Department of the University 
of Vermont. To prevent any misunderstanding with regard to the 
requirements for graduation, the Faculty point out that the only 
•courses of lectures recognised are those taken at regularly organised 
medical colleges empowered to confer the degree of M.D., the courses 
•embracing Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, Materia Medica, 
Physiology, Anatomy, and Chemistry. The tickets and diplomas of 
Eclectic, Homoeopathic, or Botanic Colleges, or colleges devoted to 
any peculiar system of medicine, are considered irregular, and are not 
recognised under any circumstances. Nor are the certificates of pre- 
ceptors who practice any peculiar system of medicine, or who violate in 
any respect the code of ethics adopted by the profession, in any way 
recognised. The three years of study are required by the charter of the 
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KjoUege, There are three regular examinations for the degree ; one at 
iihe close of the winter session, one at the close of the spring session, 
and one during the first week in October. Candidates who have 
•complie4 with all the requirements maj present themselYes at either of 
these examinations, but they will not be examined at any other time. 
The thesis and certificates must be filed, and the graduation fee paid 
before the examinations in June and October. The June and October 
examinations are exclusivelj for the benefit of those students who 
have attended the course of lectures required, the last course being at 
this College, but whose time of study does not expire until the summer 
•or f alL Graduates of other accredited colleges are examined in all the 
departments, the same as undergraduates, and must fulfil all of the 
requirements demanded of undergraduates, except the writing of a 
thesis. The Faculty will not grant a degree to any graduate of three 
or more years' standing, who does not exhibit to the Secretary a 
-certificate of membership in some Medical Society entitled to repre- 
sentation in the American Medical Association. This rule is inyariable. 
Candidates are expected to matricxdate, to take out tickets for the 
winter session, to have attended lectures during the session, and to pay 
the graduation fee of 30 dols. If they be graduates of three years' 
standing they will receive a ticket to all the lectures on payment of 
the matriculation fee only. The three years recognised are considered 
as ending at the close of the winter session. The three years' date 
from the time of graduation and practice before graduation is not 
-counted. According to this provision, alumni of other accredited 
•colleges who had graduated on or before March 1st, 1883, would be 
admitted to all the lectures of the session of 1885-6, and so on, on 
payment of the matriculation fee. In accordance with a resolu- 
tion passed at a meeting of the Faculty, candidates for the degree 
who appear to the Faculty to be unfit to practice medicine will be 
rejected, as heretofore, their graduation fee will be returned, and 
they will be required to attend another full course of lectures befoi^ 
they can again present themselves for examination. No fees are 
required for this additional course of lectures. Candidates, however, 
who are well prepared in certain departments, but who do not pass an 
•entirely satisfactory examination in certain other departments, may, at 
the pleasure of the Faculty, be conditioned in those departments, not 
exceeding three in nimiber, in which they have been found to be 
deficient. Candidates thus conditioned will be permitted to present 
themselves for a second examination in the departments in which they 
have failed, at the end of six months after their first examination. If 
they then pass satisfactory examinations in the departments in which 
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they liaye been conditioned thej will be recommended to tbe Board of 
Trostees for tbe degree. 

Spedcd Examinations in the Elementary Depa/rtmemts {Prima/nf 

Exa/minations), 

Students wbo baye attended two full winter courses of lectures upon 
all tbe departments taugbt in tbe College maj be examined upon Materia 
Medica, Pbjsiologj, Anatomj, and Obemistry at tbe end of tbe second 
course, and if tbey be successful in tbese examinations will be examined 
at tbe end of tbe tbird course upon Practice of Medicine, Surgery, and 
Obstetrics only. Candidates for tbe Primary examination will be 
required to pay one-balf of tbe graduation fee. Tbe Primary examina- 
tions are beld at tbe close of tbe winter session only. Tbe tbesis, 
certificates, and remainder of tbe graduation fee are to be banded to 
tbe Secretary at tbe regular time before tbe Final examination. 
Students wbo bave passed tbe Primary examinations are required to 
attend anotber full course of lectures before tbey can be admitted to 
tbeir Final examinations. Students wbo desire to graduate by passing 
tbe Primary examination, and afterward tbe Final examination upon 
tbe tbree practical departments, must attend tbree full courses of 
lectures. 

Special Cowrses fwr Students who have Passed their Primary 

Exa/mnaUons, 

Students wbo bave passed tbeir Primary examinations in tbe depart- 
ments of Materia Medica and Tberapeutics, Pbysiology, Anatomy and 
Cbemistry, are expected to devote tbemselyes during tbeir tbird course 
mainly to tbe departments of Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, 
and tbe allied special subjects. Students wbo baye been successful in 
all of tbeir Primary examinations will bave tbe privilege of free 
private instruction in Normal Histology and Microscopical Examina- 
tions of tbe Urine, and in Practical Cbemistry and Toxicology. Tbe 
former course consists of fifteen lessons, tbe latter of twenty lessons. 
Tbese courses will be given eitber in tbe evening or during tbe bours 
of tbe lectures upon Materia Medica, Pbysiology, Anatomy and 
Cbemistry. 

Moitriculaiion Examwnation, 

Tbe diploma of tbe Bellevue Hospital Medical College has been 
officially recognised by tbe Boyal College of Surgeons, England, for 
tbose wbo bave passed a regular matriculation examination in classics* 
mathematics, &c., at some college recognised in England. This matri- 
culation examination is optional with tbe student, and will be given by 
tbe Faculty to all wbo desire it before tbey bave attended their first 
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ooTiTse of lectures. It cannot be given to graduates or to those who 
haye aJreadj attended medical lectures in this or any other medical 
college, as the examination is regarded as preparatory to the study 
of medicine. The svibjects for the Matriculation examination are as 
follow: (1) English Language, including grammar and composition; 
(2) Arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal fractions ; (3) Algebra, 
including simple equations ; (4) Geometry, Euclid, i., iL ; (5) Latin, 
translation and grammar. 

In addition to the above, one of the following optional studies is 
required: Greek, French, German, or Natural Philosophy, including 
Mechanics, Hydrostatics, and Pneumatics. 

Text Boohs, — ^Latin — Cessar, De Bello Gallico, books i., ii. ; Natural 
Philosophy— Peek's "Ganot," or Parker's "Philosophy;" Greek— St. 
John's Gospel, chap, i.; French — " T616maque," L, or ''Charles XII.," L; 
German — ^Adler's " Reader," 1st part. For those who have passed the 
above examination before attending their first course of lectures, the 
diplomas and the tickets of the College are recognised by the Boyal 
College of Surgeons of England. The examination is not required of 
those who have already passed a matriculation examination at a medical 
ooUege or a university recognised in England. The matriculation 
examination is necessary for. those only who expect to present their 
tickets or diplomas for recognition in Great Britain. Students who 
desire thiB examination mmrt hand in their names to the Secretary 
within the first two weeks of the regular term. 

The reqnirementB for giadnation are rigidly adhered to, no honorary degrees 
aire oonf erred (see below), and no degree is ever conferred except after a full 
personal examination of the candidate upon the departments of Praotioe of 
Medicine, Snrgery, Obstetrics, Materia Medica, and Therapeutics, PhyaiQlogyy 
Anatomy and ChemiBtry. 

Persons desiring any more detailed information concerning the 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College should communicate with the 
Secretary of the Faculty. 

Medical College Association. 

Article lY. of the American Medical College Association runs 
thus: 

The honorary degree of Doctor in Medline may be granted, bnt not more 
than once yearly, to distingniihed physicians or scientific men of over forty 
yeaza of age. In snoh case the diploma shall bear across its face the word 
"Honorary" in oonspionons ohazaotem, and the same word shall always be- 
appended to the name d the recipient in aU lists d graduates.

Habyabd Uniyebsitt. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Science is granted by this body. The 
Dental Department of the UniYersity is established in Boston in order 
to secure in connection with the Medical Department those adYantages 
for clinical instruction which are found only in large cities. Instmc- 
tion in this school is giYen throughout the academic year, by lectures, 
recitations, clinical teaching, and practical exercises, tmiformly distri- 
huted. The year begins on the Thursday following the last Wednesday 
in September, and ends on the last Wednesday in June. There is a 
recess, beginning the 23rd December and ending on the 2nd January, 
and a spring recess, beginning on the Wednesday before Fast day and 
ending on the following Tuesday, both inclusiYC. The course of 
nstruction is progressiYe, and extends OYer two years ; the teaching 
of one year not being repeated in the next. The first year is identical 
with that of the Hanrard Medical School, the student receiYing the 
same instruction by the same professors at the same time and pl^oe 
with the medical students, and, at the end of the year, passing the 
same examinations. It is the object of the Faculty to present a 
<M>mplete course of instruction in the theory and practice of Dentistry, 
and for this purpose a well-appointed laboratory and infirmary axe 
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provided, and Gmcli arrangements made as insure an ample supply of 
patients. Clinical instruction is given bj the professors, and under 
iihe direction of demonstrators patients are assigned to the students, 
insuring to all opportunity of operating at the chair, iEoid becoming bj 
actual practice familiar with all the operations demanded of the 
dentist. The Infirmary, which is a department of the Massachusetts 
'General Hospital, remains open, and one of the clinical instructors and 
the demonstrator are in attendance daily throughout the academic 
year, offering to students unsurpassed facilities for acquiring practical 
Imowledge and manipulatiye dexterity. Eight thousand operations 
•on the average are performed eyery year. Students have access to the 
hospitals of the city ; to the dissecting room, library, and museum of 
the Medical College; and also, without additional charge, to the 
instruction given in any other department of the Uniyersity, with the 
exception of exercises carried on in the special laboratories. 

Cowrse of Instiruction.^^The following are the methods of study 
■adopted in the yarious departments: Anatomy — Lectures, largely 
illustrated by the anatomical preparations and models of the Warren 
Museum, and by an extensiye series of coloured drawings and diagrams ; 
various practical exercises, including abundant dissection under the 
direction of the demonstrator ; recitations from text books; histology. 
Physiology — ^Lectures, recitations, conferences, and practical demon- 
strations in the laboratory. A new physiological laboratory has been 
fitted up, which is under the supervision of an able teacher, who devotes 
his whole time to this department. Chemistry is taught mainly by 
practical work in the laboratory, the student having his own desk and 
apparatus. G^eral chemistry and qualitative analysis are taught 
-during the first year. Beside the laboratory work, there is a lecture 
rand recitation every week. Sv/rgery — ^Lectures and recitations in oral 
surgery, illustrated by coloured drawings and by recent and morbid 
specimens. All approved instruments and apparatus are exhibited and 
^explained. Operations are performed on the living subject at the 
hospital, and upon the dead body. Instruction is given in the use of 
ansBsthetics. Instruction in clinical surgery is given at the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital and City Hospital every week. Swrgical 
Pathology — ^Lectures and recitations embracing the subjects of shock, 
■inflammation, repair, suppuration, ulceration, mortification, embolism, 
pyasmia, erysipelas, and tetanus. Operative Dentistry — ^The instruction 
in this department is both didactic and practical. The professor and 
assistants endeavour to demonstrate all known methods of performing 
operations upon the teeth and other tissues involved. The treatment 
•of irr^ularities, origin and treatment of decay materials used for

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filling teetli, the most improyed instmmeiits used in operating &c., are 
appropriately discussed. Clinics are held at the infirmary, and evesty 
aTailable means used to make the student practically acquainted with 
all the modem improvements of this important branch of dental 
scienoe. OriU Pathology cmd fiftir^eri^— Lectures and recitations upon 
the Anatomy and Surgical Pathology of the Tissues in and about the 
Mouth. Material furnished for the examination of the tissues in & 
healthy and diseased condition, -with instruction in its prex>aration. 
Dental TAerapeu^s— The instruction from this chair embraces the 
application of the general principles of medicine to the speciality of* 
dentistry, -with a consideration of sensitiye dentine, caries, pulpitis, 
peritonitis, alveolar abscess, gingivitis, necrosis, and other diseased 
conditions of the dental and contiguous tissues, with reference to their- 
treatment and the therapeutical agents used therefor. Mechaniedl 
Dentistry — ^Lectures and practical work in the laboratory ; the manner 
in which mineral teeth are constructed, the principles and method of 
carving and furnace work, and all compounds used for artificial 
teeth ; also metallurgy, and the manner in which gold and silver plates 
are prepared and adapted to the mouth ; the use of rubber and other 
articles as bases. It is the aim to teach not only the mere mechanical 
processes of dentistry, but that combination of art with mechanisn^ 
which enables the practitioner to effect so much in restoring the 
symmetry of the face and usefulness of the teeth, where they have 
been lost or impaired by accident or diseasa 

Exomdnations.'^The examinations wiU be held in the following- 
order, viz. : At the end of the first year in the studies of that year. 
Anatomy (including dissection), Physiology, and G^eral Chemistry. 
A certificate from the Demonstrator of Anatomy will be required of 
each student that he has satisfactorily dissected the three parts of the 
body. At the end of the second year in the studies of that year, viz. : 
Oral Pathology, Dental Materia Medica and Therapeutics, Oral Sur* 
gery. Surgical Pathology, Operative and Mechanical Dentistry. The 
examinations in operative and mechanical dentistry will include actual 
operations performed during the year, and the preparation of sped* 
mens of mechanical dentistry. 

Requisitions for the Degree. — ^The degree of Doctor of Dental Medicine 
(DentarisB MedicinsB Doctor) may be conferred upon each candidate,, 
of adult age and of good moral character, who gives evidence of 
having studied medicine or dentistry three full years, at least one 
continuous year of which must have been spent at this school. He 
must also have presented a satisfactory thesis, passed all the required 
examinations, and convinced the professors of operative and mecha- 
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nical dentistry of Ida abilitj to meet satisfactorily the requirements of 
Ids art. He mnst also deposit with the Dean, to be placed in the 
Musenm of the College, a specimen of mechanical dentistry, or of 
practical or pathological anatomy, prepared during the course under 
the ^e of the instructor. Students may be admitted to advanced 
standing upon passing a satisfactory examination in a majority of the 
studies already pursued by the class; but no student shall advance 
with his class, or be admitted to advanced standing, until he has 
passed such examination, neither does admission to advanced standing 
diiYiiniRh the time (three years) to be spent in professional studies. 
The regular examinations are held at the end of each year in June, 
and for advanced standing, on the studies of the preceding year, a week 
before the opening of the school in September. No student will be 
^Uowed to anticipate the examinations in the regular course of studies 
of his year, except by special permission of the Faculty. Students 
intending to present themselves for examination must notify the Dean 
by letter of such intention two weeks before the time when the exami- 
nation is to be held. The examinations are conducted in writing. No 
student will receive his degree untiL he has passed a satisfactory 
examination in all the above-mentioned subjects, and presented a 
<;ertificate from the Demonstrator of Anatomy that he has satisfactorily 
dissected the three parts of the body. Those who fail in any subject 
may present themselves in that subject again at the next regular 
'examination. The work in the operative and mechanical infirmaries 
will go on throughout the course ; but no student will be permitted to 
operate at the chair until he has, by observation and practice on ex- 
tracted teeth, satisfied the Professor of his fitness. 

The Faculty recommend young men who propose to take the degree 
to spend the whole of the required term of three years of study in the 
school. But those who wish to spend but two of the three years in the 
school are earnestly advised to pass their first year of study, before 
entering, under the direction of a competent private instructor. 
Graduates of recognised dental schools will be admitted to the courses 
of Operative and Mechanical Dentistry on payment of 50 dols. for 
each, or 100 dols. for both, for the whole or any portion of the academic 
year. 

The Idhnmf at the Medical College is open to the student on the 
deposit of 5 dols., to be refunded to him upon returning all books. 
The College Library at Cambridge is also open to the College students. 
The Boston Public Library is open to all students. 

Fees, — ^There are no fees for matriculation, for the diploma, nor for 
the demonstrators. For the first year a student is a member of 
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the school, the fee is 200 dols., in two payments of 120 dols. an^ 
80 dols., at the beginning of each term ; for the second year, 150 dols.^ 
in two payments of 100 dols. and 50 dols., payable at the beginning of 
each term ; for any subsequent year 50 dols., payable at the beginning- 
of the year. Of students who do not pay in adyance, a bond of 300* 
dols., executed by two sufficient bondsmen, one of whom must be a 
citizen of Massachusetts, is required. A copy of such b6nd will be 
sent, on application, to the Dean of the Faculty. To students* 
depositing these bonds, term bills will be presented a week before the 
end of the first term, to be paid within two weeks ; and also, one week 
or more before commencement, to be paid on or before the beginning 
of the next academic year. Such students shall be held responsible for 
the payment of fees until they shall have notified the Dean of their 
intention to withdraw from the school, and haye received their bond 
from the Treasurer. No degree can be conferred till all dues to the 
school are discharged. 

The stvden^a expenses may be reduced, in accordance with his means^ 
to the standard which prevails in other cities. The Janitor will advise 
students in the selection of boarding places, and will always have a list 
of such as are in the vicinity of the College buildings, varying in their 
rates of charges. Students, on joining the school, must enter their 
names with the Dean of the Faculty.

^ Instruction is given by lectures, recitations, clinical teaching, and 
practical exercises, imiformly distributed throughout the year. The 
year begins on the Thursday following the last Wednesdeky in Sep- 
tember, and ends on the last Wednesday in June. There is a recess at 
Christmas, beginning December 23 and ending January 2, and a spring 
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recess, beginning on the Wednesday before Fast day, and ending on 
the following Tuesday, inclusiye. llie course of instruction ...» 
is so arranged as to carry the student progressively and systematically 
from one subject to another, and in a just and natural order. In the 
subjects of Anatomy, Histology, Chemistry and Pathological Anatomy, 
laboratory work is substituted for or added to the usual didactic 
lectures, and is as much required of eyery student as attendance at 
lectures and recitations." 

The course of study recommended by the Faculty coyers four years, 
but until further notice the degree of Doctor of Medicine will continue 
to be giyen upon the completion of three years of study, to be as ample 
and full as heretofore. The degree of Doctor of Medicine cwm lavde 
will be giyen to candidates who haye pursued a complete four years' 
course and obtained an ayerage of 75 per cent, upon aU the examina- 
tions of this course. In addition to the ordinary degree of Doctor of 
Medicine as heretofore obtained, a certificate of attendance on the 
studies of the fourth year will be giyen to such students desiring it as 
shall haye attended the course and haye passed a satisfactory exami- 
nation in the studies of the same. Instead of the customary oral 
examination for the degree of Doctor of Medicine, held at the end of the 
three and four years' period of study, a series of written examinations on 
all the main subjects of medical instruction has been distributed for 
regular students through their entire course of study. Eyery candidate 
for the degree must pass a satisfactory examination in eyery one of 
the principal departments of medical instruction at some time during 
his period of study. Members of any one department of Haryard 
Uniyersity haye a right to attend lectures and recitations in any other 
department without paying additional fees. Students in the Medical 
School who wish to ayail themselyes of this opportunity of pursuing 
scientific or other studies may do so without loss of time, counted 
as medical study, to such extent and in such manner as the Medical 
Faculty shall in each case prescribe. Undergraduates intending to 
study Medicine are adyised to pay special attention to the study of 
Natural History, Chemistry, Physics, and the French and German 
languages while in College. 

Admviaaion. — ^All candidates for admission, excepting those who haye 
passed an examination for admission to Hiaryard College, must present 
a degree in Letters or Science from a recognised college or scientific 
school, or pass an examination on the Monday preceding the last Wed- 
nesday in June or September, at 10 a.m., in the following subjects : 
(1) English — ^Eyery candidate shall be required to write legibly a^d 
correctly an English composition of not less than two hundred words. 
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and also to write English prose from dictation. (2) Latinr^The trans- 
lation of easy Latin prose. (3) Physics — ^A competent knowledge of 
Physics (such as may be obtained from Balfour Stewart's '* Elements 
of Physics")* (4) Elective Subject — Each candidate shall pass an 
approved examination in such one of the following branches as he may 
elect : French, German, the Elements of Algebra, or of Plane Geometiy, 
Botany. The examinations will be conducted in writing, and speci- 
mens of the papers used will be sent on application to the Secretary. 
In judging the work of the candidate, the spelling, grammar, and 
construction will be considered. Graduates in medicine will not be 
required to pass this examination on joining the school. No student 
becomes a member of the school until he has registered his name with 
the Secretary of the Faculty.

Methods of Instruction, — The following methods are adopted in the 
aeyeral departments : Anaiovfvy — ^Lectures ; various practical exercises* 
ncluding abundant dissection under the direction of the demonstrator, 
recitations from text books ; Histology. Physiology — ^Lectures, recita- 
tions, conferences, and practical demonstrations in the Laboratory. To 
students of the second, third, and fourth classes, opportunities are 
giyen for original investigations in the Laboratory. Chendstry is taught 
mainly by practical work in the Laboratory, the student haying his own 
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desk and apparatus. Greneral Oliemistiy and Qnalitatiye Analysis are 
taught during the first year. Besides the laboratory work there is a 
lecture and a recitation every week. In the second year Medical 
Chemistry is taught by lectures, recitations, and exercises in the 
Laboratory. Pathological Anatomy is taught by lectures, recitations^ 
and practical instruction in Pathological Histology. The collection of 
the Warren Anatomical Museum is used to illustrate the lectures, and 
many morbid specimens are shown in a fresh state. Students also> 
receive practical instruction in the method of making autopsies, and 
are admitted to those made at both hospitals. Special classes iui 
Pathological Histology, including the diagnosis of tumors, are formed 
for those who are provided with a microscope. Such students are- 
required to prepare the various objects. The school possesses a number 
of microscopes for the use of those students whose means will not 
permit the purchase of an instrument. Materia Medica a/nd Thera^ 
peutics — ^Materia Medica is taught by lectures and practical demonstra- 
tions. Therapeutics, or the physiological action of drugs, and their 
application to disease, is taught in the third year, by lectures, recita- 
tions, and hospital exercises. The Theory amd Practice of Medicine— 
Lectures, recitations, and hospital visits. Clinical Medicine — ^Daily 
instruction is given in this department by hospital visits and other 
exercises. Students are furnished with cases for personal examination,, 
and are called upon to report them before the class, where they are 
criticised. These examinations are held both in the wards and in th& 
amphitheatre. Another exercise, known as the " Clinical Conference,'" 
affords an opportunity for more thorough preparation of cases ; more 
time being allowed for their study. The full written report of a case is 
read by the student who has examined it ; it is afterwards criticised by 
the class, by the Professor of Clinical Medicine, and other teachers of 
the school. In addition to this a regular course of supplementary 
instruction is given in auscultation and percussion, and in laryngoscopy 
which affords students an abundant opportunity for acquiring a 
thoroughly practical knowledge of these methods of exploration. Swrgery 
— Lectures and recitations. There are also courses on Surgical 
Anatomy, Minor Surgery, Surgical Histology, Bandaging, and Opera- 
tive Surgery. In the latter, students of the third and fourth classes 
are supplied with material for repeating the usual surgical operations. 
Instruction in Clinical Surgery is given at the Massachusetts General 
Hospital and City Hospital throughout the year, as follows : First half 
yea/r — Clinical lectures on cases, per week, 2; surgical visits in the 
hospital wards, per week, 2 ; public operating days, per week, 2 ; total 
number of exercises per week, 6. Second half yea/r — Clinical lectures. 
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on cases, per week, 1 ; surgical visits in the hospital wards, per week»- 
3 ; public operating days, per week, 3 ; total nnmber of exercises per 
week, 7. The Professor of Clinical Surgery holds an exercise twice a 
week in winter at the City Hospital. On one day a clinical lecture is 
given over surgical cases brought into the operating theatre, illustrated 
by explorations and operations. On the other day a bedside clinic i& 
held in the wards. A third exercise is held each week in winter, in the 
form of a surgical conference, at which third and fourth years' students- 
make a fall written report of a surgical case, which is then criticised 
by their fellow students and by the professor. Eveiy candidate for a 
degree is required to report a clinical case in surgery. Obstetrics — 
Lectures and recitations. Students are instructed in the usual opera- 
tions on the mannikin, and have opportunities to take charge of 
cases of obstetrics in their third year. A course of operative obstetrics^ 
with practical illustrations on the cadaver is given. Diseases of Women 
and Children — ^Lectures and clinical instructions. Ophthalmology — ^A 
complete course is delivered upon the diseases of the eye, including 
clinical instruction and the use of the ophthalmoscope. Dermaitolog%f 
is taught by lectures and clinical illustrations. The special out- 
patient department at the Massachusetts Greneral Hospital furnishes 
ample opportunities for illustration. 

HsMvminaiiions, — ^The regular examinations are held in the following: 
order: At the end of the f/rst jesx — Anatomy, Physiology, and G^eral 
Chemistry ; at the end of the second year — ^Topographical Anatomy, 
Medical Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Pathological Anatomy; at 
the end of the third year — ^Therapeutics, Obstetrics, Theoiy and Practice 
of Medicine, Surgery; at the end of the fourth year — Ophthalmology, 
Otology, Dermatology, Syphilis, Laryngology, Mental Diseases, Diseases 
of Nervous System, Diseases of Women, Diseases of Children, Obste-^ 
tries. Clinical and Operative Obstetrics, Clinical Medicine, Clinical 
and Operative Surgery, Hygiene, Forensic Medicine. The examina* 
tions of the first two years are common to both groups of students^ 
The Jmal examinations at the close of the third year are in the following 
subjects: Therapeutics, Obstetrics, Surgery and Clinical Surgery, 
Theory and Practice of Medicine, Clinical Medicine. The regular 
examinations are held at the end of each year in June, and a week 
before the opening of the school in September on the studies of tho 
preceding year. No student shall be allowed to anticipate the exami- 
nations in the regular course of studies of his year, except by special 
permission of the Faculty. No student is allowed to present him- 
self for examination in any branch without notifying the Dean, by 
letter, that he intends to do so, one month before the time when the 
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^exanimation is to be held. The examinations are conducted mainly in 
writing. No student will receiye his degree until lie has passed a 
satisfactory examination in all the subjects of the three years' course, 
•and presented a certificate from the demonstrator of anatomy that he 
has satisfactorily dissected the three parts of the body. Those who 
fail in any subject may present themselyes in that subject again at the 
next regular examination. 

Division of Stt/denta. — Students are divided into four dasses, 
.according to their time of study and proficiency, and during their last 
year will receiye largely increased opportunities of instruction in the 
specif branches mentioned. Students following the three years' 
-course are classified as heretofore, and the instruction in the special 
branches is of the same character as that which has been given for 
several years. Students who began their professional studies elsewhere 
may be admitted to advanced standing, but aU persons who apply for 
■admission to the advanced classes must pass an examination in the 
branches already pursued by the class to which they seek admission, 
«nd furnish a satisfactory certificate of time spent in medical studies. 
No student may advance with his class or be admitted to advanced 
standing until he has passed the required examination in the studies 
of the previous year, or a majority of them ; nor may he become a 
member of the third class until he has passed all the examinationa of 
the first, in addition to a majority of those of the second year. 
Students who do not intend to offer themselves for a degree will, how- 
ever, be received for any portion of the course. Any student may 
obtain, witl^out an examination, a certificate of his period of connection 
with the school. 

Bequi/remenU for a Degree. — ^Every candidate must be twenty-one 
years of age and of good moral character, must give evidence of having 
studied medicine three or four fuU years, have spent at least one con- 
tinuous year at this school, have presented a satisfactory thesis, and 
have passed the required examinations. The course of study recom- 
mended by the Faculty covers four years, but, until further notice, the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine will continue to be given upon completion 
of three years of study, to be as ample and full as heretofore, to 
•candidates who have passed satisfactorily the examinations hitherto 
required. 

Fees <md Eoepenses, — For matriculation, 5 dols. ; for a year, 
200 dols. (if in two payments — at the first, 120 dols. ; at the second, 
80 dols.) ; for a half year alone, 120 dols. ; for graduation, 30 dols. 
Of students who do not pay in advance, a bond for 300 dols., 
•executed by two sufficient bondsmen, one of whom must be a 
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citdzen of Massachusetts, is required. A copy of such bond will 
be sent on application to the Secretary of the Faculty. To students, 
depositing tbese bonds term bills will be presented at the end of the 
first term, to be paid within two weeks, and also one week or morfr 
before commencement, to be paid on or before the beginning of the 
next academic year. Such students shall be held responsible for the 
payment of fees until they shall have notified the Dean of their inten- 
tion to withdraw from the school and have subsequently received their 
bonds from the Treasurer. No degree can be conferred till all dues to 
the School are discharged. The student's general expenses may be 
reduced, in accordance with his means, to the standard which prevails 
in other cities. The Janitor of the Medical Oollege will always have 
a list of boarding-houses in the vicinity of the college building, varying 
in their rates of charges from 5 dols. to 10 dols. a week. 

Pecfwmary Aid, — ^Four yearly achola/rshi/ps have been established of 
the value of 200 dols. each, open to meritorious students who have 
been at the school for one or two years. Only those needing assistance 
are expected to apply, and from such those holding the highest rank 
will have the preference. Two oMUtcmta in the chemical laboratory 
are appointed annually from such deserving students as need aid. 
Stndents holding this position are exempt from the payment of the 
fee for tuition during their term of service. 

Cowse of Stvdy for Qradfuatea, — ^Por the purpose of affording to 
those who are already graduates in Medicine additional facilities for 
pursuing dinical, laboratory, and other studies, for which they had not 
previously found leisure, in such subjects as may specially interest 
them, and as a substitute, in part, for the opportunities heretofore 
sought in Europe, the Faculty have established a post-graduate course, 
of which the following is a programme. The fee in each branch 
is for a single half-year. Histology : The various methods of examining^ 
the different tissues are employed, and opportunities for origioal 
research are offered. Fee, 20 dols. Physiology : . Opportimities for 
original investigation in the Physiological Laboratory. Fee, 30 dols. 
Meddedl Chemiatry : Practical instruction in the Chemical Laboratory,, 
in the analysis of the urine, and other animal fluids in health and 
disease, and of poisons ; examinations of Iblood stains and other objects 
connected with medico-legal investigations, with the application of 
the microscope to those processes. Greneral analysis also, if desired. 
Laboratory /6e, 30 dols. Paihological Anatom/y : Practical instruction 
in Pathological Histology and the examination of specimens in the 
Microscopical Laboratory, and opportunity for witnessing and making 
autopsies. Fee, 20 dols. Swrgery: A practical course of Operative 
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Surgery, and instraction on the application of bandages and apparatus. 
I^ee, 25 dols. La/ryngology is practically taught, and Diseases of the 
Larynx demonstrated by the aid of the oxy-hydrogen light. Fee, 
20 dols. Ophthalmology : OILnical instruction, lectures on Diseases of 
the Eye, and demonstrations of the methods of performing operations. 
Exercises in the use of the ophthalmoscope. Fee, 25 dols. Otology : 
Lectures and clinical instruction in Diseases of the Ear. Fee, 15 dols. 
B&rmatology : Clinical instruction in Diseases of the Skin, illustrated 
by patients in this department of the Massachusetts General HospitaL 
Lectures. Fee, 25 dols. Syphilis : Clinical instruction at the Boston 
Dispensary, and at the City Hospital (second half-year). Fee, 15 dols. 
Diseases of the Nervous System-. Practical illustrations of the appli- 
cation of yarious forms of electricity. Lectures. Fee, 15 dollars. 
'OynoBcology : Clinical instruction in the Diseases of Women. Fee, 
10 dols. Obstetrics : Cases supplied and Clinical instruction given ; 
a course of Oj^erative Obstetrics. Fee, 20 dols. Those pursuing this 
•course may elect the studies to which they will give their attention, 
•and allot the time which they will devote to each. They will be exempt, 
unless at their option, from examinations, and may obtain a certificate 
of attendance on this course of advanced study. On payment of the 
iull fee for the course they will have the privilege of attending any of 
Hke other exercises of the medical school, the use of its laboratories 
and library, and all other rights accorded by the university. Graduates 
of other medical schools may obtain the degree of M.D. at this Univer- 
sity after a year's study in the graduates' course. The required exami- 
nations maybe passed in such order as is desired, but only at the stated 
seasons. The fee for a year is 200 dols. ; for a half year, 120 dols. For 
^any of the special courses, such fees as are above specified." Persons 
desiring farther information may address the Secretary, Harvard Uni- 
versity, Boston, Mass., U.S. 

Prizes, Scholarships, &c, — ^The following are open to candidates for 
tany university degree : (1) A distribution of hoolcs, called Deturs, is 
made from the income of the Hopkins Foundation near the beginning 
of the academic year to meritorious students of one year's standing. 
(2) Prize DissertaMons : Three prizes are offered to candidates for 
degrees : i. Two prizes of 100 dols. each for dissertations on certain 
subjects or translation of passages into Latin and Greek. The subjects 
for the dissertation and the passages for translation are varied from 
year to year. ii. Three prizes of *' not more than one hundred dollars 
nor less than fifty dollars each" for dissertations on prescribed sub- 
jects, iii. One prize under the above regulation for dissertations, 
iv. One prize for translations, v. Two prizes for dissertations. 
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Prizes for MocwHon : Passages are to be selected from some known 
^author and rehearsed before the College authorities. There are two 
prizes of 60 dols. each and three of 45 dols. each. Prizes for 
Reading will be awarded : " To Freshmen, prizes to the amount of 
150 dols. ; no one to be more than 50 dols. or less than 20 dols. Every 
•competitor will be required to read from" (one of the following 
works) "'Hamlet,' 'Bomeo and Juliet,' first two books of Milton's 
'Paradise Lost,' *She Stoops to Conquer,' Irving's 'Life of Qold- 
smith/ Hawthorn's 'Our Old Home,' Greorge Eliot's 'Silas Mamer,' 
Scott's 'Abbot.' No freshman will be allowed to read for these 
prizes who does not present from the master of the school at 
which he was fitted for the College a certificate to the effect that 
his excellence in reading qualifies him to compete, or who in the 
absence of such certificate fails to satisfy one of the instructors in 
elocution that he is so qualified. To sophomores (senior students) 
prizes to the amount of 150 dols. ; no one to be more than 50 dols. or 
less than 20 dols." 

Pecwniary Aid.*^" The experience of the past warrants the statement 
that good scholars of high character but slender means are seldom 
or never obliged to leave the College for want of money." One 
hundred and seventeen scholarships exist in Harvard University.

Any student who shall have previoasly passed, in the undergraduate depart- 
ment or Scientific School of Harvard University, an examination in Genezal 
Chemistry (indnding qualitative analysis) will be exempt from examination in 
this branch, and may pursue the study of Medical Chemistry during his first 
year. The latter privilege will be granted to students from other colleges and 
scientific schools who have received instruction in general chemistry equivalent 
in character and amount to that of the first year, on passing a satisfactory 
examination at the September examination, provided that satisfactory evidence 
of such previous study be sent to the Secretary of the Faonlty one month 
before the date of this examination. 

OOLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS AND SUBGEONS OF BaLTIMOBE. 

Candidates for the degree of M,D. must have attended two ooursee of 
lectures, of which the last must bave been at the College, and must 
have studied medicine for three years. The Faculty recommend stu- 
dents to study at the College, or at some other school of medicine, for 
the whole cwniculuni, and they are of opinion that the subjects of 
study should be arranged as f oUows : Fi/rst yea/r — ^Anatomy, Physiology, 
Materia Medica, and Chemistry; second year — Gynecology, Diseases 
of the Eye and Ear, Diseases of the Nervous System, Diseases of the 
Skin, and Medical Jurisprudence; third yea/r — ^Principles and Prac- 
tice of Medicine, Principles and Practice of Surgery, Obstetrics, Clinical 
Medicine, and Diseases of Children. If the student pursue this course 
of study at the College he will be allowed to present himself for 
examination at the end of each year in the subjects with which he has 
been engaged during this period, and such examination will be final.

Candidates for the MM, degree must have attended two winter 
<x>iir8es of lectures, the last at this College, and must have studied 
medicine for three years. The examinoMons are written, and comprise 
the subjects of: Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, Obstetrics, 
Surgery, Medicine, and Chemistry. Having in view the advantage of a 
graduated course of instruction, the Faculty will admit those 
students who have attended two courses of lectures, and completed 
two years' study, to an examination in Anatomy, Chemistry, and 
Physiology, and the remaining subjects of examination may be taJcen 
at the conclusion of the curriculum. 

There is no compulsory matriculation examination, but students 
desiring to qualify in other countries are strongly recommended to 
attend such an examination at the University, which is held in the 
subjects required by most English licensing bodies, viz.: English 
Grammar and Composition, Arithmetic, Euclid (first two books). Alge- 
bra (including simple equations), Latin translation and grammar, and 
either French, German, Greek, or Natural Philosophy (including 
Mechanics, Hydrostatics, and Pneumatics). 

Fees, — ^Total, including graduation, 180 dols. Students who have 
already attended two full courses of lectures in other schools are 
admitted on paying the matriculation fee and 70 dols. 

Boa/rd may be obtained in New York for 5 dols. per week. 

Prizes. — ^The Faculty offers from year to year various sums of money 
as prizes. In 1880 there were two of 500 dols. each and one of 200 dols. 

Univbbsity of Pennsylvania. 

Candidates for the degree of Doctor of Medicine must pass a pre- 
liminary examination in Composition and the Elements of Physics. 
Those students who have already passed an examination in the subjects 
of general education will be exempt from any further ordeaL The 
<nirriculum is of three years' duration, and one course of instruction 
must have been attended at the University. A thesis has to be written 
before graduation.

The- 
second of such courses must have been taken at the Qollege. Oandi* 
dates must haye practiced dissections during six months at least. 
Before graduation a thesis must be written, and deposited with the^ 
Secretary. A candidate who has completely failed to pass his exami- 
nations for the degree of Doctor in Medidne may appear a second time 
at the next stated period of examination ; but if, on so appearing, he 
a second time completely fail, he must thereafter matriculate, and^ 
attend at this College a third full course of lectures in all branches, 
before he is allowed to appear a third time for examination. A candi- 
date is admitted to the said third course of lectures on payment of the 
matriculation fee only. The examinations are conducted in writing,, 
and embrace all the seven subjects taught. Anatomy, Physiology, 
and Chemistry may be taken at the close of the second course of 
lectures on these subjects. 

Three results are possible with regard to the examinations and the 
thesis written: The candidate is ''passed" when his thesis and examina- 
tions have been satisfactory in each and all of the seyen branches of 
medical teaclung enumerated under the head of " lectures." He is- 
'* conditioned" when the average merit of his thesis and examinations 
has been satisfactory, while in one or more branches he has been found 
deficient ; in this case the candidate can proceed to his degree only on. 
the condition that he first pass a re-examination in the deficient branch 
or branches not sooner than at the next regular semi-annual examina- 
tion. He is "rejected" when the average merit of his thesis and 
examinations has been unsatisfactory ; in this case the candidate must^ 
be re-examined in all the seven branches, but the writing of a new 
thesis is rarely required.

A dissecting case, containing all the 
necessary instruments, can be bought for 4 dols. Board can be- 
obtained at from five to nine dollars a week. 
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Scholarshi^Sy &c, — One prize of 150 dole., one of 75 dole., one of 
'25 dols., awarded annually for the best reports in writing of dinical 
instruction given at the New York Hospital Prizes for Proficiency at 
"RxaTniTiation are ten in number, viz. : one of 500 dols., one of 300 dols., 
one of 200 dols., and seven lower prizes of 25 dols. each. These are 
awarded annually, after competition, among those graduates who in 
itheir final examination and thesis have been awarded "honours." The 
Alwnvni AseociaHon Prize is of 500 dols. value, and open to competi- 
tion by all alumni of the College. Candidates write an original essay 
upon any subject they may select. The CaHwrigkt Prize of the 
-AluniTii Association is of 500 dols. value. The conditions are the same 
as those of the last. Both the *' Alumni " prizes are offered alternately. 
Stevens^ Triewaial Prize is of 200 dols. value, and is awarded for an 
'essay containing the results of original research. The subjects for 
investigation are announced by the authorities three years previous to 
each competition. The prize is open 'to " all world " candidates. The 
Joseph Mather Smith Prize, of 100 dols. value, is awarded annually for 
the best essay on a previously announced subject.

Fees. — ^100 dols. each session; matriculation fee, 5 dols.; dissecting 
ticket, optional (!) ; diploma fee, 30 dols. 

Medical Societies. 

Amongst the Medical Societies of the United States are : The New 
York Pathological Society, the American Neurological Association, the 
NewTork Neurological Society, and the American Academy of Medicine. 

N'EW YoBE Pathological Society. — ^Requirements for admission 
to membership : (1) That the applicant be a licensed physician in good 
standing ; (2) that he present through a member a specimen of morbid 
anatomy, accompanied by a history of the same, or a paper on some 
subject that has been the topic of discussion in the society. Admission 
fee, 5 dols. 

The Amebican Neubological Association. — There are three 
sorts of members : (1) Active members, not exceeding fifty in number, 
^and who must be at the time of their election residents of the United 
States; (2) honorary members, not exceeding twelve in number; and 
{3) associate members, not exceeding twenty-five in number. Honorary 
members are nominated by six active members. Associate members 
are nominated by two active members. Candidates for active member- 
*ship must submit a paper on some subject connected with neurological 
•science. Annuail subscription, 5 dols. 

New Yobs Nettbological Society.— -There are two classes of 
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members, aotiye and honorary. Any pliysioiaii in good atanding i» 
eligible for actiye membersbip. Honorary membersbip is conferred 
uponsaoh pbysicians only as have particnlarly distingaisbed them.* 
selves by their contributions to neurological science. They may be 
either residents of the United States or of foreign countries. The 
jMimber of adare members is not limited. l%e number of honorary 
members must not exceed fifty.- Candidates for active membership 
smst be proposed by two active members. Candidates for hcmorary 
membenJbip must be proposed by six active members. Admission fee 
for active members, 5 dols.; annual subscription, 2 dels. 

Amebican Academy of Medicine. — ^The objects of the Academj 
are : To bring those who are alumni of classical, scientific, and medical 
schools into closer relations with each other ; to encourage young men 
-to pursue regular courses of study in classical and scientific institutions 
before enteriug upon the study of medicine ; to extend the bounds of 
medical science, to elevate the profession, to relieve human suffering, 
and to prevent disease. The membership of the Academy consists, 
of fellows and honorary members. The f ellovrs must be alumni of 
respectable institutions of learning, having received therefrom the 
degree of B.A. or M.A. after a course of systematic study, and the 
degree of M.D. after a regular course of study not less than thre& 
years. When a candidate is an alumnus of a foreign institution not 
granting the arts degrees mentioned, a certificate or certificates may^ 
be accepted in lieu thereof if considered equivalent by the CounciL 
In such case the candidate must subsequently have received the 
degree of M.D. The admission fee is 5 dols. There is no annual sub- 
scription. 

Laws Affecting the Pbactiob of Medicine. 

These laws vary in the different States. 

AT.AT^AiffA. — ^The Licensing Bodies of the State have the exclusive 
light of granting power to practice. Qualified men from other 
countries and states must submit th^ qualifications for approval ; if" 
found satisfactory their holders will b^allowed to practice. 

CaIiIFOBNIA. — ^The regulations resemble those of Alabama. 

Connecticut. — Any diplomate or graduate in medicine is allowed 
to practice. 

Delaware. — ^Therelis in this State a Medical Examining Board, and 
fxraotitioners must have obtained its license or been admitted to practice- 
in some other of the States. 

Flobida. — ^Anyone may practice, provided he can produce (1) a 
diploma from any medical body; (2) a certificate of competency signed 
by two physicians in the State ; (3) a certificate from a medical college* 
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showing attendance on one course of lectuxes, and a certificate from a 
physician. 

Geobgia. — ^There is a Medical Board in this State, and practitioners 
who do not possess its license must present some other medical 
diploma. 

IiiLiNOis and Kentuoey. — ^The regulations are similar to those of 
G^eorgia. 

Louisiana. — Practitioners mnst be Doctors of Medicine of some 
American or European medical body. 

Maine. — A United States diploma is required. 

MabyIiAND. — ^There is an Examining Board in each county, and its 
diploma (or license) is the only one recognised by the law. 

New Yobk. — ^No person is allowed to practice without a diploma 
from a medical body in the State of New York. 

Ohio. — ^Any person may practice who can produce a medical diploma 
or testimonials of abOity from some medical society or other responsible 
body. 

In Pennsylyania, as also in South Cabolina and Wisconsin, a 
diploma is required. 

YiBGiNiA. — ^The State license has to be obtained; this does not 
involve an examination. 

In Alaska, Abizona, Abkansas, Oolobado, Columbia, Dakota, 
Idaho, Indiana, Indian Tebbitoby, Iowa; Kansas, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, Missoxtbi, Montana, 
Nbbbaska, Nevada, New Hamfshibe, New Jebsey, New 
Mexico, Nobth Cabolina, Obeoon, Rhode Island, Tennessee, 
Texas, Utah, Yebmont, Washington, West Yibginia, and 
Wyomino, the practice is unrestricted.

Ths Continent of Europe, since Uniyersities were first instituted, 
has always been famous for its seats of learning. Padua, Milan, and 
Bologna are amongst those once sought by students from all countries, 
but whose glories have departed with the modem development of 
nationalities and the preference for more convenient centres. Despite 
the high character which, among those who have known them 
intimately, many of these Universities have deservedly borne, a pre- 
judice, however, arose in this country against all continental degrees, 
and it was alleged that they were worthless as a test of learning, inas- 
much as they could be had for the bu3ring. 

This sweepmg condemnation is without justification. It is true 
that certain Universities made a practice of selling their degrees, bnt 
these bodies were always few in number, and, moreover, were the least 
important, and situated in certain poverty-stricken Bohemian and 
other states ; but the majority of the continental bodies held as much 
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aloof from Buoh practices as our own Uniyersities of Oxford and 
Cambridge. Yet the traffic carried on by venal corporations was snch 
that British popular opinion, without discrimination, condemned conti- 
nental universities in the lump. This prejudice has, however, passed 
from the minds of all except those whose ignorance and misconception 
.are invincible, for with the development of communication our country- 
men being brought face to face with facts, have, in honesty, recognised 
the truth. Legislation on the part of certain continental states in 
recent years has, moreover, suppressed open traffic in degrees, and 
there is not now a university in all Europe where these distinctions can 
be bought by unsupported application. Doubtless some mercenary 
bodies would continue the traffic but for fear of the State, and probably 
{I have evidence for what I say) they still, in an underhand manner, 
try to evade the requirements of the law. 

But, as I have stated, the majority of continental universities have 
never thus disgraced themselves, and among these are Berlin, Paris, 
Vienna, Rome, Bern, Bonn, Madrid, Geneva, &c. There are others 
also whose regulations, once rather lax, are now sufficiently stringent 
for any honest seeker for a degree, as Heidelberg, Giessen, Liege, 
Strassburg, and Gottingen. 

With regard to Yienna, I may add that all universities in the 
Austrian Empire are placed under the direct control of the State, and 
the regulations for their medical degrees are identical in all essential 
points : one result of this is that every Austrian Doctor of Medicine is 
entitled to style himself '* M.D., Austria." 

It would be invidious to compare the continental universities one 
with another, but I may say that the medical degrees of Austria, Paris, 
Berlin, Bome, Geneva, and Bern are as high testimonials of ability as 
any in the whole world. 

There are other continental bodies whose qualifications stand equally 
high with those of the corporations mentioned, but the names of them, 
since they are commonly known in the medical world, need not be 
given. 

The question may be asked, What object is to be gained by seeking 
a continental in preference to a British degree P If the candidate be 
•educated in a foreign country the advantages are obvious, for he 
■acquires familiarity with the native tongue, and is, if he subse- 
•quently pursue English practice, afforded a more extended view of the 
world and of disease than he could acquire by observation in our own 
islands. Of course, if an English graduate subsequently travel among 
the medical centres of the continent, he too will derive as much 
^vantage from his double observation as the other, and a continental 
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student passing some time at Dablin, London, or Edinbnrgli, will be 
equally benefited. 

But, supposing one's curriculum to baye been passed in England, 
what, it may be repeated, is the advantage to be gained by continental 
graduation? The majority of the continental universities do not 
insist on residence, that is tiiey accept a curricnlum passed in a foreign 
countiy, or at any medical centre other than their own, whereas, excit- 
ing that of London, the British and Irish Universitias insist on a 
period of residence, which in many cases would be inconvenient and 
in no case is advantageous to the student. Then there is the prestige 
which attaches to certain continental universities— « prestige which 
has made itself felt throughout the world— -and the consequent feeling 
on the part of the young graduate that he is on the same roll with 
men who stand out pre-eminently in the medical science of the 
present and the past. Such» degrees would have no reaL prestige 
could they be had "for the asking." They are won, in fact, like 
all other real honours, by dint of hard work. 

The fact that foreign degrees are not registrable here is no actual 
impediment in the student's path. The continental graduate, by 
passing an ordinary licensing examination at home, will be enabled 
to enter his name on the Register.

Ebance. — ^The Doctorate in Medddne is given by six bodies: 
Paris, Nancy, Montpellier, Bordeaux, Lille, and Lyons. These are 
all under State control, and constitute, with the other faculties, the 
University of France. 

Qualifications in Pha/rmacy of the first class are given at all the 
above institutions. 

There are two Ecoles de Plein Exercice — ^Nantes and Marseilles. 
These give the same qualifications as the preparatory schools, and 
sixteen inscriptions for the Doctorate may be taken in them. 

The Preparatory Schools are : Algiers, Amiens, Angers, Arras,. 
Caen, Clermont, Ferrand, Dijon, Grenoble, Limoges, Poitiers, Bheuns,. 
Bennes, Bouen, Toulouse, and Tours; these confer the diploma of 
Officer of Health, and that of Pharmacist of the second class, and 
twelve inscriptions for the Doctorate may be taken in them. The 
diploma of Midlife of the second class s given by the preparatory 
schools.

The College of France, — ^The following is taken from the report 
of tbe U. S. Commissioner of Education :— 

The foundation of thia great inatitntion coincided with the eztenaiye 
moyement in the aixteenth centnry which placed the atndy of arta, aciencea, 
aad lettera on a new baaia. The Uniyeraity of Paria, which waa atill 
penetrated with the old acholaatic apirit, and nnder the control of theologiana,. 
ahowed itaelf more than eyer hoatile to changea. It exdnded Hebrew, Qreek, 
and all other branchea from which the partiaana of the reform moyement 
deriyed the apirit of criticism and free inqnizy. The Uniyeraity waa, therefore, 
oppoaed to the college created by Francoia I., and nsed all means to hinder 
its deyelopment. After great efforta by the Uniyeraity, the Boyal College 
was placed nnder ita jnriadiotion. The college professors continued to 
inatrnct gratuitously, but they had no authority to confer degrees. The 
number of chairs increased, howeyer, to such an extent that law, medicine^ 
anatomy, the aciencea and lettera, were repreaented in the college with a 
liberty which waa unknown in the facnltiea. Thia liberty ia atill to-day the- 
mle in the College of France, which haa been entirely aeparate from the 
IXniyersity of France since the beginning of the preaent centnry. From 1871 
to 1878 aeyen new chairs were created, and the aalariea of the profeaaor 
faayo been raised from 1500 dds. to 2000 dds. 
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AusTBiAK Empiiib. — ^Medical practice is restricted to graduates in 
medicine of Austrian xmiyersities. All these have identical regulations. 
The practice of foreign medical men may be permitted by the Govern- 
ment after special application. According to the Report of the 
United States Minister of Education, the University of Vienna in 1879 
had 257 professors and 3609 students; the University of Gratz had 
ninety-four professors and 743 students. In the year 1878 Budapesth 
University had 164 chairs and 2117 students. Klausenberg University 
in the year 1876-7 had 111 professors and 363 students.

There is a veterinary school at Stutgartt. 

No one may legally practice medicine in Germany unless he has 
passed the State examination. This is held at Berlin before the 
Government Commission, and at any University where it may be 
required. Candidates must have attended the curriculum, and have 
passed the Natural Science examination of some German University ; 
they must also produce evidence of having studied the subjects of 
-general education at a gymnasium. Evidence of classical study and 
■of proficiency in vaccination is required. Students who have pursued 
their studies at foreign universities or schools must nuike application 
to the Minister of Public Instruction. 

The State ExaminaUon embraces Anatomy, Physiology, Pathology, 
Surgery, Ophthalmology, Medicine, GynsBcology. The examination is 
•written, practical, and viva voce, and is conducted as f ollovrs : 1. 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Pathology — ^written, viva voce,yn.th demon- 
strations on the dead body. 2. Surgery and Ophthalmology — ^the can- 
didate has the charge of patients at a hospital or other institution for 
.about nine days. He may be required to operate on the cadaver, and 
must diagnose an ophthalmic case. 3. Medicine — ^purely chemical. It 
includes, besides diagnosis, the.Writing of Prescriptions and Dosology. 
4. GynsBcology— examination of patients, &c. ; a case of labour must be 
^attended in the examiners' presence, and the candidate has the care of 
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patients for seyen dajs. 5. A viva voce examination (to wliich onljr 
those candidates are admitted who have passed the preceding portions) 
in Pathology, Therapeutics, Surgery, Midwifery, Pharmacy, and 
Hygiene. A candidate twice failing to satisfy the examiners will not 
be re-admitted to examination. Fee, £10 4s. The examination ia 
oondncted in Crerman.

The Spanish Universities are supported by the State, which also col- 
lects the fees.

Oviedo has no faculty of Medicine. Madrid, Barcelona, Granada, and 
Santiago have faculties of Pharmacy. All the Universities confer 
the degree of Licentiate, but Madrid alone is authorised to confer 
that of Doctor. 

Italy. — ^There is a School of Yeterinary Surgery at Turin, and 
another at Naples.

HoLLAiTD.—- Medical practice is restricted to those who pass the 
State examination, which comprises all the usual subjects of medical 
edncation. The Dutch Universities are Utrecht, Leyden, and Gronin* 
gen. The first requires for its DoctoraJbe six years' study, the passing 
of two examinations — ^first, in the subjects of general education, and, 
secondly, in those of the medical curriculum — ^the presentation of a 
thesis, and the payment of a/ee of £15. 

Statistics in 1877-8: University of Leyden, 627 students; Utrecht, 
401 ; Groningen, 189 ; Amsterdam, 389. 

SwiTZEBLAND. — Statistics in 1879 : University of Basel, 71 profes- 
sors, 245 students; of Berne, 85 professors, 385 students; of Zurich, 
79 professors, 390 students. No statistics have been received from tho 
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University of Geneva. There is a School of Yeterinary Surgery at 
Beme, with 5 professors and 28 students. 

The Law coricemmg ths exercise of the profeseione of Physician, Surgeon, 
Pharmacistf and Vetervnary 8wrgeon vn the Swiss Oonfederation, 

1. Are allowed to exercise their professions — ^the medioil men, pharmaoistSi 
«nd veterinary surgeons who haye obtained a federal diploma. 

2. The persons who before the passing of this Act (1877) have obtained a 
-cantonal diploma. 

3. Persons admitted to practice in those foreign states which have entered 
into a reciprocity treaty with Switzerland. 

4. AH the professors in these branches of science at the Swiss nniversities and 
echools. 

5. Only those aspirants are admitted to the examination who requie a brevet 
of capacity of all the branches of one of the professions specified above. 

6. A special authority, which is called the Managing Committee, verifies the 
titles of the candidates, the examinations, and equality in the manner of pro- 
ceeding. Each year the Managing Committee carries a report, and presents 
the result to the Federal Council. 

7. The Pharmaoeutioal examinations are conducted at each of the four 
XTniversities and at Lausanne. The examinations are conducted in German, in 
Prench, or in Italian, at the choice of the candidates. 

The Federal Examinations vn MedUine. — At B&le (Basel) examinations are 
held for doctors and pharmacists ; at Berne for doctors, pharmacists, and vete- 
rinary surgeons; at Geneva for doctors and pharmacists; at Lausanne for 
pharmacists ; at Zurich for doctors, pharmacists, and veterinary surgeons. 

Examination for Pharmacists — PreUminary : (1) Native Geography, 
Orammar, and Composition; (2) A Second Swiss Tongue; (3) Latin; (4) 
General History; (5) Geography; (6) Arithmetic^ G^eometry, Algebra, and 
Plane Trigonometry ; (7) Natural Sciences — ^Physics and Natural History. 

Gbeece. — ^All persons desiring to practice are required to pass the 
•examination of the Medical GounciL There is no exemption from this, 
«ven in the case of graduates of the University of Athens. The 
examination is practical, and may be conducted in almost any modem 
European language. 

Dbnmabk. — The only university in Denmark is that of Gopenhagcmt 
from which, in order to practice, a medical degree must be held. 
Foreign curricula are recognised. The University has 60 professors 
and 1250 students. The library contains 275,000 vols. Denmark has 
a HoyaL Yeterinary and Agricultural School, with 16 professors and 
about 200 students. 

TuBKBY IN EuBOPE. — ^There is a medical school at Gonstantmople^ 
and an Imperial GoUege of Medicine granting a diploma. Anyone may 
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practice who possesses either this or other satisfactory degree, license, 
or diploma. 

Finland. — ^The IJiuyersity of Helsingfors has 892 students. 

MONTENBGBO. — ^AxLjone may practice here, proyided he can produce 
a medical degree or diploma from some recognised medical examining 
body. 

Sbbyia. — ^Persons wishing to practice must produce a diploma either 
from the Belgrade Examining Board or from a French or Austrian 
University. 

GoBSiCA. — ^The French laws r^ulate medical practice. 

Obete. — ^IJnder the Ottoman Empire, medical practice is unre- 
stricted.

Algebia. — The medical laws are those of France. 

Abgentine Be public. — ^The examination for the doctorate of 
3ueno8 Ayres University, or the State examination in medicine, must 
l>e passed. 

Bolivia. — ^There is no restriction as to practice. 

BoBNEO. — ^The practice of medicine is unrestricted. 

Bbazil. — ^A native degree must be obtained. The University is that 
•of Bahia. The curriculum is of six years' duration. The final examina- 
tion embraces all the subjects of the curriculum, including those in 
which the candidate has already passed. The fees are about £4 4s. per 

ATlTITiTn, 

BuBMAH. — ^The practice of medicine is not restricted. 

Chill — The University is that of Santiago, and its doctorate must 
be held by all practitioners. The curriculum is of six years' duration, 
and the examinations embrace the usual subjects of general and medical 
-education. 

China. — ^There is no legal restriction as to the practice of medicine 
by European medical men ; but in Tibet, Tartary, and other parts the 
priests or lamas exercise a virtual monopoly, and European systems 
.are regarded as the vilest heresies. There is an university at Fekin 
with an Imperial Medical College attached. The system of medicine 
taught is merely a jumble of absurdities. 

Colombia. — ^Practice is unrestricted. The chief university is that 
-of Bogota. 

Costa Bica. — There is no medical schooL A Faculty of Medicine 
exists at San Jos6, and all practitioners must pass its examination. 

Cuba. — ^Practice is restricted to those who possess a Cuban or Spanish 
•diploma. There is a university at Havana* 
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Dutch Guiana. — The Governor has control over the practice of 
medicine. 

EcuADOB. — Practice is unrestricted. 

Egypt. — ^At Cairo there is a university with a Medical Faculty. 
Any licensed medical man from Europe or North America may, by 
appl3ring to the authorities, obtain the official recognition of his qualifi- 
cation. 

Fbench Guiana. — ^A diploma must be held. 

GuATEMAiiA. — ^The chief university is that of San Carlos. Foreign< 
diplomates should make application to the authorities. 

Havana. — Before entering on medical studies the candidate must 
produce evidence of having obtained an Arts degree from a Govern- 
ment college. The medical curriculum is of six years' duration, and 
embraces Botany, Geology, Mineralogy, Zoology, Physics, Chemistry, 
and the usual subjects of medical education. There are annual 
examinations. The final examination embraces all the subjects of the 
curriculum. The candidate having passed this receives the license. To- 
obtain the Doctorate another year must be spent in medical study, and 
the candidate must pass an examination ia some medical subject, and 
present a thesis. 

Hondubas. — ^Practice is unrestricted. 

Japan. — ^The practice of medicine is confined to graduates and 
licentiates of some recognised medical corporation. There is a medical' 
school at Nagasaki, and another at Yedo. At the latter place there is 
a university and Government hospital. The Yedo Medical School,, 
which is in connection with the University, is styled " The Imperial 
Medical College," and grants degrees. The education given is- 
thoroughly scientific. 

Madagasoab. — ^Practice is unrestricted. 

Madbiba. — The Portuguese laws reg^ulate practice in the island. 

Mexico. — ^The laws affecting medical practice vary in the different 
States. The chief Universities are Mexico, Guadalaxara, Oaxaca, Cam- 
peachy, and Zacatecas. 

MoBOCCO. — ^There is a University at Fez. Any foreign medical man 
may obtain the official recognition of his qualifications by applying to 
the authorities. 

NiCABAGUA.— Practice is unrestricted. 

Pbbsia. — ^European medical men are allowed to practise if they apply 
for permission through their consul to the Government authorities. 

Pebu. — ^A medical diploma must be held. The chief University is 
that of Lima. The curriculum is of six years' duration, and the exami-- 
nations embrace the usual subjects. 
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Bio db Janeibo. — See " BraziL" 

8an Domingo. — ^Practice is unrestricted. 

Sandwich Isi<ands. — Medical practice is open to all medical men 
possessing genuine qualifications, without regard to the country in 
which these have been obtained. 

San Salvador. — ^Practice is unrestricted. There is a Uniyersity at 
the town of San Salvador. 

SiAM. — The practice of medicine is unrestricted. 

Sybia. — There is a coUege at Beyrout, containing a medical depart- 
ment. Practice is virtually open to all diplomates. 

TuBKBY IN Asia. — ^Foreigners wishing to practice must produce 
their degress or diplomas for the inspection of the authorities at the 
toivn where they wish to reside. At Beyrout there is a Medical College, 
granting a licence to practice. See " Syria." 

Ubuguay. — There is a University at Monte Yideo. All practitioners 
must pass an examination before it. 

Yenezxtela. — ^The two Universities are Caracas and Merida, and 
they both have the same regulations, which enforce a high standard of 
knowledge. Before commencing medical study the candidate must 
obtain the Bachelorship in Philosophy, which involves a curriculum of 
five years in the study of Latin, Physics, Mathematics, Ethics, Psycho- 
logy, History, Philosophy, Logic, and Ideology. Equivalent studies 
made at another institution are accepted, but the examination in these 
subjects must be passed before the University. The medical curriculum 
is of six years' duration, and embraces, as do the professional examina- 
tions, all the subjects of medical study. A degree from one of the 
above universities must be held in order to practice. 

Zanzibab. — Official recognition of diplomas may be obtained on 
application to the authorities. 



Pabis Univbbsity. — Facxtlty of Mbdicinb. 

A summary of the conditions to be fulfilled by aspirants to the grade 
of Doctor of Medicine and to the title of Officer of Health and of 
Midwife, is thus given : 

1. Insgbiftionb. — In view of the Doctor<xte, — The formalities to be 
fulfilled are : Aspirants to the degree of Doctor in Medicine must pro* 
daoe in writing to the Faculty : First, a certificate of birth ; secondly, 
a certificate of moral conduct ; thirdly, if they are minors, the consent 
of their parents or guardians ; fourthly, the diploma of Bachelor of 
Ijetters and the diploma of Bachelor of Sciences. The student whose 
parents or guardian do not reside at Paris must present as a respondent 
or referee a person resident in that capital who will inscribe his name 

o 
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and address in a register kept for that purpose in the IJniyersity. 
During the student's curriculum, any change as to the residence of the 
parents, guardian, or referee must be notified immediately to the 
Faculty. Any omission of a declaration prescribed by the rules, or a 
false declaration, will be visited by the penalties imposed by the law. 

In view of the Title of Officer of Health, — ^Aspirants to this title need 
only produce the diploma of Bachelor of Letters, or that of Bachelor of 
Sciences, or simply a " certificat de grarn/mavre." The inscriptions of 
Officer of Health cannot in any case be converted into inscriptions for 
the Doctorate while the student is fulfilling the required curriculum. 
This conversion may be authorised in favour of Officers of Health who 
have practised medicine during two years at least. It is to be under- 
stood, however, that such candidates must produce the two diplomas of 
Bachelor of Letters and Bachelor of Sciences. 

Foreign Students. — ^Foreign doctors or students can obtain of the 
Minister of Public Instruction the equivalence (i.e., recognition) of 
courses of study undergone in the universities of their country, on the 
production of certificates and diplomas delivered by their universities, 
and duly legalised. 

Number of the Inscription^.— The number of the inscriptions for the 
Doctorate is sixteen, representing the prescribed four years of study. 
The inscriptions are taken one by one every three months. The precise 
dates are announced each quarter. The first inscription is taken in 
November, the second in January, the third in April, the fourth in 
July, the fifth in November, and so on. Students who obtain the 
diploma of Bachelor only by November can be authorised to take the 
first inscription after the termination of the session of examinations 
for the " Baccalaureat." For grave reasons, the Minister of Instruction 
may authorise the candidate to take this inscription at the January 
quarter ; but an authorisation of this nature is only given on account 
of past unavoidable delay. For the aspirants to the title of Officer of 
Health, the number of the inscriptions is twelve. They are taken one 
by one, and quarter by quarter, as the inscriptions for the Doctorate. 
Aspirants to the degree of Doctor must, after their eighth inscription, 
commence their " stage," or hospital attendance. This lasts until the 
completion of the 16th inscription, that is, two years. Each year of 
the stage, deducting two months for vacations, consists of ten months' 
hospital service. It commences on the 1st of November, and continues 
without interruption until the 31st of August. Aspirants to the title 
of Officer of Health commence their " stage " after the fourth in- 
scription. It is finished after the twelfth inscription. 

PraeUcal Btvdy is obligatory on all candidates for the Doctorate 
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It comprises: First Tea/r — ^Physics, Gliemistry, Natural History. 
Second and Third Years — ^Dissections, Histology, Physiology. Fouurtji 
Tea/r — Medicine, Pathological Anatomy. No one can take the quar- 
terly inscriptions if he does not produce a certificate of diligence in his 
practical studies. 

Retrospective Inscriptions, — ^When a student has not been able to take 
his inscriptions at the regular periods, he may be authorised to take 
them retrospectiyely. The authorisation is accorded, when it concerns 
-one or two inscriptions, by the Rector, when more than two by the 
Minister of Public Instruction. 

Cwnulative Inscriptions, — Oumulative inscriptions can be accorded 
to students under diverse circumstances, of which these are the prin- 
cipal: First, the Minister of Public Instruction can accord the first 
inscription to a student who, not having been able to take them at the 
regular time, proves that he has yet followed the regular curriculum 
laid down by the Faculty. Secondly, a Pharmacist of the first class 
possessed of the two diplomas necessary for the Doctorate can obtain 
the concession of the first four inscriptions. If he has only one of 
the diplomas, he can obtain the inscriptions (corresponding) for the 
^tle of Officer of Health. Thirdly, foreign doctors or students 
qualified by the diplomas or certificates delivered by the faculties of 
their country can obtain the equivalents for the French scientific and 
literary diplomas and, according to the nature and duration of the 
-medical studies made in their country, the Minister may accord them 
the concession of four, eight, twelve, or sixteen inscriptions, according 
to the case. 

Conversion of Inscriptions for the Title of Officer of Health into 
Inscriptions for the Doctorate, — ^An Officer of Health who has practised 
medicine for two years with distinction, and who produces the two 
diplomas of Bachelor of Letters and of Sciences, can obtain the con- 
version into the inscriptions of the Doctorate the twelve inscriptions 
that he had taken for his diploma. This conversion is accorded by the 
Minister after being advised by the Faculty. 

Conversion of the Inscriptions of the Secondary Schools into Inscrip- 
tions of the Faculty, — Students can take the sixteen inscriptions in the 
•schools de plei/n exercice, i,e,, where the usual curriculum is carried out, 
as at Nantes and Marseilles, but they must be examined before the 
Faculty. In the secondary or preparatory schools the students may 
take twelve inscriptions — ^that is to say, they may pass three years in 
'these establishments. After these three years the student must enter 
at a Faculty or a School deplein exercice, 

EzAMiKATiONS. — Candidates for the Doctorate must undergo five 

o2 
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examiitations and write a thesis. But as the second, third, and fifth 
examinations are divided into two distinct parts, it follows that the 
number of the examinations is eight, not including the thesis : First 
Examination — Phjsics, Chemistry, Natural History. Second: 1st 
part — ^Anatomy and Histology; 2nd part — ^Physiology. Third: 1st 
part — ^External Pathology, Midwifery, Medicine; 2nd part — IntemaJ 
and General Pathology. Fowrth : Hygiene, Forensic Medicine, Thera- 
peutics, Materia Medica, and Pharmacy. Fifth : 1st part — Obstetrics, 
External Clinical : 2nd. part—Internal Clinical, Practical Pathological 
Anatomy. 

T^hesis.-^The subject is chosen by the candidate. 

BkoomdncsHons for the Diploma of Officer of Health, — Fi^'st Examina^ 
fion : Anatomy and Physiology. Second : Pathology (external and 
internal) and Midwifery. Third: Clinical (external and internal), 
'Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

Bkes. — ^The inscriptions' are gratuitous. For the examination for the 
Doctorate: First examination, 55 francs; second, 110 francs; third, 
110 francs; fourth, 55 francs; fifth, 110 francs; thesis, 240 francs. 
For the diploma of Office of Health : First examination, 100 francs : 
second, 110 francs ; third, 210 francs. Practical studies: First year, 
60 franes; seccnid, 40 francs; third, 40 francs; fourth, 20 francs. 
These sums for practical work must be paid quarterly in taking the 
inscriptions. The library fee is 10 francs yearly. 

JXwsion of the Gauraes, — ^The courses are permanent or non-per- 
manent. The Clinical •courses are pemument and are thirteen in 
number — ^viz., four courses of Intemal Clinical Medicine established in 
ih/Q hospitals of la Charite, rH6tel Dieu, la Piti6, Necker; four 
courses of fktemal Clinical Medicine established in. the hospitals of 
la Charite, rH6tel Dieu, I'Hdpital des Cliniques ; one course of Mid- 
wifery at the last hospital ; one course of Mental Medicine at I'Asile 
Sainte Anne; one course of Syphilitic and Cutaneous Medicine at 
rH6pital Saint Louis ; one course of Diseases of Children at I'Hdspice 
des Enf ants Assistes ; one course of Ophthalmic Medicine at rH6tel 
Dieu. 

Non^ermaoMnt Coursed.— These are divided into those of the winter 
and those of the summer quart»«. The winter course comprises 
Medical Physies, Medical Pathology, Anatomy, General Pathology 
and Therapeutics, Chemistry, Surgical Pathology, Operations and 
Instruments, Histology, History of Medicine and Surgery. The 
summer course comprises Natural History, Physiology, Pathological 
Anatomy, Surgical Pathology, Forensic Medicine, Pharmacy, Mid- 
wifery, Diseases of Women and Children, Experimental and Compara- 
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tiye Pathology, Medical Pathologji Hygiene ^Hifirapeutios, and Materia 
Medica. 

There are ten auxiUarj cotirses, viz., Physios, Ohemistry, Natural 
History, Physiology, Midwifery, Pathological Anatomy, two courses in 
Internal Pathology and two in External Pathology. 

Division of the Depa/riments of Stitd/y. — ^The courses of the Faculty 
are divided into four parts corresponding with the four years of the 
curriculum, viz. : First yew — Chemistry, Natural History, Physics, 
Osteology. Second year — ^Anatomy and Dissection, Histology, Phy- 
siology, Elements of Internal Pathology, Elements of External 
Pathology, Elements of Pathological Anatomy, Elementary Clinical 
Medicine, Elementary Clinical Surgery. Third year — Anatomy and 
Dissections, Histology, Physiology, Internal and External Pathology, 
Pathological Anatomj, General Pathology, Midwifery, Clinical 
Surgery, Operations, &c.. Practical Medicine. Fotbrth i/ear— CHnioal 
and Internal Pathology, Clinical Midwifery (d'accouchements). Forensic 
Medicine, Internal Clinical Medicine, Pathological Anatomy, Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics, Hygiene, Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery, 
Clinical. Obstebrics, Clioical Psychology, Clinical Ophthalmology, 
Diseases of Children, Syphilitic and Cutaneous Diseases, Diseases of 
Women after Childbirth and Newly-born Children, Pharmacy, G^eral 
Pathology, Experimental and Comparative Pathology, Internal Patho- 
logy, External Pathology, Practical Medicine, Materia Medica, Thera- 
peutic, Hygiene, Pathological Anatomy. 

State Schools of Pharmacy, — These are under the Minister of 
Public Instruction, and comprise : The Superior Schools of Pharmacy, 
the Mixed Faculties of Medicine and Pharmacy, and the Preparatory 
Schools of Medicine and Pharmacy. There exist three Superior 
Schools of Pharmacy at Paris, Mon^peUier, and at Nancy; three 
mixed Faculties of Medicine and Pharmacy at Bordeaux, Lille, aiad 
Lyons; two Schools of Medicine and Pharmacy de Plein Exercice 
at Marseilles and at Nantes ; sixteen Preparatory Schools of Medicine 
and Pharmacy at Algiers, Amiens, Angars, Arras^ Besanpcm, Caen, 
Clermont, Dijon, Grenoble, Limoges, Poitiers, Bheims, Benaes, Boueii, 
Toulouse, Tours; The diplomas granted in Pharmacy are those of*: 
Pharmacist of the first class. Pharmacist of the second class, Herborist 
of the first class, Herborist of the second class. 

Phamuteist of the First ClasB.'^^The curriculum is of six years' 
duration, of which pmod three years must be passed in a dispensing 
laboratory, and three years in one of the recognised schools, i.e^ 

Ecole Sup^rieoxe," " Ecole de Plein Exercice," and '* Les Facultes 
Two of the three years, however, may be taken in a pre* 
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paratorj school. Candidates before taking their first inscription 
must produce the diploma of BacheUer ^s Lettres, or that of Bachelier 
ha Sciences, or evidence of having passed some similar examination. 
The authorities accept an examination which has to be passed sooner 
or later, and is termed the Examen de Yalidation de Stage. The 
subjects are Materia Medica and Practical Pharmacy. The profes- 
sional examinations number seven in all. The fees for examinations, 
the diploma, the library, and the three years' course at the school, 
amount to 1085fr. Superior diploma of Pharmacist of the first 
class : A superior diploma is delivered to those Pharmacists of the 
first class who sustain a thesis, and obtain the degree of Licenci^ es 
Sciences Physiques or es Sciences Naturelles, or who, should they 
not possess one of these degrees, prove having undergone a fourth 
year's course of study in a superior school or in a mixed faculty, and 
who pass an examination in the subjects of the Licence es Sdevice^ 
Physiques or of the Licence es Sciences Natv/relles applied to Phar- 
macy ; this examination is written, practical, and oral. The fee for 
this superior diploma is 28Qfr. 

Pha/rmacist of the Second Class, — Candidates must pass a pre- 
liminary examination in Arts. The curriculum is of six years' dura- 
tion, of which period three years must be passed at a recognised 
school and three years in the laboratory of a legally qualified pharma- 
cist. There are six professional examinations. The fees amount to 
875frs. (including library fees). The inscriptions are gratuitous 
in the State schools. The diploma of Pharmacist of the second class 
gives the right to practice in the department chosen by the candidate 
in making his first inscription. Should the Pharmacist later on 
wish to exercise his profession in another department, he must obtain 
a new certificate of proficiency ; in this case he need pass the final 
examination only. The cost of this new diploma is 360fr. The 
miTiiTTmrn age for Pharmacists of the second class is seventeen years» 

Herhoristes. — ^There are two diplomas — ^first and second class. The 
first class diplomas empower to practice throughout Prance; the 
second class diplomas are recognised in the department for which they 
are granted only. The examination for a first class diploma must 
be passed before one of the superior schools of Pharmacy or of the 
mixed faculties. The subjects are: Beading, Writing, Arithmetic 
and Metric System; elementary knowledge of Medicinal Plants, the 
precautions necessary for their cultivation, drying, and preparation, 
with some elementary ideas of their medicinal properties. The 
total fee is lOOfr. The examination for the second class diploma 
may be undergone before any of the schools of Medicine or Pharmac j 
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situated in the department where the candidate proposes to exercise 
his profession. The subjects are: The knowledge of Medicinal 
Plants, the precautions necessary for their cultivation, their drying, 
and their preparation. The total fee is lOOfr. at Paris, and 8()fr. 
in the departments. 

Vienna Cnivebsitt. 

The promotion to the degree of Doctor of the entire and complete 
clinic, and the branches connected therewith, for the practice of 
medicine is only to be obtained by the candidate undergoing three 
''severe" examinations. The candidate has to apply to the Deacon 
of the Medical Faculty to be admitted to these "severe" examina- 
tions, and must produce the following documents: 1st, certificate 
<^ baptism or of birth ; 2nd, a certificate from one of the countries 
represented in the State Council Union, proving his rights of citizen- 
ship, education, &c. ; but if applicant is not a native of any of 
those cities, he must show a document that he has successfully ma- 
triculated; 3rd, a certificate that he has as an orderly student of 
medicine attended lectures for at least four half-years, and taken part 
in dissecting during two half-years ; 4th, the certificates of the Yerbal 
examinations before admission to the second "severe" examination; 
5th, a University certificate of having passed successfully the prescribed 
five medical classes, by which he shows especially that he attended 
during four half-years to Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery, Clinical 
Midwifery, and Clinical Ophthalmology, at least for two half-years ; 
and lastly, a certificate that he succeeded in passing the first " severe " 
examination. 

The first "severe" examination comprises Medicine, Chemistry, 
Anatomy, and Physiology, and consists of a practical examination in 
Anatomy and Physiology, and after that a theoretically combined 
examination in the four branches just mentioned. The second "severe" 
examination comprises G-eneral Pathology, Therapeutics, Pathological 
Anatomy, Pathological Histology, Pharmacology, Pharmaco-dynamics, 
and Toxicology. Besides this the candidate must show his proficiency 
in Dispensing Medicines, and his knowledge of the Pathology and 
Therapeutics of inward maladies, and consists next of a practical exami- 
nation in Pathological Anatomy, on the artificially prepared limb, and 
on a corpse, and Clinical Medicine, and a theoretical examination in 
all the four subjects of the "severe" examination. The third " severe" 
examination comprises Surgery, including Surgical Pathology and 
Therapeutics, Ophthalmic Medicine, Gynsecology and Midwifery, and 
Porensic Medicine ; and consists next of an examination in Surgery 
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at the Bedside, and on a corpse or a skeleton, and afterwards a 
theoretical examination on all the fonr subjects mentioned above. 

All " severe" examinations most be held at the same university. Only 
in a specially considered case would a candidate have permission to 
pass the second and third and ''severe" examinations at another 
university than the one in which he passed the first, in accordance 
with a decision of the College Professors, admitted by the Minister of 
Education. All three ''severe" exanunations are held publicly, but 
the President is at liberty to limit the admission to physicians and 
students only. 

The Examination Commission at every "severe" examination consists 
of a President, the ordinary examiner, and (according to circumstances) 
of an extraordinary examiner, the Government Commissioner, aad at 
the second and third of an extra co-examiner supplied by Gk>vemment. 
At every examination commission the Deacon of the Medical Faculty 
presides. 

A candidate is only admitted if he has passed the " theoretical com- 
bined" examination, with the "severe" examination by the Deaeon 
Professor, and if he has gained sufficient marks of merit in the various 
practical parts of the " severe" examinations. If a candidate at any of 
these practical examinations is found inefficient he may be admitted to 
a repeated examination. But the first repetition may not take place 
till four months have elapsed, and the second not until six months 
after the first repetition. 

At the theoretical examination the candidate is subjected to a quarter 
of an hour's trial by each examiner and co-examixusr. 

After the termination of each examination in the practical as weE as 
the theoretical branch, each examiner, the co-examiner having awarded 
marks of success to the candidate, enters the result in the register as 
satisfactory, or vice versa. The character of the questions put by the 
President and Government Commissioner is also indicated. If at any 
theoretical examination one of the examiners be not satisfiied with the 
candidate's proficiency, such candidate shall not pass, but he may prer 
sent himself for re-examination — in the subject in which he has failed 
—after the lapse of two months* If the candidate be again rejected he 
will be referred to his studies for four months. Every repeated 
theoretical examination in one subject must be presided over by the 
President of the examination commission and the Government caUh 
missary. If a candidate has been rejected in more than one subject, 
he will be required to undergo re-examination in all the subjects at the 
termination of six months from the date of his< failure, including the 
subjects in which he may have satisfied the exandnerg. If then he is 
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rejected in one subject he may repeat the whole examination after six 
months more have elapsed. 

If the candidate exhibit a moderate knowledge of his profession, but 
not sufficient to justify the examiners in passing him, then the president 
will make a calculation of the fayonrable andunfayonrable marks given 
in the practical and theoretical examinations taken together; if the 
majority of the marks are nlif avonrable, or the marks are equal, the 
examination will be considered as not passed. The result is at once 
entered in the register for '* severe" examinations, and made known to 
the candidate publicly. 

Every third examination, be it a practical examination or a '* theo- 
retical single" examination, or the whole ''theoretical combined" 
examination, can only be permitted by the Minister of Education, in 
agreement with the medical professors. If the candidate do not pass 
the third examination, or he do not receive permission to attend it, he 
is precluded for ever from becoming a Doctor of Medicine of any of 
the universities in countries represented by the State Council, as also 
from the naturalisation of a diploma of Doctor of Medicine obtained in 
a foreign part. Every repetition of an examination shall, as far as pos- 
sible, be held by the same examiners as the preceding unsuccessful 
examination, and the examinations shall be, as nearly as possible, 
identical. 

Fee9. — For the first " severe" examination the candidate has to pay 
£4 lis. 9d. ; for the second, £5 ; and for the third, £5 8b. 4d. The pro- 
motion fee for the full degree of Doctor of Medicine in universitieB of 
countries represented in the State OouncU amounts to £5. 

Those who have finished their study of Medicine, and have been 
subjected to a "severe" examination, or those who are finishing the 
last half year of their study, have exceptionally the privilege of passing 
the preliminary examination in Botany, Mineralogy, and Zoology, 
within the last four weeks of the summer half-year. 

Order of the " severe " examination of the Medical Faculty in Physio- 
logy with regard to the admission to the "severe" exa/minaiion in 
Medicine. — To be admitted to a " severe " examination in Medicine, the 
candidate must have successfully passed three separate preliminary 
examinations in Botany, Mineralogy, and Zoology, publicly, in one of 
the universities of countries represented in the State Council. To 
every one of these preliminary examinations any ordinary student of 
medicine may be admitted by applying to the Deacon of the Medical 
College Professorship, but he must produce a certificate of his majority 
frran one of the colleges of a country represented in the State Couneil. 
n he is not a native of any of those countries, a certificate of his 
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matriculation as ordinary student from any medical faculty will suffice.. 
It is entirely left to the option of tlie student in what rotation and. 
during which half-year he intends passing these preliminary examina- 
tions. These are under the guidance and supervision of the Deacon of 
the Medical GoUege Professorships, and they are held, as a rule, during 
the first four weeks of every half year. Every single physiological 
examination for each candidate lasts fifteen minutes. 

Having passed the examination, or failed to do so, the candidate 
will have his name entered by the examiners in the register, together 
with the particulars of his examination. The Deacon of the Medical 
Faculty furnishes the candidate with a formally stamped certificate^ 
and causes also a remark to that effect to be made in the catalogue of 
preceptors. If the candidate be pronounced inefficient he may repeat 
the examination, which must be held in the presence of the Deacon of 
the Medical College Professorships ; but this repetition cannot take 
place until after the lapse of three months. For every repetition the^ 
same term is to be observed. For every preliminary physiological 
examination the candidate has to pay a/ee of lis. 8d. For every repeti- 
tion of such an examination a fee of 10s. is to be paid, of which sum the- 
examiner receives 5s. 

Besolution of the 2hth Jomuary, 1873, of tlho Oowneil for lUtucd a/nd Eduea- 
tion, — ^Begnlation 929, addressed to the Deacon of the Medical College Frofes- 
Borships in Vienna, with regard to the promotion to the degree of Doctor and 
Surgeon, as also Acconohenr, of medical students from foreign parts: — la 
answer to the question whether suoh doctors as have had a diploma granted to* 
them in foreign parts may for the future apply here for promotion to tha 
degree of Doctor of Medicine, Surgeon, or Aoooucheur, the following is the deci- 
sion : — ^According to No. 28, Section 4, of the Medical Severe examination order 
of April 15th, 1872, only those students who have passed a severe examination 
prior to the beginning of the course, 1872-73, can be treated with according to- 
the old severe examination order ; but students who have passed a severe exami- 
nation in the years 1871-2 at a university in a country not represented in the State 
Council have only to be guided by the new rules of promotion to the deflrree of 
Doctor, &c. No exception whatever is made from this rule, even IE the qualified 
applicant, in the course of 1871-2, passed a severe examination either during, 
vacation or in the month of July ; because such a severe examination, according 
to home rules, without a special permission from the Minister of Education, is not- 
permitted. (Decree of the Commission of the Court of Study of July the 8th, 
1859, Begulation 4501, and Besolution of the Ministry of the 8th August, 1862, 
Begnlation 8189.) The definition of section 28 of the Severe Examination Order 
of the 15th of April, 1872, is undoubtedly the only available rule, which, how- 
ever, does not refer to any exceptional oases the Committee may have had in view- 

Beaoluition of the Coimcil for B/itwU <md Editeation of the 9th of April, 1875* 
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IBeg, 3524). — ^To ihe Medioal College Profeeson in Yieima, Pngae, Innsbmok^ 
and Graoow. With regard to the question of natoralisdng a doctor with a foreign/ 
dqiloma to the Anatrian Citizenehip : — From a qneiti(» of the medioal profee- 
son of the college, as to whether a foreign diploma of dootor can be oonddored 
as a natuzalised one in the Anstrian Empire, the answer is that, aooording to- 
the opinion and meaning of 4he Act of the 24th September, 1854 (Beg. 18,&67), 
of the Conncil of Education, those who haye not been naturalised, nor haye any 
doonments showing their rights of citizenship, may haye the Austrian Diploma 
of Doctor conferred on them (if they haye pursued a course of study and hay»- 
paased examinations equal to the requirements for the Doctorate in the case of 
Austrian citizens, or haye, by inyestigations and published writings, proyed 
their proficien<7 in the yarious medical sciences) by their giying in return a^ 
written promise, in which it must be declared that they will not exercise nor 
practice the medioal profession without fulfilling the lawful conditions, and also 
without permission of the Ministry for the Home Department. 

This role, it may be added, was passed in order to save the authori- 
ties the trouble of making invidious comparisons between various 
foreign corporations, by excluding some and recognising others. The 
Austrian diploma is never granted to foreign graduates or savants 
without the fullest proof of proficiency. The Ministry have the power 
to accord permission to practice in Austria, which is seldom withheld) 
after special application from hon&fide scientific men. 

Medical Faculty of Eblangen. 

The regulations concerning the degree of MJ), provide : 

I. The bestowal of the degree of M.D. may take place after proof has been 
given of a sufficient general and medioal education and the candidate luuh 
written an original scientific thesis which has been approved by the Faculty. 

n. The cimdidate must present himself to the Dean upon production of 
the following documents : (1) A certificate that he has completed the course of 
a German *' gymniteium," or a proof that he has obtained a similar general, 
education elsewhere ; (2) Proof of regular medical studies pursued at a German 
or foreign recognised school during at least three years ; (3) An original thesis 
on some medical and soientific subject, written by the candidate, together 
with a declaration on his word of honour that the thesis is his own com- 
position. 

m. The thesis of the candidate, when sent in, will be referred by the Dean 
for criticism to an examiner who, where possible, must be a specialist in the- 
department of which the dissertation treats. After the decision of the examiner 
the members of the Faculty decide whether the thesis is good or not. The 
Dean can himself be examiner. 

IV. In case the thesis is adjudged worthy, the candidate will be subjected to 
an oral examination. This may be held in two ways t (a) As eoVUiquivm for 
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•

*(() Ab a complete ezaminatioii for those who have not so paaeed, 

y. The coUoquifwn is- held by three delegates of the Faool^ imdMr tfai* 
pieeidenQ7 of the Dean, and the examiner of the thesis is nndar their 
4Mithozitj. The two other delegates nominate the Dean, in regular votsttaoB^ 
from the members of the Eaonlty. The Dean can himself be one of the three 
delegates. 

VI. The complete examination is held by an examining oommitfcee, oorapoMd 
-of the Dean and fonr other members of the Faoolly, nominated from time to 
time by the Dean, nnder whose authorily the examiner of the timsia is i>laeedv 
The examination most coyer as mnch as possible all the departments of medJeal 
knowledge. 

The examination is held in the German language only, bnt the neeof on inters 
■preter is not forbidden. 

At the close of the examination the Dean asks the remaining members of 
the Faculty present whether th^ are yet ready to decide npon the answers of 
the candidate. 

VII. The eolloqmum and complete examination are openly held. The 
presence of those members of the Facully who are not examiners is desired. 

Vni. At the dose of the examioation a dedaion is arriyed at as to the result 
from the reports of the examiners. If fayonrable, the candidate is immediately 
notified, and the diploma is handed to him by the Dean. 

IX« The candidate is bound to print a sufficient number of copies of his thesis 
■st his own coat. On the back of the title page it must be stated that the thesis 
is printed with the consent of the Faculty, and the name of the examiner must 
also be mentioned, 

X. The candidate must pay a fee of three hundred marks for bestowal of the 
degree of M.D., and, in addition, distribute one hundred and fifty copies of the 
thesis to members of the Faculty. 

XI. In case the degree is not granted, half the fee will be returned to the 
•candidate. 

Medical Faculty of WxrszBxrsa. 

Acoording to the regnlatioziB of the Medical Faculty of Wweilmrg 
TTniyersity, the ezaminatioii for the degree of M.D, is qtiite distiBet 
from the License to practice Medicine, and admission to the degree ia 
at the option of the Faculty or its Dean. The conditions upon the 
fulfilment of which entrance to the examination is dependent are : 

1. That the candidate produce a certificate that he has satisfactorily com- 
pleted the course of study of a first-class public school, and the production of 
such wiU be dispensed with only in the case of that candidate who does not 
belong to the German Empire. Concerning the granting of such a dispensation 
the whole Faculty must decide. 

2. The candidate must proye that he has attended during at least four yean 
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thfl UniTenity leotnvM, and of theae four jetan at least lix Mmetten mmt ba 
-deroted to medloal ttndies. 

8. He must produce the aboye-mentioned oerttfioates at his entrance to aami- 
nation, which mnst take plaoe at the Dean's. 

The OMpidid&te, having fulfilled the stipulated conditions of entrance 
to examination, must pay a fee of 300 marks to cover the necessary 
expenses. His first task consists in the composition of a scientific 
treatise on « theoretical or practical medical subject, which he must 
hand over to the Dean of the Faculty. The latter passes it on to one 
of the examining professors for review, with the addition of a short 
critical report upon the favourable or unfavourable nature of which it 
dQ>ends whether the candidate is to be submitted to an oral examina- 
tion or not. 

It is customary to print the approved dissertation, in which case the 
name of the candidate must be stated on the title page, and 150 copie» 
must be distributed to the Faculty before the diploma can be bestowed 
on the candidate after the usual oral examination. Should the candi- 
date's essay not be approved, it is at the option of the candidate to- 
retire from the examination, to write on the same subject again, or to 
compose an entirely new dissertation. Should this also fall below the 
ordinary standard of excellence for such a work, the candidate will not 
be admitted to an oral exwmMMxbion, and the money deposited by him 
will be returned, less thirty marks. The oral examination is openly 
held, and there are always six of the Professors in Ordinary present 
who are appointed in turn. 

The subjects of; examination on this occasion are : Anatomy, Physio- 
logy, Pathological Anatomy, Special Therapeutics, Surgery, Midwifery^ 
I>iseases of the Eye; and besides the professors of these subjects, 
others take part in the examination, viz., the Professors (in ordinary) 
of Psychology, of Materia Medica, of Hygiene, and State Medicine. 

When the examination is ended, the result will be communicated to 
the candidate through the Dean of the Faculty. 

If the awards " distinguished," " very good," or " good " be obtained, 
nothing stands in the way of bestowal of the degree of M.D. If the 
unanimous decision of the examiners is that the thesis is " indifferent,"' 
the oral examination may take plaoe after three months ; if " bad," re- 
examination in all the subjects will be necessary after six months. 
Should a candidate fail to appear at the re-examination held at an 
appointed time in the Easter or spring hoHdays, another examination 
may be held in the following semester. 

For the re-examination, the candidate muirt pay half of the original 
fee ot 900 marks, viz., 150 marks. A second re-examination is not per- 
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•mitted. After passing the examination, the candidate will receiye the 
degree of M.D. from the hands of the Dean, without public cere- 
monial. 

Leydek Ukitebsity. 

The regulations are the same as those given for Amhem. They may 
he seen in full in the '* Wet yan den, 28th April, 1876, tot regeling van 
Let Hoog^r Onderwys, Staatsblad, I^To. 102." 

There are four examinations for the Doctorate in Medicine : 1. 
Latin, Greek, History, Mathematics ; 2. Physics, Chemistry, Botany, 
Zoology ; 3. Human Anatomy and Physiology ; 4 Medicine, Surgery 
and Obstetrics, Pathology and Therapeutics. 

A thesis has to be written and defended before admission to the 
degree. 

Facultt of Medicine of the Boyal Ebedebice William 

Ukitebsity at Beblin. 

The conditions of promotion to the degree of Doctor of Medieine 
and Bv/rgeon are:— 

1. Whoeyer requires to be admitted to the promotion examination must haTe 
studied Medicine for four years at least, either at one, or at yarloas nniyersitieBy 
and the candidate has on application to prove this by officially signed certifi- 
•oates. Foreign nniyersities, regularly oonstitnted, and similar colleges of 
medicine, are considered eqnal to the home or inland nniyersity • 

2. Candidates under thirty years of age, who haye not matriculated, or who 
may haye left before applying for promotion, must matriculate again. This 
matriculation la free of charge. These, as well as the still matriculating 
students of this TJniversily, must take a preliminary retiring testimonial or 
■certificate, without which the promotion will not be giyen. 

3. The candidate has to apply to the Deacon and produce the certificates 
mentioned under rules 1 and 2, he has after that to undergo a Testamen, 
which means a preliminary examination before the Deacon, a yerbal one, and 
•one by writing, by which means his capacity shall be judged. The yerbal 
examination is generally held either in the German or the Latin language. It 
ideals, according to the opinion and judgment of the Deacon, with theoretioal 
and practical medicine. In the written examination the Deacon gives out a 
theme, which is to be worked out in a given time without any aid of any kind. 
According to the result of these examinations the Deacon decides whether the 
candidate is to proceed at once to the severe examination, or to wait uniQ 
better prepared, when the candidate will have once more to undergo the 
Preliminary examination. 

4. After passing the Preliminary examination, the Deacon presents to the 
Faculty all p^)ers referring to the special circumstances of life of the candidate, 
and also his course of study, his judgment of the verbal examination and of 
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^tlie one in writing. If the Faoa% deoide for an admlBsion, the Deacon, in as 
flhort a time as poBsible, will fix the time for the soTere examinations. There 
«re no fixed periods for examinations, but during yaoation, that is, during the 
months of April, Angnst, September, and Ootober, there are not any cxamina- 
tions held as a mle. 

5. The seyere examination takes plaoe before six members of the Faculty. 
It ia a yerbal one, and is held in one sitting, as every examiner, as a mle, 

-qnestions the candidate for a time occupying fifteen minntes ; not any branch 
of either theoretical or practical medicine is excluded from this examination. 
It is, as a mle, made in Gtorman only, but Latin will be employed if requisite. 
The result of the examination, and the judgment of the written treatise, will be 
-printed on the diploma, which will show in which degree the candidate had 
gained the approval of the Faculty. This examination is not omitted under 
•any circumstances. Anyone having completed an examination, but not being 
approved of, is not allowed to apply again until after six months ; one repetition 
is free of charge. 

6. The next step to be taken by the candidate is to write out a treatise on a 
seientific subject, either in Latin or Gtorman, which is examined by the Faculty. 
The members are most willing to give their advice as to the choice of the 
subject to be treated upon by the candidate ; also how to arrange the theme. 
Yet the whole must be worked out by the candidate, and he must make an 
tkffidavit that without any assistance he wrote the manuscript himself. If the 
theme is pronounced by the Faculty to be good, the candidate is obliged to have 
snoh a number of copies printed as may be accorded to him. The printing will 
be executed at a specially recommended printer's, and the cost amounts to 

. JB4 6e. The pamphlet should contain, at least, two printed sheets of paper, and 
must represent a self-written scientific treatise. Thereto must be added : 1st, 
A ahort account of the career of life of the candidate (curriculum vitsB) ; 2nd, at 
least three theses which the Deacon has thought proper to propose. 

7. Next follows the public disputation in the University Hall, to which is 
attached the solemn act of promotion. The time for this is fixed by the Deacon. 
JL long interval may elapse between the severe examination and promotion, yet 
it should not exceed three years. The disputation is confined to the ?nri,tten 
treatise, as well as to the theses. Three opponents, chosen by the candidate about 

'to become a Doctor, take part in it. There must be at least three, and their 
names have to appear in print on the title page of the pamphlet. Then every- 

-one belonging to the University, besides the circle of appointed members, has 
liberty to oppose the candidate about to become a Doctor. He, as well as Ids 

-opponents, must appear at this performance in a black suit. The disputation 
takes place in the Carman or Latin language. Only to the Minister of the 
Education Department is it permitted to allow the use of another language, as 

.«l8o to dispense with the disputation. 

8. After the disputation is finished, the taking of the oath takes place, and 
-the solemn promotion of the candidate to the degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
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Surgery, through the Deacon or his subBtitute. After the promotion ig oom- 
pleted, the Deaoon hands to the newly oreated Doctor the diploma, and he has to 
sign personally in the album of the Facull^. The cost of the diploma is 158. 
This dooument is prepared by the Deaoon, and the graduate has to defray the 
cost. One copy is attached to the blackboard of the Faculty, and a oexstain 
number of copies deliyered to the TJniTersily Begistrar for distributum. Promo- 
tion in absentia does not take place under any circumstances whatever. The 
fees for the degree of Doctor, which must be handed oyer to the Deaoon, smonat 
to i622, of which sum JBll Is. must be paid on the first application. This sum 
is forfeited if the severe examination has not been passed. The seoond instal- 
ment of jBIO 4s. for the Faculty, and 15b. for the University Library, may be 
paid with the first instalment, together, or in the interval between the setvere 
examination and the promotion. To these add the expenses of printing the trea- 
tise, as well as the diploma (referred to in rules 6 and 8) . The shortest period 
in which all the necessary acts for degree of Dootor of Kedioine in this Univer- 
sity can be completed would occupy ten days, provided the treatise is handed te 
the Deacon forthwith, ready for printing at the first application ; provided also- 
that the affairs of the Faculty permit the immediate proceeding of the examina- 
tion. Yet, as a rule, it is not at all advisable for an aK»lioant to nowit Ttpaax 
BOoh a quick suooesslon of the neoessary proceedings. 

Uniyebsity of Mabbubg. 
The regulations for proceeding to the degree of MJ). are : 

L A. Natives of Germany must present to the Dean : (a) A demand, addressod 
in Qerman, to the Medical Faculty, for admissinfi to the examination ; <d) A 
Oumcuhum Viim, which will be afterwards printed with the thesis, and which 
must contain the full Christian and surname of the candidate, plaoe and date of 
birth, religion, name of the parents, with the motiier's maiden name, tiie father'a 
social position, a short sketch of the candidate's school and coUege eduoatioB, 
together with the name of his college tutor, place and date of pasnng the 
TeHamen Phynevan, and, provided that the sane is already passed, the State 
examination and a statement of the practical experieiioe already acquired ; (e> 
A receipt from thetreasurer of the University of psyment of the fees, which, 
for examination and degree, amount to 330 marks ; (d) A certificate that he has 
c(Mnpleted the curriculum of the gymnasium ; (e) The academical oertifioate of 
departure {dbgangs eeuguisaa) or other official proof that he has attended the 
requisite number of lectures, from which it must appear tibat the candidate has, 
during four years, studied medicine at the Umversity, and at least devoted t#o 
semesters to practical work at a medical and surgical clinic ; (/) The oertifieate 
of the Testamen Physicwn, which examination must be passed at least two- 
semesters before admission to the final examination ; {g) If the State Medical 
examination is already passed, the approbation aa physician, or a certificate that- 
he has passed the State examination, by one of the presidents of the Examining 
Oommittee, must be produced. In this case, the Dean has the power of abaolY- 
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iaq the candidate from the obligation to prodnoe the papers mentioned in snb- 
eections (d), (e) and (/). 

B. Foreigners who do not seek to acquire the right of practicing medicine 
in the German Empire mnst present to the Dean : (a), (b) (except the sketch 
of medical examination), and (e), as above ; (d) proof of the acquisition of the 
usual scientific education ; (e) proof of four years' medical study at a university; 
(/) if medical examinations have been passed elsewhere than in Germany, proof 
of the same to be given. The neoessaiy proofs may be presented in the original 
or unofficially authenticated copies; the same will, when they are no longer 
neoessaiy to the Faculty, be returned. 

n. All candidates who have not passed the State examination for the German 
Empire must write in German a thesis in presence of the Dean, and must 
undergo an oral examination. 

III. When the Faculty has admitted a candidate to the Final examination, 
the latter is held in the German language, with dosed doors ; the same practice 
obtains throughout all departments of Medicine, except Forensic Medicine and 
Psychology. 

rV. After undergoing the Final examination the candidate must print, at Ids 
own cost, the thesis already presented, or another of his own choice, approved 
by the Faculty (150 copies to be distributed in the University), and openly 
defend the thesis, as well as other essays. Then follows the promotion, and, as 
Boon as possible, the diploma is granted. 

§ Should, for weighty reasons, a dispensation be sought from one of the 
oonditions mentioned under I. A. (d), {e), and (/), application must be made to 
the Minister of Education. 

The degree cannot be bestowed upon an absentee. 

'' Te8t<mi,en Physicwm " is equivalent to an examination in Natural 
Science, and includes: Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, Materia 
Medica, Physics, and Zoology. 

Facttlty of Medicine of the Uniyebsity of Giessen. 

The conditions of promotion to the degree of Doctor are : 

I. If anyone belonging to the (German Empire intends to become a Doctor of 
Medicine, he has to make an application in writing to the Faculty of Medicine, 
and to enclose at the same time: — 1, an account of his own career (curriculum 
vilae) ; 2, a university certificate of competency ; 3, a certificate of State exami- 
xiatlon ; 4t, a certificate of his present circumstances of life. Candidates not 
belonging to Gtormany may produce different certifieates (refer to rules 2, 3), 
subject to the approval of the Faculty. 

n. With these certificates the candidate has to work out a treatise on the 
■nbjeot of medicine, either in the Gtorman or Latin language, and make a declara- 
tion, instead of an oath, that the treatise has been his own work. Should the 

p 
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candidate hare some aoientifio aabjeot already written oat, it may be approved 
of by the Faculty instead of the treatise. 

in. If the candidate is admitted, and the treatise approved of, he has to 
undergo a verbal examination, lasting from two to three hoars, which is held, 
as a rale, in the Glerman language, and in all branches of Medicine. 

lY. The examination successfully passed, the treatise must be printed in four 
copies to be supplied to the Faculty. Hereupon follows the promotion by 
executing of the diploma, in which the title of the treatise is mentioned. The 
promotion fees amount to J615. These are to be paid to the treasury of the 
University after admission. Should the treatise not be considered sufficient, 
and the candidate not be allowed to pass an examination, one-half of the fees 
are forfeited. Should the candidate ask for re-examination, he then would only 
have to pay one-half of the amount of fees. The candidate who has failed in 
the public examination cannot be re-admitted until the next half-yearly 
* examination. 

Faculty op Medicine at Bonn. 

The promotion of foreign oandidates to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Surgeon takes place according to the under-mentioned 
conditions, copied from an abstract of the mles of the Faculty : 

1. The candidate has to write a treatise on a subject of Theoretical or 
Practical Medicine in the German language, which, according to the ability 
displayed in the composition, will show the education of the candidate, who has 
to declare, on his word of honour, that he is the sole author of the document. 

2. The candidate is subject to a verbal examination in all the chief branches 
of Medicine, and it is held in the German language. 

3. If the examination is successful, the thesis is printed at the expense of 
the candidate, and comprises 250 copies in number, stitched like a pamphlet, 
200 copies being delivered to the TJniversily. At a certain day, fixed by the 
Deacon, the candidate has to attend at the Hall for a public disputation to 
defend his written subject and the thesis, according to the usual formalily exer- 
cised here. 

4. The/6e to be paid to the treasury of the University is JB17. 

Univebsitt op Stbasbxtrg. 

The decrees relating to the study of medicine prescribe : 

Of the four years' study which have been customary up to the present time, two 
are generally preparatory, and the other two are devoted to medical soienoe. 
It is urgently recommended to students to pass the verbal examination at the end 
of the fourth or at the beginning of the fifth half-year, when the time of study 
terminates. Furthermore, the Faculty recommend the extension of the period 
of study to ten half-years, although the annexed plan is calculated specially for 
the eight customary half-years, so that all the practical exercises in the natural 
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soienoea and departments of medicine niay be inffioiently performed, whicli is 
liardlj possible to aohieye dnringr four years' study at the University. 

The Faonlty call attention to the fact that for the completion of the State 
examinations the following certificates are necessary, according to the roles of 
the 25th of September, 1869, for the Physicians' examinations : 1st, the TJni- 
Torsity certificate of ability ; 2nd, certificate of discharge from the UniTersity ; 
3rd, certificate of the verbal examination ; 4th, certificate that the candidate 
has practically, at least for two years, taken active part in the surgical as 
-well as the medical clinic in Midwifery, and has assisted at least at fonr 
births. 

In both tables, the lectures and practical courses are arranged 
(wbicb the Faculty recommend the students to pursue) according 
to the scale of lectures at the University, in suitable rotation for 
eacb single half-year. Therein it is observed that the practical 
courses and exercises in the departments, according to the plan 
arranged for the various studies, may be transferred to another half- 
year intact. 

Table A, — ^Beginning of study in a winter half-year — First winter 
haZf-yea/r : Physics, Experimental Chemistry, Inorganic Chemistry, 
Zoology, Osteology, Articulations, Anatomy, Exercises. Second winter 
half-yea/r : Mineralogy, Geology, Physiology, Physiological Chemistry, 
Exercises.

Candidates for the Doctorale are required to produce the follow- 
ing certificates: (1) Curriculum vitsB, (2) of general education, 
(3) of having at least two years previously passed a testam^en physicum 
(Natural Science examination), (4) of having undergone a four years' 
medical curriculum at a university. Candidates unable to produce 
any of the above certificates must make special application to the 
University authorities. Fee for examination and promotion, 372 marks 
(promotion, 12 marks). The examination, which includes all the usual 
subjects of medical study, occupies two days. Having passed the 
examination, the candidate must produce an original thesis, and present 
172 printed copies to the University. Forty printed copies of the diploma 
must also be presented, and the candidate must bear the cost. Candi- 
dates failing to pass are returned 40i marks. The promotion money 
(12 marks) is not paid unless the candidate pass the examination. 
The Medical School of the University contains every requisite for 
medical study. 

Univbbsity of Fbeibubq. 

The candidate for the Doctorate must produce : (1) Evidence of his 
general education ; (2) Of professional education ; (3) A dissertation in 
Latin or German. Fee, £15 (300 marks). If rejected, the candidate 
receives back £7 10s. (150 marks). These conditions having been 
fulfilled, and the thesis having been approved, the candidate is 
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subjected to an oral examination in Anatomy, Physiology, Pathology, 
Materia Medica, Toxicology, Midwifery, Surgery, Medicine, and 
Ophthalmology. At this University there is a chemical laboratory 
and departments of Practical Anatomy, Physiology, and Pathology. 

XJnivebsity of Gottinqbn. 

Foreigners, as well as natives of Germany, must undergo an oral 
examination for admission to the degree of MJ),, and according to the 
written prospectus of this examination, dated May, 1881, the candidate 
must produce : (1) A certificate from a college of recognised excellence 
that he has regularly pursued during four years the study of Medicine 
and Natural Philosophy ; (2) A certificate showing his previous life ; 
(3) An original thesis written in Grerman or Latin on some medical 
and scientific subject, of which he must distribute freely, after 
passing the examination, at least 220 copies. The oral examination 
is held by the Faculty in German or Latin, and the final votes 
of the various examiners decide whether the candidate has passed, 
and with what honours. After undergoing the examination, and 
when the thesis is handed over to the press, the candidate may 
take the doctor's oath and receive the diploma. The fee for the oral 
examination is 151 marks ; for graduation, 283 marks. 

Medical Faculty of Rostock. 

Candidates for the Doctorate in Medicine must apply to the Deacon, 
enclosing the following certificates, &c. : (1) A certificate from some 
competent authority, stating the candidate's collegiate or school studies 
previous to his commencing the study of medical science; (2) A 
certificate stating the candidate's ability to practice in every depart- 
ment of medicine ; (3) An essay on any medical subject, written by 
the candidate — ^this is termed the inaugural dissertation, and it must 
be the candidate's own work. While reference to standard works is 
allowed, the works consulted must be mentioned ; if living authorities 
have aided the candidate in the subject matter of the essay, their 
names must be given. Should the candidate be a German, the 
certificate as to general education, mentioned above, must be given by 
a German college or school. In lieu of this, a certificate of his having 
passed an examination on the subjects of general education will 
suffice. Foreigners must produce equivalent documents. In any 
case, should the Faculty not be satisfied with the evidence produced, 
the candidate must submit to an examination on the subjects of 
general education, resembling the German State examination. The 
fee for this is 200m. (£10). The Faculty reserves the right of con- 
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sidering tlie special claims of any case which may come before it. The 
promotion fee is 350m. (£17 10s.), to be paid on presentiiig the essay. 
Should the essay not be approved by the racnlty, two-thirds of this 
sum will be returned to the candidate. Should the essay be approved, 
the candidate will be admitted to examination in the usual subjects. 
Should he pass, he will receive the degree of Doctor ; should he fail 
to pass, two-thirds of the promotion money wiU be returned to him. 
Successful candidates must have 150 copies of their essays printed, 
and present them to the Faculty. 

Uniyebsity of Heidelbebg. 

Ko evidence whatever of a curriculum is insisted on. The authorities 
rely solely on the examination as a means of compelling the acquisition 
of learning. The examination, which is written, comprises : Anatomy, 
I^hysiology, Pathological Anatomy, Materia Medica, Medicine, Mid- 
wifery, Surgery, and Ophthalmic Surgery. 

Of the above subjects the first three are compulsory. Of the 
remainder three only are required, making in all six subjects. Should 
the candidate take his forte from amongst the first three, its place as a 
secondary subject must be supplied from amongst those which are 
optional. Fees, 444 marks, about £22. In case of rejection 179 marks 
are returned. 

A rule obtains here that a candidate may select one subject as his 
forte ; he is then examined especially in this, the remaining subjects 
being dealt with in a less searching manner. The oral examination is 
conducted in German. Before presenting himself the candidate must 
write a thesis in German or Latin, and deliver it to the University ; he 
is not allowed to proceed if this be found unsatisfactory. 

Italian Univebsities. 

The following letter is in answer to inquiries made of hhe Italian 
Government as to the value of foreign degrees, and the steps necessary 
to secure a legal title to practice : — 

Borne, 20tii June, 1881. 

Sib,— In oomplianoe with your request, inclosed is a list of the Italian 
UniversitieB and Superior Institutes which confer diplomas in Medicine and 
Sargery. ' 

In regard to yonr inquiry, whether foreigners who have already been 
laureated are entitled to exercise their profession in Italy, I beg to inform you 
that according to the Law Oasati all examinations made and deg^rees obtained 
outside our kingdom are utterly valueless, except in certain special cases. 
Those, howeveer, who have acquired the degree of M.D. in any of the foreign 
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vniTersitieB of liigh standing, and can ptore having Bnooessfnlly passed 
the neoessary examinations, are entitled to dispense with the speoial ones, 
and may be admitted to the general examinations for the grade to which 
thej aspire. As to those who have gained well merited hononrs, and are 
exceptionally capable in their special profession, they may be allowed to dis- 
pense even with the general examination ; bat this concession can only be 
crronted on obtaining the approbation of the Superior Oonndl of Pablio 
Instmotion, and it will then be sanctioned by royal decree.

The course for Pharmacists comprises Botany, Mineralogy, Organic 
and Inorganic Chemistry, and the Theory and Practice of Phar- 
macy. 

Each Faculty may have extra-academical teachers, who may be 
intrusted with the special preparation of candidates, and in Clinics 
and the Botanic Grarden assistants are appointed to aid the students in 
their studies. The duration and order of specially supervised private 
study will be determined from time to time. 

There are two classes of students — students proper and auditors. 
To be enrolled as a student an examination in Arts has to be passed. 
The auditors are those who pursue the University curriculum, or 
xmdergo any portion thereof without being permitted to graduate in 
any faculty. 

Students and auditors pay an annual m<xtriculation fee as follows : 
Medicine — Students, £1 4s.; auditors, £1 16s. Surgery — Students, 
£1 4s.; auditors, £1 16s. Pharmacy — Students, 12s.; auditors, £1. 
Auditors who, without aspiring to a doctoral grade, wish to be admitted 
to frequent the courses of studies given in the University will be free 
from these fees. But if, in consequence of having attended the 
lessons, they wish to aspire to the doctoral grade, they must pay the 
fees for three years. 

The medical curriculum is of six years' duration. The following 
courses are obligatory: Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, Comparative 
Anatomy and Physiology, Experimental Physics, Histology, Anatomy, 
Physiology, Pathology, Pathological Anatomy (anatomico-patho- 
logical instruction and experiments). Materia Medica and Experi- 
mental Pharmacology, Special Medical Pathology, Special Surgical 
Pathology, Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery and Practice of 
Medicine, Ophthalmics and Oculistical Clinics, Dermopathology and 
Dermopathological Clinics — Syphilopathology and Syphilopatho- 
logical Clinics, Obstetrics and Obstetrical Clinics, Legal Medicine 
and Public Hygiene, Psychology and Psychological Clinics (where 
existing). 

Art. 4. — ^The said obligatory courses will be annual, with the exception of 
that of Pathological Anatomy, which will be biennial, and of those of Human 
Anatomy and General Clinics, which will be triennial. 

Abt. 5. — ^The following are non-obligatory or complementary courses: (1) 
Medical Chemistry, (2) Experimental Toxicology, (3) Critical History of 
Medicine. 
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Abt. 6.— Besides the non-obligatory oonrses ennmerated in the preceding 
article, other £ree oonrses for completing and perfecting may be giyen. 

Abt. 7. — In the Faculty of Medicine there will be three biennial examina- 
tions — the first of Promotion, the second for License, the third for the Degree 
for obtaining the Diploma of free Practice. 

Abt. 8. — ^In the Uniyersities of Pisa and Siena the Medical License will take 
the name of Pirst-dass Degree. 

Aj&t. 9. — ^To be admitted to the examination for Promotion, the student must 
haye attended the Uniyersity for at least two years, and followed diligently the 
oonrses of Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, Oomparatiye Physiology and Anatomy, 
Experimental Physics, Normal Human Ajiatomy, and the subjects which must 
haye been chosen to fill np the eighteen hours weekly, according to Articles 20 
and 68 of the General Begulations. 

Abt. 10. — ^The examination will treat of Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, Com- 
paratiye Anatomy and Physiology, and Experimental Physics. The Examination 
Commissioners will consist of the offtdal teachers of the subjects mentioned, 
and of one or two commissioners chosen outside the body of official teachers. 
On the proposition of the Faculty, and with the Minister's oonsent, the exami- 
nation for promotion may be held in two sittmgs, one at the end of the first, the 
other at the end of the second year. The Faculty will, at the commencement 
of the scholastic year, decide what courses must be followed, and for how 
long, for admission to each examination, and the subjects of which the 
same will treat. The order of the examinations is left to the choice of the 
student. 

Abt. 11. — To be admitted to the examination for the License, it is necessary 
to haye passed the examination for Promotion, to haye attended the Uniyersity 
for two years besides, and to haye diligently followed the courses of Normal 
Human Anatomy and Physiology, General Pathology, instruction in Patho- 
logical Anatomy, Materia Medioa, and Experimental Pharmacology, Special 
Medical Pathology, Special Surgical Pathology, Clinical Medicine, and Clinical 
Surgery. 

Abt. 12. — The examioation treate of Human Anatomy and Physiology, 
Pathological Anatomy, Materia Medica, and Experimental Pharmacology, and 
General Pathology. The Eramining Commission wiQ be composed of official 
professors of the snbjecte mentioned, and of one or two commissioners chosen 
outside the body cf official professors. The examination will be oral and 
practical. The practical portion will treat of Human Anatomy and Materia 
Medica. 

Abt. 18. — To be admitted to the examination for the Degree, the student 
must haye obtained the License of the second dass, haye attended the Uniyersity 
for two years besides, and pursued with diligence the courses of Dermo- 
pathology and Syphilopathology, of Ophthalmic Clinics, of Obstetrics and 
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Obstetrical Olinios, of Psyoologioal Clinios, Praotioe of Pathological Anatomy, 
Clinioal Medicine, Clinical Snrgery, Practice of Medicine and Legal Medicine 
and Hygiene, and the free oonrses given in Articles 20 and 68, General 
Begnlations. 

Abt. 14. — ^The examination for the Degree oonsists of one proof on the dead 
snbject, and of tv^o clinical proofs. 

Abt. 15. — ^The proof on the dead snbject will be made before a snb-commission, 
composed of professors of the Practice of Medicine, Pathological Anatomy and 
Legal Medicine, and of one or two commissioners ontside the body of official 
professors. 

Abt. 16. — In this proof the candidate will perform on the snbject a Burgical 
operation, the nature of which shall be determined haphazard, from a catalogue 
prepared by the snb-commission ; a verbal explanation must, besides, be 
given. He must, in short, reply to questions which will be propounded by the 
Commissioners, and especially to those which are asked by professors of Leg^ 
Medicine. 

Abt. 17. — The first Clinical examination will be held before a sub-commission, 
composed of professors of Dermopathical and Syphilopathical Clinics, Clinioal 
Obstetrics, Clinical Psychology, Clinical Ophthalmics and Legal Medicine, and 
of one or two commissioners outside the official body. 

Abt. 18. — In this examination the student will examine four oases of disease, 
belonging to each of the four special clinics not yet imdertaken at examination, 
and in the clinioal room, and shall then pronounce his judgment thereon and 
his diagnosis.

Pharmaceutical Licence : Matriculation fee, £1 4s. ; entrance fee, £4 ; 
examination fee, £2; diploma fee, 16s.; total, £8. Veterinary Medi- 
cine: Matriculation fee, 16s.; entrance fee, £3 4s.; examination fee, 
£1 14s.; diploma fee, 16s.; total, £6 lOs. Obstetric Medicine: 
Matriculation fee, 12s.; entrance fee, £1 128.; examination fee, £1;

The License in Medicine, besides the right of being admitted to the 
course for a degree in Medicine and Surgery, gives the student the 
privilege of being admitted to the course for a degree in Natural 
Science, on condition that a certificate of diligence in Mineralogy be 
presented. The student must pay a new Matriculation fee, besides the 
fees for the courses for which he enters. 
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The Vetebinaey Schools of Italy. 

These schools are established at Torino, Naples, and Milan, and are 
tinder the jurisdiction of the Minister of Education. The roles by 
which they are regulated are ennmerafced hereafter. The schools are 
presided over by a director, under the control of the Minister of 
Education. The following are the penalties which may be inflicted for 
misconduct : — For acholare : 1, private admonition ; 2, pubHc admoni- 
tion ; 3, public and written admonition, the latter being posted up in 
the school for a given number of days ; 4, exclusion from the school 
for from two to eight days. For inferior offidtde : 1, private or public 
admonition ; 2, pubHc admonition and suspension of pay for from two 
to eight days ; 3, expulsion from the institution. 

The Director calls a meeting of the teachers whenever he considers 
it necessary. 

The teaching is theoretical and practical, and the course lasts four 
years. The following are the subjects taught, all of which enter into 
the examinations : Zoology — descriptive anatomy of domestic animals ; 
Chemistry — ^Ezoognosia; Botany; Experimental Physiology; General 
Pathology and Pathological Anatomy; Theoretical Surgery; Pedo- 
logy; Materia Medica and Toxicology; Special Medical Pathology; 
Operative Surgery; Veterinary Jurisprudence; Obstetrics ; Topo- 
graphical Anatomy ; Hygiene and Zootechny ; Clinical Medicine ; 
Clinical Surgery; Practice of Normal and Pathological Anatomy; 
Practice of Surgery; courses of Chemistry and Hygiene. 

There are four Assistami Professors, viz.: For Clinical Medicine, 
Surgery and Clinics, Anatomy and Physiology, and Chemistry. 

The fov/r years^ instruction is thus divided : — First Year : Zoology, 
Chemistry, Botany, Anatomy, and Physiology. Second Year : De- 
scriptive Anatomy, Practice of Anatomy, Experimental Physiology, 
and Ezoognosia. Third Yean General Pathology and Pathogical 
Anatomy, Theoretical Surgery, Pedology, Materia Medica and 
Toxicology, Special Pathology and Clinics. Fourth Yewri Special 
Medical Pathology, including Veterinary Jurisprudence: Operative 
Surgery, including Obstetrics; Hygiene, Zootechny, and Clinics. 
Clinical experiments and Veterinary visits outside the school are made 
when necessary. 

The FxaminaMons, — Candidates to the Veterinary course must first 
pass an examination of admission. To those candidates who have 
most distinguished themselves gratuitous posts will be given. A candi- 
date must present: 1, certificate of birth, shewing him to be at 
least 16 years of age ; 2, certificate of good conduct from the syndic 
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of tlie commnne in which, he has resided, authenticated by the snb- 
pref ect of the district ; 3, certificate for the Promotion examination 
of the second and third years of the Legal course, or certificate of 
having completed the studies of the first three years of that course, 
and of having passed equivalent examinations in technical institu- 
tions. Candidates must mention in their application whether they 
wish to compete for the gratuitous posts, or simply to be ad- 
mitted to the course. Those who have obtained the legal License, 
or have gone through a session in some technical institution, are 
excused the examination. If they seek gratuitous posts, however, 
they must pass the examination of Admission. This examination is 
held before a commission, nominatiCd by the Director. In exceptional 
circumstances it may be held in capitals of provinces before a com- 
mission nominated by the Prefect. The latter does not confer 
gratuitous posts. The examination is held in August, in which 
month the number of gratuitous posts vacant must be published. 
Certificates must be presented by candidates at least fifteen days 
before the examination. The examination of Admission is written 
and oral. The subjects are : Italian Language and Letters, Elemen- 
tary Algebra, Geometry and Physics. All subjects, except a com- 
position in ItaUan, are oraL For the composition four hours are 
allowed; for the oral examination one hour. The subject for com- 
position is sent in a sealed package (the integrity of the seal being 
attested) by the Director to the president of the Commission. Candi- 
dates are under the surveillance of an examiner. No speaking is 
allowed, and no other book permitted than the Italian vocabulary. 
No one can leave the room until he has delivered up his composition. 
The result of the examination is communicated by the Director to the 
Minister. Successful candidates must present their certificates to the 
Secretary between the 20th October and the 6th November. Students 
already going through the course must at the same time renew their 
entrance ticket. Students prevented by illness, enlistment or military 
service, from applying before the stated time, may be admitted till 
80th November. The circumstances must be fully attested. The 
receipt for the admission fee must be presented at the beginning 
of each scholastic year. A student must furnish particulars of his 
place of residence and that of his father, or, failing the latter, that 
of his tutor or nearest friends. He must also give notice of change 
of dwelling. Breach of this rule will entail the penalty (No. 2) of 
pubHc admonition. Each student keeps a register of diligence and 
conduct, signed every two months by the professors, the assistants and 
the Directors. The signature may be refused where the student has 
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failed in diligence or discipline. Students must appear punctually 
at the lectures, and silence must be maintained wHlst tliej are in 
progress, except that each student must answer any interrogatory 
put to him by the professor. No student may dispose of animals or 
any other objects belonging to the school. Should he do so he will 
have to replace them, and the servant who gave the permission will 
be deprived of his post. Each student is expected to provide his own 
surgical instruments, and other ordinary necessaries for surgery and 
dissection. Student pensioners will receive from the Director the sum 
to which they are entitled for every nine months from the 1st 
November to the end of July. The Director may retain any part of 
the pension, or suspend the order for its payment on referring the case 
to the Minister. 

The Ordinary or Pass examinations commence on 1st July, and con- 
tinue for the number of days appointed by the Director and the profes- 
sors. Students prevented by any legitimate impediment from attend- 
ing these examinations may present themselves in an examination held 
in November. The days for both special and general examinations 
will be fixed by the Director. The order in which students present 
themselves is decided by lot. The Examination Commission consists 
of the President (the professor teaching the subject), and of two 
members for the Special examinations, and a president and six members 
for the General examinations. The examination includes all the sub- 
jects enumerated as forming the curriculum of study. The student in 
each examination will be questioned in two subjects, chosen by lot. The 
list of these subjects is prepared by the respective professors. The 
special examination will last at least twenty minutes. 

The Greneral examinations take place after the Special examinations 
of the July session. No student can be admitted to them without 
having first passed all the Special examinations. They consist of the 
following subjects: 1. Theoretico-practical examination in Clinical 
Medicine and Clinical Surgery, including an operation. A number of 
subjects to be prepared, one of which the candidate selects by lot. 
2. A treatise to be written and defended on some subject chosen by lot, 
having regard to complex arguments on Special Medical Pathology, 
Surgical Pathology, and Pathological Anatomy. Those students who 
have obtained an average of nineteen votes in the Special examina- 
tions may present a thesis on a subject of their own selection. Having 
passed this examination each candidate receives a diploma of Doctor of 
Veterinary Medicine. The School will, if requested, give also a certifi- 
cate, in which the number of marks obtained will be specified. The 
diploma will bear the seal of the School and the signature of the Director. 
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The conditions set down in tlie Greneral IJniyersity Begolations for 
the ezcusal oifeea apply to the Veterinary Schools. 

A detailed report of all examinations is sent to the Minister. 

On. presenting himself for ezaminatioii, the student must produce 
the register, signed every two months by the professors. 

Special rules are prescribed as to Clinics and the Regulation of the 
Diet of Animals. Clinical lessons are given every day, and attended 
by fourth year students. Clinical visits are made every day in the 
presence of students, the assistants of Internal Pathology or Medi- 
cine, of External Pathology or Surgery, the Chief Farrier and the Head 
Groom Demonstrator. Medicines are dispensed at the end of each 
visit by the students, and a register of the prescriptions kept. The 
Head Groom also keeps a register of the diet of each animal Accounts 
of all cases cured in the institution are preserved in the clinical 
archives. Animals affected with contagious disorders are subjected 
to the rules laid down by sanitary authorities. The assistants see 
that the medicines are properly used and administered. Animals are 
admitted by professors or assistants, after being registered at the 
office. Horses and other animals belonging to private persons may 
not be subjected to dangerous experiments, or killed without the con- 
sent of their owners. Students may take away any part of a 
slaughtered animal. 

Pharmacy is taught by the Professor of Chemistry. It appHes to all 
preparations and manipulations most frequently in use, according to 
the rules prescribed by professors of clinics. The Head Farrier 
instructs in farriery, and has entire charge of the forge. 

Russian Univbbsities. 

The following document was received in answer to an application for 
information : 

Miniature de rinstmotion Pnbliqiie, St. Petersburg, 2l8t October 

(2nd November), 1881. 

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of yonr letter, requesting 
to be furnished with notices upon the Sassian Universities, and in accordance 
with your request, I beg to inform you of the following advices : 

1. The names of the Uniyersities of this country are St. Petersburg, Moscow, 
Kijeff (EiefP), Harkoff, Kazan, Odessa, Dorpat, Warsaw, and Helsingfors. 

2. The laws affecting the practice of Dental, Veterinary, and Pharmaceutical 
Science are. quite determinate in Bussia, and included in the Imperial code, 
as well as the hbWB affecting Medical practice. A short and compendious 
statement of these laws is impossible, because the statutes relating to this 
matter are very numerous and complicated. The information I can give you 
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is only that eyeryone is obliged to pass a regalar examination in a Bnssian 
University in order to praotice in this country. 

3. No oorporations, nniversitieB excepted, are able to grant degrees or 
diplomas in those sciences. 

4. There is only one special college for military physicians and surgeons in St. 
Petersburg, but in some other towns of Sussia are many lower surgeons' col- 
leges, and there are also four colleges for yeterinary science (at Dorpat, 
Harkoff, Eiizan, and Warsaw). 

5. The laws affecting the practice of women are not yet duly determinate, as 
this kind of feminine profession is yery recent. At St. Petersburg theie is a 
coUegre for women physicians, and in some other towns there are a few lower 
oolites of that kind for women studying medical science. 

6. Foreign degrees and diplomas do not giye any rights or priyileges in 
BuBsia, and foreign physicians are obliged to pass an examination at an uniyer- 
sity of this country. 

The same rules obtain in Bnssia in regard to all other faonlties and uniyer- 
sity studies.

Thb Fbactice 07 Medicine in Belgium. 

No one in Belgiam can exercise a profession for wHich a degree is 
required unless lie bas obtained that degree conformably to the law. 
Nevertheless, the Government can grant special dispensations for 
certain branches of medical science, after having taken the advice 
of the Medical Commission of the province in which the person 
interested resides. The dispensation specifies the branch, and can 
only be applied to that which is expressly designated. 

The Government can grant dispensations to Belgians or to foreigners 
possessed of a diploma and registered by the authorities. 

With regard to Medicine, this dispensation can only, in each case, be 
accorded to the practitioner who proves his ability to exercise at the 
same time as those of the Physician the duties of the Surgeon and 
Accoucheur. Should the curriculum and examinations of the foreign 
university which has granted the diploma not be of the same extent 
and standard as those of the University of Gand, the candidate for 
graduation must submit to an examination in the subjects in which 
his previous curriculum and examinations have been deficient. 

l^e Grovemment is authorised to fix the conditions relating to the 
admission of women to exercise certain branches of the healing art. 

The two universities granting medical degrees which confer the right 
to practice are Gand and Louvain. The degrees of Bruxelles and 
Liege are merely scientific titles. 
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Univebsity of Gand. 

Every pupil must take an annual inscription — ^f ee 15fr. The Rector 
himself registers the pupils, the latter engaging themselves to observe 
the University rules. The pupil must also take an inscription for all 
the courses relative to the matters comprised in the examination to 
which he intends submitting himself. He pays for this inscription 
20Qfr. yearly. The Faculty may authorise inscriptions for single 
courses. It fixes in such case the amount of fees to be paid. 'Hhe 
inscriptions in certain special courses are governed in the following 
manner : First category, 60f r. ; second category, 40f r. ; third category, 
SOfr. ; fourth year, 20fr. 

The first category consists of courses, the lessons in which are of 
four or more hours' duration in each week during the whole year. The 
lessons given in the courses of the second category are in a similar 
manner of two or three hours' duration, or of four to five hours during 
one session. The lessons given in the courses of the third category are 
of two or three hours' duration in each week during one session. The 
courses of the fourth category have their lessons of one hour's duration 
each in each week during one session. 

The student who has paid for an annual inscription can foUow during 
several years the courses for which this inscription is taken. 

The fees to pay for the inscription in the practical exercises of the 
Faculty of Medicine are fixed as follows : — ^A. — Ccmdidatu/re : Dissec- 
tions, 30fr. ; Microscopic Anatomy, 25fr. B. — Doctorate: Patholo- 
gical Anatomy, Microscopic, 15fr. ; Surgical Operations, 7fr. 50c.; 
Topographic Anatomy, 5fr. 0. — Pharmacy: Practical Pharmacy, 
SOfr. ; Analytical Chemistry, lOf r. ; Toxicological Chemistry, 5fr. The 
fees are payable for each inscription in the before-mentioned exercises, 
even on the part of the more permanent pupils. 

The academical year is divided into two sessions. The first com- 
mences the first Tuesday in October, and the second the last Monday in 
February. The pupils must diligently attend the courses designed 
for their preparation for the particular examinations. The profes- 
sors assure themselves of the presence of the pupils by calling their 
names or otherwise. Every three months they signify to the Rector 
those who have finished their studies. In the two years which follow 
the obtaining of the diploma of Doctor, medals are awarded in 
recognition of merit ; and a prize in books of the value of 400fr., is 
adjudged with each medal. 

The Government can, besides, confer travelUng prizes on the 
proposition of the authorities. Foreigners who have pursued their

studies in Belgium axe admitted to compete. The f onn, &o.y of these 
competitions are fixed by the Gk)Temment. Eighty prizes of 4i00f r. 
can be awarded annnally by the Govenunent to yoxmg Belgians of 
limited means who intend to parsne the higher studies. They must 
prore their ability at a competition, the conditions of which will be 
fixed by the Gk)yeinment. The reception of a prize does not compel 
the recipient to follow the courses at a fixed establishment. The 
prizes are conferred by Boyal decree. The claims of Medicine are 
especially considered. The competitions for obtaining these prizes will 
be organised in each nnirersity after a regulation prepared by it and 
approred by the Government. Applications for prizes must be 
addressed to the Minister of Public Instruction. They must be 
accompanied by proofs of the following: (1) That the applicant 
is in needy circumstances; (2) That he has followed one complete 
course of Humanity, if he is inscribed in one of the four facul- 
ties of Philosophy, Law, Science, or Medicine; (3) Certificates must 
accompany the application, showing that the applicant has com- 
pleted studies iu Humanity, or profesnonal studies in accordance 
with the Government programme, if he is inscribed in one of 
the special schools annexed to the universities. The prizes can be 
conferred for one year; they can be continued on the advice of 
the university to which the prize is accorded. The prizes cannot 
be continued in the following cases: (1) When, by a change in 
his fortunes, the recipient is no longer in need of the prize ; 
(2) When the recipient does not pass his examinations at the proper 
time, to be fixed by the Government ; (3) For neglect of studies. 
The prizes are given each session. They are not delivered before 
a certificate from the Dean of the Faculty has been presented, or 
from the chief of the University, stating that the pupil has followed 
his studies with assiduity. These certificates are transmitted at the 
expiration of each session to the Minister of Public Instruction. 
Twelve prizes of 2000fr. are awarded annually by the Government 
after a competition amongst Belgian natives who have obtained the 
degree of Doctor or that of Pharmacist, to enable them to visit 
foreign institutions. 

Two gold medals of the value of 400 francs are given each year 
by the Government. No one is allowed to compete who has been 
frequently absent. When a pupil follows irregularly one or severs, 
ooDTses his relations are informed of it by the Rector. 

The Broctor has the control of the Aeademiecd Police, He can arraigpa 
any student before the college authorities to admonish him. The pro- 
fessors have the right to call in the college police shoold the students 
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be disorderly. The academical ptmisliments are: 1. Admonition; 
2. Suspension for a time ; 3. Expulsion. 

There are two v(icaiion8 each year — one from the first Saturday in 
August to the first Tuesday in October, the other from the Thursday 
which precedes Easter until the following Tuesday. Besides the vaca- 
tions ordinarily fixed by the law, the university courses are suspended 
on certain high festival and fasting days. 

There are two medical degrees— rCandidate in Medicine, Doctor in 
Medicine. No one can pbtain the degree of Doctor in Medicine, in 
Swgery, and in Midwifery if he does not prove by certificate that, 
during two years at least after becoming a candidate, he has followed 
diligently the study of Clinical Medicine and Midwifery. 

Subjects of the ExaminaUons. — First examination: Elements of 
Comparative Anatomy ; practical exercises in Comparative Anatomy; 
Pharmacy and Materia Medica; Anatomy and Histology. Second 
examvMxtion : Human Physiology, Human Embryology, Anatomy and 
Histology, Descriptive and Regional Anatomy, Practical Anatomy. 
The student having passed the above, either in one or two examina- 
tions, is styled a Ccmdid<xte in Medicine. There are three more examina- 
tions for the Doctorate. First I General Pathology, General Therapeu- 
tics, including Pharmaco-dynamics, Pathology and Therapeutics of 
Internal Diseases, including Mental Maladies; Pathological Anatomy, 
Microscopical Morbid Histology. Second eoBornvnaiion: Surgical Patho- 
logy, including Ophthalmology ; Midwifery and GynsBcology ; Forensic 
Medicine, not including Toxicology^ Public and Private Hygiene. 
Third egBomination : Clinical Medical and Surgery, Practical Mid- 
wifery, Operative Surgery and Begional Anatomy (practical). Clinical 
Ophthalmology, Syphilis and Diseases of the Skin (both clinical). 

Fees, — ^Examination for Candidate in Medicine, 4Qfr. ; each examina- 
tion for degree of Doctor, 8Qfr. 

The Belgian State School of Yetebinasy Medicine. 

The duration of the curriculum is fixed at four years. No pupil may 
f oUow the same courses twice, nor frequent the school for a longer 
period than six years. A house of residence is attached to the school, 
but pupils may be admitted to the courses of instruction without resi- 
dence. Before doing so they must obtain the consent of the Minister 
of the Interior. This functionary has the power of admitting students 
who desire to attend any special course of instruction. These pay a 
fee of 50fr. for each course. 

The/ee« for general students are : 700fr. per annum if resident ; if 
non-resident, SOOfr. per annumi payable by the session and in advance. 
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Fourth year students pay in addition a fee of 6Qfr. for the course of 
riding. 

Candidates for admission must be 17 years of age, and must either 
pass a special examination in Arts, or produce a certificate of having 
•done so. 

Division of the Coitr«60.«-Pupils are divided into four sections, con- 
formably to the divisions of the instruction given. A. For the first 
section : Physics or Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, and one part of the 
Descriptive Anatomy of the Horse; and Osteology, Arthrology, and 
Myology. B. For the second section : Chemistry or Physics, Descrip- 
tive and Comparative Anatomy of the Domestic Animals, General 
Anatomy and Physiology, and the Principles of Farriery. C. For the 
ihird section : Materia Medica, Pharmacology, Pathology and Greneral 
Therapeutics, Pathology and Special Therapeutics, Pathological 
Anatomy, Theoretical Operative Surgery and Regional Anatomy, the 
Practical Operative Surgery of the Foot (hoof). Applied Farriery, Prac- 
tical Pharmacy and Clinical Surgery. D. For the /our^fc section: Sur- 
real Pathology, Practical Operative Surgery, Applied Farriery, 
Hygiene, &c.. Medical Police and Forensic Medicine, Obstetrics, 
OHnical Surgery, Practical Pharmacy, Biding, and Practical Know- 
ledge of Foods. 

Cfeneral ^omino^otw.— Pupils of the first and the third section 
submit at the end of the academical year to an eTa.Tniiia.tion before 
passing to the next superior section. The examinations are both 
^vvritten and oral, and take place before the professors in the several 
•d^artments of science. 

IhMbrmnaiions for Decrees.— To be admitted to the examinations for 
Oandidate and Yeterinary Surgeon, students must pay a fee of 30fr. 
for the first and 50fr. for the next mentioned diploma. Students who 
.are rejected have the fee returned, less one-quarter, and pay one-half 
of the fee to be admitted in a subsequent session. The subjects of 
•examination for the diploma of Ccmdidaie are : Physics, Chemistry, 
Botany, Descriptive and Comparative Anatomy of the Domestic 
Animals, General Anatomy, and Physiology. For the diploma of 
Veteri/nary Swrgeon the subjects are: Materia Medica and Pharma- 
<cology, Genend Pathology, Therapeutics, Special Pathology and 
Therapeutics, Pathology, Pathological Anatomy, Hygiene, &c., 
Forensic Medicine, and Medicine and Medical Police. Besides the 
written and oral examinations mentioned, there is a practiced proof 
<3omprising : for the diploma of candidate. Anatomy and Elementary 
Farriery ; for the diploma of Yeterinary Surgeon, Pharmacy, Applied 
Farriery, Operative Surgery, Clinical Surgery, and Obstetrics. No

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one can be admitted to the examinatioii for the diploma of Yeteniiaiy 
Surgeon if he has not already obtained that of candidate.

VacaJtions, — ^There are annually two vacations, one of fifteen days, 
from the Wednesday preceeding Easter to the Wednesday following 
Low Sunday ; the other from the second Monday of the month of 
August to the second Monday of the month of October. There are 
besides the above the following brief vacations: Seven days at 
Christmas, Easter Monday, the afternoon of Shrove Tuesday, the day 
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of Opening tlie Legpidative Ohambeni, and the aimiyersajy days of the 
inaagnration of the Dynasty and the King's F^te. 

IJlflYBBSZTY OP Bsi7SSEIiS. 

By the r^nlations of the University, British and other practi- 
tioners^ provided with medical and surgical qualifications, are 
a.dinitted to examination hefore the Faculty for the degree of M.D, 
Residence is not required, but no degrees are granted in absentid, 
and all candidates must undergo the requisite examinations at 
Brussels, and have their names inscribed in the books of the 
University, and receive their degrees personally. 

Fees, — For the degree of M.B., £21 16s. B.ejected candidates may be 
re-admitted to the examination three months subsequent to their 
rejection on paying half the examination fees. Candidates who have 
paid in advance the fees for the three tests, and are xmsuccessful in 
the first, recover the fees paid for the second and third examinations ; 
those who fail in the second recover the fees paid for the third 
examination. 

There are three exa/mnationa i 1. General Therapeutics, includ- 
ing Pharmaco - dynamics (therapeutical action of drugs). Special 
Pathology and Therapeutics of Internal Diseases, Mental Diseases, 
General Pathology, and Pathological Anatomy, with use of the 
Microscope; 2. Surgical Pathology, including Ophthalmology, Theory 
of Midwifery, PubHc and Private Hygiene, Medical Jurisprudence (not 
including Toxicology) ; 3. Examination at the hospital of one or two 
patients under medical and surgical treatment; examination in 
Midwifery, consistmg in obstetrical operations on the mannequin 
(model of pelvis); examination in Operative Surgery, consisting in 
some of the usual operations on the dead subject, such as amputation, 
ligature of an artery, &c,; Regional Anatomy on the dead body. 
Great importance is attached to practical knowledge, but caadidates 
must also prove that they possess positive theoretical science. 

Examinations take place on the first Tuesday in November, December, 
February, May, and June. They are viva voce, but candidates may 
undergo a written examination by pajdng an additional fee of £1 for 
each test. Candidates must exhibit their qualifications or diplomas. 
The three examinations may be got through in a week, allowiug a day's 
interval between each test. Saturday, before 2 p.m., is the most eligible 
day for aniving, for candidates for whom time is an object. The delay 
of a week from the Tuesday is, however, seldom exceeded by more thaoi 
a day or two, unless there be an unusual number of candidates. The 
examinations axe conducted in English, through an interpreter (with* 
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out additional fee), for such candidates as are not familiar with t]i& 
Erencli language. 

N.B. — The degrees granted by the Faculty are merely sdentific titles, 
and do not confer the right to practice medicine in Belgium. 

UnIVEBSITY OV LllBGE. 

The JDodorate of this IJniTersity is a scientific title only, not confer- 
ring the right to practice medicine in Belgimn. 

The IJniyersity is a teaching body, bnt equivalent studies made- 
abroad will be accepted in lieu of the local curriculum. Candidates- 
also who have passed examinations in the subjects of medical educa- 
tion before duly authorised medical, surgical, or scientific corporations^ 
may, by applying to the Minister of Public Instruction, have such of 
the subjects of their examinations recognised as the Minister may 
deem fit. In such a case the candidate will only be required to pass in 
the remaining subjects of the Lilge examinations. The fees at Liege 
are280fr. 

The subjects of exammation comprise: Oomparatiye Anatomy, 
Pharmacy, Materia Medica, Anatomy, Histology, Physiology, Pathology 
and Pathological Anatomy, Hygiene, Therapeutics, Midwifery, Forensic 
Medicine minus Toxicology, Medicine, and Surgery. 

The curriculum is of three years' duration. 

Fees. — ^For graduation as Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,, 
with registration fee, 21 dols. The educational fees are : For Medical 
Jurisprudence, Practical Chemistry, Practical Pharmacy, and Botany, 
6 dols. each ; Practical Anatomy, 8 dols. ; for all other classes, 12 dols. 
each. The classes are of six months' duration. 

There is a degree of Master in Pharmacy granted by this College. 
Candidates must have attended lectures for six months on Chemistryr 
Materia Medica and Pharmacy, and for three months on Botany, and 
must have had one year's experience in dispensing medicines. In lieu 
of the aboTe requirements four years' experience at a pharmacist's will 
be accepted. There is a preliminary examination in English, Latin, 
and Arithmetic, and a professional examination in Materia Medica, 
Chemistry, Botany, Pharmacy, and Microscopy. Fee, 10 dols. 

Abnhem Univebsity. 

Degree of Doctor in Phanmicy, — The JSHrst examination includes 
Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, and Mineralogy. 
The Second includes Pharmaceutical Chemistry, Pharmaceutical Botany 
and Zoology, Toxicology and Analytical Chemistry. 

The diploma of Apothecary qualifies its recipient to dispense 
medicines. The examination comprises : — Practical Pharmacy^ 
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.Analytical Chemistry, Toxicology, MineraLogy and Zoology— in so far 
as they concern Pharmacy. The fee for this qualification is 25 gnilderB 
^£2 Is. 8d. Unsnccessfnl candidates are remitted to their studies for a 
period of one year. 

The title of Dentist qualifies its recipient to practice Dentistry and 
Dental Surgery. The examination is on the Anatomy of the Teeth and 
Jaws, Histology of the same, Dental Surgery and Dentistry. 

Candidates for the degree of Doctor of Medicine most have passed an 
examination in Mathematics, Chemistry, Botany, and Zoology. This 
examination must be passed at some recognised university or college. 
Foreign examinations in the above subjects, if equivalent in extent, 
will be accepted by the University, in lieu of those held in the Nether- 
lands. The professional examinations are two in number, and include 
the following subjects: — First examinaUon : Anatomy, Histology, 
Physiology, General Pathology, Pharmacy. Second examination: 
Pathological Anatomy, Pharmacy, Therapeutics, Special Pathology, 
Hygiene, Clinical Medicine, Theoretical Surgery, Theoretical Mid- 
wifery, Diseases of Women. 

For the degree of Doctor in Swrgery the second examination includes 
Surgery, Theoretical and Practical; Operative Surgery. Candidates 
must have passed for the degree of Doctor of Medicine. For the degree 
of Doctor m MidAoifery candidates must have passed the examination 
for the degree of Doctor of Medicine ; they will be examined in Mid- 
wifery, Diseases of Women, and Operative Midwifery. 

The First examination (professional) for the Doctorate in Medicine, 
Surgery, and Midwifery, is written and oral, and occupies three hours. 
The Second examination for the M.D. degree occupies four-and-a-half 
hours, and is divided as follows : One hour for Pathological Anatomy ; 
one hour for Special Pathology, Therapeutics, and Pharmaco-dyna- 
mics; one hour for Bedside Practice; one hour for Theoretical 
Surgery and Midwifery; half-an-hour for Hygiene. 

The Second examination for the Doctorate in Surgery occupies three 
hours : two hours for Surgery, Theoretical and Practical ; one hour 
for Operative Surgery. 

For the Doctorate in Midwifery, the examination is also of three 
hours' duration : two hours for Midwifery and Diseases of Women, 
Theoretical and Practical ; one hour for Operative Midwifery. 

All verbal examinations are to be held in public, except Surgery, the 
same being private for the sake of decency. The examinations may be 
held in Dutch or in any other language approved of by the Faculty. 
The language preferred next to Dutch is German, and next to German 
English. 
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The title of Physician gives tlie right to praotioe medicine in the 
Netherlands. Candidates must xmdergo an examination in the sub- 
jects of the first examination for the Doctorate, and must then pass in 
Olinical Medicine, Operative Midwifery, Operative Surgery, and Prac- 
tical Pharmacy. The candidate must produce a certificate from a 
physician practicing in the Netherlands to the effect that he has been 
engaged in the practical study of his profession for two years. 

Univbbsitt op Geneva. 

Candidates for degrees in Medicine must either be Bachelors of 
Letters or of Science of this University ; or, first, have passed some 
other examination in the subjects of general education, satisfactory to 
the Council of the University ; or, secondly, have undergone for twelve 
months, at least, regular instruction at some recognised university or 
college in the subjects of advanced general knowledge. 

The Degree of Bachelor of Medical 8Gience8.-^Thesre is one examination 
for this degree. The subjects are : Physics and Chemistry, Botany, 
Zoology, Anatomy (Human and Comparative, the former being partly 
practical). Histology, and Physiology. This examination is written 
and oral. The written part deab with Chemistry, Anatomy, and 
Physiology only. Candidates who have at some Swiss or foreign 
university passed examinations in the subjects required for the above, 
may, provided that such examinations were equivalent in extent to that 
for the Bachelorship, be remitted such parts of the examination as the 
university shall, on special application, deem fit. 

The Degree of Doctor in Meddcme. — Candidates for this degree must 
be Bachelors of Medicine of the University, or must produce evidence 
of having passed at some recognised college or university examinations 
equivalent to that required for the Bachelorship. The are five eoBomi' 
naJbUma for the M.D. d^^ree. The ^8^ is on Anatomy, Physiology and 
Histology, Pathological Anatomy and Greneral Pathology, an autopsy 
being assigned to each candidate. Each candidate must also prepare 
an anatomical specimen, the time allowed for the latter being four 
hours. Second examination : Internal Pathology, External Pathology, 
Practical Medicine, three operations. Thvrd examination: Hygiene, 
Therapeutics, Materia Medica, Forensic Medicine. A report of a 
medico-legal case, being one assigned the candidate, or, in default, a 
report from particulars furnished, one hour being allowed for its com- 
position. Fowrth examination: Clinical examination of two patients 
sufEering from internal disease. Examination of two patients suffering 
from external disease. Examination of a case of accouchement; 
bandaging. Five minutes is allowed the candidate for the examinatiOTi 
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of each patient. Practical demonstrationB of Obstetrics on the manne- 
quin, discussion on one of the cases of each clinic, written consideration 
of one case of Clinical Medicine and one case of Clinical Surgery, for 
which two hours is allowed the candidate. Fifth examination : Defence 
of a dissertation,. printed in Latin or French at the choice of the 
candidate, on a subject connected with medical science, of which the 
candidate has the selection. The subject of the dissertation to be com- 
mnnicated to the Faculty before presentation. At the oral examina- 
tions, twenty minutes is allowed each examiner to test the candidate. 
Before each of the five examinations, the candidate must pay to the 
authorities the sum of 40fr. If the candidate fails to pass, half this 
sum will be returned to him. After the last examination, the candidate 
must pay the sum of lOOfr. to the Uniyersity ; this is handed over to 
the State. If a candidate fails at an examination three times, the 
previous examinations he has passed will be annulled. It is not neces- 
sary that a candidate pursue his studies at Geneva, but he may do so if 
he prefer it. 

The cwrrieukm, for the Doctorate is of six years' duration. The 
following will present a fair idea of the course of study pursued at the 
University : — Fvrst yea/r : Botany, Physios, Zoology, Inorganic 
Chemistry, Practical Exercises, Laboratory work in Comparatiye 
Anatomy, also in Chemistry. Second yea/r : Descriptiye Anatomy, 
Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Medical Physics, Dissections, Labo- 
ratory work in Chemistry and Comparative Anatomy. Note by the 
Universities authorities : " It would be well to add to these studies the 
courses not comprised in the examination for the Bachelorship of 
Medical Sciences, such as — Astronomy, Geography, Physics, 
Mineralogy, Geology, and even the Mathematical Sciences." Thdrdyeao". 
Descriptive Anatomy, Normal Histology, Practical Exercises, Dissec- 
tions, Regional Anatomy, Embryology, Laboratory work in Physiology, 
Histology, Comparative Anatomy and Chemistry. Here the candidate 
takes the degree (after successful examination) of Bachelor of Medical 
Sciences. Fotfrth year : Pathology and Pathological Anatomy, Internal 
Pathology, External Pathology, Practical Exercises, Begional Dissec- 
tions, Clinical Surgery and Medicine, Pathological Histology, 
Pharmacy, Laboratory work in Pathological 'Histology. Fifth yea/r : 
Therapeutics, Hygiene, Forensic Medicine, Midwifery, Pathology, 
Practical Exercises, Clinical Surgery and Medicine. Sixth year: 
Clinical study in Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, &c.. Ophthalmology and 
Psychology, Repetition of the Theoretical and Laboratory courses, 
Doctorate, 
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Ukiyebsitt of BaSBIi. 

The regnlations conoeming the ezammatioii for the degree of JILD^ 
are:— 

L Application for admittanoe to this examination mnst be made in writing 
to the Dean. With the application mnst be inoloBed: (1) A oorrioalnm 
TitsB; (2) The academical matricTilation certificate ; (8) A certificate of attend- 
ance npon the academical lectnres ; (4) A certificate of character from the^ 
high school where the candidate has received his education ; (5) a Boientiflc- 
treatise on some subject of medicine or natural science. 

II. The Dean distributes the papers of the candidates amongst the members 
of the Faculty, who decide upon the entrance to examination. ' 

III. The examination is partly written (Teetamen), partly oral (Bigorosum).^ 

IV. The written examination consists of fiye questions, which are handed 
sealed to the Dean by the professors of each subject included in the exami-^ 
nation, viz.: (1) Anatomy; (2) Physiology; (3) Pathological Anatomy and 
Pathological Physiology; (4) Special Pathology and Therapeutics; (5) Sur^ 
gery. 

y. These questions are answered in a dosed room, in presence of the^ 

Dean; and the candidate pledges himself not to use any printed or written 
assistance. 

YI. The Dean signs his name to the answers of the candidates, with the date, 
hour, and duration of the examination, and passes the papers on to the fellow 
members of the Faculty. The latter pronounce their opinions, in writing, as ta 
whether the answers are sufficiently good to entitie the candidate to further 
examination. 

YIL In case of failure the Faculty can appoint a time for re-examination^ 
before which the candidate is not allowed to present himself again. 

ynL To the oral examination all the professors of the Faculty are invited* 
The subjects are: (1) Anatomy; (2) Physiology; (3) Pathological Anatomy 
and Physiology ; (4) Special Pathology and Therapeutics ; (5) Materia Medioa; 
(6) Surgery; (7) Midwifery. 

IX. The time devoted by each examiner to questioning the candidate shall 
not exceed half an hour. 

X. The secretary of the Faculty keeps a record of the oral examination. 

XI. The different grades of the Doctor titie are : (1) Sunmia cum laude ;. 
(2) Insigni cum laude ; (3) Magna cum laude ; (4) Cum laude; (5) Bite. 

Xn. Promotion to the degree follows upon the deposition in the hand of the 
Dean of the Medical Oath, in the presence of the assembled Faculty. 

Xni. The thesis must be printed, and 120 copies distributed amongst the- 
members of the Faculty before the degree can be conferred. 

XIV. The Faculty can confer the degree honoris causa on distinguished 
individuals. 

XV. The fees amount to 150fr., vis. : For the Testunen, lOOfr. ; Bigarosiim^ 
20afr.; Promotion, 50fr. 
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XVI. Should the candidate be rejected after the written or oral ezamlnation 
the fees are forfeited ; but he is entitled to re-ezamination free of cost. 

XVH. Candidates who hare paaied the State ezaminatian axe admitted to the 
examJTiation for degree of M.D. on prodnotion of proof that they have paeee^ 
llie State ezaminationB, and on payment of a fee of 250fr. 

High School of Zubich. 

The regulations of the Medical Faculty prescribe : 

I. To obtain the degree of Doctor the candidate most apply, in writing, to- 
the Dean, and inclose the following documents : (1) Certificate of attendance 
npon lectures in the departments of Physios, Medicine, Chemistry, Botany, and 
Zoology; (2) A thesis npon some subject of medical science, which, when 
approTod, must be printed at the candidate's own cost. 

n. The thesis will be handed by the Dean to a teacher of the subject of which 
it treats for the last examination, when it has been corrected by a member of 
the Faculty. A f ayourable dedsion by the first critic is suflident to pass the 
thesis. In such case the critic's name must be printed on the title page. In- 
case the decision be doubtful or unfaTourable, the thesis must be referred to the 
Fellows of the Faculty, and wiU then only be accepted when two-thirds of the 
Totes are fayourable. 

m. The dissertation haying been accepted, the candidate is inmiediately 
admitted to the examination for the Doctorate. In the first, or written part,, 
the candidate must (under lock and key) answer two questions chosen by lot, of 
which one includes an essay on Anatomy or Physiology, the other an essay oil 
Pathology, Therapeutics, Surgery, and Midwifery. These essays are circulated 
amongst the Fellows of the Faculty, who thereupon decide whether the candi- 
date is to be admitted to the oral examination or not. The oral examination 
includes, in addition to the abore-mentioned subjects. General Anatomy, Fatho- 
logical Anatomy, Pharmacology, and Ophthalmology. It is passed when two-- 
thirds of the Fellows of the Faculty give a fayourable decision. The candidate 
who has acquired the diploma of the "Conjoined Medical Examination " will bo 
reUered of the necessity of undergoing the oral examination. 

rV. After undergoing the examination, and after distributing 200 copies of 
tiie printed thesis, the candidate will be presented with an oflLdal diploma and 
its duplicate, of which he is allowed to print copies. 

y. The fees, which must be paid before the oral examination, and when such 
is not necessary, before the written,. amount to 365fr., and 15fr. for the bedelL 
When re-examination is necessaiy it is gratuitous. Should the candidate fail 
the fees are not returned to him. The candidate who sends in with his applica- 
tion the diploma of the " Konkordats-prufung " pays lOOfr. less. 

YI. For distinguished serrice in medicine the Faculty has the power of 
bestowing the degree of M.D. Uonoria causa. 
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The Eacxtlty of Mbdicike, Bsbk. 

The following is a translation of the revised rules for promotion to 
the degree of Doctor : 

1. The applioation for medical doetor's examination mnat be made to the 
Deaoon of the Facility hi writing. Thereto most be added : (1) Certifioate of 
academical study ; (2) A wiiiten ezplaiiation of a Bdentiflc subject, founded 
•apon experimental researches, or oocnpied with criticism. Expoundings of 
purely uncertain cases are excluded. 

, 2. The adnuasion to a yerbal examination can only be permitted after apptoral 
of the treatise. 

8. For judging, the treatise is handed to one of the members of the Faculty 
who is chosen for that purpose, and it is then, with his report attached to it, 
-circulated among all the examiners. A fortnight is allowed to the chosen 
examiner for careful perusal, but the other examiners must not keep it more 
than three days. 

4. The acceptance or approval of the treatise is made in writing by vote of a 
two-thirds majority of the examiners, on the motion of the chosen examiner, 
or otherwise by one of the members. The name of the applicant is to be printed 
on the title-pas^ of the treatise. Any member of the Faculty can demand to 
vote by voice instead of in writing. 

5. The approbation or acceptance of the treatise is followed by a verbal 
examination, comprising Physiology, Pathology, Anatomy and General Patho- 
logy, Special Pathology and Therapeutics, Surgery, Ophthalmics, Midwifery, 
-GynsQcology, Materia. Medioa, and State Medicine. The utmost time for each 
subject must not exceed twenty minutes. During the examination there must 
be always three examiners present. The result of the verbal examination is 
shown by a majority of voices. 

6. The Faculty has the power to relieve a candidate who is in possession of 
a diploma of an examination of State for medicine of a part of the entire verbal 
examination. A decision can only be taken by a verbal vote of two-thirds of the 
majority. 

7. The promotion to the degree of Doctor takes place without any particular 
vote. 

8. The grant of the diploma does not take place until the treatise is printed 
and 100 copies of it are delivered to the Faculty. 

9. Candidates who have not passed any examination for degree of Doctor 
here, nor have passed a medical examination of State, cannot have the promotion 
to a diploma. Yet the Faculty is at liberty to confer the title of Doctor honoris 
causa in recognition of extraordinary accomplishments. 

10. The fee for obtaining the degree of Doctor is, in all cases, .£11 5b., and 
^s. for the bedell. This sum is to be paid after the treatise is approved. 
If the candidate, after his verbal examination, is r^ected, half the amount is 
refunded to him ; after a repeated examination the second half has to bo 
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sepaid. The ptcmotton to the degzM of Doetor honoria eau$a is given free of 
oXiMge. 

11. In case of a candidate being fleeted he eannot repeat hia appUoation in 
leu than three months. 

12. These rules oome into foroe on the 15th of April, 1872. Before that 
time the ezazmnation is allowed nnder the new rule by priYilege. The roles of 
the 15th February, 1836, on the same snbjeot, are rescinded.

Copenhagen Univbbsitt. 

The Professor of Olinical Medicine to this IJniyersity writes as 
f oUoi^ : 

The medical examination at the UniYersitj of Copenhagen is dirided inta 
three separate parts — a Preliminary, and the First and the Second part. At 
the PreUminazy examination verbal proofs are made in Botany, Zoology^ 
Chemistry, and Physics, and a practical proof is performed in Inorganic 
Chemistry. 

The First part comprises four proofs, one practical in Anatomy, and thre& 
verbal ones in Anatomy, Physiology, and Pharmacology. The Second part of 
the official examination comprehends ten proofs — ^three written in Surgery, 
Forensic Medicine, and Medicine. ; three practical ones (Clinical Medicine,. 
Clinical Surgery, and Snrgical Operations), and fonr verbal proofs (General 
Pathology and Morbid Anatomy, Medicine, Surgery, and Obstetric Medicine^ 
and Snrgeocy). Every student who wishes to present himself for the Second 
part of the ofiloial examination shall prove that he has accomplished a sir 
monthly clinical course in Medicine, Surgery, Diseases of the Skin and Syphilis, 
in Obstetrics and the Treatment of New-bom C!hildren. Every candidate 
shall, previous ta obtainfaga qualification in Obstetrics before the expiration of 
one year from the date of his Final examination, undeafgo a pvaotieal course 
of six weeks in the Obstetric Hospital. 

The Second part of the official examination shall not be passed until the 
expiraldon of one year from the date of passing the First part. With regard 
to the degree of Doctor at the University, a thesis is to be transmitted to the 
Faculty of Medicine, and, after being accepted, the author has to defend it 
publicly at the University. Two members of the Faculty are the official' 
opponents, but every one can oppose. The President of the Faculty leads the 
opposition. If the defence is found satisfactory, the author is created Doctor 
at the annual solemnity of the University. 

The students from the time of passing the Preliminary examination during 
the whole period of study are very closely connected with our two large 
civil hospitals. They are first inscribed as volunteers, and have, as such, to 
do at least two years' service at the different parts of the hospital. Thereafter 
the majority of tiiem ate nominated candidates of the hospital, and have their 
free dwelling in the hospital and a monthly salaxy. They have then to receive 
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the patients, write the joamals, and follow the head phyaieiaa on his Tiaits. 
Eventually a small nnmber of them are oreated assistant physicians or surg^ns. 
Ab '* candidates " they do two years' service at the hospital, and ss assistants 
{Physician or Snrgeon of reserve) two or three years. 

Further paHdcTilars may be obtained from the Professor of Clinical 
Medicine, Copenhagen University, stamps which may be exchanged 
there, or a money order, being enclosed to defray postage. 

XJkiyebsity of Athens. 

This is the only Greek University. The corricukim is of f oar years' 
duration. The examinations are two in number : First, in General 
Jidncation ; secondly. Medical, viva voce and written. 

Ukiybbsity of Coimbba. 

The only university in Portugal is that of Coimbra. There is a 
Matriculation examination in Latin, Portuguese, French, English, 
Mathematics, the elements of Physics, Chemistry, Natural History, 
Logic, History, and Geography. The curriculum is of five years' dura, 
tion. The professional examinations are held annually ; upon passing 
the Final the candidate becomes a Licentiate ; upon his presenting and 
defending a thesis he receives the Doctorate. A f or^gn medical man 
wishing to practice in Portugal is required to present evidence of his 
studies and examinations passed, and to undergo an examination in 
all the subjects of medical education. He must also present a thesis. 

The Swedish Ukiyebsities. 

A diploma from a home exaniining board is insisted on as a qualifica- 
tion to practice in Sweden. The Universities are those of Lund and 
Upsala. At Stockholm is the KaroUna Medico-Chirurgical Institute. 
The following regulations apply to all these bodies : A curriculum of 
ten years' duration ; a certificate from a gymnasium, or an examination 
in the ordinary subjects of General Education ; an examination in 
Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics, Botany, Zoology, and Comparative 
Anatomy; an examination in Anatomy, Physiology, Physiological 
<Chemisiay, General Pathology, Pathological Anatomy, and Pharma- 
•oology; an examination in Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, Ophthal- 
mology, and Medical Jurisprudence. Attendance on lectures is not 
obligatory. Attendance on clinical lectures for eighteen months is 
compulsory. 

Ukiybbsity of Chbistiakia. 

This is the University of Norway. There are five examinations: 
In Arts, including Norwegian, Latin, Greek, French, German, EngJiBh, 
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JUatLematics, Geography, and History ; in Philosophy , including 
<€^inetry, Zoology, Botany, Astronomy, Chemistry, Physics. The 
Mrst Professional is on: Anatomy, Histology, Chemistry, S^logy, 
^and Botany. The Second Professional is on Physics, Pharmacology, 
Toxicology, Medicine, Therapeutics, General Pathology, Pathological 
Anatomy, Surgery, Ophthalmology, Dermatology, and Syphilis. The 
Third Professional is on Surgery, Topographical Anatomy, Obstetrics 
-and GynsBcology, Diseases of Children, Forensic Medicine, and 
Hygiene. The curriculum is of seyen years' duration. 

Having completed this, and passed the required examination, the 
-candidate is termed a Physidcm and is entitled to practice. The 
Doctoraie is only conferred on his passing another examination in all 
iihe subjects in which he has already passed; it confers no fresh 
l>rivil^e, being simply a higher title. 

Univbbsitt of Valbtta. 

In Malta is a Uniyersity, well managed and of good repute* The 
Medical Board of the island compel all persons wishing to practice 
in the island to pass an examination. This, I haye no hesitation in 
-declaring, is in the case of registered medical men of the United 
Kingdom unlawful. By imperial law such practitioners are entitled 
to carry on their profession in any part of her Majesty's dominions, 
and local law cannot oyerride imperial law. This has been decided by 
the Priyy Council in the case of Canada, where a local l^slature 
wished to enforce examinations upon all intending practitioners 
without regard to the privileges of men qualified in the United 
Kingdom. 

The Uniyersity is situated at Yaletta. There is a Matriculation 
•examination conducted about once in three years. Latin, Italian^ 
Mathematics, Physics, aad either French, German or English, are the 
chief subjects. The curriculum is of four years' duration. The 
professional examinations are conducted annually. The Doctorate is 
a scientific title merely, not conferring any right to practice in the 
island. 
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CHAPTER X. 



HOMOSOPATSnr IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA, 

G&neral Bema/rka — London School of HonuBopathy — Homosopoithie 

InstitvMona in the United States. 

HoMCEOPATHT, as a system of medicine, is without legal recognition. 
Ko Examining Body is homceopatliic, nor will examine candidates in 
Other than the regular system. Hence an exclnsiyeness on the part 
of the licensing authorities which, I think, tends to retard adyance- 
ment in medical science. I am no partizan of homoeopathy ; but I am 
disposed to give it that fair play and equal opportunity which its 
advocates demand ; and I submit that if the system is unsound, its 
failure would be best procured by putting it in regular competition 
with recognised medicine. As it is, homoaopathic practitioners are 
such as haye qualified through the ordinary licensing channels by 
passing examinations in allopathy. I am free to admit that, if & 
homoeopathic licensing body were established, other irregular systems, 
and perhaps eclecticism itself, would proceed to demand similar recog- 
nition ; but to this objection the answer is that the claim is one of 
degree. Nor is the matter unsusceptible of easy arrangement. The 
difference to be distinguished is limited to Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics. Omitting these subjects, therefore, let the homoeopathic student,, 
instead of taking the usual Preliminary examination and the sub- 
sequent tests of the Licensing Bodies, undergo the examination for the 
ordinary B. A degree of our senior Universities, and proceeding to 
Physics, Anatomy, Physiology, and Botany, pass finally in Operative 
Medicine and Surgery, together with Pathology and Forensic Medicine. 
Thus, by eliminating methods of practice, and accepting general 
education, together with the sciences constituting the basis of rational 
medicine, a common ground would be afforded. Of course, only the 
Swrgeon need be examined in Surgery, and the Acconchewr in Midwifery. 
The quarrel, indeed, has never been on these subjects, but only on 
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Medicine proper. No man, I venture to think, should be allowed to 
practice the healing art who has not received a thoroughly liberal, 
scientific, and general education. Thus trained, under whatever 
sjBtem, he would at least act from conviction; and, be it remembered, 
the conviction of an educated mind, though possibly erroneous, is 
infinitely preferable to the lesson of rote which is acted on blindly, 
and without either scepticism or belief. 

London School of Homceopatht. 

According to the preamble of the prospectus : 

The promoterB of the London School of Homoeopathy, believing that 
inatniotion in homoeopathio doetrines and practioe is an essential part of a 
liberal and thorough medioal ednoation, desire to establish a school for the 
teaching of those departments of the art and soienoe of medicine which are 
affected by the discovery of the HomoDopathic Law. It is their intention to 
restrict their courses of lectores to these subjects alone, since the ordinary 
medical schools of Gbeat Britain already supply all the teachiog (except that of 
the homoeopathic doctrines) necessazy for medical education. To remedy this 
deficiency the promoters provide the present school. 

Fee tor the summer course, including hospital practice and lectures, 
£3 3s. ; hospital and dispensary course, £1 Is. A course of lectures on 
Medicine is given in the winter session, fee £2 2s. There are also 
lectures on Materia Medica, fee £2 2s. 

At the conclusion of the winter session a prize of £20 is given for 
Medicine, Materia Medica, and Therapeutics. 

It must be understood that certificates from this institution only 
qualify for eighteen months of the ordinary four years' curriculum. 

Homceopatht in the United States. 

The United States should be the paradise of the homoeopathic prac- 
titioner. Six thousand medical men are practicing there on homceo- 
pathic principles. Homoaopathic institutions comprise: 1 national 
society, 2 special societies, 23 state societies, 92 local societies, 7 
homcBopathic dubs, 1 library association, 1 homceopathic insurance 
company, 38 homcsopathic hospitals, 30 dispensaries, 11 colleges 
granting degrees, 2 special schools, 16 homoaopathic journals, 7 homoao- 
pathic directories. 

A homoaopathic practitioner is Surgeon-General of the State of New 
York. In Frincetown, Illinois, the Town Physician and Secretary of 
the Board of Health is a homoaopath. In Ooncord, N.H., a homoeopath

Stations, 

I NOW propose to give some accotmt of the yarions Hospital Medical 
Schools and those institutions in the United Kingdom whose instruc- 
tion is recognised by the Licensing Bodies for a period of eighteen 
months of the stipulated four years of study. 

As I have before intimated, three winter and two summer sessions at 
the least must be passed at a recognised medical school before any home 
qualification can be obtained. The Licensing Bodies (not including 
the TJniyeFsities) recoguse continental and colonial education, and with 
the chief of these schools I have already dealt. It should be distinctly 
understood that all the Uniyersities, with the exception of London, 
require a peidod of residence. Candidates who take out their, whole 
curriculum at a medical school not attached to a Uniyersity are there- 
fore only eligible for collegiate diplomas. They may, howeyer, haye 
their studies recognised by the Ministers of Public Instruction in other 
•countries should they make special application and adduce undoubted 
proof that their studies haye been co-eztensiye with those required by 
the uniyersity or uniyersities for whose degrees they may be seeking. 

In such case it is perfectly possible to obtain a continental qualifica- 
tion which shall rank as high in the medical and social world as any 
degree of the United Kingdom, and if the student already possess a 
diploma he may disregard the restrictions of the home uniyersities. 

With respect to hospitals and institutions which are not medical 
schools, a certain period, eighteen months, may be passed at one of 
these if the instruction is genuine, that is, if there are bond fide 
opportunities for acquiring a knowledge of any department of medical 
soience. The same period may be passed in pupilage to a medical man

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whose public appointments are sucli as to afford the student axt 
opporttmity^of practical study. 

Medical Schools in London.

Subjoined are the regulations of the College : 

Eaoh Btndent shall pay an entrance fee of two sr^uneaa, and Bubsoribe hi» 
zeadinesB to submit to all the regulations of the College and of the Hospital- 
Eaoh student is reqoiied before admission to deposit a further sum of threo^ 
guineas, whidh will be retnmed to him on his leaying the OoUege. Should, 
howerer, the f nmitore of his rooms dnring his ooonpancy haye sustained any 
wilful damage, the whole or part of the said deposit wiU be devoted to the 
neoessazy repairs. Ko student shall be admitted without the reoommendatiaii» 
of a medical officer of the Hospital. 

Gentlemen who have not commenced their attendance at the Hospital or School 
may obtain a recommendation on producing satisfactory eridence of good moral 
character. Students who have once left the College and are desirous of being^ 
re-admitted shall again pay an entrance fee of two guineas. The names of all 
students who enter the Hospital gates after 10 p.m. will be reported to the- 
Warden. Students shaU not be absent from their rooms after twelve o'clock at 
night without giving notice to the Warden. No student shaU absent himselT 
for any night during the session without the permission of the Warden. 

Friends visiting students shall leave the College by twelve o'clock. Kone 
but those who either are or have been officers or students of the Hospital, College, 
or School shall dine in hall without previous notice given to the Warden ; and 
non-resident students who desire to dine in College are required to give notioe 
to the Manciple or other appointed person before twelve o'clock at noon. The- 
times for breakfast shaU be from half-past seven to half-past ten ; and for tea 
from six o'clock. An extra charge will be made for breakfast or tea if the trays 
are detained later than 11 a.m. (10.30 on Sundays) or 10 p.m. No servant shall 
be expected to attend on a student (except in case of illness or other neceBsity> 
before seven o'clock in the morning or after eleven o'clock at night; or on Sun- 
days from half -past ten to one, from three to five, and from half -past six ta 
half-past eight o'clock. No servant belonging to the College shall be sent out- 
of the Hospital after half -past ten at night, or make a student's bed after one 
o'clock in the afternoon. No servant of the College shall receive a fee from a. 
student under any pretence whatever. No article of provision or drink shall be 
admitted into the College except with the sanction of the Warden. 

Terms of Beeidence.^^'Peir week : For each student in rooms on the first 
and second fioors, 14s. ; for each student in rooms on the ground and third 
fioors, lis. 

Terms of Boa/rd, — ^Articles of provision, coals, and candles, will be supplied 
at certain fixed charges. The tariff of charges may be obtained on application 
to the Warden. A student may not, without the oonaent of tiie Warden, giv^ 
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Tip hiB rooms in the oonne of » term. Ko Bindent shall ooonpy rooms in the 
OoQege for more than six teims without a special reeommendation from the 
Warden. The terms are three in each year, yis., from the oommenoement of 
the winter session in Ootober to the oommenoement of the Christmas vaoation; 
from the oonolnsion of the Christmas vaoation to the oonolnsion of the winter 
•session at the end of March; and from the oommenoement of the summer 
session in May to the oonolnsion of the same in July. The vaeations are the 
i>eriod8 between the terms. At the Christmas Taoation, a period nsnally of ten 
days, a charge of Is. a day is made for eaoh student during his absence ; at 
the spring and summer yaoatlons no such charge is made. The rent of rooms 
in College is to be paid in advance at the oommenoement of each term, and 
accounts for board, &o., will be rendered every six weeks, and must be paid 
within one week of delivery. A student intending to give up his rooms at the 
end of any term, or during any vacation, shall give a fortnight's previous 
notice of his intention to the Warden, or be subject to the expense of a fort- 
night's additional occupation. Students in residence during a vacation will be 
•charged at the same rates as during a term, and periods of absence during 
vacations for less than a week will not be recognised as a ground for exemption 
from any charge made under similar circumstances in the oonrse of a term. 
Btndents shall quit and deliver up possession of their rooms at any period of 
their engagement upon receiviag from the Warden one week's previous notice, 
or upon a shorter notice if the Treasurer of the Hospital shall require it. The 
oxpenses of repairing all wilful or careless damage of any of the rooms or 
furniture in the College shall be charged to the student occupying the room in 
which such damage is done. Ko student is permitted under any oiroumstanoes 

to keep or receive dogs in the College 

Svhwrvption to he Hgned by Resident Btttdente, — "St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital and College : I hereby promise to submit to all the regulations of the 
College, and of the Hospital ; I acknowledge the authority of the officers under 
whose control I am placed; and I undertake to abide absolutely upon all 
occasions by the decision of the Treasurer of the Hospital." 

Classes for University of London. — ^A class for the MairiculaUon is 
held from October to January, and another from March to Jtine. JPVes :

Oandidates must 
give notice in writing to the Secretary of the Council before June Ist, 
stating their age, qualifications, and circumstances. They should bQ 
the sons of deceased indigent professional men, and should not be over 
twenty years of age at the date of the award. Candidates whosQ 
means are limited, and whose high moral character is proved, will b^ 
preferred to all others. The income of the bursary will be paid at th^ 
end of each year, but it may be allotted beforehand in the shsi^ ot 
tickets for lectures. The bursar must, as a condition precedent to> 
every mcmey payment of his bursary, satisfy the Council that he haa 
during the year immediately prior to its becoming payable, ^ttend^ 
with sufficient regularity and diligence, except in so far as they ahaU 
deem hkn to have been reasonably prevented from attendance by -il^ea^ 
or other circumstances, courses of not less than 200 lectures of the 
College. There are special regulations affecting the above seholarshipg^ 
exhibitions, prizes, and medals, which may be obtained at the office of 
the College. Class Medals, &c,i Grold and silver medals, &c., asBf^ 
awarded in the various subj^ts of study after competitive examina*-.

Charing Cross Hospital. 

Students who enter for their entire medical education at Charing 
•Cross are termed "matriculated students." Those who enter for 
•certain parts of the curriculum only are termed ** occasional students." 
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Matricolation, which does not necessitate any examination, confers 
oertain priyileges : as the opportunity of holding the various hospital 
appointments, clerkships, dresserships, &c. ; free use of the library, 
eligibility to compete for the scholarships, and the allowance of a 
discount on the stun total of fees, &c. 

Scholarships, — There are two entrcmce scholarships, of the valne of 
£20 and £30 respectively, which are tenable for one year. These are 
awarded in October. The subjects of competition are — Compvlsory i. 
English, Latin, Mathematics, French, or German; and Optional — either 
Ohemistry, Mechanics, German or French. The extent of the subjects 
will be the same as that for the preceding June Matriculation of the- 
University of London. Candidates must give notice of their intention 
to compete early in September. Successful candidates must enter for; 
their entire medical education at the hospital. The U^wellyn Scholar- 
ship of £25 is open to matriculated students who have completed their 
second year of study at the Hospital. The examination takes place at 
the close of the second summer session, and embraces : Descriptive 
and Surgical Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, Medicine, Surgery, 
and Midwifery. The Oolding Scholarship of £15 is open to matricu- 
lated students who have completed their first year of hospital study. 
The examination comprises: Descriptive Anatomy, Physiology, Materia 
Medica and Chemistry. The Perevra Prize of £5 is open to students 
who have completed their third year of hospital study. It is given to 
the candidate who succeeds best in a clinical competition. 

Medals amd CerUficaJtes of Honour. — The Oovemor^s Climcal Qold 
Medal I Candidates must have completed at the end of the current 
session their attendance on the practice of the Hospital. The examina- 
tion is dinicaL Silver Medals are awarded in aU the classes. Bronze 
Medals: These are awarded to the junior class in cases where two 
sessions' attendance on a course are required. Certificales of Honour 
are awarded to those students who, although not the most proficient,, 
have yet attained a high standard of excellence. 

The following appoimtments are open to students : Medical Begistrar- 
ship and Surgical ditto, open to qualified students; salary of each 
£40 per annum. House Physiciancy, tenable for six months, open to 
qualified students; the house physician has rooms and commons in 
the Hospital. House Surgeoncy: the regulations are the same as for 
the house physiciancy. Resident Obstetrical Officer : regulations the 
same as for the two last-mentioned offices. Assistant House Physi- 
ciancy : entitles the holder to commons in the Hospital only. Candi- 
dates need not be qualified, but preference is always given to the latter.. 
Assistant House Surgeoncy: regulations as for the last mentioned.. 
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Olinical Olerkships and Dresaersliips, both in the wards and Quip- 
patients' department, are open to all senior students. Fatholog<ioal> 
Assistanceship : open to all senior students. 

With a view to promote the oomf ort and eiusnre the regularity of stadente, 
arrangements have been made with seToral members of the Hospital staff to 
receive one or more resident pnpils. Ftoents or g^i^ardians are in all oases 
advised to oommnnicate with the Dean before determining on the residence of 
their sons or wards.

Students who enter to particular classes have the 
privilege of competing for class prizes and certificates. 

There is a class of instruction for the Prdimmary Seientiiic ezami* 
nation of the University of London. The entire cost of this clasa 
for a year, including the College matriculation fees and the tutor, is 
£50 19s. 6d., of which £28 18s. 6d. forms part of the fees payable on 
joining the Medical Department, and may be deducted therdErom.

The special conditions may be learnt on 
inquiry. 
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Appointmewta open to Btudenta, — ^Five house phyndcma are appointed 
•^very six months. Candidates mnst be qualified to register. Free 
lK>ard and lodging are provided those appointed. Cliniecbl clerks are 
-appointed for six months. A resident accoucheur is appointed for six 
months. Candidates must be qualified to register. The indiTidnal 
selected is provided with free board and lodging. A clinical obstetric 
cleric is appointed every three months. Maiemity pupils are appointed 
on application. Candidates most have attended the Lectures on 
Midwifery. Two reside in the hospital for a week. Four house 
swrgeons are appointed generally for six months. Candidates must 
have filled the office of in-patients' dresser for nine months at least, 
but they need not be qualified in Surgery. Surgical dressers: 
Candidates must have passed their Primary examination. Two 
dressers board and lodge in the Hospital every week. Three clinical 
'Osaistamis are elected every three months for the out-patients' depart- 
ment. They are paid at the rate of £80 per annum. An unpaid 
clinical assistant in the Ophthalmic Department is also appointed. The 
Medical Begistra/r is appointed annually ; salary £100. The Surgical 
Begistra/r is appointed on the same conditions as the above. Post' 
mortem clerics : All students are required to fill this office for three 
months. Prosectors of amatorMf are appointed annually. Candidates 
must have passed their Primary examination. One av/ral and two 
ophthdlmdc dressers are also appointed.

Boyal Free Hospital (Gray's Ivm^oad), 

The London School of Medicine for Women is in association with 
this Hospital. As the only medical school for women in the metro- 
polis, special interest attaches to it; and an account is reserved, 
with associated information, for another place (Medical Education 
FOB Women, post). The courses of lectures required by. the Examin- 
ing Bodies are given at the School, but the lectures on Clinical Medi- 
cine and Clinical Surgery are delivered at the Hospital. Of a curri- 
culum of four years, three are to be spent at the School, and in the 
fourth year the student takes up hospital work, including Practical 
Midwifery, 

Middlesex Hospital, 

Scholarships, &c, — Broderip Scholarships : These are two in number, 
and of the value of £30 and £20 respectively, tenable for two years and 
open to competition at the end of each winter session amongst those 
students who have completed their third year of study. They must 
have filled the offices of in-patient derk and dresser. The examination 
consists in writing reports of a certain number of medical and surgical 
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cases selected by the examiners, and of wialriTig and recording a certain 
namber of post-mortem examinations. Entrance SehoUMrshipa -, Two 
scholarBhips of the valne of £25 and £20 respectiyely are offered for 
competition at the commencement of the winter session. Each scholar- 
ship is tenable for two years. The scholarships are open to all 
gentlemen who commence their medical studies in October. The 
examination embraces: Classics— -the passages set for translation, 
&c., are tatoi from the books set for the Matriculation examination 
of the Uniyersity of London held in the preceding June. (For 
October, 1881, the selections were: Livy, ▼. ; Homer, Hiad, xxr.) 
French or Qerman— translation (no set authors) and grammar. 
Mathematics — Arithmetic, Algebra to quadratic equations; and 
Sudid, i., ii., iii. Natural Philoeophy— -comprising the composition 
and resolution of statical forces-Hsimple machines, the ratio of the 
power to the weight in each-— centre of gravity— general laws of 
motion — ^law of the motion of falling bodies — ^pressure of liquids and 
gases — specific gravity and the modes of determining it-— the barometer, 
the siphon, the common pump, the forcing pump, the air pump— 4he 
laws of reflection and refraction. Chemistry— comprising Heat, its 
sources— expansion— thermometers, relation between the different 
scales in use— specific and latent heat— Hque&ction — ebullition, evapo- 
ration — conduction— 'Convection— radiation— chemistry of the non- 
metalHc elements, including their compounds as enumerated, viz., 
water, carbonic acid, carbonic oxide, marsh gas, oxides and acids of 
nitrogen, ammonia, acids of sulphur, hydrochloric and hydriodic acids, 
acids of phosphorus, phosphuretted hydrogen, silicar— combining pro- 
portions by weight and volume — general nature of acids, bases and 
salts— symbolic notation. Constitution and physical properties of the 
atmosphere. Botany— comprisii^ the tenns used in Botany— the 
classification of the principal British orders — the rudiments of 
vegetable physiology— demonstration of the botanical characters of 
recent specimens. Zoology— comprising Huxley's classification of the 
animal kingdom and the rudiments of animal physiology. Candidates 
are examined in three only of the above subjects which they select. 
Science Sekola/rship : A scholarship of the value of £50 was offered 
for competition at the commencement of the winter session, 1881-82, 
open to all students who had not cQmpleted a year of study at a 
metropolitan school of medicine, or more than a year at a university 
or provincial school. The successful candidate was required to become 
a general student of the schooL The following were the subjects of 
the examination : Inorganic Chemistry, Botany, and Vegetable 
Physiology, 2iOology, and Experimental Physics. The schedule of 
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these subjects was that of thePreUminary Scientific examination of the 
Uniyersity of London, and there was a practical examination in the 
first three of the subjects. An exhibiUan in Osteology, Elementary 
Anatomy, and Physiology, value £10 10s., awarded to the student who 
afc the end of the first winter session passes the best examination. The 
Chvemora* Prize of twenty guineas value is annually awarded to the 
student who, not having obtained a Broderip scholarship, "shall be 
found to have been most diligent in the wards, and shall pass the best 
examination in Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and Practical Path- 
ology." John Murray Medal amd Schola/rahip : The scholarship and 
medal (gold) are awarded every third year after a clinical competition 
in Medicine, Surgery, and Obstetrics. Close prizes are given in : Medi- 
cine, Surgery, Practical Surgery, Anatomy, Dissections, Physiology, 
Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Midwifery, Materia Medica, Medical 
Jurisprudence, Pathology, Practical Physiology, Botany, Comparative 
Anatomy, and Psychological Medicine. 

Appointments, — Hovse Bwrgeone : Two are appointed annually after 
competitive examination. The appointments occur in April and 
October. Candidates must be at least twenty-one years of age. The 
Junior House Surgeon is appointed for six months, and takes charge 
of the surgical out-patients in the absence of the assistant-surgeon. 
At the end of his period of service the Junior House Surgeon is 
eligible for appointment as Senior House Surgeon, but he will not 
succeed to that office unless he shall have obtained the approbation of 
the Surgeons as regards the performance of his duties, and have con- 
ducted himself to the satisfaction of the Weekly Board. " The Senior 
House Surgeon is appointed for six months also; his duty is to take 
charge of the surgical wards in the absence of the surgeons. The 
house surgeons may not attend lectures out of the Hospital nor 
attend private patients. They superintend the dressers, and are to 
take care that the patients are dressed at regular and appointed times. 
It is also their duty to maintain order in the surgical wards, and to 
report to the surgeons any negligence or misconduct on the part of the 
dressers, pupils, sisters, or nurses." Every candidate for the office of 
house surgeon must undertake to keep his appointment for six 
months. " No leave of absence for any period exceeding one day will be 
granted to dtherof the house surgeons during their respective terms of 
office, except for some urgent reason: but on the occasion of the Junior 
succeeding to the office of Senior House Surgeon, he will be allowed a 
limited leave of absence upon his finding a substitute who shall be 
satisfactory to the surgeons." If one of the House Surgeons intends 
leaving the Hospital for a few hours he shall make arrangements with 
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the dresser of the day to assist the remaiiiing House Surgeon. " Each 
House Surgeon pays a fee of twenty guineas on his appointment, pro- 
vided he has been a surgical pupil of the Hospital ; if not, a fee of 
thirty guineas. No fee is paid when a junior succeeds to the office of 
senior house surgeon." Begident Physician's Assistcmts; Three are 
appointed after examination ; they hold office for six months ; they must 
be qualified to register. Their duty is to take charge of the patients 
between the visits of the physicians, and cany out their instructions. 
'^'Eaoh JEtesident Physician's Assistant who has been a pupil of the 
Hospital pays a fee of ten guineas on his appointment. Candidates 
who have been medical pupils of the Hospital for a limited time must, 
•en their appointment as Resident Physician's Assistants, pay, in 
addition to the fee of ten guineas, such further sum as with the fees 
already paid for medical practice would qualify them to become per- 
petual students to the medical practice of the Hospital. Candidates 
who have been neither general nor occasional pupils of the hospital 
pay a fee of twenty guineas on their appointment as Resident 
Physician's Assistants. Besideni Obstetric Physician's Assistant : This 
•officer is appointed for six months. He must be qualified to register. 
A fee of ten g^uineas is pa3rable on appointment. Clinical Clerks and 
Dressers I These are appointed for six months. The Obstetric 
Physician's Clerh : The regulations are similar to those for the General 
Clerks. The Ophthalmic Dressers : The same remark applies to these. 
Outpatient CUnical Clerics amd Dressers : Each student is expected to 
49erve the office of Out-patient Clerk or Out-patient Dresser respectively 
before becoming a candidate for an In-patient Clerkship or Dresser- 
ship." The Clinical Clerk and Dresser of the physician and surgeon of 
the week dine at the board room table with the view to their being 
constantly in the Hospital to assist the Resident Physician's Assistant 
and House Surgeon in case of need, and to have the opportunity of 
iieeing fresh cases. They must therefore be prepared to remain in the 
Hospital during the day and until seven o'clock in the evening. A 
Jimited number of general students are also allowed under certain 
jregulations to dine at the board-room table.

Beholarshipa.'^The WiUiam Brown exhibiHon of £100 per ammm, 
tenable for two years, is open to competition amongst those perpetual 
stadents who are under the age of twenty-five years, and who, within 
two years from the date of the competition, have obtained a British or 
Irish qualification. The examination embraces Medicine, Midwifery 
and Bnrgery, including Ophthahnic Surgery. Ths WiUiam Brovm 
exhibition of £40 per annum, tenable for three years, is open to compe- 
tition amongst perpetual pupils of the third year. '* It will be bestowed 
on the candidate who shall show the best general fitness for the exercise 
of the medical profession, and whose moral conduct shall in aU respects 
be satisfactory." The Brockenbwry Prize m Medidne, and the Brocken- 
bwry Prize in Bwrgery, each of which consists in the interest of £1000, 
invested in the Three per Cen,t. Consols : The examination for these 
prizes is held annually, in May. Candidates must not have completed 
their fourth year of study, although they may be qualified, as they can 
be in forty-five months from the date of their registration as medical 
students. 8vr Gha/rlea Gla/rh^a Prize for good eondniet : This consists 
of the interest of £200 Consols, and is awarded annually to the student 
" who, by reason of his general good conduct during the preceding 
year, shall be considered the most deserving." In making the award 
clinical work is taken into consideration. The Thompson Medal is of 
silver, and is awarded annuaUy, at the same period as the Treasurer's 
prize; the examinations are also similar. Sir Benjamin Brodie^s 
Clmical Prize in 8v/rgery " will be awarded to the pupil of the Hospital 
who shall have delivered to the surgeons the best report of not more 
than twelve surgical cases, which have occurred in the Hospital during 
the preceding twelve months, each case being accompanied with notes 
illustrative of its pathology, diagnosis, and treatment." The Aelamd 
CUnical Prize im, Medicine is awarded to the pupil who shall produce 
the best reports of not more than twelve clinical cases treated during 
the preceding twelve months. The reports should, if possible, be illus- 
trated by drawings and diagrams, and '* accompanied by physiological 
and pathological remarks in explanation of the treatment." The Henry 
Charles Johnson Memorial Prize in Anatomy is awarded to the studenl 
who exhibits the greatest proficiency in Practical Anatomy. The 
Treasv/reft^s Prize " will be awarded to the student who shall show the 
greatest proficiency in the clinical examination of three medical and 
three surgical cases. The cases will be so selected as to include one 
oase of Obstetric Medicine and one of Ophthalmic Surgery, and the 
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s^ompetitioii will consist of a written report upon these cases, to be 
followed by a written or viva voce examination." Cfenerotl Proficiency 
Prizes: The examination for these takes place at the close of each 
.summer session. Eveiy candidate who passes to the satisfaction of 
the examiners receives a certificate of proficiency, and the following 
prizes are awarded to the most distingpiished : Fi/rst yea/n^a sttiden/ta^^ 
Ten guineas. Subjects of examination : Anatomy, Practical Physio- 
vlogy. Botany, and Physiological Ohemistiy. Second yea/n^s students — 
Ten guineas. Subjects^ Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, and Materia 
Medica. Third yearns students — ^Ten guineas. Subjects of examina- 
tion: Principles and Practice of Surgery, Medicine, Pathology, and 
Midwifery. 

The attention of stndents la partioolarly oftlled to the following regola- 
.tions : 

1. The Phyedoian's perpetual pnpila are alope eligible for the office of House 
Physician. 

2. The Surgeon's perpetual pnpils are alone eligible for the office of House 
■Surgeon. 

3. All pupils of the Hospital may become candidates for the several offices 
^of Medical and Surgical Begistrar, Obstetric Assistant, Curator of the Museum, 
4Uid Demonstrator of Anatomy. They are also entitled to attendance on the 

Maternity Department, and the practice of Ophthalmic, Aural, and Dental 
Surgery, without additional fee. 

4. Certificates of attendance on hospital practice will not be signed for any 
pupil who has not acted as clinical derk and dresser to the physicians and 
surgeons in such manner as may be from time to time required of him by the 
Dean of the Medical School. 

5. Certificates of attendance on lectures will not be signed for any pupil 
who does not attend regularly, and conduct himself with propriety. 

6. At the beginning of every session each student must apply to the 
Treasurer of the Medical School, or, in his absence, to the Dean of the school, 
/for the tickets of admission to the lectures required. These must be taken 

to the respectiye lecturers for their signatures. 

7. Students are particularly requested to take notice that no oertifioate of 
-attendance on lectures on Anatomy and Physiology will be signed by the Dean 
unless the student shall produce a certificate from the respectiYe leoturem, 
stating that he has been examined, and has acquitted himself to the lecturer's

Bis 
duties are to aid the assistant physicians in prescribing for the out- 
patients. Asaistcmt House 8v/rgeon : This gentleman is appointed from . 
among the surgeon's perpetual pupils, and his duty is to attend on the 
surgical out-patient department. Obstetric Assistcmti This appoint- 
ment is made annually. The selected pupil boards and resides in the 
Hospital, and receives a salary of £100. He must be qualified to 
practice in the United Kingdom. Curator : A Curator of the Patho- 
logical Museum is appointed annually ; salary £50 per anntim. Micro ' 
scopical Pathologist: One of the senior students will be annually 
appointed to this office ; salary £25 per annum. Medical amd Bwrgical 
MegiMra/rsi These, one medical and one surgical, are appointed 
annually, from among the senior pupils; sahury £50 per annum. 
Assistamt Medical Begistra/rs : Two students are elected every six 
months to assist the Registrar. Students are required to hold this 
office before competing for that of Assistant House Physician. 
Ophthalmic Begistra/r : This appointment is made annually ; salary £25 
per annum. OphthaH/mic Assistant : Appointed from time to time to • 
assist the Ophthalmic Surgeon. Assistant 8v/rgieal Begistrar: This, 
appointment is made from among the senior pupils ; it must be held 
before competing for that of Assistant House Surgeon. Demonstrator ■ 
of Anatomy : This appointment is made annually. Candidates must 
have passed the Primary examination for the Fellowship of the 
College of Surgeons ; salary, £50. A Senior Assistant Demonstrator is 
appointed at a salary of £20, " and the winner of the Henry Charles ■ 
Johnson prize in Anatomy will have the first claim to this appoint- 
ment."

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AiialjBia- there will also be pzaotioal examlnationB in the other eabjeote) and 
ExperimentaL Fhynoe, with the addition of either Botany and Vegetable 
^lysiology or Zoology, at the option of the oandidate, who will, howerer, be 
permitted to take up vm of the additional sabjeots only. The aeoond soholar- 
ahip win be given to the candidate who ahowa apeoial ezoellenoe in one of the 
above aingle anhjecta. The examination papera wiU be aet by ezaminera 
appointed by the School Committee. The examinera will deliver a written 
report on the reanlta of the examination to a committee, oonaiating of them- 
eelvea, the aenior physician and aorgeon of the Hospital who may be in London 
at the time, and the Dean, which committee will award the acholarahipa to the 
most deaerving oandidatea. If in their judgment none of the candidatea be of 
snfficient merit, the acholarahipa ahall not be awarded, but will be offered again 
for competition at snch time aa may be appointed by the Medical School 
Committee. Any peraon will be eligible aa a candidate provided he haa not 
previonaly completed a fnll year of atndy at a London medical achool. Every 
oandidate will be required to produce a certificate of having matriculated at 
one of the universities, or of having paaaed an examination qualifying him to 
register aa a medical atudent. In oaae the oandidate ahall not have matrion- 
lated, he will be required to pledge himaelf to do ao within twelve months, if 
elected. The ancoeaaful candidate in each oaee will be required to enter aa a 
perpetual student of St. Maiy'a Hoapital, and puraue hia full courae of atndy 
there ; and he will be further required to matriculate at a univeraity, if he has 
not already done ao, within the ensuing twelve montha, and to proceed by 
regular ateps to a degree either in Medicine or Surgery. The aoholar'a atlpend 

in each caae will be paid in the yearly inatalmenta named The firat 

instalment on entrance, or if the acholar has not then matriculated, on his 
subaequent matriculation. The aecond and third paymenta will be made yearly 
in like manner, at the commencement of the aecond and third winter aeasiona 
reapeotively, conditionally on the acholar paaaing the aubaequent univeraity 
examinationa in due courae. Not more than one acholarahip can be held by the 
eame peraon at the aame time. 

Holders of the scholarships may attend the special course on Practical 
Organic Chemistry for London University students without extra fee. 
At the end of the first winter session a prize of £4 4s. value is awarded 
for Anatomy and Histology, and one of £2 2s. for Chemistry. At the 
end of the first summer session three prizes of £2 2s. each are awarded 
for proficiency in Materia Medica, Botany, and Inorganic Practical 
Chemistry. The latter prizeman will assist the lecturer in his class in 
the following j^ear. At the end of the second winter session a prize of 
£4 4s. will be given for Anatomy and Physiology. At the end of the 
second summer session a prize of the value of £2 28. will be given for 
Midwifery, and another of the same value for Medical Jurisprudence. 
At the dose of the third winter session a prize of £3 3s. will be given 
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for Medicine, and another of tlie same amount for Surgery ; also two 
prizes of £2 2s. eacli, the one for Pathology, and the other for 
Operative Surgery. A prize of £2 2s. is given for Comparative 
Anatomy; this subject may be taken either in the first, second, or third 
summer session. At the end of the third and fourth winter sessions a 
prize of £3 3s. is given to the clinical clerk, and another of similar 
value to the in-patients' dresser who has discharged his duties the most 
satisfactorily during his term of office. The regulations for this last 
prize prescribe : 

Each olerk or dresBor intending to compete for these prizes must submit to hi» 
physician or snrgeon the whole of the reports of cases taken dnring his term of 
office. Those students whose reports generally are of sufficient merit shall 
select out of their reports six oases for competition, together with comments, 
microscopical and other preparations, drawings and other illustrations, as 
complete as possible of the selected cases. Competitors for these prizes should 
send in their reports of cases at the close of their term of office. 

Students holding scholarships and exhibitions in Natural Science 
may not compete for prizes in those subjects in which they have 
previously been examined for the Natural Science scholarships, yet 
they may attend the examinations, and if found of sufficient merit may 
be awarded certificates of honour. Students of single courses may 
compete for the prizes given to the class to which they belong. In the 
examinations for the prizes hitherto mentioned 100 marks will be the 
maximum obtainable in each subject. No prize or certificate will be 
awarded to any student who does not obtain two-thirds of the maximum 
number of marks. At the close of the third winter a scholarship of 
£40, tenable for one year, is given for Anatomy, Physiology, and 
Histology. The examination, when one is held, generally takes place 
during the summer session. " Those who have passed the Primary 
examination for the Fellowship of the GoUege of Surgeons, the First 
M.B. examination of the University of London, or the corresponding 
examinations of the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, wiU be 
considered on their general merits without further examination.'' 
Qualified men may compete. The student to whom the scholarship 
is awarded is styled Assistant Demonstrator, and it is his duty to 
assist in the dissecting room. Provided a candidate for the scholarship 
has completed his third winter session he may compete, no matter what 
his year may be. A scholarrshvp of £40 value, tenable for one year, is 
awarded annually, after examination, for proficiency in Pathology and 
Morbid Anatomy. Candidates must have completed their third winter 
session. The student to whom the scholarship is awarded is styled the 
Assistant Curator, and it is his duty to assist the pathologist in the 
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Museum and Deadhouses, &c. Two Prosectors are appointed eyeiy 
year, and receive each a certificate and £5 for service in the dissecting 
room. (The Hospital contains 190 beds.) 

Appointments. — Besident Medical Officers, Cliniocd Clerks, cmd 
Dressers : All these appointments are open to the pupils without addi- 
tional fee, and are held in succession, so as to secure a complete system 
of clinical training. There are four resident medical officers, three of 
whom are appointed for twelve months, and one, the Obstetric Officer, 
for six months ; all of whom live, free of every expense, in the Hospital. 
The professional value of these appointments can hardly be over-rated. 
All students are required to perform the duties of clinical clerks and 
dressers for a period of six months after passing the Primary examina- 
tion. Students of the third year are appointed to assist the physicians 
and surgeons in charge of out-patients for a period of four months 
each. There are two Demonstrators of Anatom/y and a Besiderd Regis- 
trar, each of whom is appointed annually. 

Fees, — Medical practice : Three months, 6i guineas ; six months 
9 guineas; twelve months, 15 guineas; eighteen months, 19 guineas; 
unlimited, 25 guineas. Surgical practice : Three months, 7i guineas ; 
six months, 11 guineas; twelve months, or the time required by 
the College of Surgeons, 25 guineas ; unlimited, 37 guineas. Entrance 
fee to all the lectures required for the examinations at the Royal 
Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons and the Society of Apothe- 
caries, 62i guineas. For the hospital practice during four years, 
4i4i guineas. For hospital practice and lectures required by the 
Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons, &c., 107 guineas in instal- 
ments, or 101 guineas in one sum; Unlimited hospital practice 
and attendance on lectures, 125 guineas, or 119 guineas in one 
sum. Students who have kept a portion of the course of medical 
study at the Universities of Oxford or Cambridge or elsewhere are 
admitted as perpetual pupils at a proportionate reduction. The fees 
may be paid as follows : At commencement of first year, 50 guineas ; 
at commencement of second year, 40 guineas; the remainder as 
commencement of third year, or in different sums by special arrange- 
ment with the Dean of the school. Fees for single cowrses : Medicine, 
Surgery, Materia Medica, and Midwifery, 5 guineas each course ; for 
Pathology, Practical and Operative Surgery, Physiology, Practical 
Physiology, Medical Jurisprudence, Botany, Practical Chemistry 
4 guineas each course ; for Comparative Anatomy, Ophthalmio Surgery, 
Aural Surgery, Diseases of the Skin, Dental Surgery, 2i guineas each 
course ; Anatomy, 7i guineas ; Chemistry, 6^ guineas ; Library, parts 
for dissection and use of microscope, £5 12s.

This institutioii contains 572 beds. Women are receiyed for educa- 
tion as Hospital Nurses, and a certain number of ladies are admitted 
to similar training. {See Appendix). 

Fees for Medical Cvrriculum. — ^The perpetual fee for hospital prac- 
tice and lectures may be paid in any one of the following ways : On 
entrance, £125 ; £70 on entrance and £60 at tbe beginning of the 
second year; £60 at the beginning of the first year, £50 at the 
beginning of the second year, and £30 at the beginning of the third 
year.

The Nonnal School of Soienoe at South Kennn^n is' intended, pzimarily, 
for the instmotion of teaohen and of stadents of the indiutrial claBBes, seleoted 
by competition in the examinatlonB of the Science and Art Department. 

Other stadents are admitted so far as there may be accommodation for them, 
on the payment of fees fixed at a scale snfficiently high to prevent undue com- 
petition with institutions which do not receiye State aid. 

The instruction in the Normal School is arranged in such a manner as to give 
the students a thorough training in the general principles of science, followed 
by advanced instruction in one or more special branches of science. . . . 

The Associateship is granted in certain divisions or lines of study. Students 
who go through any one of the prescribed courses of instruction and pass the 
necessary examinations, receive a certificate of Associateship of the Nonnal 
SchooL (This occupies three years at least.) 

But students who are not candidates for the Associateship are permitted to 
take up the course of instruction in one or more special branches of science, 
and on passing the examination receive a certificate to that effect. 

The two divisions which may be attended by the medical student as 
part of his cnnicnlum are Biology and Chemistry. 

The session is divided into two terms. The first term begins about the Ist of 
October and ends about the middle of February. The second term begins in 
the middle of February and ends about the middle of June. 

Fees, — Chemistry, first year, £21 ; second year, £18 ; third year, £18. 
These fees include laboratory work. Biology with Botany, first year, 
£12; second year, £20. The student may conveniently attend the 
courses of instruction on the two subjects indicated for a period of 
twelve months ; this will enable him to attend the examinations held at 
the end of the two terms which constitute the session or academical 
year. He will have to exercise his own judgment as to the standing* or 
year for which he will enter, and this should, of course, be influenced 
by the knowledge he already possesses of the subjects in question. 
While the ordinary science student has a curriculum mapped out for 
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iliim, in whioli the subjects are divided into stages, following a definite 
•order, the occasional student may select any stage for which to enter. 
Students who do not wish to attend the lectures are admitted for short 
periods to the laboratories, at the discretion of the Professors. The fee 
for the Chemical Laboratory is £5 per month; for the Biological 
Laboratory, £4 per month. Admission is granted to persons desirous 
•of attending the lectures without the laboratory instruction, on pay- 
.ment of the lecture fees. 

The Trustees of the Edward Forbes Memorial Fund present a bronze 
medal and a prize of hoohs, to be awarded to the student who does best 
in Biology. 

Chabtebhouse Institution. — Listruction of a practical character 
.is given in most of the sciences, including Physiology and Chemistry. 
'The fees are nominal only. For particulars address the Secretary.

l,~^Midwifery, 

Queen Chablotte's Lying-in Hospital. — ^Elsewhere in this 
work I have pointed out the extent to which Midwifery is in the United 
Kingdom an unprotected profession. I have there in^cated that in the 
•case of a puerperal patient's death, the practitioner might be called on 
to show evidence of competency in the performance of obstetric duties, 
•and that, failing such evidence, it might become a subject for judicial 
investigation, whether his attendance had.hastened the patient's death. 
Were such a question answered in the affirmative he would be held 
:guilty of manslaughter. Such evidence of competency is to be found 
in the Obstetric Diploma granted to medical students by Queen 
Charlotte's Lying-in Hospital. Two Diplomas are granted by this 
institution ; the one, to females who need not have previously studied 
medicine, is restricted, being intended to serve as evidence of its 
"holder's ability to conduct ordinary cases of midwifery only ; the other, 
to students in medicine, covers the whole field of obstetric surgery and 
medicine. This latter is specially recognised by the Local Government 
Board as a qualification in midwifery for all appointments under its 
•control 

The Medical Diploma. — Queen Charlotte's Hospital is the only 
vnetituUon in London where the science and a/rt of obstetrics are 
praeticaUy taught An elaborate model of the female form is provided, 
together with all the instruments and appliances appertaining to 
obstetric surgery. Demonstrations are frequently held, the students 
themselves being required to perform on the model the various opera- 
•tionsy under the inspection of the demonstrator. They are also 
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admitted to witness operations on the living subject when snch 
are necessary; in these cases their services are often called into- 
reqnisition. Students are allowed the care of midwifery cases in 
rotation, under the direction of the House Physician or Superin- 
tending Midwife, every facility being afforded for acquiring a 
practical knowledge of their management. Students have an 
opportunity of making themselves familiar with all the details of 
nursing. The Hospital is a vaccination station, and students are 
instructed in its performance. Clinical instruction is given in the 
earlier diseases of children from cases in the wards, and in the 
performance on the infant of operations which are sometimes 
necessary. The after treatment of puerperal patients and manage- 
ment of complications are made essential factors in the course of 
instruction. Clinical teaching is given daily. The out-patient depart- 
ment is very large, and is greatly increasing in extent. Students are 
permitted to witness the management of difficult cases occurring in 
its practice. The dispensary is under the charge of the House 
Physician, and students may receive instruction in Practical Pharmacy 
by arrangement with this gentleman. 

Pupils are allowed to enter at the Hospital for any period, from one 
week to six months or more. In the case of candidates for the higher 
or Medical Diploma, the course of instruction usually extends over 
three months. Such students are required before admission to produce 
evidence of previous medical training, moral character, &c. 

Persons desirous of receiving a six months' certificate of attendance^ 
but who find themselves unable to attend continuously for this period,, 
may receive instruction during each alternate week or fortnight, and 
be awarded the certificate in question as if the attendance had been 
continuous. 

The examination for this diploma is vi/od voce; operative on the 
model ; and diagnostic on the living subject. Candidates may also be 
required to assist at any operations on patients in progress at the time 
of examination. 

The fees, without board and residence, are : One week, £3 3s. ; f ort» 
night, £5 5s. ; month, £6 168. 6d. ; six weeks, £10 10s. ; two months^ 
£14 3s. 6d.; three months, £26 5s. There are no further fees for 
examination or for the diploma.

There are no fees for practice, nor is there any regular course of 
instruction, but gentlemen wishing to see the cases are allowed to go 
round with the medical officers.

Composition fee : The sum of fift j guineas, paid on entrance or in two 

instalments (half on entrance and half before the termination of the first 

twelve months), entitles the student to attend all the lectures and 

demonstrations required for the ordinary diplomas of the Colleges of 

Physicians and Surgeons, &c. 

All medical students who do not take oat the composition ticket axe required 
on registerinsr to pay an annual fee of lOs. 6d. to the Library and Heading Boom, 
oir a perpetual fee of Ml Is. 

The perpetual Hospital fee (thirty-two guineas) and the school composition fee 
for lectures required by the Licensing Bodies (fifty guineas) amount together 
to J686 2b. In addition to this must be reckoned vaccination fee (one guinea), 
dissecting room expenses (roughly estimated at three guineas), and a summer 
course of Practical Anatomy, which, though not absolutely esBential, is generally 
taken (two gruineas), in all amounting to J66 Os. 6d. The total expenses of the 
education necessary to prooure a Medical and Surgical qualification thus amount 
to somewhat over Jg90. 

All students joining in the winter must enrol themselves within four- 
teen days from the commencement of the session, and those joining in 
the summer must enrol themselves within ten days from the session's 
commencement. Students who neglect to do this will have to make 
special application to the Managing Committee stating why they omitted 
to comply with the ordinary rule. 

Appoi/nimemts, — ^Two House Physidcme and three House Bu/rgeons are 
appointed for six months. Candidates must be qualified. Three 0^mca2 
Clerks are appointed to each physician, three or more Dressers to each 
surgeon, and two ClerJes to the wards devoted to the diseases of women. 
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These gentlemen hold offioe for three months. Poit-mortem CMkt ai« 
appointed by the pathologist to assLst him in the exeeotion of his dnties 
jn the poet-mortem room ; they hold office for six weeks. This appoint-* 
tnent is obligatory on all senior students. 

SeholaTahipB, Ae. — Boger Lyon Janes Sdholarahi^ : This is of the Talnd 
•of £42. One half (£21) will be given as an entrance scholarship every 
yeaac ''to such applicant for the same as shall have taken the highest 
position in the Honours division at either of the Matriculation examina* 
iions Off the London University in the same year, on condition that he 
becomes a composition ticket-holder of the school, and attends the 
classes in a satisfactory manner." Applications must be made early in 
October. Preference will be given to Honours men in the Matriculatioii 
-examination of the London University who have also passed the 
Preliminary Scientific of the same body. But if no candidate applies 
who has folfilled these conditions the scholarship will be awarded to the 
first year's man who has taken the highest position at the Preliminary 
Scientific examination, irrespective of the date of his matriculation, on 
the conditions mentioned. '* In the event of no candidate appearing 
who shaU have fulfilled the above condition the Council shall be at 
liberty to award the scholarship as they may think fit." This scholarship 
is tenable for two years. The other half (£21), also tenable for two 
years, is open to competition amongst those students who have completed 
-on the preceding July two years of study at the schooL But^ects of 
exammaiion : Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry (Theoretical and 
Practical), Botany, and Materia Medica. The successful candidate 
must remain at the School during his third and fourth years. Torr 
Medal (gold), awarded after competition in the subjects of Anatomy 
and Physiology. Open to second year's men. Bligh Medal (gold), 
awarded for the same subjects as the Torr ; open to first year's men ; 
Chemistry will form a part of this examination. The School Medals 
and CetiifieaUs of Honowr : These are given, not for individual subjects, 
but for groups of the latter, which correspond to the student's seniority. 
Students of the third and fourth years are examined in Surgery, 
Medicine, Pathol<^;y, and Midwifery; those of the second year in 
advanced Anatomy and Physiology; and those of the first year in 
Elementary Anatomy, Physiology, and Chemistry. These examinations 
are conducted oraUy and by written papers, and are held in the winter. 
" While it is found that the winter lectures are taken out by students 
invariably in a regular order corresponding with the first, second, and 
third year subjects of examination, it is obvious, on the other hand, that 
the summer lectures cannot be attended in such a fixed sequence, chiefly 
owing to the fact that, while the bulk of students commence their 

V2 
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ctuTicalum at the begmning of the winter session, a considerable- 
number join in summer. The Council have therefore resolved that in 
future the summer subjects of examination shall not be termed ' first 
year' and 'second year* subjects, but 'junior' and 'senior* subjects, 
the former, as heretofore, to comprehend Botany, Materia Medica, and 
Practical Chemistry; and the latter Medical Jurisprudence and 
Toxicology. The examinations will be held at the end of the summer^ 
session, and students may enter for them at any period during their 
curriculum, provided that those going in for the junior examination 
have attended only one course of each of the subjects connected with 
it, and the same for the senior examination." Mid/wifery prizes : A first 
and a second prize, with certificates of proficiency, are awarded to 
students who pass three written examinations during the session.. 
Practical Histology prizes, two in number, are awarded for the most 
complete sets of microscopical preparations made in the Laboratory 
during the winter session. 

Boyal Southern Hospital. 

The institution contains about 200 beds. It is not a medical school,, 
but is situated within convenient walking distance of the Liverpool 
School of Medicine, and connected by its stafE with that institution. 

Fees. — ^For board, &c., £16 15s. per quarter. For practice : Perpetual,. 
£26 5s. ; one year, £10 10s. ; six monies, £7 7s. ; three months, £4 4s. 
Either the medical or surgical practice may be taken out on payment at 
half the above fees. Dressers and clinical clerks are regularly appointed* 
" There is a largely attended out-patients' dressing department, open 
daily, Sundays excepted. Special instruction is given in the children's^ 
ward in Infantile Diseases ; and in addition to daily Bedside instruction 
in the wards, lectures upon Cliuical Medicine and Clinical Surgery are- 
delivered weekly." 

Northern Hospital, 

This, like the above, is not an independent medical school, but 
hospital practice may be taken out here. 

Fees, — Twelve months' surgical and medical practice, £10 10s.: 
twelve months' medical or surgical practice, £5 5s.; three months'^ 
medical or surgical practice, £2 2s. ; practical pharmacy, £2 2s. 

3. BiBMiKGHAM. — Quecn's CoUege, 
This is an educational body, in connection with the London Univer- 
sity. Students may enter for their entire medical education ; for one- 
or more courses ; or to prepare for Preliminary Scientific and other 
examinations. The Arts department is open to prepare students for the 
Preliminary and Matriculation examinations of the Licensing Bodies. 
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The London TJniyersity holds a lilatriculation examination at the 
'College in January and June for local students. Fee-— dB2. 

The medical tutor instructs the junior students throughout the 
-winter and summer sessions. 

Students are requested to take notice that the sohednles of those who do not 
regularly attend at least two-tbirds of the leotnres will not be signed, and that 
the oertifioates of diligent dissections, required by the Boyal College of Surgeons 
'for its Primary examination, will be granted to those students only whose 
knowledge of Anatomy shall satisfy an TiTamiTiiTig Board which meets in 
January, March, June, and Norember. There are also test examinations for 
the Second examination at the Boyal College of Surgeons in January, March, 
June, and November, and no student will be allowed to present himself at this 
Second examination who has not satisfied the examiners on one of these 
-occasions. 

Bchola/rshi/ps, <l^c.— The Sands Cox prize of £20 is awarded annually 
Candidates must have completed their curriculum. Subjects: Medi- 
>cine. Surgery, Midwifery. Inglehy scholarships : Two, awarded an- 
nually after examination in Obstetric Medicine and Surgery and 
Diseases of Women and Children. Candidates must have completed 
two years' attendance at the College. Sydenham scholarships: The 
regulations prescribe :— 

(1) One or more scholarships shall be awarded annually of the value of 
30 guineas each. (2) The scholar or scholars shall be elected by vote of the 
Council of the College. (3) The scholarships shall be limited to the orphan 
49ons of legally qualified medical men, on entrance as first year's students of the 
^College. (4) The orphan sons of former students of the Birmingham Medical 
School shall have priority of election. (5) No Sydenham scholars shall be 
elected whose age exceeds twenty-three years on the day of election. (6) The 
scholarships shall be held for three years subject to good behaviour, and one- 
third of the scholarship shall be paid annually. (7) All applications for a 
Sydenham scholarship shall be addressed to the Warden on or before 15th Sep- 
tember in each year, and candidates shall be required to furnish such evidence of 
eligibility as he considers necessary. 
Qiieen's schoUvrships : These scholarships are thus awarded : 

(1) One or more Queen's scholarships shall be awarded annually of the value 
^f 30 guineas. (2) These scholarships shall be awarded by the Council of the 
College to the student who, on entrance as a first year's medical student, shall 
pass the best examinations in the following subjects : — ^Latin — translation from 
■one of the following authors — ^Virgil, Cicero; Greek — ^translation of a passage 
from Xenophon's '' Anabasis;" French or German — translation; Mathematics 
— ^Elementary; Chemistry of the Metalloids; Human Osteology. (3) The 
examination shall be held in the month of October in each year. (4) The 
^^ueen's scholarships shall be open only to the sons of legally qualified medical 
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IpsftotiliQRfln* wkoie age on the dej of asanunatioii ahall not ezoeed twenty 
years, and the tons of former ttedents of the Binungbam School ahall costerig 
pa/rihu^ be pvef acred. (5) All apj^ieatioiui for admitaion to the oonpetition for 
a Qneen'a soholarahip ahaU be addressed to the Warden of the College on or 
before 15th September in eaoh year. (6) The BchdUrships shall be held for 
three years snbjeot to good behaviour, and one-third of the yalne of the aoholar- 
ships shall be paid annually. 

Fee8.-^A composition fee of £63 may be paid, entitliBg tlie stadent tc^ 
the fall oouraes of lectures required by the Colleges, Societies, and 
London Uniyeraity. This composition fee may either be paid in one 
■Bom or in two instalments, one at the beginning of the first and the

These have together a total of 
40O beds. '' The students wUl be allotted to each Hospital from time 
to time by the Clinical Board, so that every student shall divide hia 
attendance equally between the two Institutions."

This payment may 
be made in two eqnal sums, one on entrance, the other at the beginning 
of the seoond year. One year's attendance, £21. Six months', £14. 

Claes priaee, — Medals and eerHfieaies of honour are awarded annually 
in each class after examination. UnivereUy sohola/rehipe, <lc. : Stndents 
of Qneen's College are qualified to compete for ail scholarships, gold 
medals, and other prizes offered by the University of London, the 
Boyal College of Surgeons, and the Apothecaries' Society.

Scholarships, &c, — Marifgn Memorial emlramce scholarship, of the 
value of £20, is awarded annually at the beginning of the winter session 
after a competition in the subjects of general education. Clovrhe 
scholarship : This is of the value of £15, and is awarded annually 
after an examination in surgery. Sa/nders scholarship : The interest 
of £500 is awarded annually at the end of the winter session after 
examination in the subjects of Medicine, Surgery, and Diseases of 
Women. 

The Lady Haberfield prize consists of the interest of £1000, and ia 
awarded annually after examination in Medicine, Surgery, and Diseases- 
of Women. 

Tho Mutyn Memorial sdhohurBhip and the Lady Haberfield prize, when not 
awarded as abovc^ are available for the remuneration of a moaenm onrator, i» 
be i^poinied £rom amongst the etadents after a competitive ^^ft"»'"*^<">*^ in 
sab jeots bearing upon the dntiee of the office. 

Clinical cierJes : *' While ordinary pupils enter to the general practice 
aad accompany the physicians on their usual visits, students who* 
become clinical clerks, besides this, place themselves under one 
physician, from whom they receive private instruction in the practice 
el medieine. The clinical clerks alone have the privilege of recording^ 
oases and visiting the wards by themselves." Dressers reside in the- 
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Hospital in rotation, and are boarded free of expense. Obstetric elerhs 
•are appointed for three months. Resident Hospital pujf>ils : Arrange- 
ments have been made for the reception of resident pupils, who will be 
under the charge of the house surgeon. 

Fees, — ^Medical or Surgical practice—six months, £6; one year, £10 ; 
perpetual, £20 ; extra fee for clinical clerk or dresser, £5 5s. for edz 
jnonths ; extra fee for obstetric clerk, £3 3s. for three months ; Library, 
£1 Is. per annum. B/Csident pupils pay for board, lodging, and wash- 
ing, £100 for the first year, and £60 for each subsequent year, or for an 
apprenticeship of five years— £260. 

Fob Medical Bbanohes of Genebal Soiekoe. 
DuBHAM. — College of Physical Science {University ofDwrhami), 

Medical students may attend the courses of instruction in Chemistry 
and Natural History. Chemistry, fee for the session — ^f rom October to 
^pril — ^£5 5s. ; Practical Chemistry, fee per term for six days weekly, 
£5 5s. ; for three days weekly, £3 3s. ; for one day weekly, £1 Is. 

Students are required to provide themBelves on entry with a regulation set of 
apparatna for analysiB, whioh may be obtained on loan from the laboratory 
«tore rooms. All apparatus so obtained must be returned or replaced before 
the student oeases to attend. Other apparatus may also be borrowed, the 
-borrower being responsible for its safety until returned. 

All re-agents, &o., are provided by the College, with the exception of gold, 
fulver, and platinum salts. 

Teost Boohs, — ^Boscoe's "Chemistry," Miller's "Inorganic Chemia- 
"try," Fowne's " Chemistry." 

Natv/ral History, — ^The course treats of " Elements of ^Human Ana- 
tomy and Physiology received as furnishing the highest types of 
animal life; the Anatomy and Physiology of the Anima.! Elingdom, 
•from the lowest form of life up to man." 

Vegetable Organography and, Physiology, Fee — ^£3 3s. Tesst boohs : 
Huxley's " Physiology," Nicholson's " Elements of Biology," Nichol- 
43on's "Advanced Textbook of Zoology," and OHver's "Elements of 
'Botany." " This course is recognised by the Court of Examiners of the 
Boyal College of Surgeons of England as satisfying their requirements 
in Comparative Anatomy for the Fellowship examinations." 

Courses are also given in Physics, &c. ; the particulars will be found 
in the companion volume to the present one, " Degrees in Arts," &o. 
{It, XJpoott Gill, 170, Strand, London). 

The Alder scholarship, tenable for one year, is awarded in June to 
the student in Natural History of not less than three terms' standing 
who passes the best examination, theoretical and practical, in the 
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subject mentioned. "The successful candidate will be required to 
pursue some special branch of Natural Histoiy while attending the- 
lectures of the Professor of Natural History at the College of Physical 
Science." 
Prizes are awarded in the various classes. 

County Hospitals. 
Bedfobdshibb. — General Infrrma/ry, — Pupils of medical men 
practicing in or near Bedford are admitted as out pupils of the In> 
firmary on payment of £5 5s. for the first and £3 3s. for every succeed- 
ing year. Pupils must attend at the hours appointed for going round 
the wards, and they are not allowed to remain in the Infirmary unless^ 
employed under orders, or during the time the medical officers shall be- 
themselves attending the patients. A pupil may be dismissed for mis* 
behaviour, in which case the fee paid by him will be retained. 

Bbbkshibe. — Boyal Berhehire Hospital, Beading. — ^The regulations 
prescribe : 

Each phyaicrian and mirgeon shall be allowed to have two pnpiLi, who shall 
be authorised to see the praotloe of their several principals, bnt not the prao- 
tioe of other medical of&cers, except by permission. No pupil shall prescribe or 
operate, nnlesa by an order of the physician or surgeon. The papUs of the 
hospital and the pupils of the operatiog snrgeon only shall have the privilege of 
assisting at an operation, and except by the consent of the operating snrgeon, 
the other pupils and visitors shall occupy situations behind the bar. Each pnpil 
shall be entitled to a certificate of his attendance on the practice of the- 
Hoepital. In the absence of the physicians and surgeons, the pupils shall be 
under the direction of the house surgeons, bnt should either of them be found* 
in any instance to act in opposition to the established discipline of the Hospital, 
the Board shall have power to suspend for a limited time, or wholly prohibit the- 
future attendance of such pupil. 

There are no fees payable to the Hospital. Intending students must 
make private arrangements with one of the medical officers. 

CoBNWALL. — Com/wall Boyal Infirmary, Trv/ro, — Only one pupil is^ 
taken in this institution; the fee is £100. FuU particulaors may be had' 
by addressing the Secretary. 

CuifBBBiiAND. — CwmherVmd Infirmary, 0ar{t«Z6.—- The following 
rules relate to the pupils : 

Pupils shall be admitted by the Committee on such terms of payment as the^ 
Committee shall fix. 

In-door pupils shall reside at the Infirmary ; out-door pupils shall visit the- 
Infirmary only at such hours as the medical officers shall approve. . The pupil» 
shall be entirely under the control of the medical officers. 
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In-door pupils bIiaII nofc be abiont frooi the Infirouury witlumt leeife fram tin 
lioue Biugeoii. 

The pupil! shall asssist the house surgeon in the wards, in the dTOOsiiigs of 
'both in and out patients, and shall carry out the direotions of the medioal 
officers. 

Debbyshibe. — The Infirmary, Derby. — ^The pnpils of the medical 
officers of the institution are entitled to attend the practice of 
the Infirmary gratuitously; the pnpils of other practitioners (by 
preference) or independent students (on producing satisfactory 
references) will be allowed to attend the practice of the Infirmary on 
payment of £5 5s. for one year. These two latter classes of stud^its 
are termed " walking pupils." 

DENBiaHBHiBE.— Den^^fcire Ivfirmary, — The terms for pnpik 
are, for three years' residence, with board, &c., £25 a year. The duties 
are dispensing and helping the house surgeon in his general duties. 

Deygnshibe. — Devon and Exeter Hospital, — Pupils of the Physicians 
'and Swrgeons: Every pupil must be introduced by a physician or 
surgeon of the Hospital. The pupils haye to dress the patients and 
assist in dispensing; they must finish their duties by half -past one 
•o'clock. The surgeon of the week appoints one pupil as resident pupil 
for the week. The student selected boards in the hospital, and is not 
allowed to be absent from this institution between the hours of lialf - 
past nine in the morning and six in the eyening without the consent of 
-the house surgeon. In cases of accident or emergency, pupils residing 
within a reasonable distance may be summoned to giye assistance. 

The senior pupUs of the teachers of Anatomy shall be allowed free aooess to 
-the Anatomical Museum and Dissecting Soom at all reasonable times, and also 
i;he junior pupils in Anatomy shall be admitted to assist, if requisite, when any 
dissections or lectures are proceeding ; tiie other pupiUi shall have access thereto, 
subject, however, in all oases, to the general laws and discipline of the House .... 
When any pupil shall leave the institution, such a certificate of merit as his 
^general conduct shall appear to deserve shall be delivered to him by the Chair- 
fnan of the Weekly Board for the day, engrossed on parchment by the Secretary, 
and such certificate shall be recorded in the Begister of Pnpils. 

Pvpils of the Mouse Surgeon : Two resident pupils are received ; any 
number of non-resident pupils may be admitted according to the 
discretion of the Weekly Board. The terms are fixed by the same 
•tiuthority. The pupils of the house surgeon must be in readiness to 
a.ttend on the physicians in the Hospital, should they be required to do 
«o. They have the same privileges with regard to attendance on the 
practice of the Hospital, the Musexmi, lectures, and dissections as the 
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•other pnpila, bat they are not allowed to dress the patients imless 
desired to do so by a physioian or surgeon, or by the house surgeon. 

They shall be considered as move especially attached to the medical department 
during the earlier part of their attendance, bnt shall be entitled to witness the 
"full mirgioal, as weQ as medical practice, dnring the whole of their time. One 
•or both of them may, by the special consent of the WeeUy Board and house 
surgeon, become at any time dresser to a snrgeon. When any pnpU quits the 
institntion, such a certificate of merit as his general conduct shall appear to 
have deserved shall be deUvered to him by the Chairman of the Weekly Board, 
engrossed on parchment by the Secretary, and such certificate shall be recorded 
in the Begister of Pupils. 

Scndh Devon Hospital, Plymouth. — The medioal officers of this 
institution receive pupils for 100 guineas per annum. The latter have 
the privilege of attending the practice of the Hospital without further 
•charge, and also that of tiie Eye Infirmary. 

DoBSETSHiBE. — Dorset County Hospital, — Medical pupils are 
permitted to attend the practice of the Hospital, but must give a dona- 
tion of £10, or a subscription of £2 2s. per annum. 

GiiOiTCBSTEBSHiBE. — Gloucester General Jn/Srmor^.— The rules of 
this institution set forth : 

The Committee may, at their discretion, admit, either as resident or non- 
resident pupils of the Infirmary, such persons as shall be recommended in the 
manner mentioned hereafter. Every pupil must be recommended by one of the 
physicians or one of the surgeons of the Infirmary, and if accepted by the 
Committee he shall thereupon be admitted, and his name and the name of his 
Tecommender shall be entered in a register, to be kept by the Secretary. 

In the register kept for entering the admission of pupils any observations on 
their conduct which the Committee may on any special occasion see fit to record 
shall also be entered. Every non-resident pupil shall pay iBlO to the treasurer 
for the first half year, and he shall, for every subsequent half-year, or portion of 
a half-year, during his c<mtinuance on the register, pay a further sum of JBIO. 
All such payments to be made in advance. Every resident pupil shall be found 
board and lodging in the house, and shall pay to the Treasurer for every half- 
year or portion of a half-year during which he shall be resident ^689 16s. All 
such payments to be made in advance. The pupils shall behave respectfully to 
the ofllcers of the institution and with propriety to the patients, and shall be 
obedient to the medical and surgical officers, and to the house surgeon, and shall 
conform in aU things to the rules and orders of the house and to the regulations 
that shall be laid down for their conduct. When any pupil shall leave the 
institution, such a certificate of merit as his general conduct shall appear to 
deserve shall be delivered to him by the Chairman of Committee, and such 
certificate shall be recorded in the Begister of Pupils. On complaint and proof 
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of any pupil's improper behayioiir in the house, or disobedienoe of rules, the- 
Committee shall have power to prohibit his future attendance, if he is a nan- 
resident pupil, or to dismiss him if he is a resident pupil. Any sums paid by, or 
due from, such pupils shall be forfeited to the Infirmary. 

A fee of 5 guineas for every year's attendaiiLce, or any portion thereof »• 
is payable to the house surgeon. 

Hampshire. — Boyal South Hants Infirmary, Southampton, — ^The 
house surgeon has charge of the pupils. No student is admitted as a 
pupil untn he has passed a Preliminary examination entitling him to be 
registered in the books of the General Medical Council. All pupils are 
entitled to attend the practice of the Infirmary and to be instructed for 
three months in dispensing. 

The fees for all pupils, to be paid on admission to the Assistant Secretary,, 
shall be £5 Ss. for six months, and £10 10s. for a perpetual ticket. At the 
expiration of a six months' ticket a pupil may, on payment of an additional 
j65 5s., obtain a perpetual ticket. The son of a member of the medical or 
surgical staff shall be admitted a perpetual pupil on payment of £S 5s. 

Every pupil is employed during the first three months in the- 
dispensary. At the termination of this period the house surgeon 
satisfies himself as to the fitness of the pupil to dispense. Having 
finished their dispensing, pupils may act as clinical clerks and dressers. 
Pupils are recommended to attend the afternoon lectures on science 
subjects at the Hartley Institution. 

Boyal Hants Cownty Hospital, Winchester, ^"Bfeeideat pupils are 
received at the rate of £100 per annum. There is a good dispensary, in 
which instruction is given in Chemistry and Dispensing. Ample 
opportunities are afforded for acquiring a practical knowledge of 
surgical dressing. There is a good library, and finally, the hospital 
possesses an operating theatre, which is frequently used. 

Kent. — General Rent amd Canterbury Hospital,--^ The Hospital 
contains 102 beds. Pupils of the medical officers are admitted to the 
practice of the Hospital and to the use of the library of the East Kent 
and Canterbury Medical Society for £7 7s. 

Leicestebshibe. — Leicester Infirma/ry. — Resident pupils are not 
received here, but out<door pupils are occasionally taken on special 
agreement. There are a resident dresser and a clinical clerk ; these are 
generally senior students from the London medical schools, and who 
enter from April to October, without payment of fees. .Particulars 
respecting these appointments may be had on application to the 
Secretary. 

'NoB,voi^,^Noirfolh and Norwich Hospital.^'The physicians and 
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surgeonB are allowed to admit pupils to the practice of the Hospital, 
''but no pupil shall be penoitted to prescribe in any case or perform 
any operation. The surgeons' pupils may be summoned to accidents 
and consultations, and shall have liberty to dress the patients under 
the directions of their respective masters, and such patients shall be 
dressed by 1 p.m." The house surgeon is allowed to have a pupil, to be 
boarded in the house, and with the permission of the Board of Jilanage- 
ment, and other pupils for whose board he shall pay at a rate to be fixed 
by the Board of Management. He is also allowed two out-door pupils, 
llie sanction of the Board of Management must be obtained before the 
indentures of any pupil are signed; and in the case of misconduct, the 
Board may dismiss such pupils. Th^ senior pupil of the house surgeon, 
in the absence of the latter and of the matron, has charge of the 
hospital. 

North AMPTONSHIBB. — €hn,eral Infirmary, Northampton, — Out- 
pupils are received at this institution on payment of a fee of £25 per 
annum. They have ample opportunities of witnessing medical and 
surgical practice, more especially the latter, and they are instructed in 
Anatomy, Materia Medica, and Practical Pharmacy. Some of the staiE 
receive pupils to board and reside in their houses. 

NoBTHTJMBBBLAKD. — NewcaBtU-upon-Tyne Infirmary, — ^There are 
two resident clinical clerks, four resident dressers, and four non-resident 
dressers. Each climcal clerk is attached to two physicians, each 
resident dresser is attached to one surgeon, and each non-resident 
dresser to one assistant surgeon. The cUnieal clerks are appointed for 
m months, and are eligible for re-election; they are provided with 
apartments and board free. The resident dressers are also provided 
with apartments and board; it is part of their duty to assist at the 
post*mortems. They also are appointed for six months. There are 
ent-door pupils in connection with this Infirmary. These are the pupils 
of the medical officers, together with *' such other medical students as 
may desire to attend the medical and surgical practice of the hospital." 
The former are admitted free, the latter ** on pajrment of such fees as 
may from time to time be fixed by the Medical Board." 

NOTTINGHAMSHIBE. — G^eneral Hospital, Nottingham, — ^Pupils must 
be introduced to the Hospital by a member of the staff. Fee, £10 lOs. 
per annum. There are no resident pupils. 

Shbopshibe. — Salop Infirmary, Bhrewshwry, — ^Dressers and pupils, 
non-resident, are allowed by the authorities. The arrangements are 
made with one of the medical staff; the fee is about £15 15s. 

Soicbbsstshibb. — Boyal United Hospital, Bath, — ^Pupils can enter at 

X 
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the Hospital for six or twelve months. The Hospital contadns 120 beds ; 
it is licensed for dissections, but scarcely any have taken place of late 
years. Pupils entering for medical or surgical practice are required to 
▼isit the wards with the house surgeon or resident medical officer every 
morning, and to see the out-patients with the physicians or surgeons. 
A museum is attached to the Hospital, containing specimens both in 
Pathology and Oomparatiye Anatomy. There are no resident pupils. 
The terms for attending the practice of the Hospital only are £10 10s. 
for twelve months, and £5 5s. for six months or less. 

Stavfobdshibb. — Staffordshire Oeneral Infirmary, — ^The rule re- 
specting medical instruction is : 

That the apprentioes of medioal praotitionera resident in the ooiinty of 
Stafford be allowed to witness the medioal and snrgioal praotioe of the Infirmary, 
and to be present at operations, nnder the denomination of "walking pupils ;" 
the apprentices of the offioers of the institution to be admitted to these privi- 
leges gratuitously, those of other practitioners on the payment of £\0 IDs. to 
the funds of the charity ; and that the assistsnts of any medioal practitioner, 
having serred a regular apprenticeship, shall be admitted on the payment of 
iB5 5s. annually. 

That they be admitted for this purpose at such times Only as may be ap- 
pointed by the medical officers for receiving and visiting their patients ; that 
they on no account visit the wards, except in attendance upon the medioal 
officers ; and that th«y leave the house as soon as the medical gentleman whom 
they attend has seen all his patients. 

Sussex. — Svssex Cownty Hospital, Brighton. — ^Each physician and 
surgeon of the Hospital is allowed to have two out-pupils, who possess 
the privilege of attending the hospital practice. Resident pupils are 
received for any term not exceeding five years, on pajrment of a sum 
not exceeding £84 per annum. This amount is to be paid quarterly 
and in advance. Other medical students may be admitted to the prac- 
tice of the Hospital "for any period not exceeding two years on 
payment of not more than £21 each. Any such student may, at 
the expiration of the above-named period of study, be allowed to con- 
tinue as a pupil of the Hospital for a further period on pajrment of not 
less than £10 10s. per annum.'* No out-pupil is allowed to remain in 
the Hospital after the physicians and surgeons have left it without 
permission of the house surgeon. Out-pupils who have shown them- 
selves diligent in their hospital attendance receive certificates to 
that effect from the Hospital authorities. All pupils are under the 
control and direction of the house surgeon ; they are not allowed to 
prescribe for any patient except by the direct order of a physician or 
surgeon of the Hospital. No pupil is allowed to enter the wards 
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except in the oompanj of a physiciaii or surgeon^ or that of the 
house Erargeon, or by the direction of one of these. 

WniTSHiBB. — The Saliahwry Infirmary. — ^The rule as to medical in- 
struction is : 

Each Boigeon shall be allowed at all times to introdnoe bis own IxmA fids 
■appreniioes, who shall bave the benefit of all the praotioe of the Infirmary with- 
out any payment to the Infirmary ; and eaoh of the physioians and snxgeona 
shall have the priTilege of introdnoing one pnpil gratis, and tbe further privilege 
of introdnoing two other pnpils who shall have tbe like benefit, on payment by 
•each pnpil of the snm of J650 to the Infirmary fnnds ; bnt in erery oase the 
name of snob pnpil and apprentice shall be preyionsly stated to tbe Committee 
of Management, and their sanction to bis attendance shall be obtained. No 
upprentioe or pnpil shall in any oase perform any principal operation, nor shall 
•any pnpil dress tbe patients bnt under the direction of one of the surgeons. 

This is an institution where nurses are trained and ladies are in- 
structed (see Appendix). 

Staffobdshibe. — Wolverhampton and Staffordshire General Hoe- 
pital. — Out-pupils are admitted to the practice of this institution ; no 
pupils reside in the Hospital. Feee: Six months, £6 6s.; twelve 
months, £10 10s. ; perpetual, £21. Many medical men of the town 
receive pupils to reside with them ; some of the former being members 
of the Hospital stafiE. 

■WoBCESTBB8HiBB.^-TFbrce«fer General Infirmary. — ^The rules set 
forth: 

Each physician and surgeon shall be allowed to receive any number of pupils 
he thinks proper, to see the medical and surgical practice of the Infirmary, such 
pupils to be under the control of the physician or surgeon to whom they may be 
respectively apprenticed, while such physician or surgeon is present at the 
Infirmary, but at all other times such pupils shall be under the control of the 
house surgeon, who, upon any misconduct on tbe part of any pupil, shall bave 
full power to report the matter to the medical staff, and, if necessary, to the 
House Committee. 

YoBKSHiBE. — The York Cowaty Hospital, — ^The house surgeon is 
allowed to receive a pupil, and the practice of the Hospital^ is open to 
pupils of the medical officers. For particulars address the Treasurer, 
-at York. 

Medioal Sohools in IbEIiAND. 

Dublin. — Bom^n Catholic University of Ireland School of Medicine 

{Cedlia -street, Dame-street), 

This University does not grant degrees in Medicine. The school is 
similar to one of the ordinary hospital medical schools. The following 

x2 
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particTXlars are tak^i from tlie prospectus ; fnrtlier informatioiL may be 
obtamed from the Medioal Registrar : 

To fifentlemen abont to stady medioine, the following are some of the advan- 
tages offered by this institnUon. The School of Medioine, Ceoilia-street, is in a 
central sitaation, within a few minntes' walk of the Catholic Univennty Baild- 
ings, Stephen's Green, and of the principal hospitals of the city. It inolvdeB a 
eomplete Chemical Laboratory, in which students are instmoted in Practical 
Chemiatiy, and a Students' Library, well supplied with medioal books and 
periodicals. The certificates of attendance on lectures at this school qualify 
for all the Ifedical and Surgical Licensing Bodies in the United Kingdom, in- 
cluding the Boyal Irish University, which will afford direct facilities to students 
of this School for receiving degrees. Tutorial classes in the subjects required 
for all d^oma and degree examinations are held daily in the school. Attend- > 
ance at these classes, although optional, is found to be highly advantageous to 
all students, who are therefore recommended to join them at the begiiming of 
the professional course. The/ee for each course is JBS 3s., except Dissections 
and Practical Chemistry, for each of which the/ee is J65 58., and Pathology and 
Natural Philosophy, which are free. A reduction of one-sixth is made to per- 
petual pupils paying the entire of their fees in advance, or in two instalments at 
the commencement of the first and of the second years of their studies respec- 
tively. The cost of all professional school lectures and courses required for 
the Surgical Diploma of the Hoyal College of Surgeons, Ireland, is ^668 58., or 
to perpetual pupils, ^656 17s. 6d. ; London, ^650 8s. ; and Edinburgh, J647 58. ; 
Perpetual Library fee (optbnal), £1 Is. Sdiolars of the University who shall 
have complied with the published conditions (vide) are entitled to free lectures. 
Parents and guardiiins are recommended to forward aU fees for medioal lectures 
directly, by cheque or order, to the Medioal Begistrar, at the School of Medi- 
cine, Ce<ulia-street. 

At the termination of the winter and of the summer sessions, respectively, 
public examinations will be held in each class, and a prize of £3 3s. will be 
offered for competition amongst students who shall have diligently attended at 
least three-fourths of the lectures in the class for the current session. The 
University ExMbiiion of i620 will be awarded at the end of the wiuter session, 
in the following combined auf^ects, viz. : Practice of Medicine, Surgery, and 
Midwifery, including the Diseases of Women and Children. At the termination 
of the summer session the Ghld Medal will be awarded for the best answering in 
Practical Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Medical Jurisprudence combined. 
The conditions on which the exhibition is offered can be learnt on application to 
the Secretary of the Medical Faculty. For the University exhibition and the 
QcUd Medal, the examinations are conducted by printed questioBS exclusively. 

Canniehael College of Medicine and Swrgery, 
This institution is connected by its teachers with the following^ 
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hospitals : Adelaide, Oity of Dublin, Cork-street (Fever), House of 
Industiy, Meath, and Mercer's. 

Fees. — ^For each course of lectures, £3 3s. ; for each course of prac* 
tical instruction, £5 6b, " Students, at the discretion of the leoturert 
are permitted to re-attend a practical course for a fee of £2 2s., pro- 
vided no certificate be required." The fees mentioned below refer to 
simple courses of instruction only *. Anatomy, course of lectures and 
dissections, £8 8s. ; Dissections only, £5 5s. ; Systematic Anatomy, 
£3 3s. [" First year's students of the College who do not require a 
certificate are permitted to attend this course free of charge."] 
(jeneral Anatomy and Physiology, £3 3s. — summer course, £3 3s.

It is situated in the centre of the metropolis, and in the immediate 
vicinity of the Boyal College of Surgeons, the Ledwick, Carmichael, and Catholic 
University Schools of Medicine. It is connected by its staff with two of the 
principal schools of Dublin.

There is a very largely attended out-patient department, open daily.

Every surgeon of the Infirmary lias the privilege of introducing 
two pupils, whose names shall be entered on the Hospital register. 

They 
are not allowed to enter the women's wards unless in the company 
of the house surgeon or the matron, except when necessary for 
the patients, as in a case of sudden emergency. They must not 
remain at the Infirmary after four o'clock in the afternoon. They are 
not allowed to perform any operations except those of bleeding, 
extracting teeth, &c. They are required to dress the patients under 
the direction of the house surgeon. Pupils of the surgeons on the 
staff of the Hospital — the former not being pupils of the Hospital — are 
allowed to witness the operations, ** but none shall become pupilei of 
the house as before stated until they have served at least one year of 
apprenticeship." If any pupil should be dismissed for improper 
conduct he will not be allowed to re-enter the Infirmary unless the 
Committee re-instate him in his position as pupil. 

Medical Education fob Women. 

London School of Medicine for Women (30, Hemrietta'Street, Brunswick- 
8qua/re, W,C,), and the Royal Free JELoafpitdL {Qray^s In/n-road), 

These two institutions are in association with each other. As the 
Brunswick-square institution is the only medical school for women in 
the metropolis, I shall enter somewhat minutely into details. 

The courses of lectures required by the Examining Bodies are given 
at the School Lectures on Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery are 
delivered at the Hospital. Women wishing to enter the profession of 
Medicine must pass the same Arts examinations as male students. 
Students must apply to the Dean for a form of application for admission 
to the School. "No student will be admitted who is under eighteen 
years of age. 

Com^ovmder's Fee, — ^For the ordinary curriculum of non-clinical 
lectures, £80 in one sum, or £85 in instalments. 

Perpetual Ticlcet, — If a student has paid the compounder's fee she may, 
by a further payment of £6 6s., be entitled to attend additional courses 
of lectures. Courses of lectures on Botany, Comparative Anatomy or 
Zoology, Mental Pathology, Ophthalmic Sui*gery and Hygiene, will be 
given whenever a sufficient number of students are found desirous of 
attending. The fees for separate courses of the non-clinical lectures are 
£8 8s. each subject during the winter, £5 5s. for each subject during

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tlie summer session. Non-perpetual students may repeat any single 
course on payment of £2 2s. The fee for eacli com-se of lectures on 
Mental Pathology, Ophthalmic Surgery and Hygiene respectively is 
£2 2s. Ladies preparing for the First B.Sc. and Preliminary Scientific 
examinations may receive tutorial instruction. 

Hospital Fees. — £20 for the first, and £15 for every succeeding year. 
No student is admitted to the Hospital for a less period than one year. 
The Hospital teaching includes courses of instruction in Minor Surgery 
and Use of Surgical Appliances, Auscultation and Percussion, &c., 
daily Clinical instruction in the out-patients' departments and the 
in-patients' wards, attendance at the Cliniques for the Diseases of 
Women and for Ophthalmic Surgery, bi-weekly; pathological demonstra- 
tions and lectures on GHnical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, and a 
tutorial class for senior students. Students are appointed to the posts 
of clinical clerhs, sv/rgical dressers, and pathological registrar without 
further fee. The Hospital instruction occupies three years, during 
the whole of which time the students have definite work assigned to 
them. 

All students must attend the class examinations, and at least two- 
thirds of the lectures. 

The eti/rriculvmi occupies four years. Three years should be spent in 
attendance on lectures at the School ; during the fourth the student 
may attend to Practical Midwifery, Practical Pharmacy, Vaccination, 
and hospital work. The University of London and the King*s and 
Queen's College of Physicians in Ireland have recognised the London 
School of Medicine for Women, so that those students who have 
attended the regular courses, and whose certificates have been signed 
by the authorities may be admitted to the examinations of these two 
Qualifying Bodies. It is the desire of the Executive Council that all 
communications with examining boards be made through the Dean of 
the School, and any students who contemplate presenting themselves 
for professional examinations are requested to communicate with the 
Dean or Honorary Secretary, to whom they must give evidence of their 
fitness to present themselves to the examining boards. 

Students who have no intention of practicing may, with the permis- 
sion of the Executive Council, attend the classes on payment of the fees 
without passing an examination in Arts, but they will not receive 
certificates of attendance. 

Ladies who intend presenting themselves for the examinations of the 
University of London in Arts or Science may attend the courses of 
Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physiology, Practical Physiology, 
Botany, Comparative Anatomy, and Zoology.

MEDICAL SERVICES OF TEE STATE. 

Regulationa for Appointments in the Naval Medical Service — In the 
Army Medical Service — In the India/n Medial Service. 

Begulations fob Appointments in the Naval Medical Sesyice. 

From these Begulations tlie following are extracts : 

1. Eyeiy Candidate desirons of presenting himself for admission to the Naval 
Medioal Service must be not under twenty-one nor over twenty-eight years of 
age. He must produce a certificate from the district registrar, in which the date 
of his birth is stated ; or, if this cannot be obtained, an affidavit from one of the 
parents or other near relative, who can attest the date of birth, will be accepted. 
He must also produce a certificate of moral character, signed by a clergyman or 
a magistrate, to whom he has been for some years personally known, or by the 
president or senior professor of the college at which he was educated. 

2. He must be free from org^anic disease, and will be required* to make a- 
declaration that he labours under no mental or constitutional disease or weakness, 
nor any other imperfection or disability that can interfere with the most efficient 
discharge of the duties of a medical officer in any climate. His physical fitness 
will be determined by a Board of Medioal Officers, who are to certify that his 
vision comes up to the required standard, which wUl be ascertained by the use of 
Snellen's Test Types. He must also attest his readiness to engage for general 
service, and to proceed on foreign service when required to do so. 

3. He must be registered under the Medioal Act in force at the time of his 
appointment, as licensed to practice medicine or surgery in Qreat Britain or 
Ireland. 

4. Certificates of registration, character, and age, must accompany this 
schedule when filled up and returned. 

5. Candidates wiU be examined by the Examining Board in the following 
subjects : Anatomy and Physiology, Surgery, Medicine, including Therapeutics 
and the Diseases of Women and Children, Chemistry and Pharmacy, and a 
practical knowledge of drugs. (The examination in Medicine and Surgery will 
be in fact praetioal* and will include operations on the dead body, the applioatioxi 
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of snrsioal apparatiu, and the examination of medical and sorgical patienta at 
the bedeide). 

The eligibility of each candidate for the Naval Medical Service will be deter- 
mined by the result of the ezaminationB in these sabjects only. Candidates who 
desire it will be examined in Oomparative Anatomy, Zoology, Natural Philosophy, 
Physical G^eography, and Botany, with special reference to Materia Medica, also 
in French and Glerman ; and the number of marks gained in these subjects will 
be added to the total number of marks obtained in the obligatory part of the 
examination by candidates who shall haye been found qualified for admission, and 
whose position on the list of successful competitors will thus be improved in 
proportion to their knowledge of these branches of science. 

6. After passing this examination every candidate will be required to attend 
one entire course of practical instruction in the Medical School at Netley on 
Hygiene, Clinical and Naval and Military Medicine, Clinical and Naval and 
Military Surgery, Pathology of Diseases and Injuries incident to Naval and 
Military service. 

7. At its conclusion the candidate will be required to pass an examination on 
the subjects taught in the School. If he give satisfactory evidence of being 
qualified for the practical duties of a Naval Medical Officer, he will be eligible for 
a commission as Surgeon. 

8. During the period of his residence at the Netley Medical School each 
candidate will receive an allowance of 5b. per diem with quarters, to cover all 
costs of maintenance, and he will be required to provide himself with uniform 
(viz., the regulation undress uniform of a surgeon, but without the sword). 

9. AU candidates will be required while at Netley to conform to such rules of 
discipline as the Senate may from time to time enact. 

10. After completing three years* full-pay service, surgeons will be allowed to 
be examined for the rank of Staff-Sargeon, but no surgeon can be promoted to 
the rank of Staff-Surgeon untU lie shall have served five years, two of which 
must have been in a ship actually employed at sea. 

11. The full pay of Naval Medical Officers is in accordance with the following

Begtjlations for Appointments in the Abhy Medical Service. 

1. The Officers of the Army Medical Department shall be divided into two 
classes, viz., Class A and Class B. 

Class A shall consist of those who entered the Army Medical Department 
before the 28th April, 187G ; those who shall enter the Army Medical Depart- 
ment after the date of this our Warrant ; and those of Class B who may be 
permitted under Article 2 to exchange their terms of service for those of 
Class A. 

Class B shall consist of those who entered the Army Medical Department on 
or after the 28th April, 1876, and before the date of this our Warrant, and who 
are not transferred to Class A under Article 2. 

2. Within two years from the date of this our Warrant, a Medical Officer 
aerving in Class B may, upon his application being recommended by the Direc- 
tor-General of the Army Medical Department, and with the concurrence of our 
Commander-in-Chief, be transferred to Class A by our Secretary of State. The 
pay of such officer shaU not be reduced, while he continues to serve, below the 
rate he was receiving in Class B at the time of transfer to Class A.

5. The pay of Medical Officers shall be issued monthly in arrear. 

AFFOINTUBNT. 

Every candidate for appointment in the Army Medical Department shall 
possess two diplomas or licenses recognised by the General Medical Council, 
one to practice Medicine, and the other Surgery, and shall be registered under 
the Medical Act in force in the United Kingdom at the time of his appoint- 
ment. 

A candidate shall not exceed the age of twenty-eight years on appointment 
as a Surgeon on probation. 
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A fortiher and open oompetifcion shall be held twice in the year for the admis- 
lion of qualified oandidates as probationers. The number of appointments so- 
competed for shall not be less than half of the number of vacandea which 
shall have arisen in the last completed half-year ending on the 30th June or 
31st December. Not less than half the number of vacancies shall be filled np> 
by competition, and it shall be competent for our Secretary of State to fill u^k 
the remaining number from such qualified candidates as may be proposed by 
the governing bodies of public schools of medicine in our United Kingdom or 
in our Colonies, as he may think proper. Every candidate so proposed shall be^ 
certified by the governing body proposing him, to be duly qualified according to- 
a standard to be laid down by our Secretary of State, and shall be approved by 
the Director-General. 

Our Secretary of State shall, from time to time, fix the order of precedence^ 
and the proportion in which the several schools of medicine shall be offered the 
nomination of candidates. 

A Surgeon on probation shall, on appointment, be sent to some large staidon. 
for instruction in Ambulance and Hospital Corps duties, until the commence- 
ment of the next course of study at the Army Medical School. After passing 
through such course at the Army Medical School as our Secretary of State- 
shall decide, the Surgeon on probation, after passing a qualifying examination, 
in the military medical subjeots taught there, and satisfying the Director- 
General that he is a person of proper skill, knowledge, and character for per- 
manent appointment in the Army Medical Department, shall be commissioned 
as Surgeon, 

Appointments in H.M. Indian Medical Service. 

The Beg^alations prescribe : 

1. All natural-bom subjects of Her Majesty between twenty-two and twenty* 
eight years of age at the date of the examination, and of sound bodily health, 
may be candidates. They may be married or unmarried. Th^ must possess a 
Diploma in Surgery or a License to practice it, as well as a degree in Medicine 
or a License to practise it in Ghreat Britain or Ireland. 

2. They must subscribe and send in to the Military Secretary, India Office, 
Westminster, so as to reach that address at least a fortnight before the date 
fixed for the examination, according to a stated form of freedom from dis- 
abilities, &c. 

3. This declaration must be accompanied by the following documents : — 

a. Proof of age, either by extract from the register of the parish in which 
the candidate was born, or, where such extract is unattainable, by his own 
declaration (pursuant to the Act 5 & 6 Will. lY., c. 62), forms of which can 
be obtained at the India Office. A certificate of baptism which does not 
afford proof of age will be useless. 

h. A certificate of moral character from a magistrate, or a minister of the 
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religiooi denomination to whioh the oandidate belongs, who hM personally 
known him for at least the two years preceding the date of his appUoation. 

c. A oertifioate of registration, in acoordanoe with the Medioal Act of 1858, 
d the degrees, diplomas, and licenses possessed by the candidate. 

4. The physical fitness of candidates will be determined previous to 
examination by a Board of Medioal Officers, who are reqnired to certify that 
the candidate's vision is sufficiently good to enable him to perform any sargioal 
operation withont the aid of glasses. A moderate degree of myopia would not 
be considered a disqualification, provided it did not necessitate the use of 
glasses during the performance of operations, and that no organic disease of 
the eyes exiited. Every candidate must also be free from organic disease of 
other organs, and from constitutional weakness, or other disability likely to 
unfit him for miUtary service in India. 

5. On producing the foregoing qualifications the candidate will be examined 

by the Examining Board in the following compulsory subjects, and the highest 

number of marks attainable will be distributed as follows : — 

Marks. 

a. Anatomy and Physiology 1000 

h. Surgery 1000 

e. Medicine, including Therapeutics, the Diseases of Women and 

Children 1000 

d. Ohemietry and Pharmacy, and a practical knowledge of Drugs 100 

The examination in Medicine and Surgery will be in part practical, and will 
include operations on the dead body, the application of surgical apparatus, and 
the examination of medical and surgical patients at the bedside. 

6. The eligibitLty of each candidate for the Indian Medical Service will be 
determined by the result of the examinations in these subjects only. 

7. Candidates who desire it will be examined in French, German, and 
Hindustani, Comparative Anatomy, Zoology, Natural Philosophy, Physical 
Geography and Botany, with special reference to Materia Medioa. 

8. The number of marks gained in these subjects will be added to the total 
number of marks obtained in the obligatory part of the examination by candi- 
dates who shall have been found qualified for admission, and whose position on 
the list of successful competitors will thus be improved in proportion to their 
knowledge of modem languages and natural sciences. 

9. The maximum number of marks allotted to the voluntary subjects will be 
as follows : French, German, and Hindustani, 150 each ; Natural Science, 300 
marks — 450 marks. 

10. The subjects for this part of the examination will be taken from the 
following books : ** Animal Kingdom,'' by W. S. Dallas, F.L.S. ; " Outlines of 
the Structure and Functions of the Animal Kingdom," by Bymer Jones ; or 
'*Oours El^mentaire d'Histoire Naturelle," par MUne Edwards; Lindley's 
'*Sohool Botany," Lindley's ''Medical and Economic Botany," Henfrey's 
"Elementary Course of Botany;" "Elements of Natural Philosophy," by^ 
Golding Bird and C. Brooks ; " Physical Geography," by Mr. Somerville. 
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11. The ezaminen in London will prepare a liat in order of merit, witli the 
marks affixed on the diiferent snbjeots, to be transmitted to the Direetor- 
'Qeneral, and communicated to the Professom of the Army Medical Scliool. If 
any candidate is f onnd to be deficient in any partieolar anl^eot, this shall be 
(Stated in order that he may receive special instmotion on the point at Notify. 

12. After passing his Preliminary examination, the candidate will be required 
to attend one entire course of Practical Instruction at the Army Medical School 
'before being admitted to examination for a commission, on : 

1. Hygiene. 

2. Clinical and Military Medicine. 

3. Clinical and Militarj- Surgery. 

4. Pathology of Diseases and Injuries incident to Military Sendee. 

These courses are to be not less than four months' duration ; but candidates 
who have already gone through a course at Netley as candidates for the Army 
or Nayy Medical Seryice may, if thought desirable, be exempted from attending 
'the School a second time. 

13. During the period of his residence at the Army Medical School, eaeli 
candidate will receive an allowance of 5s. per diem, with quarters, or 7s. per 
diem without quarters, to cover aU costs of maintenance ; and he will be required 
to provide himself with uniform (viz., the regulation undress uniform of a 
surgeon of the British Service, but without the sword). 

14. All candidates will be required to conform to such rules of discipline as 
the Senate may from time to time enact. 

15. At the conclusion of the course candidates will be reqtiired to pass an 
•examination on the subjects taught in the School. The examination will be 
oonduoted by the Professors of the School. 

The Director-General, or any Medical Officer deputed by him, may be present, 
and take part in the examination. If the candidate give satisfactory evidence of 
being qualified for the practical duties of an Army Medical Officer, he ¥rill be 
eligible for a commission as Surgeon. 

16. The position of the candidates on the list of Surgeons will be determined 
by the combined results of the Preliminary and of the Final examinations, and, 

.80 far as the requirements of the service will permit, they will have the choice of 
•presidency in India, according to their position in that list. 



CHAPTER XIII. 



DENTISTRY, 

General Bemarha — Abstract of the Dentists^ Act, 1878 — Dental 'Colleges^ 
amd Schools in London ; in the English Provinces ; in Ireland ; irt 
8cotla/nd, 

Since the year 1878 a diploma from a medical corporation of the 
United Kingdom has been necessary in order to practice Dentistry in 
tliis country under the title of " Dentist." 

The corporations of the United Kingdom granting dental diplomas 
are the Colleges of Surgeons of England, Edinburgh, and Ireland, and 
the Faculty of Glasgow. 

The dental schools of Great Britain are : The National Dental 
Hospital and College, London Dental Hospital, the Edinburgh, the- 
Glasgow, the Liverpool, the Plymouth, and the Birmingham Dental 
Hospitals. 

ABSTBAOT or THE DBMTISTS' ACT, 1878. 

(41 and 4.2 Vict., e. 33.) 

i^m and alter the first day of August, one thousand eight hundred and' 
serenty-nine, a person shall not be entitled to take or use the name or title of 
" Dentist" (either alone or in combination with any other word or words), or 
of " Dental Fraotiti'oner," or any name, title, addition, or description implying 
that he is registered under this Act, or that he is a person specially qualified 
to practice dentistry unless he is registered under this Act 

Any person who after the first day of August, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine, not being registered under this Act, takes or uses any such 
name, title, addition, or description as aforesaid, shall be liable, on summary 
oonyiction, to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds, proyided that nothing in this 
section shall apply to legally qualified medical practitioners. 

No person is held to be guilty of an offence under this Act if it can 
be shown— 

That he is not ordinarily resident in the United Kingdom, and that he holds a 
qualification which entitles him to practice dentistry or dental surgery in a 
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British posaession or foreign ooTintary, and that he did not represent himself to be 
registered nnder this Aot. 

Or that he has been registered and that his name has been erased from 
the register because he has ceased to practice. 

If a person takes or nses the designation of any qnalification or oertifioate in 
relation to dentistry or dental surgery which he does not possess, he shall be 
liable, on summary oonyiction .... to a fine not exceeding twenty 
pounds 

A person registered under this Aot shall be entitled to practice dentistry and 
•dental surgery in any part of her Majesty's dominions, and from and after the 
first day of August, one thousand eight hundred and se?enty-nine, a person 
«haU not be entitied to recover any fee or charge, in any court, for the per- 
formance of any dental operation, or for any dental attendance or advice, unless 
he is registered under this Aot, or is a legally qualified medical practitioner. 

The following are entitled to register as Dentists : 

1. A licentiate in dental surgery or dentistry of any medical 
Qualifying Body in the United Kingdom. 

2. Anyone engaged at the time of the passing of this Act in tbe 
practice of dentisty or dental surgery. 

3. Any person holding a certificate in dentistry or dental surgery 
from some colonial or foreign college or society of standing, provided 
such person is either — 

a. Not domiciled in the United Kingdom ; 

b. Or has practiced for more than ten years elsewhere than in 

the United Kingdom ; 

c. Or has at the time of passing of this Act pra^cticed in the 

United Kingdom* 
The certificate granted in a British possession or in a foreign country which is 
to be deemed such a recognised certificate as is required for the purposes of this 
Act, shall be such certificate, diploma, membership, degree, license, letters, 
testimonialB, or other titie, status, or document as may be recognised for the 
time being by the General Council as entitling the holder thereof to practice 
•dentistry or dental surgery in such possession or country, and as famishing 
sufficient guarantees of the possession of the requisite knowledge and skill for 
the efficient practice of dentistry or dental surgery. 

' Persons applying to be registered and having their applications 
refused may appeal to the Privy Council. 

* The words of the section in the Act ran : " Where a person who either is not domiciled in the 
United Kingdom, or has praotioed for more than ten years elaewbere than in the United Kingdom, 
or in the case of persons practicing in the United Kingdom at the time of the passing of this Act. for not 
less than ten years, either in the United Kingdom or elsewhere, shows that he holds," &o. Now the 
words in itahcs are simply void and without force, if, as is actually the case, any person practicing 
dentistry in the United iLmgdom (no matter for how short a time) at the peziod m the paanng of the 
Act, is entitled to register as a dentiBt without production of any certificate showing that he has 
praotioed/or not less than ten pears, Sooh person may be registered as a oolonial or foreign dentist, 
as the case may be.

BBaULATIONS FOB THB LICBNSB IN DBNTAL SUSaSBT. 

Candidates maat be twenty-one years of age. They mast have been engaged 
<dnrmg fonr years in the acquirement of professional knowledge. The mnst have 
attended at a school or schools recogfnised by the College not less than one of 
^eaoh of the following courses of lectures delirered by lecturers recognised by 
the College : Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, Surgrery, Medidne, Materia 
Medica. 

They must have attended a second winter course of lectures on Anatomy, or 
tk course of not less than twenty lectures on the Anatomy of the Head and Neck, 
delivered by lecturers recognised by the College. They must have performed 
■dissections at a recognised school during not less than nine months. They must 
have completed a course of chemical manipulation under the superintendence of 
tb teacher or lecturer recognised by the College. They must hare attended at a 
recognised hospital or hospitals in the United Kingdom t^e practice of Surgezy 
and Clinical Lectures on Surgery during two winter sessions. 

They must have attended at a recognised school two courses of lectures upon 
•each of the following subjects : Dental Anatomy and Physiology (Human and 
Oomparatiye), Dental Surgery, Dental Mechanics, and one course of lectures 
on Metallurgy, by lecturers recognised by this College. They must hare been 
engaged during a period of not less than three years in acquiring a practical 
familiarity with the details of Mechanical Dentistry, under the instruction of a 
competent practitioner. In the oases of qualified surgeons eyidence of a period 
of not less than two, instead of three years, of such instruction will be 
sufficient. 

They must have attended at a recognised dental hospital or in the dental 
department of a recognised general hospital the practice of Dental Surgery 
during the period of two years. 

Candidates who commenced their professional studies on or after July 22nd, 
1878, must have passed a Preliminary examination in General Education prior 
to such commencement, or the studies will not be recognised. The preliminary 
examinations accepted are those which entitle the student to register at the 
office of the General Medical Council. 

Professional Examinations. — ^Tbe examination is viva voce — ^written 
and practical. The written part includes General Anatomy and 
Physiology and Greneral Pathology and Surgery, with especial reference 
to dental practice. The oral and practical parts comprise the subjects 
included in the professional curriculum, and are conducted by the use of 
casts, drawings, preparations, operations, &c. Members of the College 
will only be required to answer the questions set by the section of the 
Board consisting of persons skilled. in dental surgery; and in the 
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oral and practical examinations will be examined only by that section. 
Rejected candidates will be referred back to tbeir studies for six 
months. Fee for diploma over and above any stamp duty : £10 10s.

6. The authority of the medical oiBoers of the Hospital must be always 
respeoted by the students ; and in case of unseemly conduct it will be the duty 
of the medical o£Blcer to report the same to the Oommiltee, who shall have tiie 
power to deal as th^ may think fit with such cases.

SULES AND BEGT7LATI0NS TO BB OBSBSVED BY STXTDBNTS OF THE HOSPITAL. 

1. Students entering the practice of this Hospital shall (unless exempted for 
spedal reasons) do so upon the understanding that it is their intention to obtain 
the Dental Diploma of the Boyal College of Surgeons of England. Before com- 
mencing their course of studies they must sign their names as willing to conform 
to this rule and the following regrulations :^ 

2. Students must attend the Hospital daily (except Sunday) at 9 o'clock a.m. 
An attendance book is provided, in which the pupils must sign their names each 
day. 

3. No student shall undertake any operation until he has attended a course 
of demonstrations to the satisfaction of the medical officers. When permitted 
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io undertake operations for filling teeth, he must provide the instrnmentB 
veqninte for the same. For all cases of gold filling, permission must be obtained 
of a medioal officer. A certificate of having performed 150 fillings to the satis- 
faction of the medioal officers or the honse surgeon in each of his two years 
of attendance will be required from a pupil before his schedule can be signed. 

4. Every student entering the Hospital will be required to treat at least two 
regulation cases mechanically in each of the two years of his attendance at the 
Hospital 

5. No student shall, under any circumstances, receive fee or remuneration 
from any patient attending, or to whom he may become known whilst attending 
the Hospital ; and no mechanical work, in the form of artificial teeth, shall be 
supplied to a patient by a student of the Hospital. 

6. Students must be punctual in their appointments with patients; when 
otherwise, cases previously under their care will be entrusted to other students 
by the medical officers. 

7. No student shall make use of the same operating chair for patients oon- 
fieoutiTely whilst other students are unoccupied for want of the same. 

8. All instruments and appliances, the property of the Hospital, shall, after 
having been used by a student, be returned cleansed to their proper places. 

9. Students must consider themselves strictly under the control of the 
medical officers of the Hospital. All unnecessary conversation must be avoided, 
and quietude and gentlemanly bearing before the patients observed. 

10. Any exemption from fully carrying out Bules 1, 2, and 3 can only be 
obtained from the Medical Committee upon grounds that may appear to them 
good and proper for granting such exemption. 

11. Leave of absence must be obtained from the Dean, to whom, in case of 
«ibkness or other unavoidable cause of non-attendance, written notice is to be 
immediately sent. 

Students will be required to attend the lectures and practice during the two 
years eonseeutweh/, except with the special written permission of the Bean. 
By a resolution of the Council of the College of Surgeons, all students entering 
on and after October Ist, 1877, ¥rill be required to complete ths fuU two if ears

Anderson's College, Glasgow, School of Dental Sv/rgery. 

The following remarks on the cwrHcnhim demanded by the Dental 
Licensing Bodies are ofEered to intending students : 
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Sf«ry Bfcndmit, before be oeabe eTftroiwed fov the Diploma in DenW Bvigai7f 
moet bave paaeed a PkeUminary ezamination in general edneation. It ia reoov- 
mended tbat tbie ebonld be done as soon after leaving aohool as poaeible ; afc any 
rate, before oommenoing to attend the leotnroB or boepital praotiee. Tbe 
preliiainary examination oondnoted by the Faonlty of Physioianfl and Surgeons 
of Glasgow is taken advantage of by many. The oonditions of the examination 
are worthy of notice, and are in some respects peculiar to Glasgow. Abont the 
time of passing this examination, or while still preparing for it, Mechanical 
Dentistry, nnder a registered practitioner, should be commenced, as it oconpies 
a greater nnmber of years than any of the other parts of the cnrricnlom, and it 
is advisable to have it completed at least a year before the final examination. 
Three years of Mechanical Dentistry are demanded by the cnrricnlnm, bnt fonr, 
five, or even a greater nnmber of years, are commonly devoted to it. The next 
part of the oonrse which should be entered upon is the Practice of a Dervfal 
Hospiiai, This occupies two years. The Diploma is not granted to any one 
under twenty-one years of age, so that a suitable period for commencing to 
attend a Dental Hospital is about the age of eighteen or nineteen. The 
General Hospital Practice, of which one year is required, may b^ attended 
during the years of Dental Hospital Practice, or, better still, immediately 
thereafter. 

With regard to the time at which to commence, and the order in which to 
attend the Lectrt/res and Classes, the following fact, which is true only of the 
examination for 'the Dental Diploma of the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons, 
is worthy of notice, \iz. : 

The examination is divided into two distinct parts, and if the candidate so 
desires it, any length of time may intervene. If he fail in either division it is 
only necessary that he be re-examined in that division. The subjects embraced 
in the first part of the examination are Anatomy, Physiology, and Chemistry, 
with Metallurgy. In the second part — Surgery, Medicine with BCateria Medioa, 
and the subjects special to Dentistry. The simplest way, then, to prepare for 
this examination, and at the same time to meet the requirements of the curriculum, 
will be to attend during the first winter session the Anatomy, Physiology, and 
Chemistry Classes. Then a second course of lectures on Anatomy is required, 
or on the Anatomy of the Head and Neck, which latter may be arranged for 
summer. In summer also the Practical Chemistry Class may be attended. The 
courses of lectures on Dental Anatomy and Dental Surgery are continued over 
the two summer sessions during which the student is carrying on the Dental 
Hospital Practice, so that he should begin to attend these lectures also in the 
first summer session. When the first half of the examination has been passed, 
the subjects in the second half can be studied during the following aesaion. 
None of them are lectured upon in summer with the exception of Dental Anatomy 
and Dental Surgery. Students may with equal advantage commence their 
studies at the beginning of a summer or a vriater session. 

As the Dental School at Anderson's College is closely oonneoted with, and U 
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in f aofc purt ol, the Mediml Sdiool, it pxMents to tlM itadmit many adTMttages 
whiflih ooold be oileied by no mhool otiierwise ■itaated. Th« leoturea an wo 
•RAOged that ao two are deUTwed at the lame hour. Speeial olaases on the 
pwely medical bvanohes can be, and are being, oondnoted to meet the reqnire- 
nenta of the dental atadent. The Mnaeam of the. College presenta, in ita 
Natozal Hiatory Colleotion, nnnaoal faoilitiea for the atudy of GonaparatiTe 
Dental Anatomyi while the AAatomioal Mnaenm ia alao worthy of note. 

Text Books for Dental Swgery and Pathology. — Tomes' '* Dental 
Surgery; " Salter's " Dental Surgery and Pathology." The text book 
recommended for Dental Anatomy is Tomes' '* Manual of Dental 
Anatomy — ^Human and Comparative." 

The practice of the Hospital may be entered upon at any time during 
the session, and attendance dated therefrom. 

BULBS AND BBOULATIONS. 

1. The onrrionlnm demanding two years' praotioe, no atndent oan be enrolled 
for a shorter period, nor can the two years' praotioe be attended otherwise than 
eonaeeatiTely, without apecial permiasion being granted by the Hospital 
€k>Bimittoe. 

S. Stadenta mvat attend the Hoapital daily (ezoept Sonday) at 8 a.m. An 
attendance book is provided, in which they mnat sign their names eaoh day. 
No atudenfa oertiftcate oan be signed unleaa he haa been regolar in hia 
attendanoe. 

8. No atadent ahall undertake any operation ontil he has attended the praotioe 
of the Hospital for one month. 

4. Eaoh student mast have made 150 fillings, to the satisfaction of the dental 
enrgeona, in eaoh year of hia attendanoe, before hia certificate can be signed, 
and he will be required to treat at least two regulation cases meehanioally in each 
year of his attendanoe. 

5. Patients on entering shall be at once referred to the dental officer, and no 
student shall, without his authority, undertake any operation. 

6. In no case shall a patient be dismissed by a student without first having his 
work passed as efficient by the dental officer. 

7. No student shall, under any circumstances, receive fee or remuneration 
from any patient attending, or to whom he may become known whilst attending 
the Hospital, and no meohanioal work in the form of artificial teeth shaU be 
supplied to a patient by a student. 

8. Students must be punctual in their appointments with patients; when 
otherwise, oases previously under their care will be entrusted to other students 
by the dental surgeon. 

9. All instraments used for stopping must be provided by the student, but 
those for other operations axe the property of the Hospital. 

10. Leave of abaenoe, when neoeasaary, muat be obtained from the Dental 
Oommitiee. 
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Fees. — Special Division : Dental Anatomy each session (2), £2 2s.. r 
Dental Surgery each session (2), £2 2s. ; Dental Mechanics each session 
(1), £2 2s.; two years' Dental Hospital Practice, £10 10s. General 
Division: Anatomy, Anatomy of Head and Neck, and Dissection, 
£7 7s. each ; Physiology, £2 2s. ; Chemistry, £2 2s. ; Practical Chemistry, 
with Metallxirgy, £1 lis. 6d. ; Snrgery, £2 2s. ; Medicine, £2 2s. ; Materia 
Medica, £2 2s. ; and so on. The fee for each subject is paid when the 
student enters npon its study, but the total amount of the fees for all 
subjects demanded by the curriculum does not amount to £50. There- 
is no Matriculation fee at Anderson's College. 

Chneral Medical Subjects Embraced in Dental Cwrriculwm, — Anatom/y, 
~~Text Boohs for the Jv/nior Anatom/y Chiss: Quain's "Anatomy'^ 
(2 vols.) ; Gray's " Anatomy; " Holden's " Osteology." The dental student, 
when he has completed a winter session's attendance on the Junior 
Anatomy Class, may either take the Senior Anatomy Class in the 
following winter, or, without waiting for that, may attend a specially 
organised class on the Anatomy of the Head and Neck during summer^ 
Nine months of Dissection are required — six of which may be taken in. 
vrmter and three in summer. A special class is also formed in summer 
for those commencing their medical studies, in which a detailed 
description of the bones and joints is given. Wherever practicable, 
students are strongly recommended to commence with this Summer 
Osteology Class. It meets three days a week at 8 a.m., or any other hoxur 
that may be found more suitable. 

Exammaiions and Prizes. — Oral examinations are held in each class 
once a week, and four written examinations are held in each class in the 
course of the session. At the close, certificates of honour and money 
and hook prizes are awarded to the most deserving students. 

Practical Anatom/y. — ^During the winter session the Dissecting Boom 
is open from 9 a.m. tiU 5 p.m., and during the summer session from; 
6 a.m. till 5 p.m. The students are assisted in their dissections by the 
professor and demonstrators, by whom frequent examinations and 
demonstrations on the parts dissected are conducted. The supply of 
subjects for dissection is wtilvrnited, and students are consequently 
provided with parts as soon as they may be ready for them. 

Chemistry. — ^A course of 100 Experimental Lectures on Chemistiy.

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class tntor free to members of the class. For information with regard 
to other classes on Chemistry, the student is referred to the large 
Calendar of the College, or to that of the Medical Faculty. 

Practical Physiology, — ^This course will be conducted during the 
winter session, full particulars being given at the commencement of 
the session. Text Boohs: M^Kendrick's, Foster's, Hermann's, or 
Kirkes' " Physiology." , 

Glasgow Boydl Infirmary and School of Medicine, 

The following courses may be taken at this Hospital : Six months' 
Anatomy, three months' Practical Anatomy, six months' Physiology,, 
six months' Chemistry, three months' Practical Chemistry and Metal- 
lurgy, six months' Surgery, six months' Medicine, three months' 
Materia Medica, six months' Clinical Surgery, six months' Dental 
Surgery, and two years' attendance on Hospital Dental Practice.

The Pbactige of Ybtebinaby Sttsgebt in the United 

Kingdom. 

The following is extracted from the 44th and 45th Yiot., cap. 62, 
•entitled, "An Act to amend the law relating to Yeterinaiy 
Surgeons, August 27th, 1881 : "— 

The register of members of the Boyal Ck>lleg&of Veterinaiy SurgeonSy directed 
by her Majesty's said Boyal Charter of 1876 to be made and maintained, shall 
be sidled the Begister of Veterinazy Surgeons, and shall be kept as aooorately 
as possible by the Begistrar. .... 

The Boyal College of Veterinary Surgeons shall be bound to make proyision in 
sthe manner permitted by their charters for examination in England of the 
'Students attending the Boyal Veterinary College, and in Scotland of the students 
attending the several Scotch veterinary colleges, and in Ireland whenever a 
veterinary college shall be established in that country, and to admit and 
register such students as have passed the examination as members of the said 
Boyal College under the provisions of such charters and this Act 

Any person who wilfully procures, or attempts to procure, himaelf to be placed 
on the Begister of Veterinary Surgeons by making or producing, or causiiig to 
•be made or produced, any false or fraudulent declaration, certificate, or repre- 
sentation, either in writing or otherwise, and any person aiding and assisting 
jiim therein, shall be deemed guilty in England or in Ireland of a misdemeanour, 
and in Scotland of a crime or offence punishable by fine or imprisonment, and 
shall, on conviction thereof, be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty pounds, or to 
4>e imprisoned, with or without hard labour, for any term not exceeding twelve 
months 
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Wliere » penott ibows ihfti he holda some reoogmBed vetetinaiy diploma 
giauM to him in • BrtliBh poaeeMton, and ei&er that the gvftnt of mmh 
^ph>m» oooQzred when he wne not domieiled m the United Einffdom or in tfce 
000X86 of » period of noi less than five yeaxa dnrinfir whioh he resided oat of the 
United Kingdom, or, if he was pnotiomg VeteriBaty Bnrgery in the United 
Eixvdom oft the pMsing d thia Act, that he has piraotioed Vetezinary Sofgerj 
for not less than ten years, either in the United Kingdom or elsewhere, he shsU 
mpoB payment of the registration fee be entitled without examination in &e 
United Kizigdom to be r egist e red as a colonial practitioner in the Begister of 
Vetflrinacy Snigeona and to beoome to all intests a member of the bM Boyal 
OoUege. . . . 

Where a person shows that he obtained some recognised veterinary diploma 
granted in a foreign constry, and either that he is not a British subject, or, that 
if a British subject he has practiced veterinary snrgery for more than ten years 
elsewhere than in the United Kingdom, or, if he was praetieing VeterinaKy Snrgery 
in the United Kingdom at the passing of this Act for not less than ten years, 
either in the United Kingdom or elsewhere, and either contSnnes to hold that 
diploma, or has not been deprived thereof for any oanse whioh disqaaBfles him 
for being registered nnder this Act, he shall, on payment of the registration fee, 
be entitled without examination in the United Kingdom to be registered a foreign 
practitioner in the Begister of Veteriaary Surgeons, and to become to all iitento 
a tsembev of the said Boyal College* . . . 

For the porpeees of this section a veterinary diplonm is any diploma, Ucense, 
certificate or other documenli gtanted by any umversiiiy, college, corporation, or 
Other body in respect of Vetefinary Snrgery, and includes a license or auiiiority 
to m person t9 practice Veterinary Surgery granted by any department of or 
pemobB aeting under the authori1<y of the government of the country or phMc 
within or Without her Majesty's dominions wherein the Hcense or authority is 
granted ; and a British possesrion is any part of her Majeeiy's dominioBS out of 
the United Kingdom; and a recognised veterinary diploma is a Veterinary 
dipldma recognised for the time bekig by the Counoil of the said Boyal College 
ae famishing a sufficient guammty of the possession of the requisite knowledge 
and shill for the efficient practice of Yeterinary Surgery, and as entitling the 
holder thereof to practice Yeteriiutfy Surgery in the British possession or 
foreign country wherein the diploma was granted. . • . 

If a person is refused registration as a Colonial practitioner, or as a foreign 
pcaotitioner, the Council of the said Boyal College shall, if required by that 
person, state in writing the reason for that refusal, and if that reason be that the 
verterinioy diploma held or obtained by him is not a recognised veterinary 
diploma, that person may appeal to the Privy Council, and the Privy Council, 
after communication with the Council of the said Boyal College and the 
apellant, Uiay either dismiss the appeal ot order that CoundU to recOgtaise that 
veterinary diploma. . . 

Where at the passing of this Act any person practices and has continnously 
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for not leas than fiye years next before the passing of this Act praotioed 
Veterinary Surgery in the United Elngdom, but is not on the register of 
Teterinary Snrgeons, he shall be entitled, sabjeot to the provisums of this Aot, 
to be placed on a separate register nnder the heading of " Existing Fraoti- 
tioners," without examination, on snoh terms as to payment of fees, and as to 
•other matters, as the Council of the said Boyal College, with the approval of 
the Privy Connoil, direct. . . . 

On any person applying for registration nnder this section within one year 
after the passing of this Aot, and thereupon or within a reasonable time 
thereafter, producing to the Connoil of the said Boyal College evidence of his 
title to registration by statutory declarations of himself and of other perBons 
■able to testify on his behalf, or such other evidence as that Council reasonably 
require, he shall be registered under direction of that Council accordingly. . . 

If a person is refused registration under this section, the Council of the said 
Boyal College shall, if required by him, state in writing the reason for that 
refusal, and he may appeal to the Privy Council ; and the Privy CouncQ, after 
communication with the Council of the said Boyal College and the appellant, 
may either dismiss the appeal or order that Council to register the appelLuit 
under this section. . . . 

No person registered under this section shall be deemed to be a member of the 
«aid Boyal College within the said charters or this Act. . . . 

If after passing of this Act any person not being a fellow or a member of the 
Bpyal College of Veterinary Surgeons takes or uses any name, title, addition^ or 
description, by means of initials or letters placed after his name, or otherwise, 
stating or implying that he is a Fellow or a Member of the Boyal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds. . 

If after the thirty-first day of December one thousand eight hundred and 
-«ighty-three any person, other than a person who for the time being is on 
the Begister of Veterinary Surgeons, or who at the time of the passing of this 
Act held the Veterinary certificate of the Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland, takes or uses the title of Veterinary Surgeon or Veterinary Prao- 
titioher, or any name, titie, addition, or description stating that he is a 
veterinary surgeon or a practitioner of veterinary surgery or of say branch 
thereof, or is specially qualified to practice the same, he shall be liable to a 
^e not exceeding twenty pounds. ... 

From and after the same day a person other than as in this section mentioned 
shall not be entitled to recover in any court any fee or charge for performing 
-any veterinary operation, or for giving any veterinary attendance or advioe, or 
for acting in any manner as a veterinaiy surgeon or veterinary practitioner, or 
for practicing in any case veterinary surgery, or any branch thereof 

A prosecution under this Aot may be instituted hy the Council of the Bpyal 
"College of Veterinary Surgeons, but shall not be instituted by a private person 
without the written consent of the said Council. 

By carefully pemsmg the above partionlars the reader will see that : 
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1st. It is illegal for anyone not a diplomate of the College of Yeterinarj 
^urgeons to use any style, title, &c., implying that he is such a 
■diplomate. 

2nd. After 1883 it is illegal for an unregistered person (should 
he not haye held, on August 27, 1881, fche certificate in Yeterinary 
Surgery of the Highland Agricultural Society) to use any style, title, 
■&C., implying that he is a legally qualified Yeterinary Surgeon. 

3rd. After 1883 only legally qualified veterinary surgeons are entitled 
to recover fees as a matter of right without special contract ; hut if a 
eontrcu:t have been entered into hy an unqualified person for surgical 
oMendance, &c,, on brutes, such person not having represented himself or 
implied himself to be legally qualified to practice, it is a moot point 
whether such person could recover, under the plea of covdract, the amovmt 
agreed on to be paid. 

It will thus be seen that after 1883 the practice of Yeterinary 
Surgery is placed on very much the same legal footing as that occupied 
hy Medicine proper. 

There are no Yeterinary educating or examining bodies in Ireland. 
In Scotland there are three educating bodies, viz. : — ^The Yeterinary 
College, Clyde-street, Edinburgh ; the New Yeterinary College, Gray- 
field, Edinburgh ; and the Yeterinary CoUegC) Bucclugh-street, 
Olasgow.

This may be : Eirst, any examination recognised 
by the Greneral Medical Council as qualifying for registration as a 
medical student ; or, secondly, the examination of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain; or, thirdly, the examination held by the 
Oommittee of Council on Education for Government Certificates ; or, 
fourthly, the Special Examination of the Yeterinary College. The 
subjects of the last-named are : —

none are compulsory.

Tell;" ItaHan— Silvio PeUico's "Le mie Prigrioni." There wiU be 
qaestions on tbe grammar of each language. 

Schohvrahvpa cmd exMbUians are awarded to the most socoessftil 
candidates. 

Fees, — ^For matriculation, £1 la. Education fee, 36 guineas ; 26 goineaff 
being paid on entrance, and 10 guineas at tbe end of the fifth term, or at 
the end of the sixth term if the entry be not made at the commence- 
ment of the winter session. There are further fees exigible ixl case of 
prolonged study or repeated rejections. 

The (Uiculiemioal year commences in October and is divided into three 
terms, two winter and one summer. The first winter term begins on 
October Ist, and terminates at Christmas. The second commences on 
January 1st and ends on March Slst. The summer term commenoe» 
on May 1st and ends on June 30th. 

There are three professional exammations. The first is on Chemistry,. 
Toxicology, Materia Medica, Pharmacy and Botany. The 86eond is on 
the Anatomy of the Horse and other Domesticated Animals, and on 
Histology and Physiology.

For the first examination a student must have- 
attained his eighteenth year, and have attended one winter and one 
summer session of collegiate instruction. For the second examination, 
he must have passed the first, have attained his nineteeenth year, and 
have attended the lectures, &c., on the subjects of examination. For 
the third examination, he must have passed the second, have attained 
his twentieth year, and have attended, the lectures, Ac, on the subjeota 
of the examination. 

The whole curriculum is of three years' duration. Candidates are 
eligible to receive their diplomas at the age of twenty years. 

Medical men—physicians or surgeons of any British, Irish, Colonial, 
or foreign college or university, or veterinary surgeons of any college or 
other body at home or abroad — ^will have their oases oonsidered on 
th^ respective merits. 

AppointmemU. — Students who have passed their Second Professional 
examination will be required to act as cUmeal clerhs. Two ateieiafid 
in^eetoTS, who act under the Chief Yeterinary Inspector, are appointed 
from among students of the same standing as the abova Eight 
monitors are appointed at the commencement of each winter session.. 
Prosectors are also elected for service in the dissecting Toam,

It consists of a silver 
medal, a bronze medal, and certificates of merit. Scholarships will be 
awarded from time to time by the Governing Body to the students who 
stand highest at the Matriculation examination. Various medals and 
certificates of honour are awarded for proficiency in the different sub* 
jects of the curriculum. 

Royal Veterinary College, ClydC'Street, Edmbwrgh. 

This College is affiliated to the Boyal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons— it is an educational and examining centre. 

The following are the regulations with regard to General 
Sjiowledge : — 

Oandidates for the diploma must, before enterinif npon their onrrioulnm, 
undergo » Matriculation examination in Q«neral Knowledge. The necessary 
snbjeotB of this examination are English and simple Arithmetio. The former of 
these snbjeotB will inclnde the reading aloud of a passage selected from an 
"Rnglish author ; the writing to dictation of a similar passage, and parsing. 
In addition to these neoessary sabjects, candidates may select for examination 
not more than two of the following subjects — ^viz.. Mathematics, Latin, Greek, 
French, German, Logic, Natural Philosophy. The examination on these sub- 
jects is purely optional. Candidates passing the same will, on obtaining their 
diploma, receive a special certificate, stating the subjects of higher education in 
which they have passed.

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Oandidatee presentmg oertifioates of having passed any of the foDowixig 
ezaminationa will be exempted from the ezamination in General Knowledge : — 
(a) The Matrionlation examination of any yeterinary school aflUiated to the 
Boyal College of veterinazy surgeons; (6) the preliminary examination for 
graduation in medioine at any nniversity or medioal corporation ; (e) the local 
examination of one of the nniyersities of England, Ireland, or Scotland ; (d) an 
examination by the Boyal College of Preceptors ; (e) an examination in General 
Education by the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain. 

Candidates who find it inoonvenient to attend on the dates fixed by 
the College may hare a special eya.TniTia.tion by applying to the Prin- 
cipal. The Matriculation fee is 10s. 6d. 

Cwrriculum, &c, — ^The course of study is the same as if pursued in 
London. The fees for general attendance on classes (excepting Botany 
and Practical Pathological Anatomy) are as follows: For the first 
year, 3 terms, £13 13s. ; for the second year, 3 terms, £13 13s. ; for the 
third year, 2 terms, £5 5s. ; and for each subsequent sessional year, 
£5 5s. 

Amateur students are allowed to attend the courses without 
previously passing a matriculation exa.Tnina.tion ; they may be granted 
enough tickets for one or more sessions on payment of the following 
fees: Pathological class, with Clinical Instruction, £4* 48. each, or 
£7 7s. for both ; Anatomy, Physiology, and Chemistry, £3 38. each. 
Attendance on the summer course on special terms. Course on Agri- 
cultural Chemistry /ree. These classes are recognised by the Highland 
and Agricultural Society of Scotland as qualifying, pro tanto, for the 
examination for its Agricultural diploma. 

The Veterinary Medical Association. 

This Society forms an integral part of the College; it is formed for 
the advancement and diffusion of veterinary knowledge, and the training 
of students in the art of debate. Matriculated students are required to 
join the association. The entrance fee is £1 Is. "A certificate of 
membership is awarded to each student who has conformed to the rules 
of the Association on completing his professional studies, and obtaining 
the diploma of the Boyal College of Yeterinary Surgeons. A diploma 
of Fellowship — F.E.Y.MA. — ]a also awarded to those members who 
during their college career have read and defended papers of high merit. 
A eiher medal for the best essay and a bronze medal for the best 
communication are awarded to graduates at the dose of each winter 
session." 

Honovra. — A first-class certificate of merit will be awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks in the necessary 
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subjects of the Matriculation examination, and another first-class cer- 
tificate of merit is open for competition in the higher branches of 
education. A gold medal is awarded in each of the following subjects : 
Chemistry, Anatomy, Physiology, Horse Pathology, Cattle Pathology. 
Students, winners of gold medals, may, if they so desire, take instru- 
ments. Sec., of equal value in preference to the medals. Silver medals 
are given by the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland in 
each of the following subjects : Chemistry, Botany, Materia Medica, 
Anatomy, Physiology, Veterinary Medicine and Surgery, Cattle 
Pathology. At the close of their third period of study, all students 
who pass the Final examination with " very great " or " great credit '* 
are eligible to compete for the Mtzwygram prizes, value £50, £30, and 
£20 respectively. 

Besides the above, the following prizes are given: Open to first 
year's men : A silver msdal for the highest number of marks obtained in 
the written Anatomical examinations held throughout the course. 
Open to second and third years' men: A siloer medal for the best 
paper on certain Diseases of the Dog, the special subjects to be 
announced beforehand. A bronze medal for practical Morbid Pathology. 
A special silver msdal will be awarded, at the close of each winter 
session, to the student who, during his College course, has obtained 
the greatest aggregate number of marks in the various competitions, 
without, however, having obtained a gold or silver medal in any one of 
them ; and a bronze m^dal to the student under the same conditions 
who obtains the second greatest aggregate of marks. Booh prizes are 
awarded by the professors of Chemistry, Physiology, and Botany in 
their respective classes. A first-class certificate of merit is awarded in 
all the classes to each student who obtains more than a certain fixed 
percentage of marks in the written examinations held during the 
course. The Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland award a 
siher m>edal for the best examination in Horse and Cattle Pathology.

The New Veterinary College, Oayfield House, Edinhwgh, 

This is an educational centre. The regulations generally are the 
same as for the other colleges mentioned. The following particulars 
are, however, worthy of note, some of them being peculiar to this 
body. 

The Preliminary Law examinations are specially recognised; also 
the Matriculation examinations held by foreign or Colonial Yeterinary 
Bodies. 

The volwntary subjects of the Prelvrmnary test are : Euclid, Algebra 
to quadratic equations inclusive. Natural Philosophy, Greography and 
English History, Natural History (Botany, Geology, and Zoology), 
Physiology, Chemistry, Latin, Greek, French, Gferman, or Italian. 
Candidates for voluntary examination in Languages will have passages 
set to translate from the authors named below: Greek — Xenophon's 
Memorabilia, i., or Anabasis, ii. ; Latin — ^Virgil's .^hieid, vi., or Csdsar's 
De Bello Gallico, iv. ; French — Victor Hugo's Les Peuilles d'Automne, 
or Voltaire's Charles XII.; German, Schiller's WilhelmTell ; Italian—- 
Tasso's Grerusalemme Liberata, cantos i. and ii. ; or Silvio Pellico's Le 
Mie Prigioni. Besides translations into English, the examination 
papers will contain questions on the grammar and composition of each 
language. A medal will be given each year, at the recommendation of 
the examiners, to the candidate who displays the greatest proficiency 
in any of the optional subjects which he may selecfc, with proficiency in 
the obligatory portion, provided he duly enters his name in the College 
books.

" Certifi^cates of merit are awarded for proficiency in dressing, 
dispensing, and prosecting. In April of each year the student who 
has made the highest marks before the Board of the Boyal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons in his First and Second examinations will be 
entitled to a ^o^ medal given by Professor Williams, value £20, or if 
he elect, to the money, which will be paid at the termination of his 
College career. Special prizes are also offered for specimens for the 
museums, &c." 

Fees, — Exclusive of those to be paid to the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons for the examinations for its diploma, the fees 
amount to thirty-six guineas, payable in one sum at the commencement 
of the student's curriculum, or in the following instalments in 
advance : For the first three terms, £15 15s. ; second three terms, 
£12 12s.; last two terms, £9 9s.; for each year or any portion of a year 
after eight terms, £5 5s. ; single tickets, for the winter session, are 
issued to amateur students at the following charges: Veterinary 
Medicine and Surgery, including Clinical instruction, £5 5s. ; Anatomy, 
£3 3s. ; Physiology, £3 3s. ; Chemistry, £3 3s.; Natural History, £8 3s. 
Amateur students may also attend the summer course : the terms may 
be ascertained on appHcation. 

There are Test examinationB held, which the student must pass 
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before presenting himself for the professional examinations of the 
College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

Fellowship Degree, — ^This degree has been instituted " in order more 
effectuallj to promote and encourage the study of Veterinary Medicine 
and Surgery." A candidate for the degree " must be a member of the 
Boyal College of Veterinary Surgeons of not less than fiye years^ 
standing, and he must produce a certificate of haying been engaged 
during that period in the practice of his profession." The examination 
is carried on by a " special court," which consists of not less than four 
members, of whom one is a member of the College of Preceptors. The 
examination to be oral and written. The subjects at both examinations 
to be on Physiology and Comparatiye Anatomy, Pathology, 
Therapeutics, Surgery, Sanitary Science, Dietetics, and Epizootiology. 
A candidate rejected shall not be eligible for re-examination within six 
months of his rejection. 

Diplomates of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons are eligible 
'* for all civil and military appointments, as officers in the Veterinary 
Department of the Army, Inspectors to the Privy Council or to local 
authorities, under the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, either in 
Great Britain or Ireland; and for similar Veterinary appointments in 
the Colonies and the United States of America." 

Glasgow Veterinary College, 

Matriculation, — The subjects of examination are the same as for the 
Edinburgh College, viz., Beading, English Grammar, Dictation^ 
Arithmetic; with Latin, Greek, French, German, Mathematics, and 
Natural Philosophy as voluntary subjects. Matriculation examinations 
are held during the months of September and October. Fee — ^Fifteen 
shillings. 

A candidate who has been rejected at the Matrionlation examination of any 
other veterinary college in Scotland cannot be examined or admitted as » 
professional pupil; and shonld any snoh candidate present himself and gain 
admission he will be expelled the College. 

Fees. — The sum of £38 Is., which includes registration fee, is charged 
for a perpetual ticket : this entitles the holder to attend all the classes 
and practical instruction of the College. Tickets are abo issued at the 
following rates: For first and second sessions, £15 15s. each; for 
the third, £9 9s. In each case a registration fee of five 
shillings is charged. All fees are payable in advance. Amateur 
students may attend the classes on payment of £4 4s. for each class : 
for such students there is no examination in Arts. Professional 
students ore required to join the Veterinary Medical Association. 
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The lyurriculum is the same 843 that of the other Teterlnary col- 
leges.

Forage, or the peooniaty allowanoe in lien thereof, shall be granted to an 
offioer of the Veterinary Department for the number of horses necessarily kept 
by him for duty. A candidate for the Veterinary Department shall possess the 
diploma of the Boyal College of Veterinary Surgeons, and shall be required to 
pass an examination before a board of Military Veterinary Surgeons, and fulfil 
such further oonditionB as may be prescribed from time to time by our Secretuy 
of State. A candidate who shall haye proyed after examination that he possesses 
a competent knowledge of the required subjects, shall be appointed a Veterinary 
Surgeon on probation for a period of six months, at the expiration of which 
period, if his probationary serrice has been satlsfaotory, he shall, on the 
recommendation of the Principal Veterinary Surgeon, and on the approval of our 
Oommander-in-chief , receive a commission as Veterinary Surgeon for a limited 
period of ten years' serrice, and the commission shall be antedated so as to 
embrace the period which the Yeterinary Surgeon shall have passed on probation, 
otherwise his services shall be dispensed with, and he shall have no further claim 
on the Department. 

PBOKOTIOire. 

Every year it shall be competent for our Commander-in-chief on the recom- 
mendation of the principal Veterinary Surgeon to select, with the approval of 
our Secretary of State, a number of Veterinary Surgeons, not exceeding four, 
who shall be retained in the service. A Veterinary Surgeon shall be promoted 
to the rank of Firat-class Veterinary Surgeon on completing twelve years' 
service. 

A Veterinary Surgeon of the first class shall serve fifteen years in our army 
as a commiaaioned offioer before he ahall be eligible for promotion to the rank of 
Inspecting Veterinary Surgeon. All promotion from the rank of Veterinary 
Surgeon to that of Veterinary Surgeon of the Firat Claaa, and from the rank of 
Veterinary Surgeon of the Firat Claaa to that of Inapeoting Veterinary Surgeon, 
shall be given for ability and merit, upon the aeleotion of our Commander-in- 
chief, with the approval of our Secretary of State ; and the grounda of auoh 
aelection ahall be atated to ua in writing and recorded in the Department. In 
all such cases the amount of foreign service shall be expreaaly atated. 

BBTIBIBMBMT. 

The services of a Veterinary Surgeon appointed after the date of our present 
Warrant ahall be diapenaed with on the completion of ten yeara' aervice, unleaa 
he be apedally aelected for further employment in the Veterinary Department, 
or, if he be unwilling to continue to aerve therein, he ahall be entitled to 
receive in lieu of all penaion or retirement, penaion for wounda excepted, the aum 

of jesoo. 

A Veterinary Surgeon appointed after the date of our present Warrant, of leas 
than ten yeara' aervice, who may be diaqualified for duty by ill-health, certified 
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by a Board of Medioal Officers to have been oontraoted in and by the aerrioe, may, 
at the difloretion of our Secretary of State, be granted balf-pay at the rate 
specified in Artide 19, for a period not exceeding six months at one time. In 
special oases, in which the eircnmstances may appear to onr Secretary of State 
to call for exceptional consideration, it shall be sufficient that the disability shall 
have been contracted in the service. 

At the expiration of that period of six months, if the Veterinary Snrgeon so 
appointed be able to resume his duties, he shall be entitled to complete his tenn 
of ten years' serrice. If he be unable to resume duty, as certified by a Board 
of Medical Officers, he shall, if he have not served five years, be allowed to 
remain upon the half -pay list for a further period of six months without half- 
pay; at the expiration of which period, if still unable to resume duty, his 
services shall be dispensed with. 

Abtiolb 11. — If the Veterinary Surgeon so appointed have served five years 

on full pay, and be unable to resume duty as certified by a Board of Medical 

Officers, his services shall be dispensed with, and he shall be entitled to receive, 

in lieu of all further pay or non-effective pay, pension for wounds excepted, a 

gratuity at one of the following rates, viz. :

If a Veterinary Surgeon so appointed be unable to complete his ten years' 

service from any cause other than reduction of establishment, wounds, or 

Hi-health, certified by a Board of Medical Officers to have been caused in and by 

the service, he shall be allowed not more than six months' leave without pay, 

at the expiration of which period, if unable to resume duty, his servioes 

shall be at once dispensed with, and he shall have no further claim on the 

Department. 

If the services of an officer be temporarily dispensed with in consequence of a 
reduction of establishment, he shall be granted the rates of half -pay fixed by 
Article 19 until there be an opportunity of re-employing him, or, if he have 
served five years, he may retire from the service with a gratuity according to 
the rates specified in Article 11. 

Abtiolb 18. — Officers of the Veterinary Department shall have a right to 
retire after twenty years' service. Inspecting Veterinary Surgeons, Veterinary 
Surgeons of the First Class, and Veterinary Surgeons, shall be placed on the 
retired list when they shall have attained the age of fifty-five years.

Abticlb 21. — The rate of half -pay awarded to one officer retiring for his own 
oonyenience after twenty-five years' service on fall pay shall not exceed seven- 
tenths of the daily pay he may have been in receipt of when thus retiring on 
lif^'P>^7» provided he shall have served three years in his rank, or shall have 
served abroad for ten years in all ranks, or for five years with an army in the 
field. An officer of tweiity-five years' service, whose service falls within neither 
of these oonditions, shall be entitled only to seven-tenths of the daily pay 
received by him prior to his last promotion. 

An officer of the Veterinary Department placed on half-pay from any other 
cause shall be allowed only a temporary rate of half -pay (not exceeding the 
rates specified in Article 19) for snch period and at such rates as our Secretary 
of State shall decide, with reference to the services rendered to the public by 
such officer. 

Candidates will be required to pass a medical examination as to their physical 
fitness for the service. They must also be under twenty-six years of age, and 
unmarried. Only those who have passed the Final examination for the Diploma 
of the Eoyal College of Veterinary Sturgeons with "very great" or "great 
credit" are eligible as candidates. 

Applications for admission to the Veterinary Department of the 
Army should be addressed to the Principal Veterinary Surgeon, War 
Office, London, accompanied by a certificate of age, and testimonials of 
cbaracter and qualifications.

PKABMACY, 

Phcmnticeuticdl Society of Qreat Britain — PharriMcewticdl Society of 

Irela/ndn-^Fha/rmcbcy in Qaeenelamd, 

Fhabmaceutioal Society op Gbbat Beitain. 

Candidates before tlie conunenoemeiit of professional education 
must pass a Preliminary examination in Arts. The following are 
tlie subjects of tbe Society's examination: Latin — CsBsar, book i, 
grammar; translation into Latin of easy sentences. Arithmetio — 
including tbe metrical system of weights and measures. EngHsh — 
Grammar and Composition. Any of the examinations in Arts 
recognised by the General Medical Council will be accepted in lieu 
of the above. 

Professional Examinations, — ^These are two in number—the Major 
and the Minor. Candidates who pass the latter are allowed to practice 
as chemists and druggists : if they then proceed to the Major, they will, if 
successful, be entitled to register as '' Pharmaceutical Chemists," and 
will be exempt from service on all juries and inquests. Candidates for 
" the Minor" must have been engaged as apprentices or students in the 
translation and dispensing of prescriptions for three years previously. 
Candidates for the Major must have been occupied in a similar manner, 
and they must have passed the Minor. 

Subjects of the Minor Examination. — Prescriptions: The candidate 
is required to read without abbreviation autograph prescriptions; 
translate them into English ; and render a literal as well as an appro- 
priate translation of the directions in use. To detect errors, discover 
unusual doses, and have a general knowledge of Dosology ; also to render 
in good Latin ordinary prescriptions written in English. Pra^stical 
Dispensing *. To weigh, measure, and compound medicines ; write the 
directions in concise language in a neat and distinct hand ; to finish 
and properly direct each package. Phaatnacy : To recognise the 
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preparations of the Fharmaoopooia whioli are not of a definite chemical 
nature, and have well marked physical characters, snch as extracts, 
tinotnres, powders, &o. ; to give the proportions of the active ingredients, 
and possess a praetiedl knowledge of the processes, and the principles 
of the processes, by which they are made, and of the best excipients 
and methods of manipulation for forming emulsions, pills, &c. Materia 
Mediea : To recognise specimens of roots, barks, leayes, fruits, resins, 
g^oms, animal substances, &c., used in medicine ; give the botanical and 
coological names of the plants, &c, yielding them, and the natural 
families to which they belong ; name the countries and sources from 
which they are obtained, the officinal preparations into which they 
enter, and judge the quality and freedom from adulteration or otherwise 
of the specimens. Botcmy : To recognise the more important indigenous 
plants used in medicine. To possess a general knowledge of the 
elementary structure of plants, and the structure and distinctive 
characters of roots, stems, leaves, and their parts. To name and 
describe the various parts of the flower. Chemistry : To recognise the 
ordinary chemicals used in medicine. To possess a practical knowledge 
of the processes by which they are produced,- the composition of such 
as are compound, and explain the decompositions that occur in their 
production and admixture by equations or diagrams. To determine 
practically, by means of tests, the presence in solution of the chemicals 
in common use, and explain the reactions which occur in each case. To 
possess a general knowledge of the laws of chemical philosophy, and a 
practical knowledge of the means of determining specific gravities, 
densities, and temperatures, and of the instruments appertaining 
thereto, and the physical and chemical construction of the atmosphere* 
Fee for the minor examination, £3 3s. 

Major Exammoition, — Materia Mediea: This comprises a practical 
knowledge of the methods of estimating the value of important drugs, 
of obtaining their active proximate constituents in a separate state ; of 
identifying them and ascertaining their purity or impurity by tests. 
Botcmy : This comprises an intimate acquaintance with the parts of 
the flower, fruit, and seed ; the functions and mode of arrangement of 
the different organs of plants ; a knowledge of the general principles 
of classification, and of the Linnsean and De Candolle's systems. The 
candidate must be able to distinguish practically between each of the 
following natural orders: Banunculacese, Fapaveraceaa, Crucifers, 
Malvacess, Leguminosse, BosacesB, Oucurbitace», UmbellifersB, Com- 
positsB, GrentianacesB, ConvolvulacesB, SolanacesB, AtropacesB, Labiatse, 
Scrophuloriaceffi, Polygonacse, Euphorbiacefie, OrohidacesB, Iridace», 
Liliacese, Melanthacese, Graminace»; and refer to their respective 
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orders sucli specimens as may be shown to him. Chemistry: This 
comprehends an intimate knowledge of the laws of chemical philosophy, 
a practical knowledge of the nature and properties of the elements 
and their compounds, both organic and inorganic, especially those 
used in medicine or the arts. The different combinations and decom- 
positions must be explained by equations ; also the qualitative analysis 
of the more important chemicals, e.g., nitrates, chlorides, carbonates, 
sulphates, phosphates, oxalates, tartrates, &c., and the detection of 
impurities in them, and the volumetric estimation of the strength of all 
Pharmacopoeia preparations in which standard solutions are ordered to 
be used. An elementary knowledge of the properties of light, heat, 
electricity, and magnetism is also required. Books and memoranda are 
permitted in the practical portion of this examination. In the 
practical portion of the Major examination standard w6rk8 of 
reference are provided for the use of candidates at the discretion 
of the examiner. No other books or memoranda are allowed. The 
foe is £5 5s. 

Prizes, <l^c.~Pharmaceutical chemists who are Associates of the 
Society at the time of passing the Major will be entitled to com- 
pete for the following prizes at the end of the session in which they 
pass their examination : — First prize — silver medal, books to value of 
£5 ; second prize — silver medal, books to value of £S ; third prize — 
bronze medal, books to value of £2. Svhjects of exa/minabion : Materia 
Medica, Botany, and Ohemistry. The Jiicoh Bell Memorial scholarships, 
tenable for one year ; two scholarships are annually offered for com- 
petition. Holders of the scholarships must pursue their studies in the 
Pharmaceutical Society's School. Each scholarship is of the value of 
£30. Besides this, however, the holders are provided with free instruc- 
tion at the Society's School and receive a present of books. Oandidates 
must be registered apprentices or students of the Society, must not 
be over twenty-two years of age, and must have been engaged for 
three years on recognised professional study. Subjects of exam^ina- 
tion: — Latin — ^Virgil's uSIneid, books i., ii., iii.; Prescriptions — 
Latin-English and English-Latin translations — Translation from any 
Pharmacopoeia and parsing — ^French or German ; English — composi- 
tion and parsing; Arithmetic, including the metric system; Elemen- 
tary Ohemistry, Pharmacy, and Botany. The examination is con- 
ducted wholly in writing. Every year a silver medal is offered for the 
best collection of plants made between the 1st May and the 1st June. 
Other medals may also be awarded in the same competition. Further 
particulars may be obtained of the Secretary, Pharmaceutical Society, 
17, Bloomsbury-square, W.O. 
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Pharmaceutieal Society of IreUmd. 

Any examination in Arts recognised by the Medioal Council, or by 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, will be accepted by the 
Irish Society in lieu of its own Arts examination. The subjects of the 
latter are : — ^Latin — ^translation and parsing — Csesar, book L ; Yirgil's 
.^Sneid, book i. ; English — Composition and Dictation ; Arithmetic — 
including vulgar and decimal fractions, and a knowledge of metric 
weights and measures ; Rudiments of Chemistry and Botany (Roscoe's 
** Chemistry" (" Science Primers") and Browne's " Botany" " Elemen- 
tary Science Manuals"). Candidates for this eTa.miTia.tion must not 
be under sixteen years of age. Fee, £2 2s., to be lodged in the Bank 
of Ireland to the credit of the Society, and the receipt forwarded to 
the BfCgistrar with the application. 

Professional Examination, — Candidates must be twenty-one years of 
age and have passed the Preliminary examination at least one year 
previously, and must have been engaged for two years in compounding 
and dispensing medicines in the establishment of an apothecary or 
chemist. Bvbjects of examination : Botany, Materia Medica, General 
and Pharmaceutical Chemistry, Practical Pharmacy. Fee, £5 5s., 
to be lodged in the Bank of Ireland. All candidates who passed their 
Preliminary after January 1st, 1879, and all candidates who may have 
passed an examination in Arts recognised by the Society at some other 
examining board before that date must attend a three months' course of 
Practical Chemistry in one of the following Institutions : The Car- 
michael College, Aungier-street, Dublin; the CeciHa School of 
Medicine, Dublin; the Ledwick School of Medicine and Surgery, 
Peter-street, Dublin; the Queen's College, Belfast; the Queen's 
College, Cork; the Queen's College, Galway; the Royal College of 
Science for Ireland, Dublin ; the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 
Dublin; the Working Men's Institute, Belfast (Chemical School); 
Trinity College, Dublin. The Society recommends the candidate to 
•attend a course of Materia Medica at one of the above schools.

CHIEF MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF QBEAT BRITAIN. 

Pathological Society of London — Obstetrical Society of London — 
Clinical Society of London — British Medical Association — Sanitary 
Institute of Great Britain — Surgical Society of Irelamd — The Boyal 
Medical Society of Edinburgh — Barveian Society of Edinburgh, 

Patholooioal Society of London. — The Society oonsists of 
Resident, Non-resident, and Honorary Members. Medical practi- 
tioners and persons distinguished in the sciences related to medicine are 
eligible for election as Members. Resident Members are those who 
reside within six miles of Charing Gross : all others are non-resident. 
Candidates for resident membership must be proposed by three mem- 
bers from their personal knowledge : for non-resident membership, by 
one member from personal and by two from general knowledge. 

The adnvission fee for resident membership is £1 Is., and the n.TinTi^1 
subscription £1 Is. Non-resident members pay a life subscription of 
£2 2s. The Corrvposition fee for Resident Members is £1$ 15s. 

Obstetbioal Society op London. — The Society consists of 
Ordinary Fellows and Honorary Fellows. Medical men possessing a 
registrable qualification are eligible for the Ordinary Fellowship. There 
are two classes of Honorary Fellows, the one consisting of British 
subjects, the other of foreigners ; of the former there are six, of the 
latter two. Every candidate for admission to the Ordinary Fellowship 
must be proposed and recommended by three or more Fellows : the 
election takes place by baUot, and candidates to be admitted must be 
given the votes of two-thirds of the Fellows present. Fellows living 
within four miles of Oharing Cross are held to be resident Fellows, 
those living without this radius are held to be non-resident Fellows. 
Honorary Fellows are elected from among persons recommended by 
the Council as having distinguished themselves as practitioners or 
teachers of Obstetric Medicine, or as writers upon Obstetric Medicine, 
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or upon those branches of Medicme and Surgeiy, and scienoes con- 
nected therewith, for the special promotion of which the Obstetrical 
Society is instituted. It is competent for any Fellow to propose the 
name of a person as an Honorary Fellow. Honorary Fellows are 
elected by ballot. To secure the election of a candidate nine-tenths 
of the votes of those present at the meeting must be in his fayonr. 
The /(se on admission to the Society as an Ordinary Fellow is £1 Is. ; 
this smn must also be i>aid at the commencement of every subsequent 
year. The annual subscriptions may be compounded for by a single 
payment of £10 10s. 

CiiiNiCAL Society of London. — ^The Society consists of Honorary 
and Ordinary Members. AU legally qualified medical practitioners are 
eligible for nomination as members. Candidates must be proposed in 
writing by three members from their personal knowledge. Fees : For 
every Ordinary Member, an admission fee of £2 2s., and for every sub- 
sequent year £1 Is. ; the first year's subscription being included in the 
admission fee. Members residing more than six miles from Oharing 
Gross shall only be required to pay the fee of £2 2s. A payment of 
£15 15s. made in advance shall entitle to life membership. 

British Medical Association. — Candidates for Membership 
must be qualified to practice medicine in the United Kingdom, and 
must be recommended for election by three members. The subecrvption 
is £1 Is. per annum. 

Sanitary Institute of Great Britain. — ^A congress for the 
consideration of subjects relating to Hygiene, and an exhibition of 
sanitary apparatus and appliances, are held annually by the Institute. 
Fellows, Members, Associates, and Subscribers have the right of free 
admission to Uie meetings, addresses, and conversazione in connection 
with the congress, and to the exhibition. Members are elected by 
ballot ; they must be elected by at least three Fellows or Members of 
the Society. The ddmission fee payable by a member is £3 3s., and the 
amiudl subscription £2 2s. Medical officers of health and medical 
men holding certificates in Sanitary Science from any university or 
medical corporation are entitled to be enrolled as Members of the 
Institute without payment of the admission fee. Members desirous of 
becoming Life Members may do so on paying £10 10s. in lieu of the 
annual subscription. Associates pay an admission fee of £2 2s. and 
an aurnia.] subscription of £1 Is. 

Surgical Society of Ireland. — ^The Society consists of Ordi- 
nary, Honorary, and Corresponding Members. Every Fellow of the 
College of Surgeons in Ireland is ipso facto an Ordinary Member of 
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the Society. QenUemen eminently distingoished for their acquire- 
ments in Surgery, Medicine, or the collateral branches of science, may 
be elected Honorary or Oorresponding Members of the Society. The 
number of Honorary or of Oorresponding Members of the Society is 
limited to twelve for British subjects and twelve for foreigners. Lic^i- 
tiates of the Irish OoUege of Surgeons or members of other colleges 
desirous of becoming Ordinary Members of the Surgical Society of 
Ireland must be proposed by one member of the Oouncil and seconded 

* 

by another, to each of whom he must be personally known. Every 
candidate for the Membership of the Surgical Society must have been 
in possession of a diploma in Medicine or in Surgeiy for at least two 
years, unless he is connected with a recognised medical school or holds 
a public medical appointment. AU medical officers of the Navy and 
Army may, on making application to one of the secretaries, be enrolled 
as Members of the Society, which privilege they retain so long as they 
are either stationed near or quartered in Dublin. 

The Boyal Medical Society of Edinbuboh. — A candidate for 
membership must be proposed by two Members, personally acquainted 
with him. The ddnmssion fee is £2 2s., and the cmnual aubacription for 
four succeeding years is £2 2s. A member may compownd for all fees 
by the payment in one simi of £8 8s. Oorresponding Members are 
generally elected from amongst distinguished persons not residing in 
Edinburgh. Honorary Membership is conferred by the Society as a 
mark of esteem. The Society, which is incorporated by Boyal charter, 
grants certificates of Membership on election. Ordinary Members of 
two years' standing are termed *' extraordinary," and may be granted 
a special form of diploma. Oorresponding and Honorary Members 
are also entitled to diplomas. These are honourable distinctions, but 
do not confer a right to practice. 

Habveian Society op Edinbuboh. — ^The objects of the Society 
are to commemorate the discovery of the Oirculation of the Blood, 
and to cherish a kindly feeling among the members of the medical 
profession. No person resident in Edinburgh can be admitted a 
member of the Society who is not a Fellow either of the Boyal OoUege 
of Physicians or of the Boyal OoUege of Surgeons, or a graduate in 
Medicine of the University of Edinburgh, unless he be or have been a 
medical officer in some department of the pubUc service. But 
graduates in Medicine, or Licentiates iu Medicine or Surgery, resident 
in the country, may be admitted. The cmnual nbbscription is 5s. 



CHAPTER XVII. 



CONCLUSION. 

Idfe Prot^ects — Praetice^^Localiiy ; the Colonies; the Continent — 
the Naval a/nd Military Seroicee^^he Merchant Service — Emigration 
Service — Personal Fitness. 

Life Pbospects.— The field of Medicine is not an El Dorado : it 
is a battle ground, on whicli spoils are gained by the few and scanty 
Jiving by the many. For the purpose of accnmnlating a fortune, it is 
an improbable means. The future of the medical student will, how- 
ever, be largely influenced by his pecuniary resources, industry and 
ability. The higher qualifications which are essential to those who 
would attain eminence in the profession are only to be obtained by an 
•expenditure of money in excess of that required for a licensing diploma. 
Against this, however, may be set the fact that one or more scholar- 
ships may be obtamed to assist the student in defraying his expenses. 
A hardworking impecunious man should not enter a small hospital, 
where the prizes are few, but select one where there are many avenues 
to reward. The competition may be keener, but average ability, with 
real work, will generally succeed in winning something. 

Pb ACTIOS. — The two highest kinds of practice are the Consulting 
and the Special Of Consulting practitioners there are two varieties : 
The one is devoted either to Medicine or to Surgery, and although with 
patients of his own, is occasionally called in by other practitioners. 
But he does not practice exclusively in one special branch. This is the 
ordinary Consulting Practitioner ; if he be a Physician he will require 
the MD. degree ; if a Surgeon he should be a Master in Surgery or 
Fellow of one of the Colleges of Surgeons. The other kind of con- 
sulting physician does not practice in ordinary cases, but is consulted 
at his house or at the residences of patients who may wish for advice. 
Of SpeciaUsts there are two varieties. The one takes up one or more 
branches of Medicine, but does not give up general practice; the other 
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practices only in liis especial department. In respect of liis speciality 
the Specialist may be regarded as a Oonsnlting Practitioner. Cfenera 
practice is the term applied to the combined pursuit of Medicine, 
Snrgery, and Midwifery. Midwifery is also carried on by specialists 
called Accouehewrs ; the ordinary consulting physician does not 
practice it. 

Locality for Fbacticb is no slight consideration. Large towns 
are the best for pure Surgeons, for pure Physicians, and for all 
specialists. G^eral Practitioners may do equally well in either town 
or country. 

The relative adyantageof home^ colonial, fuid. foreign pracHce is also 
of importance. Oontanental practice affords fair openings for a general 
practitioner of good presence at places frequented by English and 
American society. With regard to the Oolonies, if the young prac- 
titioner have insufficient money to set up well, he may do better by 
going to Australia, New Zealand, or elsewhere than by getting together 
a third or fourth-rate practice at home. It may be advisable also to 
take charge of an invalid for a few months on a home or continental 
tour; the practitioner will thus have an opportunity of closely studying 
what may be an interesting case, and of seeing something of the 
world. 

The regulations as to pay, &c., in the Naval and Military Services 
have been already given. To one who has not means to get up a good 
private practice these services offer some advantages. The income is 
certain, and is sufficient to live on ; the position is good, and the pro- 
motion is reliable. The Merchant Service, however, is far from offering 
a brilliant career, though on some lines, such as the P. and O., the 
practitioner may not fare ill, considering the incidental fees from the 
passengers. The Errdgration Service, again, may be pronounced fairly 
good. 

Personal Fitness. — Sympathy and gentleness are qualities which, 
if the aspirant does not possess, he must sedulously cultivate. I am 
justified by common observation in saying that the patient is conscious 
of the doctor's sympathy ; that he is soothed and strengthened by it, 
and his anxiety to a great extent appeased ; and, it may be added, is 
thus often led to tell his medical attendant the whole truth — a matter 
of no slight importance in diagnosis. 
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MIDWIVE8 AND NUB8E8. 

TsAiNiNa Schools in the United KiNaDOM. 

London. — City of London Lying-m Hospital, 
This institution is a special centre for the training of midwiyes. 

BTE-XAWS. 

Midwife pupils shall pay a fee of ^621, which shall inolnde board and lodghig- 
lor three months. Kurse pupils shall pay a fee of ^65 5s., whioh shall inolad<^ 
board and lodging for three weeks. All pupils shall pay for th^ own washing, 
tea, and sugar. Pupils shall pay at the rate of 148. per week for board, if from 
any oause they be obliged to stay longer than the time specified. A deposit of 
j61 Is. shall be paid by each pupil on entering her name« whioh will bo forfeited 
(except under special drcumstanoes) should she not come in. 

8t. Thomas's Hospital, 

The following is from the prospectus of this institution : 

The Committee of the ''Nightingale Fund'' have arrangements with the 
authorities of St. Thomas's for educating women as hospital nurses. On the 
satisfactory completion of one year's training they will be required to enter into 
service as nurses in the metropolitan or provincial hospitals or infirmaries. A 
limited number of gentlewomen can be admitted under special agreements to 
this course of training with a view to qualify themselves for superior appoint- 
ments. The regulations as to the admission of candidates may be obtained by 
writing to Henry Bonham Carter, Esq., the secretary of the Nightingale Fund, 
91, Gloucester-terrace, Hyde Park, London, W. . . . Women wishing to be 
trained should, whenever it is possible, make personal application to Mrs. 
Wardroper to be entered on the list of candidates for admission aa vacancies 
occur. 

Queen Cha/rlotU^s Lying4n Hospital, 

The regulations are : 

Pupil Nv/rses. — The candidate must procure a form of application from the 
Secretary. Candidates must not be under twenty-tiiree years of age; they 
may be married, single, or widows, and must produce a certificate of moral 
oharaeter, signed by two persons, one of whom must be a lady. They ar* 
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not reoeiyed for a less period than eight weeks. If at the end of their train- 
ing they are fonnd unfitted for the duties of a monthly nnrse they will not 
zeoeive a oertifioate of profidenoy. Pnpil nnrses are under the control of the 
Matron. Th^ are instructed by the latter and by the head nurses. In case 
of misconduot th^ may be discharged without notice, when their fees are 
forfeited. They have to proyide themselves with washing dresses, caps, and 
aprons, and have to pay for their own washing. 

Vee9, — ^10 10s. for two months, ^15 15s. for three months, both of which 
include board and lodging. On the completion of the term of pupilage, each 
pupil nurse, provided she prove herself competent to discharge the duties of 
monthly nursing, will receive a first or second-class certificate, according to 
merit and abilities. Any nurse in possession of a first-cltkss certificate can, if 
recommended by the medical officers, have her name placed on the Hospital 
Begister of Monthly Nurses, on payment of a registration fee of five shillings. 
Should a monthly nurse misconduct herself subsequent to the receipt of her 
oertificate, her name may be removed from the Hospital Segister of Monthly 
Nurses. 

PvipiX Midvoives. — The oaadidate must procure a form of application. No- 
pupU is received for a less period than three months, and no oertificate of 
proficiency is granted unless the pupil pass an examination in Midwifery. The 
pupil mid wives are under the control of the medical officers and midwives. They 
will receive instruction from the former both in the Hospital and the out-patient 
department. Pupils must provide themselves with washing dresses, caps, and 
aprons, and pay for their washing. In case of misconduct they may be sum- 
marily dismissed, when their fees are forfeited. On the completion of the 
training the pupil receives a certificate of proficiency if she passes the required 
examination. 

Fees. — Twenfy-five guineas for three months, including board and lodging ; 
twelve guineas for the same period, without board and lodging, but such pupils 
must reside within a quarter of a mile of the Hospital. 

A certificate of moral character is required of the candidate, before admission 
as pupU, signed by two persons, one of whom must be a medical man. 

General Lying-in Hospital (York-road, Lambeth, 8,E.), 

Female pupils are received on the following terms : Monthly nwrses r 
Three months' training, £15 15s. Fwpil midwives: Six months^ 
training, -£31 10s. These fees include all expenses, viz., board, lodging,, 
uniform, washing, instruction, and use of books. Each nurse must be 
provided with a clinical thermometer, which may be obtained from the 
Secretary. A deposit of £1 must be paid by each nurse on her entrance 
into the Hospital. For every thermometer broken by the pupil half -a* 
crown will be deducted from the above sum, and the balance be returned 
on leaving. The first thermometer will be presented to the pupil 
gratis. 
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British Lying-in Hospital (JEndeU-sireet, Bt QiUs\ W.C). 

Women are received as pupils. They reside in the Hospital, 
liectnres are given by the ph3rsicians. Fee for the course of three 
months, £10 lOs. Certificates of proficiency are granted to competent 
pupils. 

LiYESPOOL. — Ladies^ ChaHty cmd Lying-in Hospital {Myrtle-street). 

This institution has a School for Midwives and Monthly Nurses. 
According to the prospectus : 

Leotores on Midwifery, Nursing, and the General Management of the Siok- 
room are delivered twice a year at the Hospital. The leotnres oommence in 
Maroh and September. They are delivered twice weekly, and extend oyer a 
period of abont twelve weeks. They mnst be regularly attended by all who 
wish to qnalify as midwives or monthly nurses. At the oonolusion of the leo- 
tnres, an examination is held by the medical staff of the Hospital, and diplomas 
are given to those who pass it satisfactorily. Any candidate who fails to pass 
the examination is privileged to attend the next course of lectures without 
further expense. N.B. — Before attending the lectures, candidates are required 
to send in a letter of application, in their own handwriting, and also to enclose 
two testimonials of good character, after which they will receive notice when they 
are to appear before the Committee. No candidate will be admitted who cannot 
read and write. 

Fee for Midwives, £7 7s., which includes lectures, lodging for one fortnight 
with the midwife, and payment for Practical Instruction in Midwifery and for 
Dispensary Practice (the pupil-midwives' practice being taken in the Out- 
door Department, under the direction of the midwives of the Ladies' Charity). 
Each pupil-midwife will be required to conduct twenty cases, and to attend nine 
times at the Dispensary before receiving her diploma. 

Monthly Nwrses.-^A limited number attending each dass will be admitted 
into the Hospital for training as Nurses, besides receiving a diploma as Midwife. 
Fee, £5 58., which includes lectures, board and lodging in Hospital, and 
Dispensary practice (washing not included). Nurses are required to reside in 
the Hospital three months to receive Practical Instruction in Midwifery and 
Nursing, taking their training as night nurse, and serving in Dispensary Practice. 
N.B.— Nurses' Practice in Hospital to be taken as vacancies occur within six 
months from the time that the lectures end. A bonus of ^1 Is., and extra 
certificate as Trained Nurse in addition to the diploma as Midwife, will be granted 
at the expiration of the three months to all nurses who have conducted them- 
selves to the satisfaction of the Committee. 

Salisbxtby. — Salishv/ry Infirmary, 

Nwrsing Studewts.^^Jj&dies are instructed at the Infirmary. The 
following are the rules : 
Eaoh candidate must be proposed and seconded by members of the Committee 
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of Management. She muBt pay an entrance fee of ^5 5b. She most in all 
matters submit entirely to the instractionB of the superintendent nurse. She is 
on no aooonnt whatever to interfere with the religions teaching or opinions of 
patients. Her dress mast be noiseless in material, and quiet both as to form 
and colour. She must engage to attend for instruction for a period of not less 
than six hours a day for six months, except under special circumstances. In 
the erent of any infringement of the above rules, she must engage to leave tiie 
Infirmary at the request of the Committee, and to forfeit all claim to a return 
of her entrance money. A copy of these rules is to be sent to each lady who 
proposes to enter as a Nursing Student, who is to signify her approval of them 
to the Secretary in writing before being admitted. The Infirmary cannot under- 
take to board and lodge ladies, neither can it provide them with an appropriate 
dress. Ladies are advised to consult the matron on this point. Should the 
student prove efficient at the end of her attendance, a certificate will be granted 
by the Oonmiittee. 

Dublin. — 8vr Patrick BwrCs Hospital (Grcmd Ccmal-street), 

Fees. — ^£12 12s. per session. 

The Governors of the Hospital have made arrangements for the 
training of midwives and nurses to serve in the Army. They have 
also undertaken to train women for similar service in the poor-law 
unions, &c. The Governors report that many persons so trained have 
obtained appointments of from £20 to £30 per annum, with residence. 
Pupils must reside at the establishment set apart for this purpose for 
six months, and must attend lectures and maternity cases. For further 
particulars address the Secretary. 

Training of Midwives in Fbance. 

A practical course for persons intended for the profession of midwife 
is established at the Hospital des Cliniques, in Paris. The duration 
of the course is one year. The admissions take place in the months of 
March and November. An aspirant for admission must be eighteen 
years of age, and must produce, first, a certificate of birth ; secondly, 
if married, a certificate of marriage; thirdly, a certificate of moral 
character; fourthly, the certificate of consent of parents or guar- 
dians. The excmdnaiion for admiission is as follows: 1. Dictation; 

2. Arithmetic — ^first four rules — ^the elements of the metric system; 

3. Beading. The date of the examinations is fixed by the Bector of 
the Academy. The jury of examiners is composed : Of the secretary 
of the Faculty; of an inspector of preliminary instruction; of an 
inspectress of the schools of Paris. The ddplomas are of the first 
and second class. The second-class diploma gives the right to 
practice only in one department; the examination for this is on 
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Practical "Midiniery. The firsUclass diploma confers the right to 
practice throughout France. The examination for this is on Theory 
and Practice of Midwifery ;• Accidents which may precede, accom- 
pany, and follow Parturition, and the Remedial Measures to be 
employed; the most simple Operations on the mannequin (model of 
child in female pelvis). Fees : 1st class, ISOfr. ; 2nd class, 25fr. 

TsAiNiNa Schools fob Nubbes in the United States. 

The Report of the United States Commissioner of Education sets 
forth: 

The eBtablishment of traming aohoola for xiiirseB may be ooimted aa a moat 
wisely direoted philanthropic effort; and all who are acquainted with this 
enterpxise, whose purpose ia the education of snitable women for onerous and 
responsible positions as nurses, watch its progress with deepest interest. These 
schools are doing their work with commendable zeal and thoroughness, and many 
a physician finds in their graduates his most valnable assistants. They 
indude : Connecticnt Training School for Nnrses, Boston City Hospital Training 
School for Norses, Boston Training School for Nurses, Training School for 
Nnrses (New England Hospital), Missonri School of Midwifery and Diseases of 
Women and Children, New York State School for Training Nnrses, Charily 
Hospital Training School, New York Training School for Nnrses, Training 
School of New York Hospital, Nnrse Training School of the Woman's Hospital, 
and Washington Traming School for Nurses. 

Admmsion, — It is recognised in all schools for the training of nnrses that the 
duties of a nnrse are such that only those who have pecnliar aptness for the 
work should be enoonraged to undertake it. In order to make an estimate of 
the appHoant's fitness, it is the custom of seyeral schools to send her a list of 
questions such that the answers to them will indicate the probability of her 
becoming an acceptable nnrse. Inqniries are usually made with reference to her 
condition in life, whether married, single, or a widow ; her age, nattyily, and 
oconpation ; physical condition, .family relatione, previous employment, and 
references. Sometimes informal inquiries are made which serve the same 
purpose. The suitable age of applicants is generally placed at from twenty-one 
to thirty-five years. The reason given is that those younger have not ordinarily 
sufficient mental and physical development and those older do not readily acquire 
new habits. The sacred trusts and arduous duties which devolve upon the nurse 
make it necessary that she should have good character and physical strength. 
The amount of education required of applicants is not very great, as natural 
ability and willingness to leam are the chief requisites. Occasionally an 
examination in common English branches must be passed, but more often pupila 
are admitted upon the statement that they have acquired a common school 
education. The various requiremente and the limited number of pupils allowed 
preclude the reception of the majority of applicante. The New York State 
School makes up a dass each year of only six from the large -number of 
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applioaatB. Of thirty-three who applied at Bellevne (New York Traming' 
Sohool) in Deoember, 1879, only three were receiyed. At the New England 
Hospital, in 1878, eighteen ont of forty, applioants were admitted to 
probation. 

Probation. — The pnpilB of the nnme training schools are nsoally admitted 
npon a month's probation, during whioh time they receive no compensation for 
their serrioes beyond board and lodging. A large portion of those thns admitted 
fail to meet the demands made npon them during this time. Of the eighteen 
just mentioned as admitted to probation in the New England Hospital Training 
Sohool, only nine were approved. The trial is very severe npon new comers^ 
who are for the first time compelled to witness surgical operations and other 
equally painful sights, to bear patiently the whims and complaints of the 
sick, and to supply the wants of exacting patients. But those who courageously 
undertake the work and resolve to persevere in it soon acquire a skilfulness 
whioh enables them to do their work acceptably and with comparative ease. 
Those fulfilling the conditions and expeotatious of the probationary month 
are usually required to enter into a written agreement that prevents them 
from leaving the school before the completion of their course. Otherwise 
offers of liberal wages and other insufficient causes might withdraw some 
from their places, to the injury of themselves and the pafcienta upon 
whom they were attending. 

Maintenance, — ^With one or two exceptions, pupil nurses are maintained 
at the expense of the school or the hospital to which it is attached during 
the time of their training. It will be seen that certain sums are paid in addition 
to board and lodging. This is not looked upon as a remuneration for aervioea 
performed, as the instruction and experience are considered a sufficient 
compensation ; but it seems desirable that the pupil should not be dependent on 
any one outside of the hospital for money to meet her expenses for at least dreaa 
and text books. These are not very large, as the greatest simplicity in dress ia 
enjoined and the text books are not numerous. The information in the 
posession of the Office does not render it possible to state what provisions 
are made for the board and lodging of pupils in all cases. It is considered 
extremely desirable that they should have not a mere living place in or 
near the hospital, but a comfortable and attractive home, fumishins^ 
surroundings that rest, revive, and reanimate those who are weary and 
discouraged from excessive toil and care and giving opportunity for undisturbed 
sleep in the dajtime to night nurses and entire immunity to all from suggestiona 
of the hospital. The Nurses' Home of the Bellevue Hospital provides 
for all these wants, and it has been said that the noticeable exemption 
from illness which the nurses of that institution have enjoyed is largely 
owing to their cheerful and healthy surroundings. 

It is but natural at this point to inquire into the sources of income 
which these schools have. Two make no report or statements that bear 
npon financial questions; two, which are connected with public hospitals^ 
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are rapported' in fhe main by city appropriations. The others are supported 
prinoipally by money receiyed for the serrices of nnrses and horn ih» 
gifts of friends, the income of fnnds, and the pay of patients. Th» 
Missouri School of Midwifery has fees of 75dols. for the entire oonrse and 
lOdols. extra if the pupil be admitted to the disseoting rooms. 

Instruetion.'^The instmotion afforded in nnrse training schools seems- 
to diyide itself into practical, or that receiyed at the bedside of patients; 
theoretical, or that obtained from text books and lectores ; and auxiliary, or that 
which is uBefol in nnrse training but not specifically a part of it. Practical 
nursing must be learned at the bedside, and beds of a hospital offer the 
best opportunities. There the nurse may obserye the treatment giyen 
persons suffering under a wide yariety of medical and surgical diseases, 
and acquire a yaluable and extensiye experience in a short time. Another 
principal adyantage in hospitals is the frequent yisits of skilful physicians 
to giye counsel and directions and furnish instruction at a time when it 
will make a lasting impression on the pupil's mind. The adyioe and assistance 
of experienced nurses are not only a present help to the nurse, but also prepare 
her for future occasions. The constant oyersight of both head nurses 
and physicians stimulates the pupil to form habits of accuracy, fidelity^ 
and attentiyeness. Although the practical training is of chief yalue, yet 
systematic instruction from carefully written manuals of nursing, and by lectures 
and talks on subjects pertaining to nursing, is not omitted. The courses 
of instruction in the yarious schools are similar, and that of the Connecticut 
Training School may be taken as a representatiye of the whole. It includes (1) 
the dressing of blisters, bums, sores, and wounds ; the application of 
fomentations, poultices, and minor dressings ; (2) the application of leeches ; (3) 
the administration of enemas; (4) the use of the catheter; (5) the keeping 
of temperature records ; (6) the best method of applying friction to the body and 
extremities ; (7) the management of helpless patients, moying, changing, giying 
bath in bed, preyenting and dressing bed sores, and 'managing positions ; (8) 
bandaging, making bandages and rollers; (9) making patients' beds, and 
remoying sheets while the patient is in bed ; (10) the keeping of all utensils^ 
sponges, bed, tables, Ac., perfectly dean. 

The education of pupil nurses in branches collateral to their profession is not 
extensiyely attempted. Usually they are instructed in the preparation of deli- 
cacies for the sick, attractiye articles of diet, and the drinks and stimulants in 
common use in the sick room. On the subject of medical instruction the Secre- 
tary of the Connecticut Training School says : 

"Whilst fiur from wishing our nurses to be so learned as to think they know 
as much as the physicians, we are desirous to haye them understand the struc- 
ture of the human body and all its functions ; for this purpose they study from 
text books on physiology, anatomy, and midwifery, reciting to and receiying 
yaluable instruction from the head nurse, who also conducts quarterly examina* 
tions in these studies in the presence of ladies of the Executiye Committee." 
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flTueceM.— The Baooem of traaxiiiig aohooUi for xrarsM is Mon in the thotouf h 
preparatioii they give for the pnrmiit of tk noble eaUing, and in the exoellent^ 
work done by the pnpils and gradnates in both hospitals and private vesidenoeB. 
A report speaks thns of the benefits whioh the establishment of the nnxse 
training school brought to the inmates of the Charity Hospitikl at Neir 
Tork: 

" The change wrought in the hospital was sndden and radical. The nnrses 
themselYea were of a better class than it was thooght possible to secure, many 
of them being ladies of onltnre and refinement. Abuses whioh had existed 
since the foundation of the hospital were at once swept away. The care and 
sympathy receiyed by the patients promoted their recovery, while the presence 
among them of the pupils of the school so improved the moral tone of the institu- 
tion that the cells for punishment were no longer necessary and were removed. 
The death rate of the hospital has steadily diminished since the introduction of 
the training schooL . . . Other causes have contributed to diminish the 
mortality, but none so much as the increased efficienqy in nursing, due to the 
oareful training of intelligent nurses." 

The work done in private families has received similar praise, and there is a 
constant demand upon the schools for pupils to go out to private nursing. The 
post-graduate success of educated nurses is evident from the continued call for 
their services in preference to those of any others, and receives further proof 
from the expressions of those who have observed their work. The organising 
of training schools is being agitated in several prominent cities and oannot faSl 
of equally good results with those which have invariably attended them.

EzPBirsBS OF LiYiKG IK Nbw Yobk, &c. 

The expenses of liying in the city of New York (it is stated) will, of 
course, Tary according to views and habits. Good board and lodging 
may be had conveniently to the Bellevne Hospital Medical College 
at from 4 dols. 50 cents to 7 dols. per week. Pains are taken to 
provide a list of boarding houses in the vicinity of Bellevne Hospital 
to suit the wishes and means of students ; and the Janitor is prepared 
to secure satisfactory accommodation without any delay for those who 
have matriculated at the College. Bellevue Hospital is situated on the 
East Biver, between Twenty-sixth-street and Twenty-eighth-street. 
The entrance to the Hospital is in Twenty-sixth-street, near the East 
Biver. Students and others coming to the College should inquire at 
the gate of Bellevue Hospital for the Janitor of the Bellevue Hospital 
Medical College. Members who receive remittances in the form of 
post-office money orders will save trouble if they direct the orders to 
be payable at Station F, New York City, this station being but a 
short distance from the College. 

PhABMACY IK QUEEKSLAKD. 

According to the Medical Act of 1867 : 

If o Chemist and Dmggigt shaQ obtam a oertifloate from the Medical Boaid 
of this Colony except npon the prodnotion of testimonialB latigfaotory to saoh 
board, and statmg that he has been engaged for a period not less than three 
years in learmng Pharmacy and Chemical Affinities, and that he is qualified to 
oomponnd and dispense medioineB. Provided that this Act shall not be oon- 
straed so as to prevent any person from selling nnoomponnded dmgs or patent 
medicines. 

The practice of Dentistiy is not restricted in this Colony. 
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Tancbbd's Ghabities. 

In fatnre, the subjects of examination will be altered from year to 
year. The subjects of the next examination are contained in the 
forms of Petition, which will be supplied on application to Barde 
Erere, Esq., 28, Lincoln's Inn-fields. 

THB FOXTNDATION OV THS STUDENTSHIPS. 

Christopher Tanored, of Whizley Hall, in the oonnly of York, Esquire, 
founded, a.d. 1721, stndentships for the ednoation of twelye yonng persons " in 
each professions as might not only advance their fortunes, but render them 
nsefol members of the commnnity ; " and he directed that the students should 
be natives of Ghreat Britam (i.e., actually bom in England, Scotland, or Wales), 
of the religion of the Church of England, and " of such low abilities (meaning 
pecuniary ability) as not to be capable of obtaining the education " which he 
had in view without the assistance of his or a like charity. 

Four to be educated in the study of Divinity at Christ's College, Cambridge. 

Four in the study of Physic at GonviUe and Cains College, Cambridge. 

Four in the study of the Common Law at Lincoln's Inn, London. 

The annual income of the charity now generally admits of there being more 
than four students in each dass. 

fif^encto.— Each student receives iBlOO a year. The stipends are paid half- 
yearly, at Whitsuntide and Martinmas. 

FHTSIO. 

1. No person shall be capable of being elected a student who is below the age 
of sixteen years or above the age of twenty-two years, or who is married. 

2. The elections shall take place at the Whitsuntide half-yearly meeting only. 

3. Petitions shall be presented in the prescribed form ; and every candidate 
shall be required to declare, in his Petition, that it is his bond fide intention to 
pursue the study and practice of Physic.

6. The examination shall be held at Cambridge, and examiners shall be 
appointed by the Masters of Christ's and Gonville and Cains Colleges to con- 
duct the same. 
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Medical Society of the Kino and Queen's Oolleob of 

Physicians in Ibbulnd. 

The Bnles prescribe : 

All Fellows, ex-Fellows, and Honorary Fellows of fhe CoUe^e, may be admitted 
as members of the Society on payment of the annual snbsoription. Members 
or Licentiates of the College, Qradnates in Medicine of a university of the 
United Kingdom, Fellows of the Soyal Oolleges of Surgeons of Ireland, of Eng- 
land, and of Edinburgh, and Fellows or Members of the Colleges of Physicians 
of London and of Edinburgh are also eligible for election as members of the 
Sode^. The keeping of open shop for the sale of drugs is incompatible with 
membership of the Society.
